Have  you  seen  it?  If  not,  then  let 
us  send  you  a  copy.  We  think  it  will 
interest  you.  Possibly  it  may  assist  you 
in  arriving  at  a  better  understanding  of 
the  present  dictionary  controversy.  In 
any  event,  it  will  aid  you  in  solving  the 
question  at  the  head  of  this  article.  It 
is  yours  for  the  asking.  The  pamphlet 
is  in  answer  to  a  defamatory  and  mis- 
leading circular  over  the  signattllfe  G. 
&  C.  Merriam  Co.,  which  has  been 
scattered  broadcast  among  t^e  trade 
and  in  educational  circles.  You  may 
have  seen  the  pamphlet.  If  so,  then  all 
the  more  reason  why  you  should  read 
what  the  other  side  has  to  say. 

In  the  issue  of  The  Publishers' 
Weekly  of  Dec.  15,  1906,  the  G.  &  C. 
Merriam  Co.  have  what  purports  to  be 
a  reply  to  the  ''substantial  points"  of 
our  pamphlet.  That  is,  "substantial 
points"  as  they  choose  to  consider  them. 
The  real  issues,  however,  they  carefully 
avoid.  Why  ?  Are  they  afraid  to  meet 
them?    It  certainly  has  that  ap|>ei]trance. 

The  burden  of  the  "reply"  is,  that 
the  Merriam  Co.  oivn,  as  a  chattel,  the 
Websterian  system  of  English  spcedh; 
that  they  have  the  sole  and  exclusive 
right  to  prepare  text-books  from  which 
that  system  shall  be  taught ;  that  all  dic- 
tionaries prepared  by  them  are  "gen- 
uine," whether  conforming  to  Webster's 
standards  or  not;  that  all  books  not 
prepared  by  them  are  "spurious,"  how- 


ever closely  they  may  adhere  to  Web- 
ster's spellings,  definitions  and  diacriti- 
cal markings.  With  strange  inconsist- 
ency they  admit  that  the  original  work 
of  Webster  and  his  coadjutor,  Good- 
rich, has  become  common  property,  yet 
they  still  insist  that  all  books  prepared 
by  others  than  themselves,  even  though 
exact  reproductions  of  the  originals,  are 
only  "imitation  Websters."  Just  how 
they  reach  these  conclusions  is  not  very 
clear.  -Possibly  it  was  not  intended  that 
•it  should  'be.  They  further  assert,  by 
implication  ^lit  least,  the  sole  ownership 
of  all  lexicogfraphic  knowledge;  that 
they  alone  possess  tlie  depth  and  breadth 
of  "modern  scholarship"  necessary  for 
efficient  work  in  dictionary  compiling, 
and  ihatfto  others  are  qualified  to  com- 
pete with  them  in  this  field  of  effort.  It 
was  'beoause  of  these  arrogant  preten- 
sions, and  the  offensively  insolent  man- 
ner in  which  they  were  presented,  that 
^e  were  compelled  to  answer  their  pam- 
phlet and  expose  the  liollowness  and 
hypocrisy  of  their  claims. 

They  endeavor,  in  their  reply,  to 
.create  the  impression  that  we  are  as- 
sailing.  them.  This  is  untrue.  They 
are  the  aggressors  and  we  have  only 
struck  back  in  self-defense.  During  our 
long  career  as  publishers  we  never  have 
attempted  to  sell  our  own  piiblications 
by  disparaging  those  of  our  competitors, 
and  our  pamphlet  never  would   have 
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been  written  were  it  hot  that  the  is^ue 
was  forced  upon  tis  by  the  malignant 
character  of  their  attack.  And  does  not 
their  own  reply  furnish  the  true  animus 
of  that  attadc  ?  Do  they  not  stand  con- 
victed by  their  own  words,  when  they 
"freely  confess"  that  tlieir  "primary  mo- 
tive" in  "  criticising"  our  publication 
was  "simply  to  sell  our  own  (their) 
books  and  make  some  money"?  And 
MAKE  SOME  MONEY.  Yes,  those 
words  explain  all. 

They  assert  that  their  dictionaries 
are  sold  only  on  their  merits.  If  so, 
then  why  do  they  seek  to  decry  and  be- 
little the  books  of  their  competitors? 
These  metfiods  are  not  necessary  to 
market  a  meritorious  article,  neither 
are  they  resorted  to  by  reputable  pub- 
lishers who  rely  only  on  the  intrinsic 
goodness  of  their  publications.  They 
affect  also,  to  make  light  of  our  allu- 
sions to  monopolies,  combinations  and 
trusts  in  the  book  trade,  but  it  would 
have  been  of  "some  interest  to  the  edu- 
cated public,"  if  they  had  explained 
why  they  are  so  zealous  in  defending 
the  dictionaries  published  by  the  Amer- 
ican Book  Company,  the  books  which 
directly  compete  with  the  Laird  &  Lee 
editions. 

They  say,  in  extenuation  of  its  faults, 
that  their  Webster's  (?)  Handy  Dic- 
tionary was  "never  designed  for  school 
use."  Then  for  what  purpose  was  it 
published?  From  a  careful  inquiry 
among  the  trade  and  the  school  book 
depositories,  it  would  seem  that  during 
the  first  copyright  period  (28  years), 
not  «less  tiian  ^e  or  six  million  copies 
of  4)HS^>keek-wef*e-6old,  -and  conservative 
tstimitfes  place  the  number  going  di- 
red^  tflto  schools,  and  the  hands  of 
thildmi,  ait  riot  less  than  nihe-tenths  of 
the  entire  noutput*  It  would  also  be  in- 
teresfhqg  Ho  the  "edwiated  public"  to 
know  iH^fetiier  this  book  is  a  "gen- 
uine" ^  'a  "ipuriou^"  Webster.  If 
the  iiairie  of  Webster  is  sd  sacred, 
why  do  fhey  desecrate  it  by  affixing  it 
to  a  bortc  -that  -the  gi*eat  lexicographer 
would  %t^'Spfirned?  But,  it  may  be 
said,  -Why  %aife  ^the  schools  toleraited 
this  imposition?  Becituse,  until  Laird 
fr  Lee  published  their  series  of  Web- 
ster's New  Standj^rd  Diction^lries,  the 
G.  ft  C.  Merriam  Co.  had  a  monopoly 


of  the  school  dictionary  business.  The 
schools  had  no  choice.  They  had  to 
take  what  was  offered  or  go  without. 

The  Merriam  Co.  attempt  to  justify 
their  attack  upon  us  by  alleging  an  in- 
fringement of  their  "moral  right"  of 
"exclusive   proprietorship   in   the   title 
Webster's    Dictionaries."      Where    did 
they  get  it?    Not  from  Noah  Webster, 
for  he  explicitly  gave  his  system  to  the 
American   people.     Not   because   they 
were    the    original    publishers    of    his 
books,  for  this  honor  belongs  to  an- 
other.    Nor  yet  merely  because  they 
may  have  owned  cop}'rights  which  ex- 
pired years  ago.    In  what  way  have  we 
injured  them,  legally  or  morally?    We 
have  not  violated  any  of  their  copy- 
rights; we  have  not  used  any  of  their 
trade-marks;  we  have  not  imitated  the 
style  of  their  books,  nor  have  we  sold 
our  product  as  theirs.     No,  we  have 
siiriply  done  the  same  as  they  have  done 
and  are  now  doing.    We  have  used  the 
original   Webster's   Dictionary   as   re- 
vised by  Goodrich  in  1847  21s  the  basis 
of  our  books.     This  we  "had  tdth   a 
moral  and  a  legal  right  to  do.     Like 
them,   we   have   "employed   the   most 
modem  scholarship  and  the  results  of 
the  latest  scrutiny  of  today's  language 
to    enrich    and    perfect    our    works." 
Wherein  have  we  injured  them  then? 
Oh !    We  have  broken  their  monopoly. 
We    have    touched    their    one    tender 
spot,  the  capacity  to  MAKE  SOME 
MONEY.    We  have  produced  a  "gAi- 
uine"  Webster  Dictionary  for  the  lise 
of  schools.    Therein  lies  our  unpardon- 
able sin. 

In  its  final -analysis  the  G.  &"C.  M(*r- 
riam  Co.'s  reply  amounts  to  this;  that 
for  many  years  they  enjoyed  a  mono^ 
oly  of  the  publication  and  sale  of  schddl 
dictionaries;  that  they  found  the  mo- 
nopoly very  profitaWe;  now  that  the 
ihonopoly  has  been  destroyed  it  is  mor- 
ally unjust  that  they  should  be  cbfn- 
pelled  to  relinquish  the  profits  which  it 
brought  them;  That  is  about  the  siib- 
stance  of  it.  And  now  that  the  "moral 
issues"  involved  have  been  given  to  the 
public,  we,  too,  are^willing  to  rest  our 
case,  and  we  agree  to  abide  by  any  de- 
cision the  public  may  pronounce.

AFTER  THE  HOLIDAY  RUSH. 

As  some  one  once  said,  immediately  after 
the  holiday  rush,  "these  are  the  days  for  the 
salvage  corps  in  store  and  counting  room;"

housecleaning.  For  weeks  during  the  season 
just  drawing  to  a  close — ^the  best  in  the  his- 
tory of  bookselling— it  has  been  possible  only 
to  keep  the  stock  from  tumbling  into  abso- 
lute chaos,  to  keep  its  arrangement  in  order 
only  sufficiently  for  the  green  help  to  be  able 
to  locate  a  certain  book  about  twice  out  of 
five  times — ^a  divining  rod  or  a  "Sherlock 
Holmes"  being  required  in  the  three  other 
cases  to  locate  or  unearth  the  required  book. 
Now  at  last  there  is  time  to  restore  order,  to 
'*line  up"  the  stock,  to  balance  the  books. 

Never  is  a  better  opportunity  afforded  for 
reviewing  one's  wisdom  or  error  of  judg- 
ment in  buying  and  stocking  up  than  at  the 
close  of  the  year.  It  is  now  that  the  book- 
-seller  must  face  the  results  of  the  year  calmly 
and  frankly.  Success  is  always  gratifying; 
but  what  about  the  failures!  To  determine 
for  himself  in  what  his  error  lay  in  over- 
stocking on  certain  lines  or  in  not  buying 
enough  of  others,  the  bookseller  must  sit  in 
judgment  upon  himself  as  sternly  as  he  would 
upon  his  subordinates.  If  the  matter  could 
be  shifted  upon  his  manager  or  buyer  the 
principal  might  be  able  to  determine  his  sub- 
ordinate's fault  with  almost  scientific  accuracy. 
Let  him,  therefore,  apply  the  same  standard  of 
justice  to  himself  and  profit  accordingly. 
Discovering  in  what  his  error  lay  may  not 
help  him  to  avoid  making  other  errors  in  the 
future ;  but  it  should  guide  him  in  not  making 
the  same  mistake  twice,  because  repetition  of 
a  mistake  is  a  crime  that  may  lead  to  fatal 
consequences. 

In  the  bustle  and  haste  of  the  holiday  rush 
and  the  complete  attention  which  must  of 


necessity  be  given  to  the  proper  handling  of 
the  many  demands  for  book^  for  gifts,  it  may 
have  escaped  the  attention  of  some  book- 
sellers that  the  first  two  months  of  the  year 
may  really  be  made  the  most  productive  of 
all.  The  regular  customer  and  those  new 
friends  won  by  the  bookseller's  special  pro* 
vision  for  the  holiday  season  will  now  be  in 
need  of  the  more  staple  and  sober  books  and 
good  editions  for  which  the  demand  is 
growing  steadily.  The  bookseller  during  the 
last  three  months  has  come  in  sight  of  hun- 
dreds of  new  faces  with  which  he  should  be- 
come better  acquainted,  and  with  whose 
owners  he  may  become  more  closely  asso- 
ciated provided  he  has  given  satisfaction  and 
made  a  good  impression  in  the  beginning. 
The  public  is  willing  to  buy  books  every  day 
in  the  year  and  to  pay  good  prices,  too,  as 
witness  the  case  of  Mrs.  King's  transactions 
in  books  reported  in  our  issue  for  December 
29.  It  ought  to  make  the  legitimate  book- 
trade  blush  to  have  such  patrons  of  literature 
fall  into  the  hands  of  the  Philistines  just  for 
the  lack  of  a  little  enterprise  on  their  part. 

Then,  in  February  we  have  Valentine's  Day, 
which  for  several  years  has  kept  those  book- 
sellers who  know  how  to  cater  to  special  sea- 
sons very  nearly  as  busy  as  Christmastide ; 
and  close  upon  that  frivolous  season  follow 
preparations  for  the  Lenten  season,  when 
there  is  always  an  active  demand  for  religious 
books.  Were  we  to  select  the  two  most  satis- 
factory months  of  the  year  for  constructive 
bookselling  we  would  name  January  and 
February.  

The  dictionary  war  continues  into  1907,  as 
is  evident  from  our  advertising  pages.  On 
the  legal  side,  there  are  two  main  issues. 
The  question  whether  the  use  of  the  word 
"Webster"  can  be  continued  by  the  G.  &  C. 
Merriam  Company  as  the  exclusive  right  in 
the  nature  of  a  trade-mark  is  still  waiting 
decision  in  Boston,  where  an  opinion  should 
be  handed  down  shortly.  The  other  point 
concerns  the  question  whether  the  omis- 
sion of  the  American  copyright  notice  extra- 
territorial ly,  as  on  English  editions,  forfeits 
copyright.  The  decision  of  the  Circuit  Court 
of  Chicago,  mentioned  in  our  last  week's 
issue,  holds  that  this  is  not  the  case,  on 
which  ground  the  injunction  against  the 
United  Dictionary  Company  on  certain  minor 
Webster's  dictionaries  was  granted.  It  is 
possible  that  this  case  may  be  appealed  to  the 
U  S.  Supreme  Court  for  final  arbitrament, 
b'lt  whether  this  will  be  done  seems  hot  yet 
certain.

John  Hovenden,  William  J.  Kelly 
and  H.  M.  Caldwell  for  "short  talks,"  and 
then  rounded  out,  with  interspersed  singing, 
one  of  the  most  enjoyable  dinners  oi  this 
ancient  order  of  good  fellows.

WM.  G.  JOHNSTON  &  CO.'S  FIFTIETH 
ANNIVERSARY. 

The  annual  New  Year's  dinner  given  by 
Wm.  G.  Johnston  &  Co.,  of  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  to 
their  employees  was  held  on  New  Year's  day 
at  the  Fort  Pitt  Hotel.  It  was  quite  a  pleas- 
ant affair,  celebrating  the  fiftieth  anniversary 
of  the  firni's  large  stationery  and  printing 
business,  now  located  at  the  comer  of  Penn 
Avenue  and  Ninth  Street.  The  dining  room 
was  decorated  appropriately  to  the  occasion, 
and  Mr.  Harry  P.  Pears,  manager  of  the 
firm,  made  a  very  entertaining  toastmaster. 
Short  addresses  were  made  by  Charles  H. 
Gough  and  William  H.  Murphy,  who  have 
been  with  the  firm  for  over  one-third  of  a 
century.  A.  L.  Keil,  the  eastern  representa- 
tive of  the  firm,  F.  E.  Loeffler  and  L.  R. 
Miller,  represented  the  factory;  John  Mackay 
represented  the  loose-leaf  salesmen;  J.  A. 
Cooper,  Samuel  Seemann  and  Harry  Hoff- 
man represented  the  Stationery  Department; 
and  John  J.  McShane,  Jr.,  Harry  P.  Pears 
and  Clarence  A.  Whiteside  represented  the 
Accounting  Department.  Other  short  speeches 
were  made  by  a  number  of  the  employees, 
and  the  dinner  was  brought  to  a  close  by  all 
rising  and  singing  "Auld  Lang  Syne,"  fol- 
lowed by  three  rousing  cheers  for  Harry  P. 
Pears  and  Wm.  G.  Johnston  &  Co. 


THE  PRESENT  STATUS  OF  THE  GER- 
MAN BOOKTRADE. 

The  oflkial  directory  of  the  German  book- 
trade,  published  by  the  Borsenverein  der 
deutschen  Buchhandler,  for  1907,  records  the 
names  of  11,737  firms  in  the  book  business, 
or  490  more  firms  than  were  reported  a  year 
ago,  which  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
since  January  i,  1906,  791  new  firms  came 
into  existence  and  301  went  out  of  business. 
There  were  38  failures,  703  changes  in  firm 
names,  and  133  deaths.  The  11,737  finna  are 
located  in  221ZS  cities  as  follows:  1584  in  the 
German  empire,  299  in  Austro-Hungary ;  77  in 
Switzerland;  219  in  other  parts  of  Europe; 
57  in  America;  13  in  Africa;  17  in  Asia  and 
9  in  AustraKa.  The  number  of  localities  rep- 
resented has  been  increased  during  the  year 
by  153. 


COMSTOCK  NO  LONGER  POST- 
OFnCE  INSPECTOR. . 

Anthony  C6mstock,  the  secretary  of  the 
New  York  Society  for  the  Suppression  of 
Vice,  it  is  reported,  was  notified  last  week  by 
the  Postmaster-General  that  his  credentials  as 
Post-Office  Inspector  had  been  cancelled.  This 
position,  held  by  Mr.  Comstock  for  thirty- 
four  years,  enabled  him  to  fpy  to  any  post- 
ofiice  and  open  suspected  mail  at  his  discre- 
tion. Mr.  Comstock  at  the  same  time  was 
notified  that  he  would  be  reappointed  as  In- 
spector and  carried  on  the  payrolls  with  a 
salary  of  $1500  a  year,  and  a  daily  allowance 
of  $3,  if  he  would  give  up  all  other  employ- 
ment. As  Mr.  Comstock  as  secretary  of  the 
Society  for  the  Suppression  of  Vice  draws  a 
salary  of  $5000  a  year  and  is  said  to  have  per- 
quisites, it  is  not  likely  that  he  will  withdraw 
from  the  Society.  This  action  of  the  Post- 
Office  Department  is  supposed  to  be  due  to 
the  agitation  of  the  Art  Students'  League,  an 
issue  of  whose  magazine  was  recently  con- 
fiscated by  Comstock  on  the  gnround  that  it 
contained  lewd  and  lascivious  pictures. 


OBITUARY  NOTES. 

Albert  W.  Berg,  organist  and  composer, 
died  at  his  home  in  New  York  on  January  2. 
Mr.  Berg  was  born  in  Frankfort-on-the-Main, 
in  1825,  and  came  to  this  country  when  very 
young.  He  studied  music  in  Paris  and,  re- 
turning to  this  country,  began  to  teach  music. 
After  some  years  of  teaching  Berg  in  the 
earlv  '50s  became  connected  with  the  pub- 
lishing firm  now  known  as  William  A.  Pond 
&  Co.,  and  remained  with  them  up  to  the 
time  of  his  death  as  musical  editor  of  the 
works  they  published.  They  published  much 
music  of  Mr.  Berg's  own  composition.  This  is 
chiefly  church  music,  but  includes  a  number 
of  songs  that  enjoyed  popularity.  He  was 
oi^anist  for  a  number  of  years  at  St.  Paul's, 
later  at  Zion  and  finally,  for  fifteen  years,  at 
the  Church  of  the  Transfiguration.  He 
played  at  the  funeral  of  George  Holland, 
when  Joe  Jefferson  gave  the  church  its  nick- 
name with  his  "Then  God  bless  the  little 
church  around  the  corner."  He  leaves  a  wife 
and  four  children.  The  children  are  Albert 
EJlery  Berg,  the  dramatic  critic  and  editor; 
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Lily  D'Angelo  Berg,  vocal  teacher;  L.  dc 
Coppet  Berg,  the  architect,  builder  of  the 
Metropolitan  Opera  House,  and  Walter  G. 
Berg,  chief  engineer  of  the  Lehigh  Valley 
Railroad. 

GusTAV  Kruell,  the  well-known  artist,  died 
on  January  2  at  San  Luis  Obispo,  Gal.  Kruell, 
to  whom  American  wood  engraving  owes  a 
great  debt,  was  born  in  1843,  in  Diisseldorf, 
and  was  a  pupil  of  R.  Breiideamour,  of  that 
famous  art  city.  He  produced  a  remarkable 
series  of  portraits  of  Lincoln,  Grant,  Sher- 
man and  other  figures  in  American  history, 
portraits  of  great  vitality,  and  in  technique 
possessing  a  breadth  and  a  richness  of  text- 
ure and  color  suggesting  the  art  of  the  painter. 
Some  of  these  were  published  a  few  years 
ago  under  the  title  of  "A  Portfolio  of  Na- 
tional Portraits,"  with  text  by  Royal  Cor- 
tissoz.  In  general,  however,  his  works  were 
circulated  after  the  fashion  of  etchings  or 
other  prints,  or  he  undertook  private  com- 
missions. "He  was,"  as  the  Nnv  York 
Tribune  truly  says,  "an  enthusiastic,  indus- 
trious man,  absorbed  in  his  art,  and  he  has 
left  a  considerable  body  of  work  to  his  credit 
His  best  portraits  are  not  only  masterly  in 
workmanship,  but  have  distinction  of  style. 
Though  his  art  [wood  engraving]  lost  its 
vogue  some  time  ago,  and  h^s  since  been 
^  supported  only  by  a  limited  number  of  dis- 
cerning connoisseurs  and  publishers,  there  is 
no  danger  that  what  he  did  for  it  will  be  for- 
gotten." 

NOTES  ON  AUTHORS. 

The  Anglo-American  Executive  Committee 
has  purchased  the  house  in  Rome,  in  the 
Piazza  di  Spagna,  in  which  Keats  died.  The 
purchase  price  was  $12,000.  Eight  thousand 
dollars  more  is  needed  to  pay  off  the  mort- 
gage on  the  place. 

The  wedding  of  Post  Wheeler,  the  poet, 
who  is  second  secretary  of  the  American 
Embassy  at  Tokio,  and  Hallic  Erminie  Rives, 
the  novelist,  took  place  at  the  Embassy  at 
noon  on  December  29.  The  attendance  was 
very  large,  including  many  prominent  Jap- 
anese and  foreigners. 

E.  F.  Benson,  the  author  of  "Dodo,"  has 
completed  a  new  novel,  entitled  "Sheaves," 
which  is  to  be  published  serially  before  it 
appears  in  book  form.  Mr.  Benson  is  at 
work  on  a  book  dealing  with  "English  Figure 
Skating,"  which  is  to  be  brought  out  in  a 
sumptuous  edition  with  many  illustrations. 

Maurice  Hewlett's  new  story,  "The  Stoop- 
ing Lady,"  begins  its  run  as  a  serial  in  the 
J SLTiu^Ty  Bookman.  Upon  its  completion  at 
the  end  of  the  summer  it  will  be  published 
in  book  form  by  Dodd,  Mead  &  Co.  Mr. 
Hewlett,  it  will  be  recalled,  first  claimed  the 
attention  of  American  readers  with  his 
"Earthwork  Out  of  Tuscany"  and  "Forest 
Lovers."  As  a  critic  and  descriptive  writer 
he  is  well  known  through  "The  Road  in 
Tuscany." 

Like  Thackeray,  Mrs.  Margaret  Deland  be- 
gan her  career  as  an  artist,  instead  of  as  an 
arthor.  After  receiving  her  education  at  one  of 
the  best  of  girls*  schools,  she — ^then  Margaret 


Campbell — went,  to  New  York  City  and  stud- 
ied drawing  and  designing  at  the  Cooper  In- 
stitute. She  graduated  at  the  head  of  her 
class,  and  her  ability  was  so  marked  that  she 
was  promptly  asked  to  take  the  place  of  in- 
structor in  design  at  the  Girls'  Normal  Col- 
lege in  the  same  city.  She  accepted  the  offer^ 
and  it  was  while  holding  this  position  that 
she  met  her  future  husband,  Lorin  F.  Deland. 
They  w^ere  married  in  1880,  and  since  then- 
their  home  has  been  in  Boston.  Her  real 
name  is  "Margaretta  Wade  Deland,"  but  she 
prefers  to  sign  her  work  simply  "Margaret 
Deland." 


JOURNALISTIC  NOTES. 

The  Atlantic  Monthly  will  celebrate  its  fif- 
tieth anniversary  in  November  of  this  year. 

The  Gentleman's  Magasine,  which  a  year 
ago  was  taken  over  by  the  Harms  worth  in- 
terests, with  the  new  year  loses  its  editor,  A^ 
H.  Bullen,  the  Elizabethan  scholar,  who  dur- 
ing the  year  of  his  incumbency  of  the  edi- 
torial chair  revived  the  ancient  traditions  of 
Sylvanus  Urban. 

The  New  York  Hippodrome  has  begun  the 
publication  of  a  "real  newspaper,"  entitled* 
The  Scandalizer,  devoted  entirely  to  tiic  in- 
terests of  the  chorus  girls,  chorus  men,  prin- 
cipals and  stage  hands  of  that  institution.  It 
is  edited  by  Rose  La  Harte  and  published  by 
Bume  0*Sullivan,  assistant  stage  manager, 
and  will  include  "articles  of  an  unlifting  na- 
ture," as  well  as  gossip.

Yachting  is  the  title  of  a  new  monthly  mag- 
azine devoted  to  water  sports  of  all  kinds^ 
just  published  by  the  Yachting  Company,  206- 
Broadway,  New  York  City.  Among  the 
articles  in  the  first  issue  is  one  by  Sir 
Thomas  Lipton  on  "American  Yachting."" 
Lawrence  Perry  contributes  the  first  chapter 
of  a  series  on  "Successful  American  Yacht 
Clubs,"  and  Owen  Roberts  outlines  the  pros- 
pects of  the  coming  aquatic  season. 

Harper's  Weekly  with  its  issue  for  Jan- 
uary 5  enters  upon  its  fiftieth  year.  The 
Weekly,  founded  at  the  suggestion  of  Fletcher 
Harper,  begun  under  the  editorship  of  Henry-

continued  by  a  line  of  able  successors  has 
deservedly  held  a  high  place  in  the  ranks  of 
journalism  for  its  devotion  to  American 
ideals,  even  at  times  when  its  championship 
of  these  ideals  on  several  occasions  threat- 
ened its  very  existence.

The  autobiographical  matter 
included  in  the  poet's  notes  written  for  the 
later  editions  of  his  poems,  his  correspond- 
ence and  his  journals,  will  be  laid  under  con- 
tribution for  this  book. 

H.  M.  Caldwell  Co.,  of  Boston,  announces 
many  new  and  attractive  features  for  this  sea- 
son in  the  Beaux  and  Belles  Series  of  Valen- 
tine novelties,  the  volumes  selected  being 
particularly  appropriate  for  the  valentine 
trade.  The  appearance  of  the  original  and 
attractive  bindings  has  been  further  en- 
hanced by  the  novel  and  sumptuous  manner 
in  which  the  volumes  are  tied  with  various 
shades  of  fine  taflfeta  ribbon.

J.  B.  LippiNcoTT  Company  have  just 
brought  out  a  work  on  "Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis," by  Dr.  Albert  Philip  Francinc,  which 
presents  the  subject  of  the  modem  and  spe- 
cialized treatment  of  consumption  in  a  prac- 
tical and  masterly  fashion.  The  volume  is 
addressed  to  the  profession,  but,  except  where 
the  nature  of  the  subject  discussed  is  neces- 
sarily technical,  it  is  wr.itten  in  so  simple  and 
direct  a  style  as  to  be  readily  understood  by 
the  laity. 

Ever  since  the  day  of  publication  of  the 
"Hohenlohe  Memoirs"  the  Macmillan  Com- 
pany have  been  racing  to  keep  pace  with  the 
demand  for  the  work.  The  first  printing  was 
entirely  exhausted  in  advance  of  publica- 
tion, and  it  was  not  until  last  week  that  the 
supply  of  copies  caught  up  with  the  demand.

According  to 
report  she  is  Mary  Ann  Cooper,  aged  ninety- 
four,  living  at  Southgate,  who  had  "a  close 
boy  and  girl  friendship"  with  Dickens,  who 
used  to  call  her  "little  Dorrit,"  for  "he  was 
always  great  on  nicknames,"  says  the  old 
lady.  He  used  to  say  to  her,  "I'll  write  a 
book  about  you  some  day,  and  I  shall  call  it 
TLittle  Dorrit.'"  But  it  does  not  appear  that 
her  history  in  anv  respect  resembled  the 
charming  heroine  oi  the  Marshalsea. 

John  Murray,  London,  has  in  press  a  new 
series,  the  aim  of  which  is  to  trace  the  growth 
of  English  literature  and  the  causes  to  which 
its  force  a;id  wealth  are  due,  introducing 
just  so  much  biography  and  incident  as  may 
serve  to  link  the  narrative  to  the  history  of 
the  country.  The  first  volume  will  deal  with 
the  sixteenth  century  and  the  early  part  of 
the  seventeenth,  and  will  be  accompanied  by 
three  graduated  volumes  of  extracts  for 
classes  in  schools.  The  authors  are  E.  W. 
Edmunds,  of  Luton  Secondary  School,  and 
Frank  Spooner,  Director  of  Education  for 
Bedfordshire. 

E.  P.  DuTTON  &  Co.  have  just  brought  out 
a  work  entitled  "The  [English]  Army  in 
1506,  a  Policy  and  a  Vindication,"  by  the 
Right  Hon.  H.  O.  Amold-Forster,  Secretary 
for  War  in  Mr.  Balfour's  administration; 
"Comedy  Queens  of  the  Georgian  Era,"  by 
John  Fyvie,  an  account  of  twelve  of  those 
notable  women,  among  whom  are  Lavinia 
Fenton,  who  became  Duchess  of  Bolton,  Eliz- 
abeth Farren,  Countess  of  Derby,  Mary  Rob- 
inson, "Perdita,"  Harriot  Mellon,  Duchess  of 
St.  Albans,  and  Peg  Woffington;  also,  "The 
Book  of  the  Victoria  Cross,"  compiled  from 
official  papers,  and  other  authentic  sources, 
by  A.  L.  Haydon. 

Houghton,  Mifflin  &  Co.  have  just  issued 
a  new  edition  of  Samuel  T.  Pickard's  pro- 
fusely illustrated  work,  "Whtttier-Land,"  of 
which  this  is  the  fourth  printing.  It  contains 
a  portrait  of  Whittier  never  before  repro- 
duced, it  being  from  an  ambrotype  taken 
when  the  poet  was  about  fifty  years  old,  and 
it  is  thought  by  those  who  knew  him  in  that 
period  of  his  intense  activity  to  be  a  most 
striking  likeness.  There  is  also  an  addition 
to  the  letterpress,  including  an  account  of 
Whittier's  personal  appearance  and  manner, 
written  by  the  English  poet  and  critic,  Ed- 
mund Gosse,  librarian  of  the  House  of  Lords, 
who  visited  this  country  in  1884, 

Word  comes  by  way  of  the  London  Evening 
News  that  Clarence  M.  Jones,  of  Columbus, 
O.,  has  been  offering  for  £2,000,000  his  book 
entitled  "From  Rime  to  Reason,  or,  the  Great 
San  Francisco  Earthquake  Rhythmically  Or- 
chestrically  and  Logically  Considered."

At  last 
accounts  the  book  has  not  yet  been  placed 
and  the  author  has  returned  to  this  country  in 
the  hopes  of  inducing  one  of  the  many  billion- . 
aire  publishers  here  to  undertake  its  publica- 
tion on  his  terms. 


The  John  C.  Winston  Company  have  just 
ready  a  volume  of  verses  entitled  "For  Your 
Sweet  Sake,"  by  James  Ephraim  McGirt,  a 
young  negro  of  Philadelphia,  who  promises 
to  become  a  worthy  successor  to  Paul  Laur- 
ence Dunbar.  McGirt,  who  is  but  twenty- 
nine  years  old,  comes  from  North  Carolina,, 
and  takes  his  name  from  the  family  to  whom 
his  parents  belonged  in  slavery  days.  While 
he  was  still  a  boy  his  father  and  mother  re- 
moved from  Robinson  County  to  Greensboro, 
and  there  they  remained,  the  lad  attending^ 
Bennett  College.  After  graduating  he  taught 
school  in  Greensboro  for  a  year,  and  six 
years  ago  went  to  Philadelphia,  where  he  has 
since  been  engaged  in  lecturing  occasionally^ 
to  churches  and  lyceums,  and  in  editing  M c- 
art's  Magasine,  a  periodical  which  has  a 
large  circulation  among  members  of  the  negro 
race  throughout  the  country. 

John  W.  Luce  &  Co.,  Boston,  will  publish 
shortly  the  first  complete  translation  of  Dr. 
Frederick  Van  Eeden's  "The  Quest,"  the 
first  part  of  which  appeared  in  Holland  fif- 
teen years  ago.  The  second  came  some  years 
later,  and  the  third,  which  for  political  rea- 
sons did  not  appear  in  Holland,  is  of  recent 
date.  In  the  first  part  the  author  discloses 
the  heart  and  mind  and  soul  of  a  little  boy 
walking  in  two  worlds,  one  the  structure  of 
his  own  imagination,  one  real,  but  elusive  and 
shadowy  to  him.

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ent  medicine  decision,  the  courts  have  gone 
far  in  justifying  a  general  notice  of  restric- 
tion. The  German  courts  have  been  disposed 
to  apply  the  same  rulings  to  copyrighted 
as  to  patented  articles,  but  the  American 
courts  have  been  slow  to  follow  the  same 
rule. 

The  only  limitation  imposed  in  the  United 
States  Constitution  upon  copyright  protec- 
tion is  that  it  shall  be  for  limited  times;  and 
after  the  expiration  of  the  statutory  period 
there  can  be  no  statutory  protection.  The 
pending  copyright  measure  proposes,  follow- 
ing previous  precedent,  that  existing  copy- 
rights may  be  continued  through  the  longer 
period  proposed  in  the  new  law ;  but  it  would 
not,  and  could  not,  revive  lapsed  copyrights. 
Mark  Twain*s  proposal  to  extend  the  period 
of  books  on  which  copyright  may  have  lapsed 
by  including  in  his  edition  parts  of  his  auto- 
biography, has  no  basis  of  law.  The  new 
copyright  would  protect  his  autobiography, 
but  could  not  prevent  any  one  from  reprinting 
the  original  work  as  originally  published.  In 
the  same  way  any  one  is  entitled  to  the  use  of 
the  material  of  the  original  Webster  Diction- 
ary, which  long  ago  went  out  of  copyright; 
and  no  copyrighted  revision  can  indirectly 
protect  that  original  work  or  prevent  its 
entire  use. 

The  endeavor  of  the  original  proprietors 
of  Webster's  dictionaries,  in  view  of  their 
acquirement  of  a  certain  moral  right  by 
their  development  of  the  Webster  series, 
to  maintain  the  sole  right  to  the  use  of  the 
word  Webster,  on  grounds  partly  of  copy- 
right, partly  of  trade-mark,  goes  a  point 
beyond  copyright  law,  and  the  decision  of 
the  Boston  court  this  week,  to  the  effect  that 
the  word  Webster  can  be  freely  used  by 
others,  is  not  unexpected.  This  would  not 
n;ean  that  the  word  Webster  could  be  ap- 
plied to  dictionaries  not  based  on  the  Web- 
ster method;  but  it  does  leave  an  open  field 
to  other  publishers  who  issue  Webster's  dic- 
tionaries based  on  the  Webster  methods. 
They  cannot  use  the  new  material  copy- 
righted by  the  Merriam  Company  in  later 
editions  of  Webster,  but  they  are  entitled  both 
to  full  use  of  the  material  in  the  Webster's 
dictionaries  on  which  copyrights  have  ex- 
pired, and  to  the  use  of  the  word  Webster  in 
connection  with  such  dictionaries.  The 
B(Kston  decision,  of  which  the  full  text  has 
not  yet  come  to  hand,  is  evidently  to  the 
effect  that  copyright  has  expired,  and  that 
there  is  no  ground  for  protection  of  the 
word  as  a  trade-mark. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Committees  on 


Patents  of  the  two  houses  of  Congress  are 
hard  at  work  in  putting  the  proposed  copy- 
right measures  into  modified  shape  for. report 
to  Congress.  It  is  interesting  that  so  much 
light  is  being  thrown  by  the  courts  upon 
copyright  questions,  and  much  light  has  come 
also  from  the  recent  hearings.  Whether  or 
not  it  may  prove  possible  to  carry  a  law 
through  Congress  during  the  present  short 
session,  it  is  certain  that  great  progress  will 
have  been  made  toward  such  a  law  during 
the  present  discussions. 


THE  STATIONERS'  BOARD  OF  TRADE 

ANNUAL  MEETING. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Stationers' 
Board  of  Trade,  held  Tuesday,  January  8, 
was  called  to  order  by  Henry  C.  Bainbridge, 
president,  at  3:36  p.m.  Roll  was  called  and 
there  were  present  or  represented  by  proxy 
fifty  members.  The  minutes  of  the  last  an- 
nual meeing  having  been  read  and  approved, 
the  president  read  his  address,  which  upon 
motion  was  received  and  ordered  entered 
in  full  upon  the  minutes. 

PRESIDENTS  ADDRESS, 

This  is  the  thirty-second  annual  meeting  of 
this  organization,  and  in  presenting  to  you 
my  annual  address  I  want  to  congratulate  you 
upon  the  excellent  condition  of  the  office,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  the  expenses  dur- 
ing the  past  year  have  exceeded  the  income 
by  about  $865.  This  is  not  a  bad  showing 
under  the  circumstances,  as  the  cause  can  be 
directly  traced  to  trade  conditions.  The  year 
just  closed  showed  possibly  a  higher  degree 
of  general  prosperity  than  any  previous  year 
in  the  history  of  our  country,  and  when  other 
trades  are  prosperous  the  stationer  is  bound 
to  be,  as  he  supplies  the  means  for  transcrib- 
ing and  preserving  the  records  of  all  business 
transactions.  Failures  and  bankruptcy  cases 
during  the  past  year  have  been  unusually 
small  in  number  and  in  the  amount  of  money 
involved.  Claims  for  collection  have  been  of 
similar  character.  The  result  to  this  office 
has  been  that  the  decrease  in  the  amount  of 
fees  from  these  sources  has  caused  us  to  run 
behind,  showing  that  when  our  members 
are  prosperous  and  make  few  or  no  bad  debts 
this  organization  must  suffer.  But  reverse 
the  conditions  and  I  fear  we  will  like  it  less. 
I  give  one  illustration.  In  1905  the  fees  and 
rrbatcii  in  the  Bankruptcy  Department  were 
$2907.19,  in  1906  they  were  only  $1514.03,  a 
difference  of  $1393.16.  Notwithstanding  this 
the  board  is  out  of  debt  beyond  current  bills, 
and  as  the  treasurer's  report  will  show  we 
have  a  handsome  surplus. 

Our  membership  shows  an  increase  of  three 
over  the  previous  year,  and  during  the  year 
we  have  had  no  resignations  which  were  at- 
tributable to  dissatisfaction  with  the  service. 

The  Inforiration  Department  shows  that  it 
is  being  very  generally  used  by  our  members 
and  to  a  greater  extent  than  in  former  years, 
due,  I  hope,  to  the  fact  that  you  are  finding 
the  service  more  reliable  and  consequently 
more  useful. 
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The  Collection  Department  shows  that  it 
has  as  usual  rendered  excellent  service  at  a 
less  expense  to  members  than  such  service 
can  be  procured  elsewhere ;  the  demand  no- 
tice which  we  sell  to  members  at  forty  cents 
a  hundred,  which  can  be  sent  direct  to  the 
debtor,  seems  to  have  been  more  generally 
used  than  heretofore,  we  having  sold  4000 
blanks  during  the  past  year.  During  the  year 
we  received  374  drafts  for  collection,  increase 
over  previous  year  127,  82  of  which  were  paid 
to  the  bank  or  direct  to  members,  aggregating 
$7028.03*  thus  leaving  unpaid  292  drafts,  which 
were  turned  over  to  our  attorneys  by  the 
banks  for  collection. 

The  Bankruptcy  Department  has  had  fewer 
C2ises  to  handle  than  usual.  But  what  it  has 
had  to  do  it  has  done  to  the  satisfaction  of 
our  members. 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that 
members  frequently  use  this  board  for  the 
purpose  of  getting  all  the  information  they 
can  regarding  a  weak  and  failing  house,  and 
when  the  crash  comes  they  give  the  claims 
to  an  outside  attorney.  I  laiow  this  is  within 
the  rights  of  a  member,  but  this  Board  was 
organized  to  do  this  work  for  you  aud  at  a 
lower  price  than  you  can  have  it  done  by  an 
outside  party.  Your  ofl&cers  think  that  the 
Board  can  and  will  do  all  of  this,  and  the 
members  can  help  along  the  work  by  giving 
us  the  work  to  do.  If  we  do  not  do  it  as  well 
and  as  cheaply  as  you  can  have  it  done  else- 
where, you  will  help  the  service  by  saying  so. 
We  are  trying  to  work  for  your  interest,  but 
we  do  not  want  to  be  fed  entirely  on  lean 
meat;  a  little  fat  will  be  appreciated. 

During  the  past  year  death  has  removed 
from  our  Board  the  following  members : 

John  F.  Van  Saun,  vice-president  of  G.  W. 
Dillingham  Co.,  who  died  April  23,  igo6. 

Henry  O.  Houghton,  of  Houghton,  Mifflin 
&  Co.,  who  died  June  14,  1906. 

The  books  and  accounts  were  as  usual  ex- 
amined by  Deloitte,  Plender,  Griffiths  &  Co., 
accountants  for  the  Board,  and  found  correct. 

Last  April  the  city  of  San  Francisco  was 
overwhelmed  by  earthquake  and  fire.  Every 
dealer  in  every  trade  we  represent  was  wiped 
out  completely.  Our  members,  to  their  credit, 
responded  liberally  to  the  call  for  assistance 
by  sending  finaixial  aid  to  the  hungry  and 
homeless,  and  by  sending  stocks  of  goods  to 
merchants  to  fill  the  temporary  sheds  which 
they  had  hurriedly  built  to  start  business 
again.  Too  much  cannot  be  said  about  the 
heroism  and  integrity  displayed  by  the  San 
Francisco  merchants.  One  hundred  per  cent, 
settlements,  (less  2  or  3  for  cash,)  were  so 
general  that  we  can  almost  say  it  was  univer- 
sal. This  at  a  time  when  sympathy  would 
have  prompted  us  to  accept  almost  any  other 
offer  is  most  creditable  to  them. 

The  second  annual  convention  of  the  Na- 
tional Stationers  was  held  in  this  city  in 
June  last  The  proceedings  you  are  familiar 
with.  I  want  to  thank  our  members  and  the 
trade  generally  for  the  very  liberal  response 
to  my  appeal  for  funds  to  defray  the  cost  of 
entertaining  the  visitors,  and  congratulate 
them  that  the  committee  who  had  the  matter 
in  charge  did  their  work  of  entertainment  to 
the  satisfaction  of  everybody,  and  have  re- 


turned to  the  contributors  to  the  fund  50  per 
cent,  of  their  donation. 

Your  Dinner  Committee  have  arranged  to 
hold  the  annual  banquet  at  the  Waldorf- 
Astoria  on  the  evening  of  February  14,  1907. 
Hon.  F.  H.  Crane,  Hon.  George  L.  Record 
and  Mr.  Ralph  Rounds  have  accepted  invita- 
tions, and  the  committee  are  in  correspondence 
with  other  speakers  of  note.  Our  annual 
dinner  has  become  a  fixture,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  will  this  year  receive  the  usual  hearty 
support. 

I  take  pleasure  in  extending  to  the  trustees 
and  the  office  force  my  sincere  thanks  for 
their  assistance  during  the  past  year.  The 
universal  good  fellowship  which  has  existed 
has  made  what  little  work  I  have  done  a 
pleasure.

Throrgh  the  Collection  and  Bankruptcy- 
Departments  there  has  been  collected  and  dis- 
bursed $81,662.59.  This  does  not  include 
$45410.76  paid  direct  to  members.  This  makes 
a  total  paid  of  $127,119.70. 

The  books  have  been  audited  monthly  and 
bills  have  been  passed  and  paid  regularly 
each  month;  besides  the  accountants  for  the 
Board,  Deloitte,  Plender,  Griffiths  &  Company^ 
have  audited  the  books  to  December  i  last,, 
and  according  to  the  certified  report  as  ren- 
dered by  them  they  were  found  correct. 

The  year  ended  with  a  balance  of  $7247.76- 
in  the  treasurer's  hands.  This  amount,  less 
the  redem.ption  and  dinner  fund  accounts  and 
estate  receipts  undi.stributed,  leaves  the- 
amount  at  the  disposal  of  the  treasurer 
$4368.60. 

Your  Executive  Committee  respectfully

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THE  NAME  OF  WEBSTER  NOT 
PROTECTED. 

According  to  telegraphic  word  to  the  New 
York  Times  from  Boston  "any  publisher  has 
the  right  to  use  the  name  Webster  in  connec- 
tion with  the  publication  of  a  dictionary, 
according  to  a  decision  by  Judge  Colt,  of  the 
United  States  Circuit  Court,  announced  [in 
Boston  January  9.]  the  copyright  giving  Uie 
exclusive  right  to  the  use  of  the  name  having 
expired  in  1889. 

"The  decision  was  in  the  case  of  the  G. 
&  C.  Merriam  Company,  of  Springfield, 
which  sought  to  retain  the  exclusive  right 
to  use  the  name  of  Webster  in  the  title  of 
dictionaries  in  the  English  language  and 
asked  the  court  to  restrain  George  W.  Ogil- 
vie,  of  Chicago,  from  using  the  name.  The 
action  was  based  on  the  ground  that,  as  the 
Merriam  Company  had  the  original  copyright, 
the  firm's  name  had  so  long  been  associated 
with  the  publication  ot  Webster  dictionaries, 
that  the  title  had  acquired  a  secondary  mean- 
ing, and  had  come  to  indicate  to  the  public 
the  book  published  and  sold  by  the  publisher 
who  took  out  the  copyright. 

"The  court  decides  that  after  the  expira- 
tion of  the  copyright  Ogilvie  had  the  same 
right  as  the  Merriam  Company  to  use  the 
name  Webster  in  issuing  a  dictionary." 


LITERATURE  IN  ADVERTISING. 

Speaking  at  a  dinner  of  the  Sphinx  Club 
at  the  Waldorf-Astoria,  on  the  evening  of 
January  8^  on  "The  Art  of  Advertising," 
Robert  C.  Ogden,  of  Wanamaker's,  said  it  was 
a  fact  that  advertising  presented  a  peculiar 
field  for  literary  art,  and  he  advised  the  mem- 
bers of  the  club  to  take  the  art  seriously. 
He  asserted  that  a  simple  definition  of  ad- 
vertising literature  was  the  presentation  of 
goods  or  services  by  means  of  the  English 
language,  and  continued  by  saying  that  it  was 
the  letting  down  of  the  standard  in  advertis- 
ing that  permitted  miserable  drivel,  bad  Eng- 
lish and  cverstatement,  leading  to  the  sneer, 
so  often  heard:  "Only  an  advertisement." 
Advertising  should  be  dignified,  he  said,  be- 
cause it  was  the  basis  of  journalism.  Just 
as  the  Irishman  justified  the  presence  of  the 
pig  in  the  house  by  saying,  "The  pig  pays  the 
rent,**  so  advertising  supported  newspapers, 
he  said,  and  he  had  often  wondered  why  the 
newspapers  did  not  have  editors  of  advertis- 
ing, on  the  theory  that  in  quality  of  English 
composition  the  advertising  pages  should 
equal  the  editorial  page. 

Mr.  Ogden  warned  members  of  the  club 
against  such  badly  judged  advertising  as 
"Use  this  jar  and  you  will  never  use  another," 
or,  "Examine  our  goods  before  purchasing." 

Arthur  Brisbane  said  that  the  advertising 
writer  had  a  harder  job  than  the  purely  lit- 
erary writer.  "The  literary  writer  has  al- 
ready sold  the  goods  when  his  writing  is 
printed,"  he  said.  "The  advertising  writer's 
job  has  only  begun  at  that  stage.  He  has  to 
persuade  people  to  buy  something  else.  The 
advertising  writer,  as  the  voice  of  the  mer- 
chant, the  most  active  agent  in  solving  the 
great  problem  of  distribution,  is  doing  a  great 
work. 


MRS.   ATHERTON   TO   THE  LONDON 

TIMES. 

Gertrude  Atherton^s  final  contribution  to 
the  London  Times's  "Book  War"  controversy 
is  the  following  letter  addressed  to  the  editor 
of  "The  Thunderer"  in  reference  to  certain 
questions  raised  in  regard  to  her  novel, 
"RezAnov,"  by  the  m-anager  of  The  Times 
Book  Qub,  and  printed  in  its  issue  for  Jan- 
uary 4: 

"I  here  invite  you  and  all  your  absurdities,  in 
my  second-best  Californianese.  to  go  to  the  devil. 
I  am  sick  of  the  whole  controversy,  and  am  too 
busy  with  my  new  book  to  bother  with  you  any 
further." 

The  letter  was  called  out  by  invidious  com- 
parisons made  by  the  manager  of  The  Times 
Book  Club  between  the  edition  of  Mrs.  Ath- 
erton's  novel  "Rezinov,"  brought  out  in  this 
country  by  the  Authors  and  Newspapers  As- 
sociation at  fifty  cents  and  the  regular  edition 
published  in  England  at  4^.  6d.,  claiming  that 
the  book  should  have  been  priced  at  2s.  Of 
course,  no  mention  was  made  by  The  Times 
Book  Club  manager  of  the  fact  that  the  pub- 
lishers of  Mrs.  Atherton's  book  in  the  United 
States  are  handsomely  recouped  for  their  in- 
vestment by  first  publication  in  newspapers, 
regarding  book  publication  of  minor  import- 
ance, and  that  the  English  publisher  must  de- 
pend upon  his  profits  in  publishing  the  book 
only  in  the  regular  form.  But  then  that  is  not 
the  way  in  which  undersellers  make  war, 
hence  Mrs.  Atherton's  excusable  though  un- 
ladylike retort.

UNITED    DICTIONARY    CO.    TO    TEST    LAW 
RE  OMISSION  OF  U.  S.  COPYRIGHT  NO- 
TICE EXTRA-TERRITORIALLY. 
To  th€  Editor  of  The  PublUhers'  Weekly. 

Dear  Sir:  In  the  editorial  on  "the  diction- 
ary war"  in  your  issue  of  January  5th,  you 
say:  "It  is  possible  that  the  case,"  (of  the 
United  Dictionary  Co.'s  contention  that 
they  have  a  perfect  legal  right  to  publish 
Webster's  Brief  International  Dictionary, 
being  the  High  School  Dictionary  pub- 
lished abroad  under  the  former  title  with 
G.  &  C.  Merriam  Co.'s  knowledge  and 
consent  and  without  the  copjrright  notice) 
"may  be  appealed  to  the  United  States  Su- 
preme Court  for  final  arbitrament,  but 
whether  this  will  be  done  seems  not  certain." 
Where  you  secured  such  misinformation  is 
not  certain.  That  is  the  only  uncertain  thing 
about  the  matter  so  far  as  the  United  Die- 
ticnar>'  Co.  is  concerned,  for  the  appeal  has 
already  been  taken  by  us,  and  it  is  our  unal- 
terable determination  to  have  a  Supreme 
Court  decision  on  the  question  just  as  soon 
as  we  can  get  it.  We  are  very  anxious  to 
ascertain  whether  a  decision  contrary  to  law 
and  reversing  a  previous  decision,  by  a  Judge 
who  knew  what  he  was  talking  about  when 
he  decided  that  the  United  Dictionary  Co. 
had  the  right  to  publish  the  book,  will  be 
confirmed  or  reversed  when  it  gets  out  of  the 
lower  federal  courts  and  into  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court,  where  every  American 
has  been  taught  from  time  immemorial  that 
he  can,  and  he  himself  believes  he  can,  get 
a  "square  deal." 

If  G.  &  C.  Merriam  Co.  can  get  decisions 
in  the  lower  federal  courts  because  of 
whatever  cause  you  may  attribute  it  to,  we 
shall  soon  ascertain  whether  they  are  to  be 


given  to  them  "higher  up."  If  by  private 
contract  the  Merriam  Co.  can  override  a  pub- 
lic law  we  want  to  find  it  out.  If  they  cannot 
override  public  laws  by  private  contract  it's 
worth  all  it  costs  to  teach  them  a  lesson  they 
should  have  had  some  one  to  teach  them 
long  aigo;  we  may  be  a  little  late,  the  contri- 
bution plate  may  have  been  passed,  but  the 
doxology  has  not  yet  been  sung;  we  have 
undertaken  the  contract  and  ask  only  a  strict 
construction  of  the  statute,  whether  for  or 
against  us.  We  are  not  asking  favors ;  we 
want  none,  and  we  want  none  given  to  our 
antagonist.  The  law  is  clear  on  the  point  at 
issue,  as  follows:  "No  person  shall  maintain 
an  action  for  the  infringement  of  his  copy- 
right unless  he  shall  give  notice  thereof 
in  every  copy  published"  Did  G.  &  C.  Mer- 
riam Co.  give  such  notice  "tn  every  copy  pub- 
lished"? No,  they  did  not.  Admittedly,  in 
whole  editions  they  failed  to  do  so  and  the 
notice  was  left  out  not  inadvertently,  but  as 
a  result  of  the  contract  made  by  the  Merriam 
Co.,  agreeing  that  it  should  be  left  out  of  the 
books.  Notwithstanding  the  first  Federal  de- 
cision that  the  Merriam  Co.  by  such  omis- 
sion had  vitiated  their  copyright,  it  was 
reversed  on  appeal ;  fortunately  we  can  appeal 
from  such  a  reversal,  and  we  have  done  so.

HENRY    CAREY    BAIRD    AGAINST    CONVEN- 
TION TO  PROMOTE  FOREIGN  TRADE 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Publishers'  Weekly. 

Sir:  In  your  issue  of  December  22  you 
urge  the  booktrade  to  send  representatives 
to  the  convention  for  "The  Promotion  of 
Foreign  Trade,"  so  called,  to  be  held  m 
Washington,  January  14. 

Now,  I  would  beg  leave  to  ask  what  ex- 
amination you  have  made  as  to  the  origin 
and  the  originators  of  this  scheme?  W^ho 
are  they  and  what  are  they  really  driving  at? 
Have  these  people  any  sinister  and  under- 
hand purposes  in  view  and  in  regard  to  which 
they  have  not  enlightened  the  public?  Are 
the  New  York  agents  of  foreign  manufac- 
turers manipulating  the  springs  of  action  of 
it?  Does  the  foreign  agent  of  the  manufac- 
turer hope  to  "promote  foreign  trade"  by 
bringing  about  the  repeal  of  the  laws  under 
which  the  foreign  open-market  price  of  a 
commodity  and  not  the  invoice  price,  is  rnade 
the  basis  on  which  the  duty  is  to  be  levied? 
Does  he  seek  to  revive  the  conditions  exist- 
ing between  1847  and  1861,  when  this  coun- 
try was  made  "the  swill-tub  of  the  world"? 
Does  this  "promotion  of  foreign  trade"  aim 
to  drive  the  American  importer  wholly  out 
of  the  import  trade  in  favor  of  the  foreign 
agent?  Or  does  the  movement  really  mean 
to  aid  legitimate  exportation  without  the  sac- 
rifice of  any  American  industry?  I,  for  one, 
doubt  this  last  proposition. 

All  such  schemes  originating  in  New  York 
City,  with  its  powerful  foreign  influences, 
perpetually  sapping  and  mining  and  especially 
now  that  we  have  an  importer  at  the  head  of 
the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor, 
must  be  under  grave  suspicion. 

This  movement,  if  it  be  honest,  would  nov^ 
seem  especially  inopportune,  when  wo  con- 
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sider  that  the  domestic  market  is  so  great  that 
the  rolling  stock  of  the  railroads  and  even 
their  trackage  are  unequal  to  the  demands 
upon  them. 

Further  than  this,  while  England  has,  for 
three  centuries  in  the  interest  of  the  trade, 
been  engaged  in  subjugating  the  peoples  of 
the  world,  we  have  at  last  overhauled  her  in 
the  matter  of  exports,  thus :

Evidently  our  export  trade  is  in  need  of 
no  convention  to  aid  it,  and  we  trust  that  the 
convention  will  be  forced  to  keep  its  hands 
off.  Great  as  these  figures  of  ours  are,  they 
bear  no  comparison  whatever  with  our  home 
commerce,  which  latter  is  greater  far  in  one 
week  than  the  former  in  a  year. 

The  basis  of  commerce,  domestic  and  for- 
eign, is  production,  and  the  proposed  conven- 
tion, of  ignorant  or  designing  men,  may  easily 
so  damage  production  and  domestic  com- 
merce as  to  cripple  seriously  that  foreign 
trade  in  behalf  of  which  it  claims  to  be  about 
to  assemble. 

The  American  market  is  by  far  the  great- 
est in  the  world,  and  the  vast  army  of  beg- 
garly foreign  manufacturers  and  traders  labor 
and  scheme  night  and  day  to  get  access  to  it 
and  thereby  to  wax  fat  on  it  and  escape  from 
their  beggarly  condition;  and  there  is  no 
limit,  fair  or  foul,  to  the  means  which  they 
will  employ  to  accomplish  their  ends. 

Therefore,  let  the  American  booktrade  con- 
sider well  before  they  commit  themselves  to 
this  scheme  which,  ten  chances  to  one,  con- 
ceals a  snake  and  a  venomous  one,  too.  The 
trade  has  trouble  enough  on  its  hands,  with 
the  aggressive  cutter  and  his  ways,  without 
seeking  new  trouble  in  aiding  the  foreigner 
to  get  access  to  our  market  for  books  and 
other  merchandise.  This  convention  is  not 
for  him,  and  he  had  better  give  it  the  cold 
shoulder,  as  has  been*  done  by  one  of  the 
greatest  of  our  productive  industries.

[The  movement  for  calling  the  convention 
to  consider  measures  to  extend  our  foreign 
trade,  which  has  the  endorsement  of  the 
New  York  Board  of  Trade  and  Transporta- 
tion, is  not  local  but  national,  and  certainly 
needs  no  apology;  nor  can  the  American- 
ism or  patriotism  of  its  movers  be  impugned, 
while  the  New  York  committee  includes 
such  names  as  Cornelius  Bliss,  Franklin 
Murphy,  Henry  W.  Peabody,  Charles  A. 
Schieren  and  others.  We  hardly  think  that 
Mr.  Baird's  argument  that  the  United  States 
is  already  busy  enough  to  need  no  further 
expansion  will  be  accepted  by  the  wide- 
awake American  whose  motto  has  never  been 
"let  well  enough  alone."  We  are  very  much 
afraid  that  if  our  friend  will  persist  in  look- 
ing for  them  he  will  always  find  "snakes"  in 
everything.

OBITUARY  NOTES. 

Ernest  Howard  Crosby,  the  well-known  so- 
cial reformer,  died  on  January  3,  in  Baltimore, 
Md.  Mr.  Crosby  was  bom  in  New  York  City, 
November  4,  1856,  and  graduated  from  the 
New  York  University  in  1876.  He  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  two  years  later,  and  prac- 
ticed law  intermittently  until  1899,  when  he 
retired.  He  was  elected  to  the  New  York 
Assembly  in  1887.  In  1889  he  was  appointed 
by  the  Khedive,  at  the  recommendation  of 
President  Harrison,  Judge  of  the  Interna- 
tional Court  of  First  Instance  at  Alexandria, 
a  place  he  held  five  years,  when  he  resigned 
because,  having  come  under  the  influence  of 
the  writings  of  Tolstoy,  he  believed  his  mis- 
sion to  be  social  reform.  He  founded  the 
Social  Reform  Qub  and  the  Anti-imperial- 
istic League.  He  was  a  prolific  writer.  1  he 
best  kno\Mi  of  his  books  is  "Captain  Jinks, 
Hero,"  in  which  he  seeks  to  point  out  alleged 
absurdities  in  military  life.  Among  his  other 
works  are  "Plain  Talk  in  Psalm  and  Para- 
ble," "Swords  and  Ploughshares,"  "William 
Lloyd  Garrison,  Non-Resistant  and  Abolition- 
ist," "Broadcast"  and  "Tolstoi  as  a  School- 
master." 


JOURNALISTIC  NOTES. 

The  African  Monthly  is  the  title  of  a  new 
magazine  devoted  to  literature,  history,  ex- 
ploration, science,  art,  poetry,  fiction,  etc.,  the 
first  number  of  which,  dated  December,  1906, 
has  just  been  published  by  the  African  Book 
Company  at  Grahamstown,  Cape  Colony.  It 
is  the  object  of  the  magazine  to  bring  to  the 
notice  of  South  Africans  matters  of  special 
interest  and  importance  to  the  people  in  those 
colonies,  and  to  afford  opportunity  for  the 
expression  of  the  latent  talent  which  un- 
doubtedly exists  in  South  Africa.

Professor  Hugo  Munsterberg,  of  Harvard, 
author  of  "Psychology  and  Life,"  "American 
Traits,"  etc.,  has  been  honored  by  the  German 
Emperor  with  a  Crown  Order  of  the  second 
class. 

The  new  Williamson  book  now  in  course 
of  construction  will  probably  be  entitled 
"Princess  of  Virginia."  The  only  distinctive 
thing  known  about  the  book  is  that  it  will  not 
be  a  motor  story. 

The  American  Committee  of  the  Keats- 
Shelley  Memorial  Association  which  has  just 
bought  the  Keats  house  in  Rome  is  ms^king 
arrangements  to  give  two  authors'  readings 
early  in  March  in  New  York  to  aid  in  raising 
needed  funds  to  cancel  the  mortgage  on  the 
house  and  to  pay  the  other  expenses.

$6000,  for  which  they  have  taken  a  mortgage. 
The  English  Committee  proposes  also  to  give 
authors'  readings  in  London  to  raise  funds 
towards  cancelling  the  association's  indebted- 
ness.

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  Ralph  Connor's 
"The  Doctor,"  published  by  the  Revells,  at- 
tained during  the  last  few  weeks  of  the  year 
a  popularity  far  in  advance  of  any  other  piece 
of  fiction.  Indeed,  it  is  hard  to  find  any  book 
that  in  six  weeks  reached  anj-thing  like  such 
a  total.  In  Canada  it  established  a  new  rec- 
ord, as  no  book  by  any  other  author  ever 
equalled  the  success  accorded  to  this  story 
by  the  Canadian  minister.  Among  the  three 
millions  of  English-speaking  Canadians  more 
than  thirty-five  thousand  copies  were  circu- 
lated, more  than  one  to  every  one  hundred 
persons. 
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That  intensely  readable  book  by  Dr.  Ed- 
ward A.  Steiner,  "On  the  Trail  of  the  Immi- 
grant," has  created  a  new  impression  jn  re- 
gard to  the  quality  of  the  persons  who  come 
to  our  shores.  It  is  pleasant  to  note  that  the 
Jewish  part  of  our  reading  population  de- 
clare that  no  writer  has  so  well  grasped  the 
true  nature  of  the  Hebrews  now  coming 
in  such  great  numbers.  This  is  not  surpris- 
ing, since  it  appears  that  Dr.  Steiner,  though 
holding  the  Chair  of  Applied  Christianity  in 
a  Protestant  university,  is  yet  of  purest  He- 
brew parentage;  and  thereby  hangs  a  tale  that 
may  some  day  prove  dramatic  reading. 

E.  P.  DuTTON  &  Co.  are  publishing  a  new 
edition  of  Heinrich  Heine's  works,  trans- 
lated by  Charles  Godfrey  Leland.  When 
Leland  undertook  the  task  in  1890  he  ex- 
pected to  put  all  the  writings  into  English, 
presenting  them  in  twelve  volumes,  but  at 
the  time  of  his  death  he  had  finished  only  the 
prose.  This  fills  eight  volumes.  The  re- 
maining four  in  the  present  edition,  which 
arc  given  to  the  poetry,  were  translated  by 
T.  Brooksbank,  who  did  "The  Book  of 
Songs,"  and  by  Margaret  Armour,  (Mrs.  W. 
B.  Macdougall,)  who  did  the  "New  Poems," 
the  "Germany,"  the  "Romancero"  and  the 
"Last  Poems." 

We  have  received  the  following  interesting 
literary  note  from  Watt  &  Dohan,  attomeys- 
at-law,  in  the  Real  Estate  Trust  Building, 
Philadelphia:  "We  beg  to  inform  you  that 
John  Armstrong  Chanler,  Esq.,  is  the  author 
of  a  book,  the  title  of  which  is  'Four  Years 
Behind  the  Bars  of  Bloomingdale,'  and  the 
sub-title  is  The  Bankruptcy  of  Law  in  New 
York.'  The  book  will  contain  484  pages  and 
the  publisher's  price,  that  is,  the  price  at  re- 
tail, will  be  $2.50,  out  of  which  the  bookseller 
will  receive  8$  cents.  The  terms  are  a  little 
tight,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  book  was 
written  while  Mr.  Chanler  was  confined  in  a 
'mad  house'  and  the  expense  was  therefore 
greater." 

Moffat,  Yard  &  Co.  will  publish  on  the 
19th  inst.  Elizabeth  Luther  Gary's  long-ex- 
pected volume  on  Whistler,  an  elaborately- 
presented  work  which  will  contain  a  number 
of  exquisite  Whistlers  never  before  repro- 
duced in  any  way.  They  will  publish  later  in 
the  month  a  book  on  "Wireless  Telegraphy," 
by  Professor  A.  H.  Ken  nelly,  of  Harvard, 
which  sums  up  to  date  for  the  man  in  the 
street  as  well  as  for  the  student,  the  whole 
accomplishment  of  the  world's  latest  scientific 
wonders;  also,  an  American  edition  of  the 
complete  German  poems  of  George  Sylvester 
Viereck,  the  young  German-American  whose 
work  made  such  a  sensation  last  year  here  as 
well  as  in  England  and  Germany. 

Funk  &  Wagnalls  Company  announce 
that  the  "Standard  Bible  Dictionary,"  which 
has  been  long  in  course- of  preparation,  will 
be  definitely  published  early  in  the  spring. 
The  chief  characteristic  of  the  work  is  that 
it  is  strictly  a  dictionary  of  the  Bible  and  not 
a  volume  of  speculations  about  the  Bible.  It 
is  prepared  from  the  standpoint  of  reverent 
criticism  and  evangelical  faith,  and  will  pre- 
sent in  convenient  form  the  facts  found  in  the 


Scriptures,  including  a  treatment  of  history 
contemporary  with  Israel.  Matters  in  which 
the  interpretation  of  ScrijJture  is  involved 
and  which  are  subjects  of  critical  controversy 
are  treated  with  a  serious  and  impartial  schol- 
arship. The  work  will  be  extensively  illus- 
trated. 

P.  Blakiston's  Son  &  Co.  will  publish 
shortly  a  timely  work  entitled  "Foods  and 
Their  Adulterations,"  by  Dr.  Harvey  W. 
Wiley,  to  be  immediately  followed  by  a  com- 
panion volume,  by  the  same  author,  on  "Bev- 
erages and  Their  Adulterations."  Dr.  Wiley 
is  chief  chemist  to  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  at  Washington,  and  his 
wide  researches  in  the  interests  of  purity  in 
food  commodities  give  anything  he  might 
write  on  the  subject  an  authoritativeness  that 
is  unquestioned.  The  fact  that  the  new  na- 
tional food  and  drugs  law  have  become  effec- 
tive since  January  i,  and  that  public  interest 
in  it  is  now  at  white  heat,  will  no  doubt  result 
in  quite  a  demand  for  both  volumes.  The 
books  will  be  generously  illustrated  from 
original  photographs  and  drawings. 

F.  M.  Buckles  &  Co.,  New  York,  will  pub- 
lish shortly  "Hugo,"  a  new  novel,  by  Arnold 
Bennett,  an  author  new  to  American  readers, 
but  who  is  well  known  in  England.  In  his 
new  novel  Mr.  Bennett,  according  to  a  com- 
petent critic,  has  adroitly  combined  two  of 
the  most  popular  phases  of  modern  fiction — 
the  commercial  romance  and  the  detective 
tale.  Hugo,  the  central  character,  is  founder 
and  proprietor  of  the  greatest  department 
store  on  earth — a  London  establishment  which 
combines  every  retail  function.  The  action  of 
the  story  begins  with  Hugo's  sudden  infatua- 
tion for  a  beautiful  girl  in  his  millinery  de- 
partment, but  from  this  somewhat  flimsy 
start  the  plot  proceeds  to  interweave  until  it 
accumulates  mysteries  within  mysteries  that 
would  puzzle  the  most  inveterate  student  of 
the  intricacies  of  crime.  Mr.  Bennett  co- 
operated with  Eden  Phillpotts  in  writing 
"Doubloons,'  published  last  November. 

The  University  of  Chicago  Press  is 
bringing  out  a  book  entitled  "Animal  Mi- 
crology,"  by  M.  F.  Guyer,  professor  in  the 
University  of  Cincinnati,  which  is  intended  as 
a  laboratory  manual  in  microscopic  anatomy 
and  embryology.  Details  of  procedure  rather 
than  descriptions  of  reagents  or  apparatus  are 
emphasized.  Sufficient  account  of  the  theo- 
retical side  of  microscopy  is  given  to  enable 
the  student  to  get  satisfactory  results  from 
his  microscope.  While  the  book  is  intended 
primarily  for  the  beginner,  or  as  a  class  text- 
book, it  will  be  found  useful  as  a  reference 
book  for  teachers  in  the  preparation  of  ma- 
terial for  courses  in  histology,  embryology,  or 
elementary  zoology.  Especially  valuable  feat- 
ures which  appear  in  the  appendices  are  (i) 
the  tabulation  of  nearly  three  hundred  tissues 
and  organs  with  directions  for  properly  pre- 
paring them  for  microscopical  study,  and  (2) 
directions  for  collecting  and  preparing  ma- 
terial for  the  microscopical  work  in  an  ele- 
mentary course  in  zoology. 

Fleming  H.  Revell  Company  have  in  prep- 
aration   an    interesting    biography,     entitled 
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"Robert  Clark  of  the  Puniab."  The  subject 
was  one  of  those  early  missionaries  in  India 
who  by  force  of  circumstances  had  to  become 
pioneer  statesman  and  the  introducer  of  mod- 
cm  governmental  ideas  in  India.  Mr.  Clark's 
influence  was  as  widespread  as  that  of  a  wise 
and  respected  and  forceful  Christian  states- 
man could  well  be.  His  work  touched  not 
only  Punjab  but  Afghanistan,  Cashmere,  and 
reached  even  up  into  the  Thibet.  The  biog- 
raphy is  written  by  Henry  Martyn  Clark, 
M.D.,  an  English  physician,  and  is  adorned 
with  an  interesting  style  that  turns  the  nar- 
rative into  a  veritable  story.  They  also  an- 
nounce an  "Esperanto  First  Reader,"  which 
will  consist  of  sixty-four  pages  and  is  de- 
signed to  follow  instruction  books.  It  will 
contain  a  story  by  Mile.  De  Beaufort,  a  short 
story  by  Dr.  Zamenhof,  the  inventor  of  the 
language,  and  several  extracts  after  the  fash- 
ion of  the  usual  school  reader. 

Though  it  is  only  recently  that  we  have 
heard  so  much  about  Arthur  Christopher  Ben- 
son, he  is  the  author  of  seventeen  published 
volumes — seven  of  prose,  five  of  verse  and 
five  biographies.  Mr.  Benson's  first  book, 
"Memoirs  of  Arlhur  Hamilton,"  published  in 
1886,  was,  like  all  his  prose  books,  with  the 
exception  of  the  biographies,  issued  anony- 
mously. At  the  time  it  was  supposed  to  be  a 
genuine  ])ook  of  "Memoirs,"  edited  by  "Chris- 
topher Carr,"  whose  name  was  signed  to  the 
dedication.  The  book  very  soon  went  out  of 
print,  and  has  been  difficult  to  obtain  for  many 
years ;  but  a  new  edition,  the  first  in  America, 
will  be  published  next  week  by  Mitchell  Ken- 
nerley.  Mr.  Kenncrley  will  publish  on  the 
22d  in  St.,  simultaneously  with  its  appearance 
in  London,  "Life's  Shop  Window."  the  first 
long  novel  written  by  "Victoria  Cross"  since 
"Anna  Lombard."  The  book  is  said  to  be  a 
vivid  presentment  of  the  varying  phases  of  a 
woman's  life.  The  scene  is  laid  chiefly  in 
England  and  the  wild  regions  of  America., 
where  the  author  spent  several  years  of  her 
early  life.  There  is  a  problem  in  "Life's  Shop 
Window"  that  is  new  to  fiction — ^but  then 
^'Victoria  Cross"  is  nothing  if  not  daring. 

G.  P.  Putnam's  Sons  publish  to-day  the 
first  volume  of  an  important  literary  work  in 
"The  Censorship  of  the  Church  of  Rome  and 
its  influence  upon  the  production  and  distri- 
bution of  literature."  The  work  is  by  the 
senior  member  of  the  firm  that  publishes  the 
work,  which  will  be  in  two  volumes,  namely, 
George  Haven  Putnam,  who  has  already  laid 
scholarship  under  a  heavy  debt  by  his  contri- 
butions to  the  history  of  literature  and  the 
making  of  books — his  "Books  and  Their 
Makers  in  the  Middle  Ages,"  for  example, 
and  his  "Authors  and  Their  Public  in  An- 
cient Times,"  etc.  Censorship  as  described 
by  Mr.  Putnam  has  been  by  no  means  the 
simple  thing  that  it  is  apt  to  appear  to  modern 
eyes,  and  that  action  was  not  always  con- 
sistent. "In  the  stormy  times  of  the  relative 
youth  of  modern  society,"  as  pointed  out  by  a 
reviewer  of  the  book,  "it  took  a  very  wise  and 
broad  man,  or  an  indifferent  one,  to  see  that 
competition  is  the  life  of  the  commerce  of 
minds,  and  that  combinations  in  restraint  of 
such   commerce   could   only  choke,   confuse, 


and  retard  it.  But,  as  Mr.  Putnam  very  clearly 
shows,  reaction,  even  immediate,  was  strong, 
becoming  constantly  stronger  with  the  passage 
of  time.  Mr.  Putnam  shrewdly  gives  specific 
instances,  of  which  the  eye  of  a  publisher  de- 
tects the  significance,  where  prohibitions  of 
particular  books  set  the  presses  going  in 
towns  beyond  the  prohibitory  jurisdiction 
turning  out  editions  by  tens  of  .thousands. 
He  does  not,  however,  fail  to  see  that  on  the 
whole  the  tangled  system  of  repression,  pro- 
hibition, expurgation^  guidance,  was  injurious 
to  the  orderly  development  of  religious  think- 
ing and  healthy  religious  sentiment.  That 
was  inevitable,  though  the  system  itself,  tak- 
ing into  consideration  the  material  interests 
involved,  the  human  passions  aroused,  the 
low  stage  of  social  organization  was  also  in- 
evitable."

" The  Mystery ,"  by  Stewart  Edward  White 
and  Samuel  Hopkins  Adams  (MoClure, 
Phillips  k  Co.) ,  oomes  like  a  bracing  breeze 
over  the  desert  sands  of  prisonerofzenda 
romanoes.  It  is  a  wind  off  the  ooean, 
singing  of  the  open  spaces  and  the  world 
where  elemental  forces  and  passions  clash 
and  grind  against  the  hopes  and  aspirations 
and  the  tamed  powere  of  civilization.  That 
the  story  inevitably  invites  comparison  with 
''Treasure  Island"  is  not  at  alUto  its  dis- 
credit and  not  so  very  much  to  its  disad- 
vantage. Stevenson  wa6  the  pioneer  in

COPYRIGHT  CONTRACT  AND  CON- 
SPIRACY. 

Copyright  protection,  as  set  forth  in  last 
week's  editorial  discussion,  secures  to  the 
copyright  proprietor,  whether  the  original  au- 
thor or  the  publisher  as  his  assigns,  the  exclu- 
sive right  to  "vend"  his  copyrighted  book — 
a  comprehensive  term  of  which  any  proposed 
change  in  the  pending  copyright  measure 
would  be  merely  declaratory.  How  that  right 
shall  be  protected  and  enforced  is,  as  we 
have  indicated,  a  question  of  the  law  of  con- 
tract. •  If  a  purchaser  buys  a  piece  of  land,  or 
a  patented  article,  or  a  book,  without  due  legal 
notice  of  restriction  of  sale  he  is  entitled 
to  the  full  and  unrestricted  use  of  his  pur- 
chase— except,  of  course,  that  he  may  not 
copy  or  reproduce  the  patented  article  or  the 
book.  In  the  case  of  land  the  restriction 
can  be  enforced  and  perpetuated  without  diffi- 
culty because  the  title  passes  through  a  deed, 
which  is  a  matter  of  public  record  and  in 
which  both  private  and  public  notice  of  the 
restriction  may  be  given.  In  the  case  of  a 
patented  article  or  a  book,  while  the  patent 
or  copyright  notice  is  measurably  a  warning 
that  restrictions  are  possible,  to  an  extent 
not  practicable  in  the  case  of  other  and  ordi- 
nary chattels,  it  is  not  legally  quite  clear  or 
practically  quite  easy  to  give  proper  notice  to 
successive  buyers  of  any  restriction  which  it 
18  desired  to  enforce  and  perpetuate. 


In  the  endeavor  to  protect  the  retail  prices 
of  books,  three  methods  have  been  recently 
en^ployed.  The  first  was  that  utilized  by  the 
Bobbs-Merrill  Company  in  the  case,  for  ex- 
ample, of  "The  Castaway,"  where  a  notice 
was  printed  on  the  hook,  based  on  the  copy- 
right, setting  forth  the  restrictions  of  sale. 
The  second  was  that  adopted  by  the  Scribners 
in  giving  general  notice  of  restriction  on  their 
catalogues  and  bill  heads  rather  than  on 
copies  of  the  book.  The  third  was  the 
agency  system  used  by  the  "Authors  and 
Newspapers  Association,"  in  whose  series  of 
50- cent  fiction  John  Wanamaker,  for  example, 
was  made  sole  selling-agent  in  New  York  and 
Philadelphia,  with  a  provision  in  the  agency 
contract  that  the  50-cent  retail  price  should 
be  maintained  for  one  year,  notice  of  which 
was  printed  in  each  book. 

Each  of  these  methods  has  been  passed 
upon  by  the  courts,  though  not  yet  finally 
settled  by  the  ultimate  authority.  In  the  first 
case,  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  in  New 
York  pointed  out  specifically  that  any  such 
restriction  must  be  based  on  contractual 
rather  than  copyright  law.  In  the  second  case, 
the  same  court  held  that  the  notice  of  re- 
striction was  not  sufficient  to  bind  successive 
purchasers  under  the  law  of  contract,  and 
expressed  doubt  whether  the  principles  upheld 
by  the  courts  in  respect  to  patented  and 
proprietary  articles  would  apply  to  copyright 
articles — a  doubt  which  we  are  disposed  to 
think  is  likely  to  be  resolved  by  the  final  tri- 
bunal, in  accordance  with  decisions  in  othei 
countries,  that  the  same  principles  apply  to  all. 
In  the  third  case,  the  Providence  decision  held 
that  an  underseller  who  had  obtained  copies 
of  the  book  for  the  purpose  of  cutting  prices 
had  sufficient  notice  of  the  restriction  to  be 
held  responsible,  and  an  injunction  was  grant- 
ed, though  the  court  expressed  doubt  as  to 
how  far  further  purchasers  could  be  held  to 
knowledge  of  the  restriction.  It  is  evident, 
from  these  cases,  that  the  courts  are  more  or 
less  disposed  to  uphold  a  restricted  sale,  not 
as  a  question'  of  copyright,  but  under  con- 
tractual relations,  provided  sufficient  notice  is 
given;  but  just  what  constitutes  the  right 
kind  of  notice  and  how  far  this  notice  can  be 
carried  to  successive  purchasers,  is  by  no 
means  settled. 

The  right  of  each  publisher  or  dealer  to 
control  the  sale  of  his  own  books,  to  the 
full  extent  permitted  under  the  law  of  con- 
tracts, has  not  been  challenged  by  the  courts ; 
but  we  come  now  to  a  third  question,  i.e.,  at 
what  point  this  restriction  becomes  a  con- 
spiracy or  a  restraint  on  trade,  bringing  it 
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under  the  ban  either  of  the  common  law  or 
of  the  anti-trust  legislation.  The  Philadelphia 
decision  in  the  druggist  cases  may  not  be 
finally  upheld  and  may  not  be  adjudged  ap- 
plicable to  the  conditions  of  the  booktrade. 
The  decision  is  to  the  effect  that  what  may 
be  lawful  for  an  individual  proprietor  is  not 
lawful  when  one  proprietor  endeavors,  under 
mutual  agreement,  to  protect  the  interest  of 
airother  proprietor;  this  is  likely  to  constitute 
conspiracy  under  the  common  law  or  be  a 
restraint  of  trade,  under  ban  of  the  anti-trust 
law. 


It  is  because  of  the  doubts  aroused  by 
this  decision  that  the  American  Publishers' 
Association  at  its  annual  meeting  last  week 
decided  to  rescind  its  previous  action  and 
place  the  plan  of  refonn  in  the  shape  of  rec- 
ommendation, leaving  its  execution  to  the 
honor  and  fairness  of  each  member.  Thus  the 
danger  is  obviated  of  arraignment  as  a  con- 
spiracy or  as  a  combination  in  restraint  of 
trade. 

These  recommendations  have  the  individual 
siipport  of  the  foremost  houses  of  the  trade, 
each  for  itself;  and  the  result  will  be  simply 
that  if  any  dealer  undersells  he  is  likely  to 
be  cut  oflF  from  trade  discounts  by  the  house 
on  whose  publications  he  cuts  prices.  The 
Macy  house,  for  instance,  would  be  able  to 
obtain  books,  but  only  at  retail  prices — so  that 
it  would  have  little  fighting  ground  and 
would  simply  have  to  face  the  loss  on  selling 
at  cut  prices  books  for  which  it  must  pay  full 
rates.  The  American  Publishers'  Association 
has  practically  adopted  closely  the  scheme  of 
the  English  Association,  which  has  worked, 
on  the  whole,  effectively  and  with  less  fric- 
tion than  the  American  plan.  The  prosperity 
of  the  past  year  has  been  dependent  in  no 
sn>all  measure  on  the  practical  application  of 
reform  principles,  and  we  believe  that  there 
is  no  practical  danger  that  the  reform  will 
not  continue  under  the  new  method.  Every 
fair-minded  bookseller  who  appreciates  fair 
dealing  and  has  a  backbone  of  his  own  should 
continue  to  uphold  the  net  price  system. 


The  opinion  of  Judge  Colt,  of  Boston,  on 
the  use  of  the  word  Webster,  of  which  the  text 
is  given  in  full  elsewhere,  is  a  clear  present- 
ation of  the  facts  and  a  lucid  statement  of  the 
law,  which,  we  believe,  is  likely  to  be  upheld 
by  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  and  by  the  U. 
S.  Supreme  Court,  to  which,  we  understand,  it 
is  the  intention  of  the  Merriam  Company  to 
appeal  the  case.  Judge  Colt  reverts  to  the  orig- 
inal decision  in  the  Merriam  cases  of  1890-92, 


as  cited  with  approval  by  the  U.  S.  Supreme 
Court  in  the  Singer  patent  case,  all  of  which 
denied  the  right  of  a  proprietor  of  a  copy- 
righted or  patented  article  to  hold  a  monopoly 
in  a  name  as  a  trade  mark  after  the  copyright 
or  patent  on  the  article  had  expired.  The 
question  was  again  brought  into  court  because 
Mr.  Ogilvie  sued  to  restrain  the  Merriam 
Company  from  sending  letters  to  retailers, 
impeaching  his  use  of  the  word  Webster,  and 
because  the  Merriam  Company,  in  a  cross-bill, 
set  up  the  claim  that  the  word  Webster  was 
now  associated  with  their  Webster's  Internat- 
ional Dictionary,  rather  than  with  the  old 
Webster's  Unabridged  Dictionary  which  went 
out  of  copyright  in  1889.  The  pith  of  the  de- 
cision is  that  the  word  Webster  may  be  used 
on  dictionaries  by  others  than  the  original 
copyright  proprietors  and  cannot  be  protected 
as  a  trade-mark,  but  that  the  publishers  of 
rival  Websters  must  make  clear  that  the 
Webster  Dictionary  is  their  publication,  and 
not  that  of  the  original  copyright  proprietor. 
Mr.  Ogilvie,  the  judge  holds,  has  done  that 
on  his  Webster's  Imperial  Dictionary,  but  not 
in  certain  of  his  circulars  and  advertisements. 
Wherefore  the  court  enjoins  the  Merriam 
Company  from  interfering  with  the  Ogilvie 
customers  and  enjoins  Ogilvie  from  sending 
out  circulars  and  advertisements  which  may 
mislead  the  public  into  confusing  his  Web- 
ster's Dictionaries  with  the  Merriam  Web- 
ster's dictionaries.  Under  Judge  Colt's  de- 
cision, at  least  until  it  is  definitely  reversed 
by  a  higher  court,  the  retail  trade  will  be  fully 
justified  in  handling  either  or  both  lines  of 
Webster  dictionaries. 


DECISION  AS  TO  THE  RIGHT  TO  USE 
THE  NAME  OF  WEBSTER. 

We  give  below  the  opinion  of  Judge  Colt, 
of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States,  Dis- 
trict of  Massachusetts,  rendered  on  January  9, 
1907,  in  the  suits  brought  by  George  W. 
Ogilvie  against  G.  &  C.  Merriam  Company, 
and  by  the  G.  &  C.  Merriam  Company 
against  George  W.  Ogilvie,  as  to  the  right  to 
use  the  name  of  Webster  in  the  title  of  dic- 
tionaries of  the  English  language: 

This  bill  and  cross-bill  present  two  general 
questions:  Has  the  defendant,  the  G.  &  C. 
Merriam  Company,  the  exclusive  right  to  the 
use  of  the  name  Webster  in  the  title  of  dic- 
tionaries of  the  English  language?  And,  sec- 
ond, has  the  complainant,  George  W.  Ogilvie, 
unmistakably  informed  the  public  that  his 
dictionary  is  a  Webster's  dictionary  pub- 
lished by  George  W.  Ogilvie,  and  not  a  Web- 
ster's dictionary  published  by  G.  &  C.  Mer- 
riam Company? 

The  dictionary  published  by  Ogilvie  is  en- 
titled Webster's  Imperial  Dictionary,  and  he 
seeks  by  his  bill  to  enjoin  the  Merriam  Com-

pany  from  sending  out  threatening  letters  and 
circulars  to  the  trade  to  the  effect  that  the 
Merriam  Company  has  the  exclusive  right  to 
the  use  of  the  name  Webster  upon  diction- 
aries. On  the  other  hand,  the  Merriam  Com- 
pany, by  its  cross-bill,  seeks  to  enjoin  Ogilvie 
from  the  use  of  the  name  Webster  upon  his 
dictionary,  and  from  sending  out  misleading 
circulars  and  advertisements  respecting  his 
dictionary.  It  is  claimed  by  the  Merriam 
Company  that  this  use  of  the  name  Webster 
and  these  circulars  and  advertisements  arc 
an  infringement  of  Webster's  International 
Dictionary,  which  is  the  latest  edition  of 
Webster's  dictionary  published  by  the  Mer- 
riam Company. 

The  evidence  shows  that  the  Ogilvie  dic- 
tionary is  an  enlarged  and  revised  edition  of 
Webster's  dictionary,  based  upon  Webster's 
Unabridged  Dictionary,  which  was  published 
and  copyrighted  by  G.  &  C.  Merriam  in  1847. 
and  upon  which  the  copyright  expired  in  1889. 
The  evidence  also  shows  that  the  Merriam 
Company,  and  its  predecessors  in  title,  G.  &  C. 
Merriam  &  Company  and  G.  &  C.  Merriam, 
have  been  the  publishers  of  Webster's  dic- 
tionaries for  more  than  fifty  years,  having  ac- 
quired all  the  rights  in  Webster's  dictionar> 
from  the  heirs  of  Noah  Webster  previous  to 
1847,  and  that  since  that  time  they  have  pub- 
lished numerous  editions  of  this  work. 

It  further  appears  from  the  evidence  that 
on  the  back  or  cover  of  every  copy  of  each 
edition  of  this  book  published  by  Noah  Web- 
ster and  by  the  Merriams,  beginning  with  the 
year  1806,  have  appeared  the  words  "Web- 
ster's Dictionary,"  and  that  this  is  the  generic 
name  by  which  this  book  has  always  been 
known  and  described. 

It  further  appears  from  the  evidence  that 
from  1847  to  1889  the  Merriams  were  the  sole 
publishers  of  Webster's  dictionaries,  and  that 
in  1889  the  name  Webster,  as  applied  to  dic- 
tionaries, had  acquired  a  secondary  meaning, 
and  indicated  to  the  public  the  dictionaries 
published  and  sold  by  the  Merriam  Company. 
It  further  appears  that,  since  the  expiration  of 
the  Merriam  copyright  in  Webster's  Una- 
bridged Dictionary  in  1889,  various  editions 
of  Webster's  dictionary  have  been  published 
and  sold  by  other  publishers ;  but,  notwith- 
standing this  circumstance,  it  is  shown  by  a 
preponderance  of  evidence  that  the  name 
Webster  still  indicates  to  the  public  the  dic- 
tionaries published  and  sold  by  the  Merriam 
Company. 

We  have  then  to  inquire  what  are  the  rights 
of  Ogilvie  with  respect  to  the  use  of  the  name 
Webster  upon  dictionaries  after  the  expira- 
tion of  the  Merriam  copyright  in  1889,  it  ap- 
pearing that  the  name  Webster  has  a  two-fold 
signification,  in  that  it  is  the  generic  name  of 
the  dictionary,  and  also  indicates  to  the  pub- 
lic the  dictionaries  published  and  sold  by  the 
Merriam  Company. 

A  copyright,  the  same  as  a  patent,  is  a  mo- 
nopoly created  by  statute.  This  monopoly  is 
granted  upon  the  implied  condition  that  at  the 
expiration  of  the  copyright  the  book,  and  the 
name  by  which  it  is  designated,  are  dedicated 
to  the  public ;  in  other  words,  at  the  expiration 
of  the  copyright,  both  the  book  and  it;s  generic 


name  become  public  property.  To  say  that 
the  public  have  the  right  to  publish  the 
book,  and  not  the  incidental  right  to  use  the 
name  by  which  it  is  known,  is  in  effect  to  de- 
stroy the  public  right,  and  to  perpetuate  the 
monopoly.  For  instance,  to  hold  diat  the 
Merriam  Company,  after  the  expiration  of 
its  copyright  in  Webster's  Unabridged  Dic- 
tionary, still  has  the  exclusive  right  to  the 
use  of  the  name  Webster  on  some  theory  of 
trademark  or  trade-name,  or  unfair  compe- 
tition, would  be  to  nullify  the  public  dedica- 
tion, and  perpetuate  the  monopoly  secure! 
by  the  copyright.  It  follows,  therefore,  as 
a  necessary  result,  that  at  the  expiration  of 
the  copyright  any  person  has  the  right  to 
publish  the  copyrighted  book,  and  to  call  it 
by  its  generic  name. 

But  it  may  so  happen,  as  in  the  case  at 
bar,  that,  at  the  expiration  of  the  copyright, 
the  name  by  which  the  book  is  known  has 
also  acquired  a  secondary  meaning,  and  has 
come  to  indicate  to  the  public  the  book  pub- 
lished and  sold  by  the  publisher  who  took 
out  the  copyright.  In  such  a  case,  another 
person  must  so  use  the  name  as  to  protect 
individual  property  rights,  and  to  prevent 
injury  to  the  public.  While  no  restrictions 
can  be  imposed  upon  the  right  to  use  the 
name,  such  person  must,  so  far  as  is  con- 
sistent with  such  use,  protect  the  good-will 
and  business  of  the  original  publisher,  and 
guard  the  public  against  deception.  The 
duty,  therefore,  is  imposed  upon  such  person 
of  accompanying  his  publication  with  such  in- 
dications as  to  the  source  of  publication  as  will 
unmistakably  inform  the  public  that  the  book 
is  published  by  himself,  and  not  by  the  origi- 
nal publisher.  After  having  taken  these  pre- 
cautions, if  any  injury  results  to  the  busi- 
ness of  the  original  publisher^  it  is  damnum 
absque  injuria.  Such  injury  is  analogous  to 
the  incidental  injury  to  the  business  of  an- 
other which  may  result  from  the  absolute 
right  of  everyone  to  use  his  own  name  in  his 
own  business. 

It  follows,  in  the  case  at  bar,  that  Ogilvie, 
upon  the  expiration  of  the  Merriam  copyright, 
has  the  right  to  publish  the  copyrighted  book, 
or  a  revised  edition  thereof,  and  to  call  it 
Webster's  Dictionary,  or  Webster's  Imperial 
Dictionary,  provided  that  he  clearly  indicates 
to  the  public  that  it  is  a  Webster's  Dictionary 
published  by  him,  and  not  a  Webster's  Dic- 
tionary published  by  the  Merriam  Company. 

In  1890,  or  soon  after  the  expiration  of  the 
copyright  in  Webster's  Unabridged  Diction- 
ary the  Merriams  brought  several  suits  in 
which  they  set  up  their  exclusive  right  to  the 
use  of  the  name  Webster  in  the  title  of  dic- 
tionaries. In  these  cases  the  decisions  were 
adverse  to  the  Merriam  Company  upon  this 
point,  the  courts  holding  that  to  give  the 
Merriam  Company  this  exclusive  right  would 
be  to  perpetuate  the  copyright  monopoly. 

In  Merriam  v.  Holloivay  Publishing  Com- 
pany, 43  Fed.  Rep.  450,  decided  September 
26,   1890,  Mr.  Justice  Miller  said: 

"I  want  to  say,  however,  with  reference  to  the 
main  issue  in  the  case,  that  it  occurs  to  me  that  this 
proceeding  is  an  attempt  to  establish  the  doctrine 
that  a  party  who  has  had  the  copyright  of  a  book 
until   it   has   expired,    may   continue   that    monopoly

indefinitely,  under  the  pretence  that  it  is  protected 
by  a  trademark,  or  something  of  that  sort.  1  do  not 
believe  in  any  such  doctrine,  nor  do  my  associates. 
When  a  man  takes  out  a  copyright,  for  any  of  his 
writing*  or  works,  he  impliedly  agrees  that,  at  the 
expiration  of  that  copyright,  such  writings  or 
works  shall  go  to  the  public  and  become  public 
proper^.  .  .  .  The  grant  of  a  monopoly  implies  that, 
after  the  monopoly  has  expired,  the  public  shall  be 
entitled  ever  afterwards  to  the  unrestricted  use  of 
the  book.  .  .  . 

"I  will  say  this,  however,  that  the '  contention 
that  complainants  have  any  special  property  in  'Web- 
ster's Dictionary'  is  all  nonsense,  since  the  copy* 
right  has  expired.  What  do  they  mean  by  the 
expression  'their  book,'  when  they  speak  of  Web- 
sto^s  Dictionary?  It  may  be  their  book  if  they 
have  bought  it,  as  a  copy  of  Webster's  Dictionary 
is  my  book  if  I  have  bought  it.  But  in  no  other 
sense  than  that  last  indicated  can  the  complainants 
say  of  Webster's  Dictionary  that  it  is  their  book." 

In  Merriam  v.  Famous  Shoe  S'  Clothing 
Company,  47  Fed.  Rep.  411,  decided  Septem- 
ber 10,  1891,  Judge  Thayer  said: 

"I  have  no  doubt  that  defendant  is  entitled 
to  use  the  words  'Webster's  Dictionaiv'  to  describe 
the  work  that  it  is  engaged  in  publishing  and  sell- 
ing. Those  words  were  used  to  describe  Webster's 
EHctionary  of  the  edition  of  1847,  and,  as  the  copy- 
right on  that  edition  ha»  expired,  it  has  now 
become  public  property.  Any  one  may  reprint  that 
edition  of  the  wort  and  entitle  the  reprint  'Web- 
ster's Dictionary.'  The  latter  words,  which  appeared 
on  the  title-page  and  on  the  outer  cover  of  books 
of  the  edition  of  1847.  have  become  public  prop- 
erty, as  well  as  other  parts  of  the  work.  Defendant  a 
right  to  call  the  'Famous  Reprint  Edition*  'Web- 
ster's Dictionary*  is  as  clear  as  the  right  of  com- 
plainants to  give  that  title  to  books  ot  the  edition 
of  1864." 

In  Merriam  v.  Texas  Siftings  Publishing 
Company,  49  Fed.  Rep.  944,  decided  March  15, 
1892,  Judge  Shipman  said: 

"The  plaintiffs  are  not  entitled  to  an  exclusive 
use  of  the  name  'Webster's  Dictionary*  upon 
copies  of  editions  the  copyrights  of  which  have 
expired,  for  the  name  is  not  a  trademark.  Mere 
copies  of  the  edition  of  1847  and  1859  can  be  repro- 
duced by  a  publisher,  over  his  own  name,  provided 
he  makes  no  misrepresentations  to  induce  the 
public  to  believe  that  it  is  another  book,  the  right 
to  publish  which  is  the  exclusive  property  of  the 
plaintiff." 

Merriam  v.  Holloway  Publishing  Com- 
pany and  Merriam  v.  Famous  Shoe  &  Cloth- 
ing Company  were  cited  with  approval  by  the 
Supreme  Court  in  Singer  Manufacturing 
Company  v.  June  Manufacturing   Company, 

163  U.  S.  109. 

Singer  Manufacturing  Company  v.  June 
Manufacturing  Company  was  a  patent  case, 
and  related  to  the  exclusive  right  to  the  use  of 
the  name  Singer  upon  sewing  machines  after 
the  expiration  of  the  patent,  which  was 
claimed  on  the  ground  that  the  name  Singer 
indicated  to  the  public  the  machines  manu- 
factured by  the  Singer  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany. In  the  opinion  of  the  Court  in  that 
case,  Mr.  Justice  White  said: 

"It  is  self-evident  that  on  the  expiration  of  a 
patent  the  monopoly  created  by  it  ceases  to  exist, 
and  the  right  to  make  the  thing  formerly  covered 
by  the  patent  becomes  public  pioperty.  It  is  upon 
this  condition  that  the  patent  is  granted.  ...  it 
equally  follows  from  the  cessation  of  the  monopoly 
and  the  falling  of  the  paten^d  device  into  the 
domain  of  things  public,  that  along  with  the  public 
ownership  of  the  device  there  must  also  Tiece5|anly 
pass  to  the  public  the  generic  designation  of  the 
thing  which  has  arisen  during  the  monopoly.  .  .. 
To  say  otherwise  would  be  to  hold  that  although  the 
oublic  had  acquired  the  device  covered  by  the  patent, 
yet  the  owner  of  the  oatent  or  the  manufacturer 
Jf  the  patented  thing  had  retained  the  designated 
name  which  was  essentially  necessary  to  vest  the 
public  with  the  full  enjoyment  of  that  which  had 
become  theirs  by  the  disappearance  of  the  monopoly. 


In  other  words,  that  the  patentee  or  manufacturer 
could  take  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  the  patent 
upon  the  condition  that  at  its  termination  the 
monopoly  should  cease,  and  yet  when  the  end  was 
reached  disregard  the  public  cuctation  and  practically 

{perpetuate  indefinitely  an  exclusive  right.     The  pub- 
ic naving  the  right  on  the  expiration  of  the  patent 
to  make  the  patented  article  and  to  use  its  generic 
name,    to    restrict    this    use,    either    by    preventing 
its   being   placed   upon   the   articles   when   manufac- 
tured, or  by  using  it  in  advertisements  or  circulars, 
woula  be  to  admit  the  right  and  at  the  same  time 
destroy  it.     It   follows,  then,   that  the  right  to  use 
the  name   in   every   form  passes  to  the   public  with 
the  dedication  resulting  from  the  expiration  of  the 
patent  .  .  .  But    it    does    not    follow,    as    a    conse- 
quence   of    a    dedication,    that    the    general    power, 
vested  in  the  public,  to  make  the  machine  and  use 
the  name  imports  that  there  is  no  duty  imposed,  on 
the  one  using  it,  to  adopt  such  nrecautions  as  will 
protect  the  property  of  others  ana  prevent  injury  to 
the   public   interest,   if   by   doin^  so   no   substantial 
restriction   is  imposed  on  the  risht  of   freedom  of 
use.  ...  It  is  obvious  that  if  the  name  dedicated 
to  the  public,  either  as  a  consequence  of  the  monopoly 
or  by  the  voluntary  act  of  the  party,  has  a  twofold 
significance,   one  generic  and  the  other   pointing  to 
the  origin  of  manufacture  and  the  name  is  availed 
of    by    another    without   clearly    indicating   that    the 
machine,  upon  which  the  nrme  is  marked,  is  made 
by  him,  then  the  right  to  use  the  name  because  of 
its    generic    signification    would    imply    a    power    to 
destroy  any  good-will  which  belonged  to  the  original 
maker.     It  would  import,  not  only  this,  but  also  the 
unrestricted  right  to  deceive  and  defraud  the  public 
by  so  using  the  name  as  to  delude  them  into  believ- 
ing that  the  machine  made  by  one  person  was  made 
by  another.  ...  On  the  other  hand,  to  compel  the 
one  who  uses  the  name  after  the  expiration  of  the 
patent,    to    indicate    that    the   articles   are    made    by 
himself,   in   no   way   impairs   the   right   of   use,   but 
simply  regulates  and  prevents  wrong  to  individuals 
and  injury  to  the  public.     This  fact  is  fully  recog- 
nized by  the  well  settled  doctrine  which  holds  that 
'every   one   has  the   absolute   right   to   use   his   own 
name  honestly  in  his  own  business,  even  though  he 
may  thereby  incidentally  interfere   with   and   injure 
the    business    of    another    having    the    same    name. 
In  such  case  the  inconvenience  or  loss  to  which  those 
having   a   common    right    are    subjected    is    damnum 
absque  injuria,  .  .  .' 

"The  result,  then,  of  the  American,  the  English, 
and  the  French  doctrine  universally  upheld  is  this, 
that  where,  during  the  life  of  a  monopoly  created 
by  a  patent,  a  name,  whether  it  be  arbitrary  or  be 
that  of  the  inventor^  has  become,  by  his  consent, 
either  express  or  tacit,  the  identifying  and  generic 
name  of  the  thing  patented,  this  name  passes  to  the 
public  with  the  cessation  of  the  monopoly  which 
the  patent  created.  Where  another  avails  himself 
of  this  public  dedication  to  make  the  machine  and 
use  the  generic  designation,  he  can  do  so  in  all 
forms,  with  the  fullest  liberty,  by  affixing  such  name 
to  the  machines,  by  referring  to  it  in  advertisements- 
and  by  other  means,  subject,  however,  to  the  condi- 
tion that  the  name  must  be  so  used  as  not  to 
deprive  others  of  their  rights  or  to  deceive  the 
public,  and,  therefore,  that  the  name  must  be  ac- 
companied with  such  indications  that  the  thing 
manufactured  is  the  work  of  the  one  making  it, 
as  will  unmistakably  inform  the  public  of  that 
fact." 

The  Merriam  Company  contend  that  these 
cases  are  not  applicable  to  the  case  at  bar, 
because  it  is  shown  by  the  evidence  that  Web- 
ster's dictionary  now  indicates  to  the  public 
the  latest  edition  of  this  book  published  by 
that  company.  This  position  is  untenable. 
The  fundamental  ground  on  which  these  de- 
cisions rest  is  that  at  the  expiration  of  the 
statutory  term  in  a  copyright  or  a  patent  the 
thing  copyrighted  or  patented,  together  with 
its  generic  name,  becomes  public  property. 
It  follows  that,  since  1889,  or  upon  the  ex- 
piration of  the  copyright  in  Webster's  Un- 
abridged Dictionary,  Ogilvie  had  the  same 
right  as  the  Merriam  Company  to  publish 
and  sell  that  edition  of  Webster's  Dic- 
tionary, or  a  revised  and  enlarged  edi- 
tion    of     that     book,     and     to     use     the 
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name  Webster  in  the  title.  And  this  pub- 
lic right  cannot  be  taken  away  or  abridged 
on  any  theory  of  trademark  or  unfair  com- 
petition such  as  is  now  advanced  by  the  Mer- 
riam  Company.  This  is  only  another  way  of 
seeking  to  perpetuate  the  monopoly  secured 
by  the  copyright.  When  the  word  Webster 
as  applied  to  dictionaries  has  once  become 
dedicated  to  the  public,  it  is  not  again  sub- 
ject to  exclusive  appropriation  as  a  trade- 
mark or  trade-name,  nor  can  the  public  be  de- 
prived of  its  use  on  the  ground  of  unfair  com- 
petition. 

It  only  remains  to  consider  whether  Ogilvie 
has  clearly  shown  that  his  dictionary  is  pub- 
lished by  himself  and  not  by  the  Merriam 
Company.  Upon  the  back  or  cover  of  the 
Ogilvie  book  is  printed  "George  W.  Ogilvie," 
and  upon  the  title-page  is  printed  "George  W. 
Ogilvie,  Publisher."  The  form  of  the  book 
is  the  usual  form  which  characterizes  un- 
abridged dictionaries.  With  respect  to  the 
book  itself  I  think  Ogilvie  has  done  all  which 
the  law  requires  to  distinguish  his  book  from 
the  dictionaries  published  by  the  Merriams, 
including  Webster's  International  Dictionary. 
As  was  said  by  Judge  Shipman  in  Merriam 
v.  Texas  Sif tings  Publishing  Company:  "The 
mere  form  or  size  of  the  volume  in  which 
Webster's  Dictionary  has  ordinarily  appeared 
does  not  in  the  mind  of  the  public  connect 
the  plaintiff  with  the  manufacture  of  the  dic- 
tionary, and  there  is  no  characteristic  of  a 
trademark  in  such  ordinary  form  or  size." 
49  Fed.  Rep.  944. 

With  respect  to  the  Ogilvie  circulars  and 
advertisements,  the  case  is  quite  different. 
It  is  evident  that  these  circulars  and  adver- 
tisements are  misleading  and  deceptive.  They 
convey  the  impression  that  the  Ogilvie  book 
is  a  new  edition  of  Webster's  Dictionary  pub- 
lished by  the  Merriam  Company,  and  that  it 
is  the  successor  of  Webster's  International 
Dictionary;  and,  further,  Ogilvie  has  taken 
portions  of  the  printed  matter  in  the  circulars 
and  advertisements  of  the  International  Dic- 
tionary, and  inserted  them  in  his  circulars 
and  advertisements.  All  this  goes  to  show 
the  intention  of  Ogilvie  to  trespass  upon 
the  reputation  of  the  Merriam  Company,  and 
to  deceive  purchasers  into  purchasing  his  dic- 
tionary for  one  of  the  series  of  Webster's 
dictionaries  published  by  the  Merriam  Com- 
pany. It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  Ogilvie 
should  be  enjoined  from  sending  out  these 
circulars  and  advertisements  in  their  present 
form.  These  circulars  and  advertisements 
should  be  so  reformed  as  not  in  any  manner 
to  convey  the  impression  that  Ogilvie  is  the 
successor  of  the  Merriam  Company,  or  that 
his  book  is  a  new  edition  of  any  of  the  series 
of  Webster's  dictionaries  published  by  the 
Merriam  Company. 

The  conclusions  I  have  reached  are  that 
the  Merriam  Company  should  be  enjoined 
from  sending  out  circulars  to  the  effect  that 
they  have  the  exclusive  right  to  the  use  of 
the  name  Webster  in  the  title  of  dictionaries, 
and  that  Ogilvie  should  be  enjoined  from 
sending  out  his  circulars  and  advertisements 
in  their  present  form;  and  a  decree  may  be 
drawn  accordingly. 


THE  AMERICAN  PUBLISHERS'  ASSO- 
CIATION ADOPTS  A  NEW  PLAN. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Pub- 
lishers' Association  was  held  at  the  rooms  of 
the  Aldine  Association  in  New  York  City,  on 
January  9,  (not  the  loth,  as  inadvertently 
stated  last  week,)  with  President  Frank  H. 
Scott  in  the  chair.  There  were  present,  in 
person  or  by  proxy,  thirty-one  firms.  The 
minutes  of  the  annual  meeting  of  February, 
1906,  were  read  and  approved,  as  was  also  the 
report  of  the  treasufer.  It  was  reported  that 
the  membership  of  the  Association  was  made 
up  of  26  charter  members,  14  associate  mem- 
bers and  20  annual  members — a  total  of  sixty. 

The  president  addressed  the  meeting,  and 
stated  that  the  Board  of  Directors  had  voted 
to  recommend  to  the  Association  the  passage 
of  the  following  resolutions: 

I.  Resolved,  That  the  Plan  to  correct  evils  con- 
nected with  the  cutting  of  prices  on  copyright  books 
adopted  at  a  meeting  of  the  American  Publishers' 
Association,  held  February  13,  1901;  together  with  all 
votes  and  resolutions  since  adopted,  amendatory 
thereof  and  supplementary  thereto,  be  and  the  ?ame 
hereby  are  rescinded  pnd  revoked. 

The  president  explained  that  the  purpose  of 
this  resolution  was  to  repeal  all  the  existing 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Association  hav- 
ing any  reference  to  the  prices  of  books. 

II.  Resolved,  That  the  following  Plan  te  adcptea 
by  the  Association: 

AMERICAN     publishers'    ASSOCIATION    PLAN. 

(i)  That  the  members  of  the  American  Publish- 
ers' Association  agree  that  all  copyrighted  books 
ftrst  issued  by  them  after  January  i,  1907,  (ex- 
cepting school  books,  subscription  books,  and  other 
books  not  sold  through  the  trade,  and  also,  if 
desired,  new  editions,  works  of  fiction  and  juve- 
niles,) shall  be  published  at  net  prices;  and  it  is 
recommended  that  the  retail  price  of  a  net  book, 
marked  net,  be  printed  on  a  paper  wrapper  covering 
said  book.     Each  member  is  at  liberty  to  fix  such  net 

£  rices  on  his  copyrighted  books  as  may  seem  to 
im  proper.  The  only  purpose  of  this  agreement  is 
that  the  public  shall  be  informed  of  the  real  price 
of  each  net  copyrighted  book,  which  otherwise  would 
be  difficult 

(2)  It  is  recommended  to  the  different  members 
of  the  Association  that  each  member  thereof  shall 
sell  his  copyrighted  books  at  wholesale  only  to  book 
dealers  and  ouiers  who  will  maintain  for  one  year 
after  publication  the  retail  price  of  his  net  copy-- 
rightea  books,  and  who  sell  his  net  copyrighted  bool^, 
(except  at  retail)  to  no  one  who  cuts  his  net  prices. 

A  dealer  or  bookseller  ma^  be  defined  as  one  who 
makes  it  a  regular  part  of  his  business  to  sell  books 
and  carry  stock  of  them  for  public  sale. 

(3)  Believing  that  the  interests  of  each  individual 
member  of  the  Association  will  be  furthered  by  sell- 
ing his  copyrighted  books  only  to  booksellers  who 
will  allow  no  greater  discount  on  copyrighted 
works  of  fiction  (not  net)  and  on  copyrighted  juvenile 
books  (not  net)  than  28  per  cent,  during  one  year 
after  publication,  it  is  recommended  to  each  member 
of  the  Association  that  he  shall  act  upon  this  sugges- 
tion and  that  he  carry  out  the  same  in  the  manner 
above  suggested  in  the  case  of  copyrighted  net  books. 
The  conditions  governing  the  sale  of  fiction  are  such 
that  the  Association  only  suggests  a  maximum  dis- 
count on  retail  sales  wnich,  however,  it  is  hoped 
may  rarely  be  given. 

The  purpose  of  the  Association,  so  far  as  it  can 
accomplish  such  purpo/e  by  recommendation,  is 
to  secure  plainly  stat^  prices  of  net  copyrignted 
books,  and  to  bring  the  actual  selling  price  of  copy- 
righted books  nearer  the^  stated  price  as  far  as 
reasonably  and  fairly  possible;  and  to  avoid  special 
rebates  and  discounts  and  to  provide  for  equality  in 
the  treatment  of  retail  purchasers. 

(4)  Nothing  contained  in  the  foregoing  recommen- 
dations shall  be  considered  as  applicable  to  sales 
made  to  libraries,  although  it  is  recommended  that 
Libraries  be  allowed  a  discount  of  not  more  than  10 
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per  cent,  on  net  books  or  33  1-3  p^r  cent  on  copy- 
righted fiction  and  juveniles  (not  njet).  By  libraries 
is  meant  libraries  to  which  access  is  either  free  or 
by  annual  subscription.  Book  Clubs  are  not  meant 
to  be  included   in  this  description. 

(5)  It  is  suggested  that  a  publisher  of  net  copy- 
righted books  selling  the  same  at  retail  should  add 
to  his  retail  price  the  cost  of  postage  or  expresaage 
when  books  are  sent  out  of  the  city  where  he  does 
business. 

(6)  It  is  recommended  to  each  member  of  the 
Association  that  he  shall  not  offer  nor  sell  his  copy- 
righted books  to  any^  one  who  offers  such  copy- 
righted books  in  combination  with  periodicals  at  les4 
than  the  trade  subscription  price  of  3uch  periodicals, 
plus  the  net  or  minimum  retail  price  of  such  copy- 
righted books. 

(7)  Nothing  contained  herein  shall  be  taken  as 
applicable  to  any  book  after  the  expiration  of  a  year 
from  its  publication. 

(8)  Nothing  in  the  above  recommendations  shall 
be  considered  in  the  nature  of  an  agreement,  and  no 
penalty  shall  attach  to  a  disregard  of  any  of  them. 

(9)  The  directors  of  the  Association  are  authorized 
to  establish  and  maintain  an  office  and  engage  a 
suitable  person  as  manager  who  shall  act  as  an 
assistant  to  the  secretary  and  perform  such  duties 
as  shall  be  assigned  to  him  by  the  directors. 

The  president  called  attention  to  the  fact 
that  under  this  resolution  and  plan  there  is 
no  agreement  except  as  to  calling  books  of  a 
certain  class  "net  books"  and  designating  their 
prices  as  "net  prices,"  the  rest  being  solely  in 
the  nature  of  recommendations  which  the 
members  are  wholly  free  to  disregard  if  they 
choose.  These  resolutions  and  the  plan  were 
favorably  voted  upon. 

A  third  resolution  to  amend  the  by-laws  by 
striking  out  Article  vn.,  looking  to  the  re- 
moval from  the  by-laws  of  all  provision  for 
penalties  excepting  only  those  for  non-pay 
ment  of  dues  was  deferred  for  action  to  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Association  to  be  held 
within  a  month  from  the  date  of  the  annual 
meeting. 

The  election  of  directors  resulted  in  the  re- 
election of  G.  B.  M.  Harvey,  of  Harper  & 
Brothers ;  Albert  F.  Houghton,  of  Houghton, 
Mifflin  &  Co.;  Frank  N.  Doubleday,  of 
Doubleday,  Page  &  Co.,  and  Craige  Lippin- 
cctt,  of  J.  B.  Lippincott  Company. 

Before  adjourning,  the  secretary  read  a 
communication  from  the  American  Booksell- 
ers* Association,  consisting  of  resolutions 
passed  at  the  annual  convention  of  that  Asso- 
ciation held  in  1906,  requesting  the  American 
Publishers*  Association  to  issue  in  the  future 
all  works  of  fiction  on  the  net  price  plan,  sug- 
gesting that  $1.20  net  be  such  net  price  on 
books  that  would  otherwise  ordinarily  be  is- 
sued at  $1.50  list,  and  suggesting  a  similar 
proportionate  net  price  on  such  other  works 
of  fiction  as  would  ordinarily  be  listed  at  $I 
or  $1.25.  The  resolutions  also  requested  the 
American  Publishers'  Association  to  grant  to 
retail  dealers  a  discount  of  at  least  30  per 
cent,  on  net  books  of  all  sorts  and  to  discon- 
tinue cataloguing  on  the  net  price  basis  all 
non-copyright  imported  books. 

It  was  voted  to  instruct  the  secretary  to 
write  to  the  American  Booksellers'  Associa- 
tion stating  that  the  American  Publishers' 
Association  regrets  that  it  finds  it  inadvisable 
to  act  at  this  time  as  recommended  in  the 
resolution. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  held 
on  the  17th  inst.,  Frank  H.  Dodd,  of  Dodd, 
Mead  &  Co.,  was  elected  president;  Charles 


Scribner,  first  vice-president ;  Frank  H.  Scott, 
of  the  Century  Company,  second  vice-presi- 
dent ;  and  Albert  F.  Houghton,  of  Houghton, 
I  Mif&  &  Co.,  treasurer.  The  election  of  sec- 
retary was  deferred  to  another  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

Resolutions  were  passed  complimenting  the 
retiring  president,  Frank  H.  Scott,  for  his  effi- 
cient services  in  a  most  trying  period  of  the 
Association's  existence. 


THE  UNIVERSITY  PUBLISHING  CO.

The  facts  are  that 
the  University  Publishing  Co.,  by  a  vote  of  its 
stockholders,  decided  to  sell  to  the  American 
Fook  Company  the  plates  and  publishing 
rights  of  Its  readers,  spellers,  arithmetics, 
geographies  and  similar  grammar  school  text- 
books. They  still  have,  however,  a  consider- 
able list  left,  which  they  will  continue  to  pub- 
lish under  their  old  firm  name  at  its  present 
quarters,  27  West  Twenty-third  Street,  New 
York  City.

BURROWS. 

A  FAREWELL  dinner  was  given  to  Henry  B. 
Burrows,  retiring  vice-president  of  the  Bur- 
rows Brothers  Co.,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  at  the 
Hollenden,  in  that  city,  on  the  evening  of  Jan- 
uary 3.  Three  hundred  employees  of  the  con- 
cern were  present.  A  solid  silver  loving  cup 
and  a  silver  coffee  set  were  presented  to  Mr. 
Burrows  by  his  former  associates.  President 
C.  W.  Burrows  addressed  his  employees,  and 
other  talks  were  given  by  officers  of  the  firm. 

Henry  B.  Burrows  has  been  for  thirty-five 
years  a  member  of  the  firm  with  his  brother,

pansion of  its  business,  which  reaches  across 
the  sea.

INTERNA  TIONAL  COPYRIGHT  IN  RUSSIA,

the  Minister  of  Justice  has  prepared  a  scheme 
for  Russia's  adoption  of  the  international 
literary  and  musical  copyright,  which  hither- 
to has  been  non-existent  here.

BOOKTRADE  ASSOCIATIONS. 

LADIES'  NIGHT  AT  THE  BOOKSELLERS' 

LEAGUE. 

The  annual  dinner  and  Ladies'  Night  of  the 
Booksellers'  League  was  given  at  the  Aldine 
Association  on  the  evening  of  January  16. 
There  were  present  150  persons,  the  members 
of  the  League  and  their  ladies  having  almost 
equal  representation.  On  entering  the  ban- 
quet room  a  few  minutes  before  eight  o'clock 
each  lady  received  a  bunch  of  violets  and  each 
man  a  white  carnation.  At  each  plate  was  a 
menu  printed  on  a  handsomely  decorated 
ifolder,  with  a  recipe  for  a  "New  Year's  Brew," 
by  R.  B.  Howell,  with  design  in  gold  and 
colors  by  Spencer  Wright,  presented  to  the 
League  with  the  compliments  of  Paul  Elder  & 
Co.;  a  copy  of  "The  Cheerful  Year  Book," 
presented  by  Henry  Holt  &  Co.,  and  a  copy 
of  "Pigs  is  Pigs/*  presented  by  McQure, 
Phillips  &  Co.  After  the  excellent  dinner  of 
nine  courses  had  been  served,  the  chairman, 
Edward  G.  Lawrance,  announced  that  W.  G. 
Preston,  the  president  of  the  League,  who  had 
been  seriously  ill,  had  quite  recovered,  and 
was  expected  back  from  Atlantic  City  in  a 
week  or  two.  Mr.  Lawrance,  in  a  few  well- 
chosen  words,  then  introduced  Robert  A. 
Watchorn,  Commissioner  of  Emigration  at  El- 
lis Island,  who  spoke  eloquently  and  optimisti- 
cally of  the  men  and  women  who  in  increasing 
numbers  are  yearly  entering  our  ports.  Mr. 
Watchorn  dwelt  on  three  points  concerning 
which  he  claimed  much  misinformation  had 
been  circulated,  namely,  (i)  immigrants  do 
not  come  to  this  country  at  the  rate  of 
1,000,000  a  year,  but  at  the  rate  of  about  half 
that  number,  as  many  also  leave  America 
to  return  to  their  homes  in  very  large  num- 
bers; (2)  the  immigrant  does  not  lower  the 
standard  of  living,  to  prove  which  the  speaker 
gave  a  number  of  illustrations  showing  that 
the  laborer  who  was  content  in  his  foreign 
home  to  plod  along,  year  after  year,  for  a 
mere  pittance,  after  he  had  become  acclimat- 
ized in  this  country,  and  often  much  earlier, 
nnked  himself  with  the  American  so  far  as 
the  rate  of  wages  demanded  was  concerned; 
and  (3)  the  immigrants  who  are  able  to  pass 
the  standard  demanded  by  the  immigration 
laws  are  bound  in  time  to  become  the  main 


workers  of  this  nation,  which  Mr.  Watchorn 
foresees  will  become  the  nation  of  all  nations. 
Mr.  Watchom's  talk  was  applauded  again 
and  again. 

Dr.  Wilfred  Grenfell,  the  next  speaker, 
spoke  nearly  two  hours,  in  a  most  interesting 
manner  about  his  work  and  experiences 
among  the  Labrador  fishing  folk.  Most  of 
the  talk  was  illustrated  with  stereopticon 
views  of  life  in  the  snow  country  and  with 
moving  pictures  of  fishing  in  the  deep.  Dr. 
Grenfell's  work  is  described  in  a  neat  pam- 
phlet issued  by  the  Grenfell  Association,  a 
copy  of  which  will  be  sent  on  application 
to  the  secretary,  Ernest  Hamlin  Abbott,  287 
Fourth  Avenue,  New  York  City.  It  has 
been  proposed  by  several  members  of 
the  publishing  trade  to  assist  Dr.  Grrcn- 
fell  in  his  efforts  to  establish  libraries 
in  his  hospitals  and  homes  of  refuge,  by  do- 
nating lots  of  their  "hurt"  books  and  trav- 
ellers' samples.  Inasmuch  as  Dr.  Grenfell's 
work  is  largely  on  behalf  of  hurt  people,  he 
himself  suggested  that  the  books  need  not  be 
whole,  but  that  "hurt"  ones  will  do  just  as 
well.  Those  publishing  houses  who  may  feel 
disposed  to  contribute  such  reading  matter, 
for  children  as  well  as  for  grown  people,  may 
send  them  in  care  of  the  office  of  The  Pub- 
lishers' Weekly. 

There  were  two  other  speakers  on  the  pro- 
gram, but  one  of  them  was  unable  to  be  pres- 
ent, and  the  other  suggested  that,  inasmuch  as 
the  hands  of  the  clock  pointed  towards  mid- 
night, his  "talk"  might  be  left  over  for  an- 
other occasion.

H.  B.  Marriott  Watson,  whose  new  ro- 
mance, "The  Privateers,"  has  just  been 
brought  out  in  this  country,  was  born  in  Mel- 
bourne, Australia,  where  his  father  was  a 
minister.

He  was 
educated  in  England,  where  he  took  up  jour- 
nalism in  1887.  He  has  served  as  assistant 
editor  of  Black  and  White  and  of  the  Pall 
Mall  Gazette.  His  wife,  by  the  way,  is  Rosa- 
mund Marriott  Watson,  who  has  written  sev- 
eral volumes  of  very  excellent  verse.

The  Macmillan  Company  expect  to  bring 
out  in  March,  in  two  volumes,  "The  Life  and 
Letters  of  Edwin  Lawrence  Godkin,"  editor 
of  The  Nation  and  of  the  New  York  Evening 
Post  for  nineteen  years,  edited  by  Rollo  Og- 
den,  the  present  editor  of  The  Evening  Post. 
An  important  contribution  to  the  study  of 
psychology,  shortly  to  be  published,  is  Pro- 
fessor W.  Mitchell's  "Structure  and  Growth 
of  the  Mind."  Professor  Mitchell,  who  holds 
the  Chair  of  Philosophy  in  the  University  of 
Adelaide,  has  written  what  might  be  called 
a  universal  introduction  to  psychology'.

It  contains  an 
admirable  accornt  by  A.  S.  Forrest  of  the  his- 
tory and  the  chief  features  of  interest  of 
Jamaica,  arid  is  illustrated  with  twenty-four 
paintings  by  John  Henderson,  reproduced  in 
color.  The  book  is  dedicated  to  Sir  Alfred' 
Jones,  who  is  mentioned  in  the  dispatches 
from  Kingston  as  active  in  the  work  of  rescue 
and  reorganization. 

G.    P.    Putnam's    Sons   will   publish   this- 
month     the     concluding     volumes — four     to* 
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eight — of  the  Knutsford  edition  of  Mrs.  Gas- 
keirs  works,  which  Will  contain  stories  never 
before  published.  They  will  bring  out  in  Feb- 
ruary William  Henry  Hojrt's  "The  Mecklen- 
burg Declaration  of  Independence:  a  Study 
of  Evidence  Showing  that  the  Alleged  Early 
Declaration  of  Independence  by  Mecklenburg 
County,  North  Carolina,  on  the  20th  of  May, 
1775,  is  Spurious."  If  Mr.  Hoyt's  contention 
is  recognized,  North  Carolina  must  change  a 
holiday,  the  State  seal  and  flag,  and  the  in- 
scription on  the  monument  to  the  "signers'* 
of  the  Mecklenburg  Declaration.  In  March 
they  will  publish  "The  Epic  of  Paradise  Lost, 
Twelve  Essays,"  by  Marianna  )Yoo<lhull,  that 
treat  Milton's  masterpiece  largely  from  the 
technical  standpoint.  It  was  the  author's  in- 
tention to  prove  that  the  epic  form  alone  was 
suitable  to  the  subject,  and  in  support  of  this 
Milton's  attempts  to  embody  the  theme  in 
tragedy  form  are  examined.  The  concluding 
essay  finds  in  Milton's  love  of  Nature  the  se- 
cret both  of  his  lyrical  force  and  his  epical 
attitude.  Owing  to  the  illness  of  T.  C. 
Brogan,  who  is  translating  George  Le  Quin's 
"Memoirs  of  Comte  de  Rambuteau,"  Messrs. 
Putnam  will  probably  not  publish  this  book 
until  late  in  the  spring  or  early  in  the  sum- 
mer.

THE  NEW  COPYRIGHT  MEASURE. 

The  new  copyright  measure  goes  before  the 
House  and  Senate  in  separate  bills,  on  the 
same  general  lines  but  differing  in  specific 
provisions.  The  measure  is  broad  and  effec- 
tive, although  two  most  serious  defects  should 
call  for  modification  before  passage,  and  with 
these  exceptions  it  seems  likely  to  obtain  the 
general  support  of  the  friends  of  copyright. 
Both  committees  are  entitled  to  the  highest 
praise  for  the  carefulness,  comprehensiveness 
and  promptitude  of  their  work. 

The  House  bill  secures  the  exclusive  right 
"to  print,  reprint,  publish,  copy  and  vend" 
(these  last  words  being  transferred  from  the 
existing  law  as  fully  adjudicated) ;  also  to 
translate,  dramatize  or  convert,  rearrange  or 
adapt;  also  of  oral  delivery  of  an  address, 
presentation  of  a  drama  and  public  perform- 
ance for  profit  of  a  musical  composition.  The 
Senate  bill  adds:  "to  make  any  rearrange- 
ment or  resetting  of  it  or  of  the  melody  of  it 
in  any  system  of  notation  or  any  form  of 
record  in  which  the  thought  of  an  author  may 
be  recorded  and  from  which  it  may  be  read  or 
reproduced."  The  Senate  bill  thus  gives  the 
desired  full  protection  to  the  musical  com- 
poser, while  the  House  bill  leaves  the  vexed 
question  of  whether  sound-records  are  a  copy 
of  a  musical  composition  to  be  determined  by 
the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  now  pending. 
Mr.  De  Koven's  attack  through  the  daily 
press  is  evidently  founded  on  a  misapprehen- 
sion. 

The  subjects  of  cop3rright  are  classified  as: 
(a),  books;  (&),  periodicals;  (e),  musical 
compositions;  (/),  maps;  (g),  works  of  art, 
models  or  designs;  (A),  reproductions  of  a 
work  of  art;  (•),  drawings,  etc.,  scientific  or 
technical;  (;'),  photographs;  (Ar),  prints  and 
pictorial  illustrations ;  but  it  is  provided  that 
mistakes  in  classification  shall  not  invalidate 
copyright.  Labels  are  happily  excluded  from 
the  act  as  not  properly  subjects  of  copyright 


International  copyright  is  extended  to  a 
foreign  author  or  proprietor  residing  within 
the  United  States  at  first  publication  of  his 
work,  or  first  or  contemporaneously  publish- 
ing in  this  country,  as  well  as  to  those  pro- 
tected by  reciprocity  arrangements. 

Copyright  is  secured  by  publication  in  the 
United  States  with  notice  of  copyright  affixed 
to  each  copy  published  or  offered  for  sale  in 
the  United  States  by  authority  of  the  copy- 
right proprietor,  but  accidental  omission  from 
particular  copies  shall  not  invalidate  the 
copyright  Registration  is  made  a  prerequi- 
site to  the  maintenance  of  a  suit  for  in- 
fringement. The  House  bill  provides  that  if 
deposit  copies  are  not  furnished  after  due 
notice  the  copyright  shall  be  forfeited;  while 
the  Senate  bill  has  the  less  dangerous  word- 
ing that  if  the  copies  are  not  promptly  de- 
posited the  proprietor  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine 
of  $100.  The  copyright  notice  must  include 
the  word  "Copyright"  or  abbreviation  "Copr." 
or  letter  "C"  in  a  circle  with  the  name  of  the 
copyright  claimant,  and,  except  on  works  of 
art,  the  date  of  copyright  Copyright  notice 
must  be  placed  on  the  original  as  well  as  on 
copies  in  the  case  of  works  of  art. 

The  term  of  copyright  is  in  general  for  life 
and  30  years,  with  the  exception  of  a  28  years 
term  for  photographs  and  30  years  for  post- 
humous works.  It  is  provided,  however,  that 
this  term,  which  will  be  fairly  satisfactory  to 
authors,  must  be  secured  beyond  the  twenty- 
eighth  year  by  notice  from  the  copyright  pro- 
prietor during  that  year  that  the  full  term  is 
desired — this  being  an  ingenious  device  to 
cover  the  admitted  fact  that  most  objects  of 
copyright  die  a  natural  death  within  that 
shorter  period.  The  chief  defect  in  the  bill — 
and  this  is  fundamental — is  that  this  term  as 
stated  is  not  applicable  to  joint  or  composite, 
anonymous  or  pseudonymous  works  or  pe- 
riodicals, and  some  further  provision  seems 
absolutely  necessary,  perhaps  to  the  effect  that 
copyright  in  all  cases  shall  endure  for  a  stated 
period,  whether  that  be  50  or  30  or  a8  years. 
Provision  is  made  for  extension  of  existing 
copyrights  on  the  registration  by  the  author 
if  living  or  by  the  widow  or  widower  or  the 
surviving  children  of  desire  for  prolongation. 

The  manufacturing  clause  is  made  more 
drastic  by  extension  to  press-work  and  bind- 
ing, and  by  the  obnoxious  afiidavit  clause, 
abominated  by  the  authors  as  an  unnecessary 
restriction,  though  accepted  in  a  spirit  of 
compromise  by  the  publishers.  The  most  se- 
rious effect  of  this  extension  will  be  the  fur- 
ther j  eoparding  of  our  international  copyright 
relations,   already   hazarded   by   the   protest 
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originating  in  the  German  Reichstag.  This 
second  serious  difiiculty  can  be  remedied  by  an 
exception  "in  the  case  of  the  original  text  of  a 
work  in  a  language  other  than  English/' 
which  it  is  understood  would  not  be  unac- 
ceptable to  the  labor  interests  responsible  for 
the  manufacturing  clause.  Interim  copyright 
is  provided  for  two  years  in  the  case  of  for- 
eign and  thirty  days  in  the  case  of  English 
works — but  this  foreign  period  would  be  ren- 
dered unnecessary  in  case  the  suggested  modi- 
fication were  adopted. 

It  is  provided  that  importation  must  be  by 
consent  of  the  copyright  proprietor  with  cer- 
tain exceptions,  the  chief  of  which  are  that 
single  copies  of  an  authorized  foreign  edition 
may  be  imported,  for  use  and  not  for  sale,  by 
an  incorporated  educational  or  like  institu- 
tion or  public  or  official  library,  one  copy  in 
any  one  invoice,  or  when  forming  part  of  a  col- 
lection bought  en  bloc  or  in  the  library  or 
personal  baggage  of  a  returning  traveller. 

The  remedies  provided  against  infringe- 
ment seem  to  be  comprehensive  and  adequate, 
including  the  protection  afforded  by  the  exist- 
ing law  to  dramatic  authors  against  "fly-by- 
night"  infringers.  There  are  minor  differ- 
ences in  the  details  of  the  two  bills  which 
must  be  studied  in  this  respect  from  the  text. 

Provision  is  made  for  the  adooinistration  of 
the  Copyright  Office  with  a  Register  at  a  sal- 
ary of  $4000  and  an  Assistant  Register  at  a 
salary  of  $3000,  with  careful  detail  as  to  pow- 
ers and  methods. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  measure  is  a  great 
stride  forward  (though  with  one  or  two  steps 
backward)-  in  placing  this  country  in  line 
with  other  nations  as  to  the  protection  of  in- 
tellectual property,  and  it  is  to  be  expected 
that  with  such  modifications  as  may  be  found 
necessary  it  will  receive,  preferably  in  the 
Senate  form,  the  effective  support  of  all  those 
interested  in  copyright  and  be  passed  by  Con- 
gress during  the  present  session. 


The  Postal  Commission  has  presented  to 
Congress  an  able  report  on  second  class  mat- 
ter which  goes  to  the  root  of  post  office  re- 
organization, in  emphasizing  the  importance 
of  putting  its  enormous  business  on  a  business 
basis.  The  report  recommends  that  the  whole 
subject  of  postal  administration  be  referred 
to  a  further  commission  for  more  full  con- 
sideration. The  pressure  of  copyright  meas- 
ures unfortunately  prevents  adequate  editorial 
discussion  of  the  features  of  this  plan  at 
present.  The  commission  makes  certain  im- 
mediate provisional  recommendations,  and  re- 


ports a  bill  which  would  modify  the  present 
postal  law  in  many  particulars.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  such  general  modifications 
should  not  be  deferred  until  the  final  consid- 
eration of  the  matter  by  the  commission  pro- 
posed.   

In  respect  to  second  class  rates,  the  com- 
mission proposes  modifications  which  will  suit 
no  one,  and  which  will  be  equally  injurious  to 
daily,  weekly  and  monthly,  in  fact  to  all,  pe- 
riodicals which  include  advertising.  The  pro- 
vision is  that  no  issue  shall  be  entitled  to  sec- 
ond class  rates  of  which  50  per  cent,  or  more 
is  made  up  of  advertising.  This  cuts  the  feet 
off  tall  men  in  order  that  all  sorts  may  go 
through  the  same  doorway,  and  it  will  be  op- 
posed almost  imanimously  by  the  press. 
The  periodical  publishers  are  considering  a 
suggested  substitute,  somewhat  on  the  lines 
already  indicated  in  these  columns,  based  on 
the  fact  that  transportation  cost  is  a  cost  per 
pound  while  delivery  cost  is  a  cost  per  piece. 
It  is  believed  that  the  actual  cost  to  the 
Government  of  second  class  matter  is  less 
than  two  cents  per  pound.  It  is  therefore 
proposed  to  continue  the  one  cent  per  pound 
rate  for  the  transportation  in  bulk  of  period- 
icafs  properly  "touted,"  with  the  addition  of 
one-quarter  cent  for  those  not  so  "routed;" 
with  a  specific  charge,  say  of  one-eighth  cent 
per  piece,  on  each  copy  whose  address  calls 
for  local  delivery.  This  is  the  most  common- 
sense  proposition  yet  put  forward,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  postal  committees  will 
adopt  it.  

Attention  is  called  to  the  statement  that 
the  decision  of  Judge  Colt  in  the  Webster 
case  cannot  be  appealed  so  far  as  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court,  but  only  to  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Appeals;  on  the  other  hand,  it  is 
stated  by  the  opposing  counsel  that,  though 
not  technically  "appealable,"  the  decision  in 
the  case  by  the  Circuit  Court  is  subject  to  re- 
view in  the  Supreme  Court  on  certiorari. 
Judge  Colt's  decision  is,  we  believe,  likely  to 
stand,  and  its  effect,  as  previously  pointed  out, 
is  to  permit  the  trade  to  sell  freely  dictionaries 
using  the  name  "Webster,"  whether  published 
by  the  Merriam  Company  or  by  G.  W.  Ogilvie 
or  by  Laird  &  Lee  or  otherwise,  so  long  as  the 
rival  editions  do  not  purport  to  be  the  Mer- 
riams'  publications.  The  course  of  the  Mer- 
riam Company  in  seeking  injunctions  against 
individual  dealers  has  not  been  upheld  by  the 
legal  outcome,  as  was  indicated  as  a  proba- 
bility in  these  columns  so  long  ago  as  May  6, 
1905. 
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THE  TWO  COPYRIGHT  BILLS. 

The  copyright  measure  was  introduced  into 
the  House  on  January  29th  as  a  substitute 
for  H.  R.  Bill  19853,  by  Mr.  Currier,  chair- 
man of  the  house  committee  on  patents,  with 
a  report  from  the  committee;  and  into  the 
Senate  on  the  same  day  by  Senator  Kit- 
tredge  as  Senate  Bill  8190.  The  Senate  Bill  is 
on  the  same  lines,  but  with  some  features 
of  difference,  which  will  be  scheduled  later. 
The  following  is  the  text  of  the  House  Bill : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica in  Congress  assefnbled,  That  the  copyright 
secured  by  this  Act  shall  include  the  exclu- 
sive right: 

(a)  To  print,  reprint,  publish,  copy  and  vend 
the  copyrighted  work ; 

(b)  To  translate  the  copyrighted  work  into 
other  languages  or  dialects  or  make  any  other 
version  thereof,  to  dramatize  it  if  it  be  a 
nondramatic  work,  to  convert  it  into  a  novel 
or  other  nondramatic  work  if  it  be  a  drama, 
to  rearrange  or  adapt  it  if  it  be  a  musical  f 
work,  to  complete,  execute  and  finish  it  if  it 
be  a  model  or  design  for  a  work  of  art,  to  vary 
or  adapt  it  if  it  be  a  work  of  art; 

(c)  To  deliver  or  authorize  the  delivery  of 
the  copyrighted  work  in  public  for  profit  if  it 
be  a  lecture,  sermon,  address  or  similar  pro- 
duction ; 

(d)  To  perform  or  represent  the  copy- 
righted work  publicly  if  it  be  a  drama ; 

(e)  To  perform  the  copyrighted  work  pub- 
licly for  profit  if  it  be  a  musical  composition 
on  which  such  right  of  public  performance  for 
profit  has  been  reserved  as  provided  in  section 
fifteen  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  2.  That  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be 
construed  to  annul  or  limit  the  right  of  the 
author  or  proprietor  of  an  unpublished  work, 
at  common  law  or  in  equity,  to  prevent  the 
copying,  publication,  or  use  of  such  unpub- 
lished work  without  his  consent  and  to 
obtain  damages  therefor. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  copyright  provided  by  this 
Act  shall  protect  all  the  copyrightable  com- 
ponent parts  of  the  work  copyrighted,  and  all 
matter  therein  in  which  copyright  is  already 
subsisting*,  but  without  extending  the  dura- 
tion or  scope  of  such  copyright. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  works  for  which  copyright 
may  be  secured  under  this  Act  shall  include 
all  the  literary,  artistic,  musical,  and  dramatic 
woi  ks  of  an  author. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  application  for  registration 
shall  specify  to  which  of  the  following  classes 
the  work  in  which  copyright  is  claimed  be- 
longs : 

.(a)  Books,  including  composite  and  cyclo- 
paedic works,  directories,  gazetteers,  and  other 
compilations,  and  new  matter  contained  in  new 
editions ;  but  not  including  works  specified  in 
other  subsections  hereunder; 

(b)  Periodicals,  including  newspapers; 

(c)  Lectures,  sermons,  addresses; 

(d)  Dramatic  compositions: 

(e)  Musical  compositions; 

(f)  Maps; 

(g)  Works  of  art;  models  or  designs  for 
works  of  art; 

(h)  Reproductions  of  a  work  of  art; 


(i)  Drawmgs  of  plastic  works  of  a  scien- 
tific or  technical  character; 
(j)  Photographs; 

.(k)  Prints  and  pictorial  illustrations; 
Provided,  nevertheless.  That  the  above 
specifications  shall  not  be  held  to  limit  the 
subject-matter  of  copyright  as  defined  in  sec- 
tion four  of  this  Act,  nor  shall  any  error  in 
classification  invalidate  or  impair  the  copy- 
right protection  secured  under  this  Act. 

Sec.  6.  That  compilations  or  abridgments, 
adaptations,  rearrangements,  dramatizations, 
translations  or  other  versions  of  works  in  the 
public  domain,  or  of  copyrighted  works  when 
produced  with  the  consent  of  the  proprietor 
of  the  copyright  in  such  works,  or  works  re- 
published with  new  matter,  shall  be  regarded 
as  new  works  subject  to  copyright  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  but  no  such  copyright 
shall  affect  the  force  or  validity  of  any  sub- 
sisting copyright  upon  the  matter  employed 
or  any  part  thereof  or  be  construed  to  imply 
an  exclusive  right  to  such  use  of  the  original 
works  or  to  secure  or  extend  copyright  in 
such  original  works. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  publication  or  republication 
by  the  Government,  either  separately  or  in 
a  public  document,  of  any  material  in  which 
copyright  is  subsisting  shall  not  be  taken  to 
cause  any  abridgment  or  annulment  of  the 
copyright  or  to  authorize  any  use  or  appro- 
priation of  such  copyright  material  without 
the  consent  of  the  copyright  proprietor. 

Sec.  8.  That  no  copyright  shall  subsist  in  the 
original  text  of  a  work  by  any  author  not  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States  first  published 
without  the  limits  of  the  United  States  prior 
to  July  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one ; 
or  in  the  original  text  of  any  work  which  has 
fallen  into  the  public  domain. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  author  or  proprietor  of  anv 
work  made  the  subject  of  copyright  by  this 
Act,  or  his  executors,  administrators,  or  as- 
signs, shall  have  copyright  for  such  work 
under  the  conditions  and  for  the  terms  speci- 
fied in  this  Act :  Provided,  however;  That  the 
copyright  secured  by  this  Act  shall  extend  to 
the  work  of  an  author  or  proprietor  who  is 
a  citizen  or  subject  of  a  foreign  state  or 
nation,  only: 

(a)  When  such  foreign  author  or  propri- 
etor shall  reside  within  the  United  States  at 
the  time  of  the  first  publication  of  his  work, 
or  shall  first  or  contemporaneously  with  its 
first  publication  in  a  foreign  country  publish 
his  work  within  the  limits  of  the  United 
States;  or 

(b)  When  the  foreign  state  or  ration  of 
which  such  author  or  proprietor  is  a  citizen 
or  subject  grants,  either  by  treaty,  convention, 
agreement,  or  law,  to  citizens  of  the  United 
States  the  benefit  of  copyright  on  substantially 
the  same  basis  as  to  its  own  citizens,  or 
copyright  protection  substantially  equal  to  the 
protection  secured  to  such  foreign  author 
under  this  Act;  or  when  such  foreign  state 
or  nation  is  a  party  to  an  international  agree- 
ment which  provides  for  reciprocity  in  the 
granting  of  copyright,  by  the  terms  of  which 
agreement  the  United  States  may  at  its  pleas- 
ure become  a  party  thereto. 

The  existence  of  the  reciprocal  conditions 
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aforesaid  shall  be  determined  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  by  proclamation  made 
from  time  to  time,  as  the  purpose  of  this 
Act  may  require. 

Sec  10.  That  any  person  entitled  thereto 
by  this  Act  may  secure  copyright  for  his 
work  by  publication  thereof  in  the  United 
States  with  the  notice  of  copyright  required 
by  this  Act;  and  such  notice  shall  be  affixed 
to  each  copy  thereof  published  or  offered  for 
sale  in  the  United  States  by  authority  of  the 
copyright  proprietor,  except  in  the  case  of 
books  seeking  ad  interim  protection  under 
section  sixteen  of  this  Act.  In  the  case  of 
a  work  of  art  or  a  plastic  work  or  drawing, 
such  notice  shall  be  affixed  to  the  original 
also  before  publication  thereof  within  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  II.  That  such  person  may  obtain  regis- 
tration ol^his  claini  to  copyright  by  comply- 
ing with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  upon 
such  compliance  the  Register  of  Copyrights 
shall  issue  to  him  the  certificate  provided  for 
in  section  forty-eight  of  this  Act. 

Registration  may  also  be  had  of  the  works 
of  an  author  of  which  copies  are  not  repro- 
duced for  sale,  by  the  deposit  with  claim  of 
copyright,  of  the  title  and  one  complete  copy 
of  such  work,  if  it  be  a  lecture  or  similar 
production  or  a  dramatic  or  musical  composi- 
tion; of  a  photographic  print,  if  the  work 
be  a  photograph ;  or  of  a  photograph  or  other 
identifying  reproduction  thereof,  if  it  be  a 
work  of  art,  or  a  plastic  work  or  drawing; 
the  notice  of  copyright  in  these  latter  cases 
being  affixed  to  the  original  before  publication 
as  required  by  section  ten  of  this  Act.  But  the 
privilege  of  registration  secured  hereunder 
shall  not  exempt  the  copyright  proprietor 
from  the  deposits  of  copies  under  section 
twelve  of  this  Act  where  the  work  is  later 
reproduced  in  copies  for  sale. 

Sec.  12.  That  after  copyright  has  been  se- 
cured by  publication  of  the  work  in  the  United 
States  with  the  notice  of  copyright  as  provided 
in  section  ten  of  this  Act,  there  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  Copyright  Office  or  in  the 
mail  addressed  to  the  Register  of  Copyrights, 
Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  two  com- 
plete copies  of  the  best  edition  thereof  then 
published,  which  copies,  if  the  work  be  a 
book  or  periodical,  shall  have  been  produced 
in  accordance  with  the  manufacturing  provi- 
sions specified  in  section  fourteen  of  this 
Act;  or  if  5uch  work  be  a  contribution  to  a 
periodical,  for  which  contribution  special  reg- 
istration is  requested,  one  copy  of  the  issue 
or  issues  containing  such  contribution;  or  if 
the  work  is  not  reproduced  in  copies  for  sale, 
there  shall  be  deposited  the  copy,  print,  photo- 
graph or  other  identifying  reproduction  pro- 
vided by  section  eleven  of  this  Act,  such  copies 
or  copy,  print,  photograph  or  other  reproduc- 
tion to  be  accompanied  in  each  case  by  a  claim 
of  copyright.  No  action  or  proceeding  shall 
be  maintained  for  infringement  of  copyright 
in  any  work  until  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion with  respect  to  the  deposit  of  copies  of 
such  work  shall  have  been  complied  with. 

Should  the  copies  called  for  by  this  section 
not  be  promptly  deposited,  as  herein  provided, 
the  Register  of  Copyrights  may  at  any  time 


after  the  publication  of  the  work,  upon  specific 
written  demand,  require  the  proprietor  of  the 
copyright  to  deposit  them,  and  after  the  said 
demand  shall  have  been  made,  in  default 
of  the  deposit  of  copies  ot  the  work  within 
one  month  from  any  part  of  the  United 
States  except  an  outlying  territorial  posses- 
sion of  the  United  States,  or  within  three 
months  from  any  outlying  territorial  posses- 
sion of  the  United  States  or  from  any  foreign 
country,  the  proprietor  of  the  copyright  shall 
forfeit  said  copyright. 

Sec  13.  That  the  postmaster  to  whom  are 
delivered  the  articles  deposited  as  provided 
in  section  twelve  of  this  Act  shall,  if  requested, 
give  a  receipt  therefor,  and  shall  mail  them 
to  their  destination  without  cost  to  the  copy- 
right claimant. 

Sec.  14.  That  of  a  printed  book  or  periodical 
the  text  of  the  copies  deposited  under  section 
twelve  of  this  Act  shall  be  printed  from  type 
set  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States, 
either  by  hand  or  by  the  aid  of  any  kind  of 
typesetting  machine,  or  from  plates  made 
within  the  limits  of  the  United  States  from 
type  set  therein,  or  if  the  text  be  produced  by 
lithographic  process,  then  by  a  process  wholly 
performed  within  the  limits  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  printing  and  binding  of  said 
book  shall  be  performed  within  the  limits  of 
the  United  States;  which  requirements  shall 
tend  also  to  the  illustrations  produced  by 
lithographic  process  within  a  printed  book 
consisting  of  text  and  illustrations,  and  also 
to  separate  lithographs,  except  where  in  either 
case  the  subjects  represented  are  located  in  a 
foreign  country;  but  they  shall  not  apply  to 
works  in  raised  characters  for  the  use  of  the 
blind,  and  they  shall  be  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  section  sixteen  of  this  Act  with 
reference  to  books  published  abroad  seeking 
ad  interim  protection  under  this  Act. 

In  the  case  of  the  book  the  copies  so  de- 
posited shall  be  accompanied  by  an  affidavit, 
t-nder  the  official  seal  of  any  officer  author- 
ized to  administer  oaths  within  the  United 
States,  duly  made  by  the  person  claiming 
copyright  or  by  his  duly  authorized  agent  or 
representative  residing  in  the  United  States 
or  by  the  printer  who  has  printed  the  book, 
setting  forth  that  the  copies  deposited  have 
been  printed  from  type  set  within  the  limits 
of  the  United  States  or  from  plates  made 
within  the  limits  of  the  United  States  from 
type  set  therein,  or,  if  the  text  be  produced 
by  lithographic  process,  that  such  process  was 
wholly  performed  within  the  limits  of  the 
United  States,  and  that  the  printing  and  bind- 
ing of  the  said  book  have  also  been  performed 
v;ithin  the  limits  of  the  United  States.  Such 
affidavit  shall  state  also  the  place  where  and 
the  establishment  or  establishments  in  which 
such  type  was  set  or  plates  were  made  or  lith- 
ographic process  or  printing  and  binding  were 
performed  and  the  date  of  the  completion  of 
the  printing  of  the  book  or  the  date  of  publi- 
cation. 

Any  person  who  for  the  purpose  of  obtain- 
ing registration  of  a  claim  to  copyright  shall 
knowingly  and  willfully  make  a  false  affidavit 
as  to  his  having  complied  with  the  above  con- 
ditions shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
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mean  or,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  all  of  his  rights  and  privi- 
leges under  said  copyright  shall  thereafter  be 
forfeited. 

Sec  15.  That  the  notice  of  copyright  re- 
quired by  section  ten  of  this  Act  shall  con- 
sist either  of  the  word  "Copyright,"  or  the 
abbreviation  "Ccpr.,"  or,  in  the  case  of  copies 
of  the  works  specified  in  subsections  (f)  to 
(k),  inclusive,  of  section  five  of  this  Act,  the 
letter  C  inclosed  within  a  circle,  thus:  (C), 
accompanied  in  every  ckse  by  the  name  of  the 
copyright  proprietor ;  or,  in  the  case  of  copies 
of  works  specified  in  subsections  (f)  to  (k), 
inclusive,  of  section  five  of  this  Act,  by  his 
initials,  monogram,  mark,  or  symbol,  pro- 
vided that  on  seme  accessible  portion  of  such 
copies  or  of  the  margin,  back,  permanent  base 
or  pedestal,  or  of  the  substance  on  which  such 
copies  shall  be  mounted  his  name  shall  ap- 
pear. If  the  work  be  a  printed  literary,  musi- 
cal, or  dramatic  work,  the  notice  shall  mclude 
also  the  year  in  which  the  copyright  was  ob- 
tained by  publication.  But  in  the  case  of 
works  in  which  copyright  is  subsisting  when 
this  Act  shall  go  into  effect,  the  notice  of 
copjrright  may  be  either  in  one  of  the  forms 
prescribed  herein  or  in  one  of  those  prescribed 
by  the  Act  of  June  eighteenth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-four. 

The  notice  of  copyright  shall  be  applied,  in 
the  case  of  a  book  or  other  printed  publica- 
tion, upon  its  title-page  or  the  page  imme- 
diately following,  or,  if  a  periodical,  either 
upon  the  title-p&ge  or  upon  the  first  page  of 
text  of  each  separate  number  or .  under  the 
title  heading,  or  if  a  musical  work  either  upon 
its  title-page  or  the  first  page  of  music;  or  if 
a  copy  of  a  work  specified  in  subsections  (f) 
to  (k),  inclusive,  of  section  five  of  this  Act, 
upon  some  accessible  portion  thereof  or  of  the 
margin,  back,  permanent  base  or  pedestal,  or 
of  the  substance  on  which  such  copy  shall  be 
mounted. 

One  notice  of  copyright  in  each  volume 
published  shall  sufiice. 

Upon  every  copy  of  a  published  musical 
composition  in  which  the  right  of  public  per- 
formance for  profit  is  reserved  there  shall  be 
imprinted  under  the  notice  of  copyright  the 
words  **Right  of  public  performance  for  profit 
reserved ;"  in  default  of  which  no  action  shall 
be  maintained  nor  recovery  be  had  for  any 
such  performance  although  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  copyright  proprietor. 

Where  the  copyright  proprietor  has  sought 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  sections  ten 
and  fifteen  of  this  Act  with  respect  to  notice, 
the  omission  by  accident  or  mistake  of  the 
prescribed  notice  from  a  particular  copy  or 
copies  shall  prevent  the  recovery  of  damages 
against  an  innocent  infringer  misled  thereby, 
but  shall  not  invalidate  the  copyright  or  pre- 
vent recovery  for  infringement  against  any 
person  who  after  actual  notice  of  the  copy- 
right begins  an  undertaking  to  infringe  it,  but 
in  a  suit  for  infringement  against  such  in- 
fringer, no  permanent  injunction  shall  be  had 
unless  the  copyright  proprietor  shall  reim- 
burse to  the  innocent  infringer  his  reasonable 
outlay  innocently  incurred. 


Sec.  16.  That  in  the  case  of  a  book  pub- 
lished in  a  foreign  country  before  publication 
in  this  country  the  deposit  in  the  Copyright 
Office  not  later  than  thirty  days  after  its  pub- 
lication abroad  of  one  complete  copy  of  the 
foreign  edition  with  a  request  for  the  reser- 
vation of  the  copyright,  and  a  statement  of 
the  name  and  nationality  of  the  author  and 
of  the  copyright  proprietor,  and  of  the  date 
of  publication  of  the  said  book  shall  secure 
to  the  author  or  proprietor  an  ad  interim 
copyright.  Except  as  otherwise  provided,  the 
ad  interim  copyright  thus  secured  shall  have 
all  the  force  and  effect  given  to  copyright  by 
this  Act,  and  shall  endure  as  follows : 

In  the  case  of  a  book  printed  abroad  in 
a  foreign  language,  for  a  period  of  two  years 
after  the  first  publication  of  the  book  in  the 
foreign  country; 

In  the  case  of  a  book  printed*  abroad  in 
the  Erglish  language  or  in  English  and  one 
or  more  foreign  languages,  until  the  expira- 
tion of  thirty  days  after  such  deposit  in  the 
Copyright  Office. 

Sec.  17.  That  whenever  within  the  period 
of  such  ad  interim  protection  an  authorized 
edition  shall  be  published  within  the  United 
States,  in  accordance  with  the  manufacturing 
provisions  specified  in  section  fourteen  of 
this  Act,  (a)  of  a  book  in  the  English  lan- 
guage or  (b)  of  a  book  in  a  foreign  language, 
either  in  the  original  language  or  in  an  Engr- 
lish  translation  thereof,  and  whenever  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  as  to  deposit  of  copies, 
registration,  filing  of  affidavit,  and  the  print- 
ing of  the  copyright  notice  shall  have  been 
duly  complied  with,  the  copjrright  shall  be 
extended  to  endure  in  such  original  book  for 
the  full  terms  elsewhere  provided  in  this  Act. 

Sec.  18.  That  the  copyright  secured  by  this 
Act  shall  endure: 

(a)  In  the  case  of  any  photograph,  for 
twenty-eight  years  from  the  date  of  first  pub- 
lication under  this  Act ; 

(b)  In  the  case  of  any  posthumous  work, 
for  thirty  yeers  from  the  date  of  first  publica- 
tion under  this  Act; 

(c)  In  the  case  of  any  work  not  specified 
in  subsections  (a)  and  (b)  of  this  section, 
for  the  remainder  of  the  lifetime  of  the  author 
after  first  publication  under  this  Act  and  for 
thirty  years  after  his  death: 

Provided,  That  within  the  year  next  pre- 
ceding the  expiration  of  twenty-eight  years 
from  the  first  publication  of  such  work  the 
copyright  proprietor  shall  record  in  the  Copy- 
right Office  a  notice  that  he  desires  the  full 
term  provided  herein,  and  in  default  of  such 
notice  the  copyright  protection  in  such  work 
shall  determine  at  the  expiration  of  twenty- 
eight  years  from  first  publication;  but  in  the 
case  of  renewals  and  extensions  of  existing 
copyrights  sought  under  the  provisions  of 
section  nineteen  of  this  Act,  such  notice  may 
be  given  within  the  year  next  preceding  the 
expiration  of  the  existing  term. 

In  all  of  the  above  cases  the  term  shall  ex- 
tend to  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  of  ex- 
piration. 

The  copyright  in  a  work  published  anony- 
mously or  under  an  assumed  name  shall  sub- 
sist for  the  same  period  as  if  the  work  had 
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been  produced  bearing  the  author's  true  name. 

Sec.  19.  That  the  copyright  subsisting  in 
any  work  at  the  time  v/hen  this  Act  goes  into 
eflFcct  may,  at  the  expiration  of  the  renewal 
term  provided  for  under  existing  law,  be  fur- 
ther renewed  and  extended  by  the  author,  if 
he  be  still  living,  or  if  he  be  dead,  leaving  a 
widow,  by  his  widow,  or  in  her  default  or  if 
no  widow  survive  him,  by  his  children,  if  any 
survive  him,  for  a  further  period  such  that 
the  entire  term  shall  be  equal  to  that  secured 
by  this  Act  and  the  privileges  secured  here- 
under to  the  widows  of  authors  shall  equally 
be  enjoyed  by  the  widowers  of  authors :  Pro- 
vided, That  application  for  such  renewal  and 
extension  shall  be  made  to  the  Copyright  Of- 
fice and  duly  registered  therein  within  one 
year  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  existing 
term. 

Sec  20.  That  if  any  person  shall  infringe 
the  copyright  in  any  work  protected  under  the 
copyright  laws  of  the  United  States  such  per- 
son shall  be  liable: 

(a)  To  an  injunction  restraining  such  in- 
fringement ; 

(b)  To  pay  to  the  copyright  proprietor 
such  damages  as  the  copyright  proprietor  may 
have  suffered  due  to  the  infringement,  as  well 
as  all  the  profits  which  the  infringer  shall  have 
made  from  such  infringement,  and  in  proving 
profits  the  plaintiff  shall  be  required  to  prove 
sales  only  and  the  defendant  shall  be  required 
to  prove  every  element  of  cost  which  he 
claims;  or  in  lieu  of  actual  damages  and 
profits  such  damages  as  to  the  court  shall  ap- 
pear to  be  just;  and  in  assessing  such  dam- 
ages the  court  may  in  its  discretion  allow  the 
amounts  hereinafter  stated,  but  such  dam- 
ages shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars,  and  shall  not  be  regarded 
as  a  penalty: 

First.  In  the  case  of  a  painting,  statue,  or 
sculpture,  ten  dollars  for  every  infringing 
copy  made  or  sold  by  or  found  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  infringer  or  his  agents  or  em- 
ployees ; 

Second.  In  the  case  of  a  lecture,  sermon,  or 
address,  fifty  dollars  for  every  infringing  de- 
livery ; 

Third.  In  the  case  of  a  dramatic  or  musical 
composition,  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  first 
and  fifty  dollars  for  every  subsequent  in- 
fringing performance; 

Fourth.  In  the  case  of  all  other  works  enu- 
merated in  section  five  of  this  Act,  one  dollar 
for  every  infringing  copy  made  or  sold  by  or 
found  in  the  possession  of  the  infringer  or 
his  agents  or  employees; 

(c)  To  deliver  up  on  oath  to  be  impounded 
during  the  pendency  of  the  action,  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  the  court  may  pre- 
scribe, all  articles  alleged  to  infringe  a  copy- 
right Rules  and  regulations  for  practice  and 
procedure  under  this  subsection  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States; 

(d)  To  deliver  up  on  oath  for  destruction 
all  the  infringing  copies  or  devices,  as  well 
as  all  plates,  molds,  matrices  or  other  means 
for  making  such  infringing  copies  as  the 
court  may  order. 

Any  court  given  jurisdiction  under  section  ' 


twenty-nine  of  this  Act  may  proceed  In  any 
action,  suit  or  proceeding  instituted  for  vio- 
lation of  any  provision  hereof  to  enter  a  judg- 
ment or  decree  enforcing  the  remedies  herein 
provided. 

Sec  21.  That  the  proceedings  for  an  injunc- 
tion, damages  and  profits,  and  those  for  the 
seizure  of  infringing  copies,  plates,  molds, 
matrices,  and  so  forth,  aforementioned,  may 
be  united  in  one  action  or  suit. 

Ssc.  22.  That  any  person  who  knowingly 
and  willfully  and  for  profit  shall  infringe  any 
copyright  secured  by  this  Act,  or  who  shall 
knowingly  and  willfully  aid  or  abet  such  in- 
fringement, shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dol- 
lars and  stand  committed  to  jail  until  said  fine 
and  costs  are  paid. 

Any  person  who,  with  fraudulent  intent, 
shall  insert  or  impress  any  notice  of  copy- 
right required  by  this  Act,  or  words  of  the 
same  purport,  in  or  upon  any  uncopy righted 
article,  or  with  fraudulent  intent  shall  remove 
or  alter  the  cop3rright  notice  upon  an  article 
duly  copyrighted,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars,  and  stand  committed  to  jail  until  said 
fine  and  costs  are  paid.  Any  person  who 
shall  knowingly  issue  or  sell  any  article  bear- 
ing a  notice  of  United  States  copyright  which 
has  not  been  copyrighted  in  this  country,  or 
who  shall  knowingly  import  any  article  bear- 
ing such  notice,  or  words  of  the  same  pitrport, 
which  has  not  been  coprighted  in  this  coun- 
try, shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred 
dollars. 

The  importation  into  the  United  States  of 
any  article  bearing  such  notice  of  copyright 
when  there  is  no  existing  copjTight  thereon 
in  the  United  States  is  prohibited,  and  such 
importations  shall  be  proceeded  against  as- 
provided  by  sections  twenty-three  to  twenty- 
six,  inclusive,  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  23.  That  any  and  all  articles  prohib- 
ited importation  by  this  Act  which  are  brought 
into  the  United  States  from  any  foreign  coun- 
try shall  be  seized  by  the  collector,  surveyor, 
or  other  officer  of  the  customs,  or  any  per- 
son authorized  in  writing  to  make  seizures 
under  the  customs  revenue  laws,  in  the  dis- 
trict in  which  they  are  found ;  and  the  copies 
so  seized  shall  without  delay  be  delivered  into 
the  custody  of  the  principal  customs  officer 
of  the  collection  district  in  which  the  seizure 
is  made;  whereupon  the  said  officer  shall 
(except  in  cases  of  importation  by  mail)  send 
notice  of  such  seizure  by  registered  mail  to 
the  person  to  whom  the  article  seized  is  di- 
rected and  publish  a  notice  of  such  seizure 
once  a  week  for  three  successive  weeks  in 
some  newspaper  of  the  county  or  place  where 
such  seizure  shall  have  been  made.  If  no 
newspaper  is  published  in  such  county,  then 
such  notice  shall  be  published  in  some  news- 
paper of  the  county  in  which  the  principal 
customs  office  of  the  district  is  situated;  and 
if  no  newspaper  is  published  in  such  county, 
then  notices  shall  be  posted  in  proper  public- 
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places,  which  notices  shall  describe  the  ar- 
ticles seized  and  state  the  time,  cause,  and 
place  of  seizure,  and  shall  require  any  person 
claiming  such  article  to  appear  and  file  with 
such  customs  officer  his  claim  to  such  articles 
within  twenty  days  from  the  date  of  the  first 
publication  of  such  notice. 

Sec.  24.  That  any  person  claiming  the  prop- 
erty so  seized  may,  at  any  time  within  twenty 
days  from  the  date  of  such  first  publication 
of  notice,  file  with  the  collector  or  other 
proper  officer,  a  claim,  stating  his  interest  in 
the  articles  seized,  and  deposit  with  such  col- 
lector or  other  proper  officer  a  bond  to  the 
United  States  as  now  prescribed  by  law,  in 
the  penal  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars, with  two  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  said 
collector  or  other  proper  officer,  conditioned 
that  in  case  of  the  condemnation  of  the  ar- 
ticles so  claimed  the  obligors  shall  pay  all  the 
costs  and  expenses  of  the  proceedings  to  ob- 
tain such  condemnation. 

Such  collector  or  other  proper  officer,  shall 
transmit  the  said  bond  with  a  duplicate  list 
and  description  of  the  articles  seized  and 
claimed  to  the  United  States  attorney  for  the 
proper  district,  who  shall  proceed  for  a  con- 
demnation of  the  property  by  information  as 
in  customs  revenue  cases.  If  no  such  claim 
shall  be  filed  or  bond  given  within  the  twenty 
days  above  specified,  the  collector  or  other 
proper  officer  of  the  customs  who  has  custody 
of  the  property  shall  declare  the  same  for- 
feited, and  it  shall  be  destroyed  in  such  man- 
ner as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury. 

Sec.  25.  That  in  case  the  property  shall  be 
condemned  it  shall  be  delivered  into  the  cus- 
tody of  the  United  States  marshal  and  de- 
stroyed in  such  manner  as  the  court  may  di- 
rect If  not  condemned,  the  said  articles  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  importer  on  payment  of 
the  duty,  if  any  be  due. 

Sec  26.  That  mails  from  foreign  countries 
shall  be  carefully  examined  by  postmasters, 
who  shall  forward  to  the  principal  customs 
officer  of  the  district  in  which  the  post  office 
is  situated  any  foreign  mail  package  which 
contains  any  article  imported  in  apparent  vio- 
lation of  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  Upon 
receipt  of  such  package  the  customs  officer 
shall  detain  the  same  in  his  custody  and 
notify  by  mail  the  addressee  of  the  package 
of  its  detention,  and  require  him  to  show 
cause  within  thirty  days  why  the  supposed 
prohibited  articles  should  not  be  destroyed. 
If  the  person  so  addressed  shall  not  appear 
and  show  cause  to  the  contrary,  the  customs 
officer  shall  make  formal  seizure  of  the  ar- 
ticles contained  in  the  package  supposed  to 
be  prohibited  importation,  and  if  the  package 
contains  any  prohibited  articles  shall  declare 
the  same  forfeited,  whereupon  said  articles 
shall  be  destroyed  in  such  manner  as  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  direct.  If 
upon  examination  the  articles  prove  to  be 
innocenjt  of  any  violation  of  law  the  package 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  addressee  in  regular 
course  of  mail,  subject  to  the  payment  of  cus- 
toms duty,  if  any  be  due.  If  the  addressee 
appears  and  shows  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
said  officer  that  the  importation  of  the  ar- 


ticles is  not  prohibited,  the  said  articles  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  addressee  upon  payment  of 
the  customs  duty,  if  any  be  due. 

Sec.  27.  That  during  the  existence  of  the 
American  copyright  in  any  book  the  importa- 
tion into  the  United  States  of  any  piratical 
copies  thereof  or  of  any  copies  thereof  (al- 
though authorized  by  the  author  or  proprie- 
tor) which  have  not  been  produced  in  accord- 
ance with  the  manufacturing  provisions  speci- 
fied in  section  fourteen  of  this  Act,  or  any 
plates  of  the  same  not  made  from  type  set 
within  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  or  any 
copies  thereof  produced  by  lithographic  proc- 
ess not  performed  within  the  limits  01  the 
United  States,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  fourteen  of  this  Act,  shall 
be,  and  is  hereby,  prohibited :  Provided,  how- 
ever. That  except  as  regards  piratical  copies 
such  prohibition  shall  not  apply: 

(a)  To  works  in  raised  characters  for  the 
use  of  the  blind; 

(b)  To  a  foreign  newspaper  or  magazine, 
although  containing  matter  copyrighted  in  the 
United  States  printed  or  reprinted  by  author- 
ity of  the  copyright  proprietor,  unless  such 
newspaper  or  magazine  contains  also  copy- 
right matter  printed  or  reprinted  without  such 
authorization ; 

(c)  To  the  authorized  edition  of  a  book  in 
a  foreign  language  or  languages  of  which 
only  a  translation  into  English  has  been 
copyrighted  in  this  country; 

(d)  To  books  in  a  foreign  language  or  lan- 
guages published  without  the  limits  of  the 
United  States  but  deposited  and  registered 
for  an  ad  interim  copyright  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  sixteen  of  this  Act;  in 
which  case  the  importation  of  copies  of  an 
authorized  foreign  edition  shall  be  permitted 
during  the  ad  interim  term  of  two  years,  or 
until  such  time  within  this  period  as  an  edi- 
tion shall  have  been  produced  in  accordance 
with  the  manufacturing  provisions  specified 
in  section  fourteen  of  this  Act. 

(e)  To  any  book  published  abroad  with 
the  authorization  of  the  author  or  copyright 
proprietor  when  imported  under  the  circum- 
stances stated  in  one  of  the  four  subdivisions 
following,  that  is  to  say: 

First.  When  imported,  not  more  than  one 
copy  at  one  time,  for  use  and  not  for  sale, 
■under  permission  given  by  the  proprietor  of 
the  American  copyright; 

Second.  When  imported,  not  more  than  one 
copy  at  one  time,  by  the  authority  or  for  the 
use  of  the  United  States; 

Third.  When  imported,  for  use  and  not  for 
sale,  not  more  than  one  copy  of  any  such 
book  in  any  one  invoice,  in  good  faith,  by  or 
for  any  society  or  institution  incorporated  for 
educational,  literary,  philosophical,  scientific, 
or  religious  purposes,  or  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  the  fine  arts,  or  for  any  college,  acad- 
emy, school,  or  seminary  of  learning,  or  for 
any  State,  school,  college,  university,  or  free 
public  library  in  the  United  States; 

Fourth.  When  such  books  form  parts  of  li- 
braries or  collections  purchased  en  bioc  for 
the  use  of  societies,  institutions,  or  libraries 
designated  in  the  foregoing  pa^ragraph,  or 
form  parts  of  the  libraries  or  personal  bag- 
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gage  belonging  to  persons  or  families  arriving 
from  foreign  countries,  and  are  not  intended 
for  sale: 

Provided,  That  copies  imported  as  above 
may  not  lawfully  be  used  in  any  way  to  vio- 
late the  rights  of  the  proprietor  of  the  Ameri- 
can copyright  or  annul  or  limit  the  copy- 
right protection  secured  by  this  Act,  and  such 
unlawful  use  shall  be  deemed  an  infringe- 
ment qf  copyright 

_  Sec  28.  That  all  copies  of  authorized  edi- 
tions of  copyright  books  imported  in  viola- 
tion of  the  above  provisions  of  this  Act  may 
be  exported  and  returned  to  the  country  of 
export,  provided  it  be  shown  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  upon 
written  application  that  such  importation  does 
not  involve  willful  negligence  or  fraud.  If 
absence  of  willful  negligence  or  fraud  be  not 
established  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury,  the  importation  shall  be 
proceeded  against  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  sections  twenty-three  to  twenty-six,  in- 
clusive, of  this  Act 

Sec.  29.  That  all  actions,  suits,  or  proceed- 
ings arising  under  the  copyright  laws  of  the 
United  States  shall  be  originally  cognizable 
by  the  district  and  circuit  courts  of  the  United 
States,  the  district  court  of  any  Territory,  the 
supreme  court  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
the  district  courts  of  Alaska,  Hawaii,  and 
Porto  Rico,  and  the  courts  of  first  instance  of 
the  Philippine  Islands. 

Actions,  suits,  or  proceedings  arising  under 
this  Act  may  be  instituted  in  the  district  of 
which  the  defendant  or  his  agent  is  an  inhabi- 
tant, or  in  which  either  of  them  may  be  found. 

Any  such  court,  or  judge  thereof,  shall  have 
power,  upon  bill  in  equity  filed  by  any  party 
aggrieved,  to  grant  injunctions  to  prevent 
and  restrain  the  violation  of  any  right  se- 
cured by  said  laws,  according  to  the  course 
and  principles  of  courts  of  equity,  on  such 
terms  as  said  court  or  judge  may  deem  proper. 
Any  injunction  that  may  be  granted  restrain- 
ing and  enjoining  the  doing  of  anjrthing  for- 
bidden by  this  Act  may  be  served  on  the 
parties  against  whom  such  injunction  may  be 
grsnted  anyAvhere  in  the  United  States,  and 
shall  be  operative  throughout  the  United 
States  and  be  enforceable  by  proceedings  in 
contempt,  or  otherwise,  by  any  other  court  or 
judge  possessing  jurisdiction  of  the  defend- 
ants; but  the  defendants,  or  any  or  either  of 
them,  may  make  a  motion  in  the  proper  court 
of  any  other  district  where  such  a  violation 
is  alleged  to  dissolve  said  injunction  upon 
such  reasonable  notice  to  the  plaintiff  as  the 
court  or  judge  before  whom  said  motion  shall 
be  made  shall  deem  proper,  service  of  said 
motion  to  be  made  on  the  plaintiff  in  person 
or  On  his  attorney  of  record  in  the  action  or 
suit  Said  courts  or  judges  shall  have  au- 
thority to  enforce  said  injunction  and  to  hear 
and  deteimine  a  motion  to  dissolve  the  same, 
as  herein  provided,  as  fully  as  if  the  action, 
suit,  or  proceeding  were  pending  or  brought  in 
the  district  in  which  said  motion  is  made. 

The  clerk  of  the  court,  or  judge  granting 
the  injunction,  shall,  when  required  so  to  do 
by  the  court  hearirg  the  application  to  dis- 
solve   or   enforce    said   injunction,    transmit 


without  delay  to  said  court  a  certified  copy 
of  all  the  papers  in  said  cause  that  are  on  file 
in  his  office. 

Sec.  30.  That  the  orders,  judgments,  or 
decrees  of  any  court  mentioned  in  section 
twenty-nine  of  this  Act  arising  under  the 
copyright  laws  of  the  United  States  may  be 
reviewed  on  appeal  or  writ  of  error  in  the 
manner  and  to  the  extent  now  provided  by 
law  for  the  review  of  cases  finally  determined 
in  said  courts  respectively. 

Sec.  31.  That  no  criminal  action  shall  be 
maintained  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
unless  the  same  is  commenced  within  two 
years  after  the  cause  of  action  arose. 

Sec  32.  That  in  all  actions,  suits,  and  pro- 
ceedings under  this  Act  the  court  may  award 
to  the  prevailing  party  a  reasonable  attorney's 
fee  as  part  of  the  costs. 

Sec  33.  That  the  copyright  is  distinct  from 
the  property  in  the  material  object  copy- 
righted, and  the  sale  or  conveyance,  by  gift 
or  otherwise,  of  the  material  object  shall 
not  of  itself  constitute  a  transfer  of  the 
copyright,  nor  shall  the  assignment  of  the 
copyright  constitute  a  transfer  of  the  title  to 
the  material  object. 

Sec  34.  That  each  of  the  rights  specified  in 
section  one  of  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  a 
separate  estate  subject  to  assignment,  lease, 
license,  gift,  bequest,  inheritance,  descent  or 
devolution. 

Sec.  35.  That  every  assignment  of  copyright 
under  this  Act  shall  be  by  an  instrument  of 
writing  signed  and  adcnowledged  by  the 
proprietor  of  the  copyright  before  an  officer 
authorized  to  administer  oaths. 

Sec  36.  That  every  assignment  of  copy- 
right executed  in  a  foreign  country  shall  be 
acknowledged  by  the  assignor  before  a  con- 
sular officer  or  secretary  of  legation  of  the 
United  States  authorized  by  law  to  administer 
oaths  or  perform  notarial  acts.  The  certifi- 
cate of  such  acknowledgment  under  the  hand 
and  official  seal  of  such  consular  officer  or 
secretary  of  legation  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  of  the  execution  of  the  instrument. 

Sec  37.  That  every  assignment  of  copy- 
right shall  be  recorded  in  the  Copyright  Office 
within  three  calendar  months  after  its  execu- 
tion in  the  United  States  or  within  six  calen- 
dar months  after  its  execution  without  the 
limits  of  the  United  States,  in  default  of  which 
it  shall  be  void  as  against  any  subsequent 
purchaser  or  mortgagee  for  a  valuable  consid- 
eration, without  notice,  whose  assignment 
has  been  duly  recorded. 

Sec  38.  That  the  Register  of  Copyrights 
shall,  upon  payment  of  the  prescribed  fee, 
record  such  assignment,  and  shall  return  it 
to  the  sender  with  a  certificate  of  record 
attached  under  seal  of  the  Copyright  Office; 
and  upon  the  payment  of  the  fee  prescribed 
by  this  Act  he  shall  furnish  to  any  person 
requesting  the  same  a  certified  copy  thereof 
under  the  said  seal. 

Sec  39.  That  when  an  assignment  of  the 
copyright  in  a  specified  book  or  other  work 
has  been  recorded  the  assignee  may  substitute 
his  name  for  that  of  the  assignor  in  the 
statutory  notice  of  copyright  prescribed  by 
this  Act. 
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Sec.  40.  That  all  records  and  other  things 
relating  to  copyrights  required  by  law  to  be 
preserved"  shall  be  kept  and  preserved  in 
the  Copjrright  Office,  Library  of  Congress, 
District  of  Columbia,  and  shi\l  be  under  the 
control  of  the  Register  of  Copyrights,  who 
shall,  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of 
the  Librarian  of  Congress,  perform  all  the 
duties  relating  to  the  registration  of  copy- 
rights. 

Sec.  41.  That  there  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Librarian  of  Congress  a  Register  of  Copy- 
rights, at  a  salary  of  four  thousand  dollars 
per  annum,  and  one  Assistant  Register  of 
Copyrights  at  a  salary  of  three  thousand  dol- 
lars per  annum,  who  shall  have  authority  in 
the  absence  of  the  Register  of  Copyrights 
to  attach  the  Copyright  Office  seal  to  all 
papers  issued  from  said  office,  and  to  sign 
such  certificates  and  other  papers  as  may  be 
necessary.  There  shall  also  be  appointed 
by  the  Librarian  such  subordinate  assistants 
to  the  Register  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
authorized  bv  law. 

Sec.  42.  That  the  Register  of  Copyrights 
shall  make  daily  deposits  in  some  bank  in  the 
District  of  Columbia,  designated  for  this 
purpose  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  as 
a  national  depository,  of  all  moneys  received 
to  be  applied  as  copyright  fees,  and  shall  make 
weekly  deposits  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  in  such  manner  as  the  latter  shall 
direct,  of  all  copyright  fees  actually  applied 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  annual 
■deposits  of  sums  received  which  it  has  not 
heen  possible  to  apply  as  copyright  fees  or  to 
return  to  the  remitters,  and  shall  also  make 
monthly  rtports  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  and  to  the  Librarian  of  Congress 
of  the  applied  copyright  fees  for  each  calendar 
month,  together  with  a  statement  of  all  remit- 
tances received,  trust  funds  on  hand,  moneys 
refunded,  and  unapplied  balances. 

Sec.  43.  That  the  Register  of  Copyrights 
shall  give  bond  to  the  United  States  in  the 
sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  in  form  to  be 
approved  by  the  Solicitor  of  the  Treasury 
and  with  sureties  satisfactory  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
liis  duties. 

Sec.  44.  That  the  Register  of  Copyrights 
shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Librarian 
of  Congress,  to  be  printed  in  the  annual 
report  on  the  Library  of  Congress,  of  all 
copyright  business  for  the  previous  fiscal  year, 
including  the  number  and  kind  of  works 
which  have  been  deposited  in  the  Copyright 
Office  during  the  fiscal  year,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act. 

Sec  45.  That  the  seal  provided  under  the 
Act  of  July  eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy,  and  at  present  used  in  the  Copyright 
-Office,  shall  continue  to  be  the  seal  thereof, 
and  by  it  all  papers  issued  from  the  Copyright 
Office  requiring  authentication  shall  be  au- 
thenticated. 

Sec.  46.  That,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Librarian  of  Congress,  the  Register  of  Copy- 
rights shall  be  authorized  to  make  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  registration  of  claims  to 
copyright  as  provided  by  this  Act. 

Sec.  47.  That  the   Register  of  Copyrights 


.shall  provide  and  keep  such  record  books  in 
the  Copyright  Office  as  are  required  to  carry 
jOMt  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  whenever 
deposit  has  been  made  in  the  Copyright 
Office  of  a  title  or  copy  of  any  work  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  he  shall  make  entry 
thereof. 

Sec  48.  That  in  the  case  of  each  entry  the 
person  recorded  as  the  claimant  of  the  copy 
right  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  under 
seal  of  the  Copyright  Office,  to  contain  his 
name  and  address,  the  title  of  the  work  upon 
which  copyright  is  claimed,  the  date  of  the 
deposit  of  the  copies  of  such  work,  and  such 
marks  as  to  class  designation  and  entry  num- 
ber as  shall  fully  identify  the  entry.  In  the 
case  of  a  book  the  certificate  shall  also  state 
the  receipt  of  the  affidavit  as  provided  by 
section  fourteen  of  this  Act,  and  the  date  of 
the  completing  of  the  printing,  or  the  date 
of  the  publication  of  the  book,  as  stated  in 
the  said  affidavit.  The  Register  of  Copyright 
shall  prepare  a  printed  form  for  the  said 
certificate,  to  be  filled  out  in  each  case  as 
above  provided  for,  which  certificate,  sealed 
with  the  seal  of  the  Copyright  Office,  shall, 
upon  payment  of  the  prescribed  fee,  be  g^iven 
to  any  person  making  application  for^  tlie 
same,  and  the  said  certificate  shall  be  admitted 
in  any  court  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the 
facts  stated  therein. 

Sec  49.  That  the  Register  of  Copyrights 
shall  fully  index  all  copyright  registrations 
and  assignments  and  shall  print  at  periodic 
intervals  a  catalogue  of  the  titles  of  articles 
deposited  and  registered  for  copyright,  to- 
gether with  suitable  indexes,  and  at  stated 
intervals  shall  print  complete  and  indexed 
catalogues  for  each  class  of  copyright  entries, 
and  may  thereupon,  if  expedient,  destroy  the 
original  manuscript  catalogue  cards  contain- 
ing the  titles  included  in  such  printed  vol- 
umes and  representing  the  entries  made 
during  such  intervals.  The  current  catalogues 
of  copyright  entries  and  the  index  volumes 
herein  provided  for  shall  be  admitted  in  any 
court  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts 
stated  herein  as  regards  any  copyright  regis- 
tration. 

Sec  50.  That  the  said  printed  current  cata- 
logues as  they  arc  issued  shall  be  promptly 
distributed  by  the  Copyright  Office  to  the 
collectors  of  customs  of  the  United  States 
and  to  the  postmasters  of  all  exchange  offices 
of  receipt  of  foreign  mails,  in  accordance  with 
revised  lists  of  such  collectors  of  customs  and 
postmasters  prepared  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  and  the  Postmaster-General,  and  they 
shall  also  be  furnished  to  all  parties  desiring 
them  at  a  price  to  be  determined  by  the  Regis- 
ter of  Copyrights  not  exceeding  five  dollars 
per  annum  for  the  complete  catalogue  of 
copyright  entries  and  not  exceeding  one  dollar 
per  annum  for  the  catalogues  issued  during 
the  year  for  any  one  class  of  subjects.  The 
consolidated  catalogues  and  indexes  shall  also 
be  supplied  to  all  persons  ordering  them  at 
such  prices  as  may  be  determined  to  be  rea- 
sonable, and  all  subscriptions  for  the  cata- 
logues shall  be  received  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Documents,  who  shall  forward 
the  said  publications;  and  the  moneys  thus 
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received  shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  oi 
the  United  States  and  accounted  for  under 
such  laws  and  Treasury  regulations  as  shall 
be  in  force  at  the  time. 

Sbc  51.  That  the  record  books  of  the  Copy- 
right Office  together  with  the  indexes  to  such 
record  books  and  all  works  deposited  and  re- 
tained in  the  Copyright  Office,  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection;  and  copies  may  be  taken 
of  the  copyright  entries  actually  made  in  such 
record  books,  subject  to  such  safeguards  and 
regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
Register  of  Copyrights  and  approved  by  the 
Librarian  of  Congress. 

Sec.  52.  That  of  the  articles  deposited  in 
the  Copyright  Office  under  the  provisions 
of  the  copyright  laws  of  the  United  States 
or  of  this  Act,  the  Librarian  of  Congress 
shall  determine  what  books  and  other  articles 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  permanent  collec- 
tions of  the  Library  of  Congress,  including 
the  law  library,  and  what  other  books  or 
articles  shall  be  placed  in  the  reserve  collec- 
tions of  the  Library  of  Congress  for  sale 
or  exchange,  or  be  transferred  to  other  gov- 
ernmental libraries  in  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia for  use  therein. 

Sec  53.  That  of  any  articles  undisposed  of 
as  above  provided,  together  with  all  titles 
and  correspondence  relating  thereto,  the  Li- 
brarian of  Congress  and  the  Register  of 
Copyrights  jointly  shall  at  suitable  intervals 
determine  what  of  these  received  durine  any 
period  of  years  it  is  desirable  or  useful  to 
preserve  in  the  permanent  files  of  the  Copy- 
right Office,  and,  after  due  notice  as  herein- 
after provided,  may  within  their  discretion 
cause  the  remaining  articles  and  other  things 
to  be  destroyed:  Provided,  That  there  shall 
be  printed  in  the  Catalogue  of  Copyright 
Entries  from  February  to  November,  inclu- 
sive, a  statement  of  the  years  of  receipt  of 
such  articles  and  a  notice  to  permit  any 
author,  copyright  proprietor,  or  other  lawful 
claimant  to  claim  and  remove  before  the 
expiration  of  the  month  of  November  of  that 
year  anything  found  which  relates  to  any 
of  his  productions  deposited  or  registered  for 
copyright  within  the  period  of  years  stated, 
not  reserved  or  disposed  of  as  provided  for 
in  sections  fiftjr-two  and  fif^-uiree  of  this 
Act:  And  provided  further,  That  no  manu- 
'script  of  an  unpublished  work  shall  be  de- 
stroyed during  the  term  of  its  copyright 
without  specific  notice  to  the  author,  copyright 
proprietor,  or  other  lawful  claimant,  permit- 
ting him  to  claim  or  remove  it. 

Sec.  54.  That  the  Register  of  Copyrights 
shall  receive  and  the  persons  to  whom  the 
services  designated  are  rendered  shall  pay 
the  following  fees:  For  the  registration  of 
any  work  subject  to  copyright  deposited  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  Act,  one  dollar, 
which  sum  is  to  include  .a  certificate  under 
seal:  Provided,  That  in  the  case  of  photo- 
graphs the  fee  shall  be  fifty  cents  where  a 
certificate  is  not  demanded.  For  every  ad- 
ditional certificate  of  registration  made,  fifty 
cents.  For  recording  and  certifying  any  in- 
strument of  writing  for  the  assignment  of 
copyright,  or  for  any  copy  of  an  assignment, 
duly  certified,  if  not  over  three  hundred  words 
in  length,  one  dollar;  if  not  more  than  three 


hundred  and  less  than  one  thousand  words 
in  length,  two  dollars;  if  more  than  one 
thousand  words  in  length,  one  dollar  for  each 
one  thousand  words  and  fraction  thereof  over 
three  hundred  words.  For  comparing  any 
copy  of  an  assignment  with  the  record  of 
such  document  in  the  Copyright  Office  and 
certifying  the  same  under  seal,  one  dollar. 
For  recording  the  transfer  of  the  proprietor- 
ship of  copyrighted  articles,  ten  cents  for  each 
title  of  a  book  or  other  article  in  addition  to 
the  fee  prescribed  for  recording  the  instru- 
ment of  assignment.  For  any  requested  search 
of  Copyright  Office  records,  indexes,  or  de- 
posits, fifty  cents  for  each  full  hour  of  time 
consumed  in  making  such  search:  Provided, 
That  only  one  registration  at  one  fee  shall 
be  required  in  the  case  of  several  volumes  of 
the  same  book  or  periodical  deposited  at  the 
s?me  time  or  of  a  numbered  series  of  any 
work  specified  in  subsections  (h),  (j),  and 
(k)  of  section  five  of  this  Act,  where  such 
series  represents  the  same  subject  with  va- 
riances only  in  pose  or  composition  and  the 
items  composing  it  are  deposited  at  the  same 
time  under  one  title  with  a  view  to  a  single 
registration. 

Sec.  55.  That  in  the  interpretation  and  con- 
struction of  this  Act  "the  date  of  publication" 
shall  in  the  case  of  a  work  of  which  copies 
are  reproduced  for  sale  or  distribution.be  held 
to  be  the  earliest  date  when  copies  of  the 
first  authorized  edition  were  placed  on  sale, 
sold,  or  publicly  distributed  by  the  proprietor 
of  the  copyright  or  under  his  authority;  and 
the  word  "author"  shall  include  an  employer 
in  the  case  of  works  made  for  hire. 

Sec  56.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are 
hereby  repealed,  but  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  affect  causes  now  pending  in  courts  of 
the  United  States,  but  such  causes  shall  be 
prosecuted  to  a  conclusion  in  the  manner 
heretofore  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  57.  That  this  Act  shall  go  into  effect 
on  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred 
and  eight. 

The  following  are  the  chief  sections  in  the 
Senate  bill  in  which  that  differs  from  the 
House  bill.  The  section  numbers  are  given  in 
brackets  where  the  numbering  does  not  corre- 
spond to  that  of  the  House  bill. 

Sec  I.  (e)  To  perform  the  copyrighted 
work  publicly  for  profit  if  it  be  a  musical 
composition  on  which  such  right  of  public 
performance  for  profit  has  been  reserved 
as  provided  in  section  fourteen  of  this  Act; 
and  for  the  purpose  of  public  performance 
for  profit,  and,  for  the  purposes  set  forth 
in  subsection  (a)  hereof,  to  make  any  rear- 
rangement or  resetting  of  it  or  of  the  melody 
of  it  in  any  system  of  notation,  or  any  form 
of  record  in  which  the  thought  of  another 
author  may  be  recorded  and  from  which  it 
may  be  read  or  reproduced. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  works  for  which  copyright 
may  be  secured  under  this  Act  shall  include 
all  the  works  of  an  author.  Whenever  the 
words  "works  of  an  author"  appear  in  this 
A-ct  they  shall  be  construed  as  having  the 
same  meaning  as  writings,  including  in  the 
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term  "writings"  all  forms  of  record  in  which 
the  thought  of  an  author  may  be  recorded 
and  from  which  it  may  be  read  or  repro- 
duced. 

[Sec  7.]  That  no  copyright  shall  subsist: 

(a)  In  any  publication  of  the  United  States 
Government  or  any  reprint,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  thereof:  Provided,  howeiter,  That  the 
publication  or  republication  by  the  Govern- 
ment, either  separately  or  in  a  public  docu- 
ment, of  any  material  in  which  copyright  is 
subsisting  shall  not  be  taken  to  cause  any 
abridgment  or  annulment  of  the  copyright  or 
to  authorize  any  use  or  appropriation  of  such 
copyright  material  without  the  consent  of 
the  copyright  proprietor; 

(b)  In  the  original  text  of  a  work  by  any 
author  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
first}  published  without  the  limits  of  the 
United  States  prior  to  July  first,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-one;  or  in  the  original 
text  of  any  work  which  has  fallen  into  the 
public  domain. 

[Sec.  II.]  ...  Should  the  copies  called  for 
by  this  section  not  be  promptly  deposited  as 
herein  provided,  the  Register  of  Copyrights 
may  at  any  time  after  the  publication  of  the 
work,  fpon  specific  written  demand,  require 
the  proprietor  of  the  copyright  to  deposit  them, 
and  after  the  said  demand  shall  have  been 
made,  in  the  default  of  the  deposit  of  copies 
of  the  work  within  one  month  from  any  part 
of  the  United  States  except  an  outlying 
territorial  possession  of  the  United  States, 
or  within  three  months  from  any  outlying 
territorial  possession  of  the  United  States  or 
from  any  foreign  country,  the  proprietor  of 
the  copyright  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  one 
hundred  dollars. 

[Sec.  21.]  That  any  person  who  willfully 
and  for  profit  shall  infringe  any  copyright 
secured  by  this  Act,  or  who  shall  knowingly 
and  willfully  aid  or  abet  such  infringement, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished 
by  imprisonment  for  not  exceeding  one  year 
or  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or 
both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

[Sec.  28.]  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury and  the  Postmaster-General  are  hereby 
empowered  to  make  necessary  and  proper 
rules  and  regulations  requiring  notice  to  be 
given  to  the  Treasury  Department  or  Post- 
Office  Department  as  the  case  may  be,  by 
copyright  proprietors  or  injured  parties  of 
the  actual  or  contemplated  importation  of  arti- 
cles prohibited  importation  by  this  Act,  and 
which  infringe  the  rights  of  such  copyright 
proprietors  or  injured  parties. 

[Sec.  57.]  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws 
in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are 
hereby  repealed,  but  nothing  in  this  Act  shall 
affect  causes  of  action  for  infringement  of 
copyright  heretofore  committed  now  pending 
in  courts  of  the  United  States,  or  which  may 
hereafter  be  instituted;  but  such  causes  shall 
be  prosecuted  in  the  manner  heretofore  pro- 
vided by  law. 

[Sec.  58.]  That  this  Act  shall  go  into  effect 
on  the  first  day  of  July,  nineteen  hundred  and 
seven. 


UNFAIR  COMPETITION  IN  THE  PRO- 
DUCTION OF  BOOKS. 

In  a  decision  handed' down  on  January  25, 
by  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  New  York,  a  principle  has  been  es- 
tablished which  will  be  of  lasting  importance 
in  the  publishing  world.  E.  P.  Dutton  & 
Company,  through  their  attorneys,  Morgan  & 
Mitchell  and  A.  L.  Marvin,  asked  Justice 
0*Gorman  to  restrain  Cupples  &  Leon  from 
publishing  or  offering  for  sale  the  Eureka  Art 
Scries,  as  being  a  very  close  imitation  of  their 
Gem  or  Dainty  Series.  Justice  O'Gorman 
declined  to  grant  the  injunction,  whereupon 
an  appeal  was  taken  and  the  injunction 
granted  by  the  higher  court. 

The  decision  of  the  Appellate  Court  was  a 
unanimous  one,  and  opinions  were  written  by 
Justice  Ingraham  and  by  Justice  Scott. 

About  the  year  1900,  E.  P.  Dutton  &  Com- 
pany formed  the  project  of  publishing  a  set 
of  books  especially  adapted  for  sale  during  the 
Christmas  holiday  season,  and  in  the  year  1901 
did  publish  and  place  upon  the  market  a  num- 
ber of  such  books.  The  books  were  small 
and  in  each  was  printed  a  single,  (or  in  some 
cases  more  than  one,)  short  poem  or  hymn, 
which  had  attained  general  fame  and  popular- 
ity in  the  public  estimation.  The  books  were 
profusely  illustrated  with  illuminated  capitals 
and  type  adapted  from  that  used  in  ancient 
missals,  as  well  as  by  pictures  in  colors,  some 
being  originally  prepared  specially  for  E.  P. 
Dutton  &  Company,  and  some  being  copies  of 
well  known  paintings.  Each  copy  was  bound 
in  an  attractive  and  highly  decorated  leather- 
ette cover,  one  half  white  and  one  half  in 
color,  with  illustrated  sides  and  with  a  larg^e 
picture  in  color  appropriate  to  the  sentiment 
conveyed  by  the  particular  hymn  or  poem 
contained  in  the  book.  The  books  were  pos- 
sessed •f  considerable  artistic  merit,  and  the 
workmanship,  as  to  type,  coloring,  illustrating 
and  binding,  was  of  a  high  order.  Much  suc- 
cess attended  the  publication  of  these  books 
so  that  E.  P.  Dutton  &  Company  in  succeed- 
ing years  not  only  reprinted  the  books  first 
published,  but  added  many  books  in  the  same 
general  style  to  the  series,  and  had  large  sales 
and  reaped  substantial  profit. 

In  the  year  1906  Cupples  &  Leon  published 
and  placed  upon  the  market  a  series  of  books 
called  the  Eureka  Art  Series,  against  which 
the  injunction  has  now  been  granted.  It  ap- 
pears from  the  affidavit  of  an  expert  that 
Cupples  &  Leon  by  some  photographic  process 
copied  the  printing,  illustrations,  borders  and 
pictures  contained  in  E.  P.  Dutton  &  Com- 
pany's books,  and  bound  them  in  a  similar 
binding,  upon  which  has  been  copied  the  il- 
lustrations and  lettering  found  upon  the  Dut- 
ton books;  in  short,  it  reproduced  and  pub- 
lished the  books  as  faithfully  and  exactly  as 
could  be  done  by  photography.  The  colors 
used  were  reproduced  and  imitated.  The  re- 
sult has  been  that  these  books  were  cheap  and 
inartistic  copies,  and  were  offered  for  sale  at 
a  much  lower  price.  Placed  side  by  side,  no 
one  could  fail  to  appreciate  the  difference  be- 
tween the  publications,  and  yet  could  not  fail 
to  be  struck  by  the  careful  attempt  to  produce 
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an  imitation.  Seen  apart  from  each  other, 
so  that  they  could  not  be  compared,  nothing 
would  be  easier  than  for  an  unsuspecting 
buyer  to  be  deceived  by  the  resemblance  and 
to  purchase  one  of  Cupples  &  Leon's  books, 
believing  that  he  was  purchasing  £.  P.  Dutton 
&  Compan/s  books. 

The  opinion  handed  down  by  Justice  Scott 
was  as  follows: 

'The  injury  likely  to  be  done  E.  P.  Dutton 
&  Company  is  two-fold,  first,  it  is  threatened 
with  a  loss  of  sales  and  consequent  profit,  and, 
secondly,  it  is  threatened  with  a  loss  of  repu- 
tation as  a  producer  of  fine  and  artistic  books. 
As  has  been  said,  E.  P.  Dutton  &  Company 
claim  no  protection  from  the  copyright  laws, 
and,  indeed,  few,  if  any,  of  the  poems  and 
hymns  printed  in  the  series  could  have  been 
copyrighted.  It  does  not  claim  that  the  idea 
of  publishing  a  single  hymn  or  poem  in  a 
separate  volume,  with  illustrations,  is  orig- 
inal with  it,  nor  does  it  claim  originality  for 
the  idea  of  a  decorated  border  for  each  page, 
the  half  white  binding  with  decorations  and 
pictures,  or  the  combination  in  one  book  of  a 
number  of  short  songs  or  poems  relating  to 
one  general  subject.  It  does  claim,  however, 
and  its  contention  is  not  disputed,  that  the 
particular  designs  of  the  covers  of  its  books, 
the  particular  borders  to  the  pages  and  the 
particular  illustrations  were  original  with  it. 
It  therefore  insists  that  each  book,  as  a  whole, 
distinct  from  its  various  parts,  to  wit :  a  com- 
bination of  binding,  of  type,  of  illuminated 
capitals,  of  illustrations,  of  borders,  is  some- 
thing which  belongs  solely  and  exclusively  to 
E.  P.  Dutton  &  Company  and  it  has  a  distinct 
property  right  therein. 

"R  P.  Dutton  &  Compny  cannot  and  does 
not  question  Cupples  &  Leon's  right  to  pub- 
lish any  one  or  all  of  the  same  hymns  and 
poems ;  to  publish  them  in  half  white  binding 
with  decorated  and  pictured  bindings;  to 
adopt  any  form  of  type  it  pleases ;  to  illustrate 
the  books  and  to  decorate  the  borders  of  its 
pages,  but  it  is  contended,  with  reason,  we 
think,  that  it  is  violative  of  the  rule  of  fair 
trading  and  fair  competition  as  established 
and  enforced  by  law,  to  exhibit  and  offer 
for  sale  such  identical  copies  (save  in  artistic 
merit  and  workmanship)  of  the  books  which 
E,  P.  Dutton  &  Company  had  published,  and 
for  which  it  had  created  a  profitable  demand. 
The  obvious  purpose  of  publishing  such  cop- 
ies was  to  trade  upon  the  favorable  reputa- 
tion which  E.  P.  Dutton  &  Company  had 
established  for  its  books;  to  deceive  many 
purchasers  into  the  belief  that  they  were 
purchasing  E.  P.  Dutton  &  Company's  books 
and  to  damage  E.  P.  Dutton  &  Company  by 
the  unfair  use  of  its  ingenuity  in  devising  the 
general  make-up  of  its  books  and  of  its  suc- 
cess in  placing  the  books  upon  the  market 
In  such  a  case,  it  was  unnecessary  for  the 
E.  P.  Dutton  &  Company  to  prove  de  hors 
the  books  themselves,  that  Cupples  &  Leon 
were  inspired  by  a  fraudulent  intent.  Nor  in 
so  flagrant  a  case  as  the  present  is  it  neces- 
to  prove  that  any  person  was  actually  de- 
ceived by  the  imitation.  It  is  apparent  that 
there  was  every  probability  of  such  deception, 
and  that  is  precisely  what  the  law  seeks  to 


prevent  Upon  the  general  right  of  E.  P. 
Dutton  &  Company  to  protective  relief,  we 
cannot  see  any  reason  why  the  same  should 
not  be  applied  to  a  book  that  has  been  ap- 
plied to  a  game,  or  to  cigars,  or  to  anything 
else  which  is  distinguished  by  a  label,  or  by 
the  distinctive  form  or  style  of  the  package. 
The  decisive  fact  is,  that  Cupples  &  Leon  are 
unfairly  and  fraudulently  attempting  to  trade 
upon  the  reputation  which  E.  P.  Dutton  & 
Company  has  built  up  for  its  books.  The 
right  to  injunctive  relief  in  such  a  case  is 
too  firmly  established  to  require  the  citation 
of  authorities.  The  order  appealed  from 
should  be  reversed." 

Judge  Ingraham's  opinion  concurs  in  every 
respect  with  that  rendered  by  Judg^  Scott 


THE  JOINT   POSTAL   COMMISSION 

REPORTS. 

The  report  of  the  Joint  Postal  Commission 
authorized  at  the  last  session  of  Congress  to 
investigate  and  report  to  that  body  on  the 
operation  and  effect  of  the  existing  law  in 
regard  to  the  second-class,  mail  matter,  and 
what  changes,  if  any,  are  advisable,  was  made 
public  on  January  27.  The  commission  makes 
a  number  of  sweeping  recommendations  look- 
ing to  a  reform  in  the  postal  service,  and  has 
drafted  a  measure  embodying  such  changes 
as  it  favors.  Among  the  most  important  ad- 
ditions to  existing  law  in  this  measure  are  the 
following : 

ADVERTISING    SUPPLEMENTS   AND    SAMPLES. 

A  newspaper  or  other  periodical  may  be  in  part 
composed  ox  advertisements  which  are  permanently 
inserted  in  or  attached  to  the  same,  but  such  adver- 
tisements shall  not  constitute  more  tnan  fifty  per  cen- 
tum of  the  superficial  area  of  any  issue  of  the  publica- 
tion; nor  shall  any  advertisement  be  printed  on  card, 
cloth,  or  any  substance  other  than  paper,  nor  upon 
paper  of  greater  weight  than  the  text  of  such  publi- 
cation. 

An  issue  of  a  newspaper  or  other  periodical  may 
be  composed  of  parts  or  sections,  but  all  such  parts 
or  sections  shall  be  made  of  the  same  size,  form 
and  weight  of  paper,  and  shall,  when  taken  together, 
form  one  complete  and  identifiable  whole.  All  pro- 
visions of  law  applicable  to  a  newspaper  or  perioaical 
shall  apply  equally  to  each  and  every  section  thereof. 

With  a  regular  issue  of  a  newspaper  or  other 
periodical  a  supplement  may  be  inclosed  or  folded. 

Supplements  shall  not  be  printed  on  any  other 
substance  than  paper,  nor,  except  in  the  case  of  maps 
and  plans  illustrative  of  the  text,  shall  be  of  different 
form  from  the  main  body  of  the  publication.  No 
supplement  shall  be  composed  of  or  contain  adver- 
tisements, but  the  same  shall  be  confined  to  matter 
germane  to  the  regular  issue  and  supplied  in  order 
to  complete  matter  left  incomplete  in  the  main  body 
of  the  publication. 

With  each  issue  of  a  newspaper  or  other 
periodical  the  publisher  may  mail  at  the  sec- 
ond-class rate  of  postage  samples  of  such  is- 
sue, but  "not  to  exceed  10  per  cent,  of  the 
total  number  of  the  copies  of  each  issue  mailed 
by  him  to  actual  subscribers  as  the  same  ap- 
pears by  a  sworn  statement  of  such  issue"  re- 
quired to  be  submitted  to  the  postmaster  at  the 
office  of  mailing. 

FICTION    RULED   OUT. 

The  commission  holds  with  regard  to  fiction 
matter   that  the   classification   which  puts  a 
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complete  novel  in  one  class  and  a  novel  pub- 
lished serially  in  another  class  is  false. 

A  POSTAL  APPEALS  COICMISSION. 

A  Postal  Appeals  Commission  in  the  Post- 
office  Department  is  provided  for.  It  is  to 
consist  of  three  members,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  a  person  who  has  had  actual  experience  in 
the  publishing  business,  and  one  a  member  of 
ten  years'  standing  at  the  bar  of  the  highest 
court  of  seme  State  or  territory  or  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia.  The  commission  is  to 
enter  upon  its  duties  on  July  i. 

The  proprietor  or  publisher  of  any  period- 
ical publication  which  the  Postmaster-General 
has  refused  to  admit  to  the  second  class  may 
appeal  to  the  commission,  and  it  shall  deter- 
mine such  appeal  with  respect  as  well  to  mat- 
ters of  fact  as  matters  of  law.  The  Postmas- 
ter-General may  require  an  opinion  of  the 
commission  regarding  questions  of  law  re- 
specting the  classification  of  mail  matter. 

If  in  the  judgment  of  the  Postmaster-Gen- 
eral the  class  privilege  of  any  publication 
should  be  suspended,  revoked  or  annulled,  he 
must  submit  the  case  by  petition  or  by  infor- 
mation to  the  commission. 

Its  findings  on  any  appeal  from  a  refusal  to 
admit  second  class  publications  or  for  the  re- 
moval from  the  second  class  or  the  suspen- 
sion, annulment  or  revocation  of  its  second 
class  privilege  shall  be  final  and  conclusive. 

The  construction  or  application  of  any  law 
or  statute  relating  to  classification  of  mail 
matter  made  by  the  commission  shall  be  con- 
trolling upon  the  post  office  and  all  its  em- 
ployees, unless  overruled  by  some  competent 
court  of  the  United  States. 

APPLICATION     FOR     SECOND-CLASS     MAIL     PRIVI- 
LEGES AND  WHAT  CONSTITUTES  A  NEWSPAPER. 

Proprietors  and  publishers  of  newspapers 
or  periodicals  may  apply  to  have  the  same  en- 
tered as  second-class  matter,  such  application 
to  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  applicant  and 
accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  newspaper  or 
periodical,  as  well  as  a  fee  of  $5.  Pending 
final  action  upon  the  application  the  Post- 
master-General is  authorized  to  issue  a  tem- 
porary permit  for  the  transmission  of  such 
publication  at  second-class  rates. 

With  regard  to  newspapers  the  commission 
maintains  that  the  prime  defect  in  the  statute 
defining  what  constitutes  a  newspaper  is  that 
the  purpose  described  is  so  broad  as  to  include 
everything  and  exclude  nothing.  "With  the 
e>:ception  of  a  few  instances,"  it  says,  "where 
the  publication  has  been  excluded  because  the 
information  was  deemed  not  to  be  public,  no 
periodical  has  ever  been  classified  by  the  ap- 
plication of  tests  of  this  kind.  Any  attempt 
to  apply  them  generally  would  simply  end  in  a 
press  censorship." 

PREMIUMS  OR  FRIZES. 

^  The  requirement  is  made  that  where  an  ar- 
ticle is  offered  for  sale  in  combination  with 
the  subscription  for  a  newspaper  or  periodical 
adniitted  to  the  second  class  the  price  of  such 
article  shall  be  clearly  stated  in  such  publica- 
tion, together  with  the  price  of  the  publica- 
tion. 


A   NEW   WEIGHING  RECOMMENDED. 

The  commission  urgently  recommends  a 
new  weighing,  similar  to  that  in  progress,  but 
extended  to  embrace  for  the  six  months  be- 
ginning on  July  I,  1907,  as  follows :  A  weigh- 
ing of  all  mail  matter  transported  throughout 
the  entire  United  States,  class  by  class;  a 
counting  of  all  pieces  of  mail  matter,  class  by 
class;  a  weighing  and  counting  combined  of 
the  individual  pieces  of  third,  fourth  and 
second^  class  matter,  according  to  its  natural 
subdivision,  in  such  manner  as  to  show  not 
merely  the  average  weight  of  a  piece  of  such 
matter,  but  the  average  weight  of  the  indi- 
vidual pieces  according  to  the  classification  in 
respect  of  character  and  method  of  handling; 
the  ascertainment  of  the  average  haul  of  all 
classes  of  matter  under  each  subdivision  of 
these  classes,  and  the  ascertainment  of  the 
average  load  of  railway  post  ofl5ce  cars,  as 
well  as  the  average  load  of  storage  cars. 

A  GENERAL  INQUIRY  RECOMMENDED. 

Continuing,  the  report  says: 

This  commission  is  in  accord  with  the  views  of  the 
Postmaster-General  that  the  whole  business  system 
of  the  postal  service  should  be  examined  and  over- 
hauled by  a  set  of  expert  accountants  and  statiaticiana 
to  be  secured  from  the  ranks  of  those  professions  out- 
side the  department. 

It  is  believed  that  this  examination  can  best  be 
made  through  the  agency  of  Congress.  The  com- 
mission realizes  that  this  is  a  task  of  great  magni- 
tude, but  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  great  in- 
terests are  at  stake.  It  involves,  first  of  all,  the  ex- 
penditure every  year  of  $175,000,000  of  the  people's 
money.  It  will  shortly  involve  even  more  than  that, 
for  at  the  rate  at  which  the  postal  service  is  growing 
it  will  not  be  many  years  before  the  annual  expendi- 
ture is  $250,000,000^  or  even  $300,000,000.  The  ob- 
ject of  this  inquiry  is  not  a  temporary  or  provisional 
one.  It  is  an  attempt  to  ^t  that  gigantic  enterprise 
known  as  the  postal  service  ori^nized  once  for  all 
upon  a  sound  economic  and  administrative  basis.  It 
involves  even  more  than  that.  It  involves  the  way 
in  which  the  burden  of  that  tremendous  service  is  to 
be  adjusted  between  the  various  classes  and  elements 
of  the  immense  public  which  makes  use  of  it. 

We  recommend  the  scheme  of  progressive  reduc- 
tion of  compensation  for  mail  carried  in  excess  of 
five  thousand  pounds  per  day  which  is  embodied  in 
the  accompanying  bill.  The  reduction  begins  with 
a  weight  in  excess  of  five  thousand  pounds.  It 
leaves  untouched  the  present  rate  of  $171  for  the 
daily  average  weight  of  five  thousand  pounds  for 
the  reason  that  we  do  not  believe  that  density  of 
that  degree  only  permits  sufficient  economies  in  the 
methods  of  transportation  to  justify  a  lowered  com- 
pensation. Where  the  daily  weight,  however,  is  in 
excess  of  five  thousand  pounds,  we  think  that  the 
economies  above  mentioned  are  now  possible,  and 
can  be  increasingly  utilized.  The  scheme  of  re- 
duction which  we  recommend  is  therefore  progres- 
sive, beginning  with  a  5  per  cent,  reduction  be- 
tween 5000  pounds  and  48,000  pounds,  and  increasine 
to  10  per  cent,  between  48,000  and  80,000  pounds,  and 
thereafter  at  the  reduced  rate  of  $18  a  ton  a  mile 
per  annum  carried  instead  of  the  present  rate  of 
$az.37.  In  our  judgment  80,000  pounds  may  be  safely 
taken  as  the  point  where  the  returns  from  the  in- 
dustry become  practically  constant.  In  other  words,, 
increase  in  the  mail  handled  simply  means  duplica- 
tion of  traffic,  and  the  next  80,000  pounds  cannot  be 
carried  any  ^  more  cheaply  than  the  first  80,000 
pounds.  It  is  estimated  by  the  officials  of  the  rail- 
way mail  service  that  the  total  decrease  in  com- 
pensation effected  by  the  reduction  above  recom- 
mended will  be,  for  the  fiscal  year  1908,  approxi- 
mately $3,000,000. 

DEFECTS   IN    PRESENT  SYSTEM. 

The  commission  points  out  that  there  arc 
four  cardinal  defects  in  the  present  system  of 
charges  for  second  class  matter,  as  follows :

The  difference  between  the  second  class  rate  and 
the  next  higher  rate,  the  third  class  rate,  is  too 
great.  Is  other  words,  the  second  class  rate  is 
relattvaly  too  low. 

Wholly  ^ssimilar  services  are  performed  for  the 
isme  rate. 

Snbalantially  similar  services  are  charged  different 
ntes. 

The  second  class  rate  is  probably  too  low,  abso- 
lately  speaking. 

Concerning  the  first  defect  the  commission 
says: 

The  mere  fact  that  the  next  higher  rate,  that  for 
printed  matter,  is  800  per  cent,  ^ater  than  the 
periodical  rate,  creates  an  almost  irresistible  temp- 
tation to  give  all  printed  matter  the  periodical  form. 
Immense  qnantities  of  printed  matter  are  put  up  in 
I>eriodical  form,  not  because  that  form  is  eitner  essen- 
tial or  proper  to  it,  but  for  the  bald  purpose  of  ac- 
complishing  its  distribution  at  the  cent-a-pound  rate. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  this  abnormal  dispro- 
portion does  not  exist  outside  of  the  United 
States  and  Canada.  The  report  then  dis- 
cusses the  other  defects. 

As  a  remedy  for  the  disparity  between  the 
receipts  and  the  cost  in  connection  with  the 
transportation  of  nrail,  the  commission  sug- 
gests the  discontinuance  of  the  practice  of 
charging  on  a  losing  basis  the  same  rate  for 
wholly  dissimilar  services;  in  other  words,  it 
would  classify  the  rates  according  to  the  ser- 
vice. It  is  suggested  that  the  increment  of 
postage  for  the  increment  of  weight  above  the 
first  four  oimces  should  be  one-half  cent  for 
each  additional  four  ounces. 

While  admitting  that  its  recommendations 
do  not  afford  a  complete  and  final  solution  of 
the  problem,  the  commission  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  changes  recommended  will  accom- 
plish everything  that  has  been  claimed  for 
them;  that  they  are  exceedingly  conservative, 
and  may  be  put  into  operation  without  dis- 
turbing to  any  considerable  degree  the  im- 
portant interests  concerned. 


PHELPS  PUBLISHING  CO.'S  PLANT  IN 
SPRINGFIELD  DESTROYED  BY  FIRE. 

■ 

The  entire  plant  of  the  Phelps  Publishing 
Company,  comprising  four  buildings  and  cov- 
ering nearly  an  acre  of  grotmd  iScing  West 
Worthington  Street,  in  Springfield,  Mass.,  was 
burned  on  January  28,  causing  a  loss  es- 
timated at  nearly  $1, 000,000.  In  addition  to 
this  structure,  which  was  four  stories  in 
height,  the  plant  included  another  four-story 
building,  one  five  stories  in  height,  another  of 
t^'o  and  a  half  stories,  all  connected  by  pas- 
sageways. All  the  buildings  were  of  brick. 
The  fire  broke  out  before  the  establishment 
had  started  up  for  the  day,  and  only  the 
watchman  was  on  the  premises  at  the  time. 

The  firm  publishes  the  following  magazines : 
Good  Housekeeping,  American  Agriculturist, 
Judd  Farmer,  New  England  Homestead,  and 
Farm  and  Home.  Arrangements  have  been 
made  for  the  publication  of  these  journals  in 
New  York  and  other  cities  until  the  plant  can 
be  rebuilt 

In  the  building  was  a  large  amount  of  val- 
tiable  machinery,  including  expensive  color 
presses.  Herbert  Myrick,  president  of  the 
ccmpany,  states  that  the  total  loss  on  build- 
ings, machinery  and  paper  stock  would  be 


very  nearly  $i,ooO;poo,  but  that  it  was  prac- 
tically covered  by  insurance.  About  450  per- 
sons are  thrown  out  of  employment  by  the 
destruction  of  the  plant,  which  was  one  of  the 
best  of  its  kind  in  New  England. 

THE  "SALE  OR  RETURN"  SYSTEM  IN

Returns  would  have  to  reach  us  in  good  saleable 
condition,  carriage  free,  and  within  the  stated  time. 

These  terms  wUl  be  applicable  to  the  first  order 
only;  subsequent  orders  will  be  subject  to  the  usual 
terms. 

.  We  trust  this  arrangement  for  diminishing  your 
risk  in  ordering  our  new  publications  will  meet 
with  your  approval  and  will  enable  you  to  stock 
them  more  largely  for  the  future.

publications.  "We  understand,"  says  the  Cir- 
cular, "that  they  were  on  the  point  of  doing 
this— which  they  regard  as  an  important  con- 
tribution to  a  settlement  of  the  book  war- 
when  Messrs.  Longmans'  announcement  ap- 
peared. Doubtless  many  of  the  other  leading 
publishing  houses  will  at  once  follow  suit." 


THE  LONGFELLOW  CENTENNIAL 
CELEBRATION. 

On  February  27  the  looth  anniversary  of 
the  birth  of  Henry  Wadsworth  Longfellow 
will  be  celebrated  at  Cambridge,  Mass.,  under 
the  auspices  of  The  Cambridge  Historical 
Society  and  a  representative  committee,  the 
chairman  of  which  is  Professor  Charles  Eliot 
Norton.  The  27th  inst.  will  be  observed  with 
appropriate  exercises  as  "Longfellow  Day"  in 
all  the  schools  of  Cambridge.  In  the  evening 
in  Sanders  Theatre  there  will  be  Public 
Exercises,  at  which  Mr.  William  Dean  How- 
ells  will  be  the  principal  speaker,' and  Presi- 
dent Charles  W.  Eliot,  Colonel  Thomas  Went- 
worth  Higginson,  and  Professor  Charles  Eliot 
Norton  will  also  make  addresses.  A  special 
chorus  from  the  Public  Schools  will  sing 
the  cantata,  "The  Village  Blacksmith."  Dur- 
ing the  week  of  the  anniversary  an  interesting 
public  exhibition  will  be  held,  at  the  Cam- 
bridge Public  Library,  of  rare  and  beautiful 
editions  of  the  poet's  works,  together  with 
other  memorabilia  connected  with  his  name, 
to  which  the  Harvard  University  Library. 
Professor  Charles  Eliot  Norton,  and  other  col- 
lectors will  contribute.  On  the  afternoon  of 
the  anniversary  there  will  be  a  special  meet- 
ing, to  be  called!  "The  Children's  Hour,"  for 
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the  pupils  of  the  grammar  grades  at  the  New 
Lecture  Hall. 

As  an  enduring  and  valuable  memorial  of 
the  event,  a  special  bronze  medal  will  be 
struck,  designed  by  Mr.  Bela  L.  Pratt,  who 
also  designed  the  similar  medal  commemora- 
ting the  25th  anniversary  of  the  accession  of 
Dr.  Eliot  to  the  presidency  of  Harvard  Col- 
lege. The  number  of  copies  of  this  medal 
is  strictly  limited  to  200,  some  of  which  will  be 
reserved  to  be  given  as  prizes  each  year  in 
the  Cambridge  Schools.  In  honor  of  the 
anniversarv  the  poet's  publishers,  Houghton, 
Mifflin  &  Company,  will  issue  two  new  vol- 
umes—one containing  an  appreciation  by  Pro- 
fessor Charles  Eliot  Norton,  together  with 
a  collection  of  autobiographical  poems;  and 
the  other,  an  exquisitely  illustrated  new  edi- 
tion of  "The  Hanging  of  the  Crane." 


HOW  TO  CHOOSE  A  GOOD  BOOK.

iS  TO   THE  MERRIAM  COMPANY'S  APPEAL 

FROM   JUDGE   COLTS   DECISION. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Publishers'  Weekly. 

Dear  Sir  :  Please  note  the  fact  that  G.  &  C 
Merriam  Co.  cannot  appeal  from  the  decision 
adverse  to  them,  rendered  by  Judge  Colt  in 
Boston,  on  January  9,  to  "the  U.  S.  Supreme 
Court,"  as  stated  in  your  editorial  of  January 
19.  The  Supreme  Court  does  not  hear  cases 
involving  such  puny  matters— the  only  appeal 
possible  is  one  to  the  Circuit  Court,  and 
there  it  must  stop.  It  would  seem  to  the 
writer  that  the  time  has  come  to  state  only 
that  \\hich  is  fair  to  both  the  Merriam  Co. 
and  the  writer;  they  have  had  sufficient  ad- 
vantage in  time  and  as  a  result  of  threats; 
give  the  other  side  such  advantage  now  as 
the  facts  warrant.  We  do  not  threaten  to  sue 
the  Merriams  customers — have  never  done  so 
and  have  no  more  cause  to  do  so  to  them 
than  they  h«d  to  threaten  to  sue  our  cus- 
tomers, which  was  no  cause  at  all.  Why 
hold  over  the  heads  of  the  booktrade  a  Mer- 
riam threat  that  has  no  possible  means  of  en- 
forcement ? 

Any  good  lawyer  could  have  told  the  Mer- 
riam Co.  where  this  case  would  have  to  end, 
and  any  poor  lawyer  ought  to  be  able  to  do 
so,  too.  We  are  quite  ready  to  defend  our- 
selves whenever  and  wherever  necessary,  but 
please  do  not  in  their  behalf  create  scare- 
crows or  give  publicity  to  their  baseless  hopes.

OBITUARY  NOTES. 

Herbert  E.  Goodison,  who  for  twenty-two 
years  was  connected  with  the  manufacturing 
department  of  Harper  &  Brothers,  died  on 
January  26  at  the  Morristown  (N.  J.)  Memo- 
rial Hospital.  Mr.  Goodison's  health  failed 
about  three  years  ago  and  he  was  obliged  to 
give  up  his  place.  Colonel  Harvey,  in  appre- 
ciation of  his  valuable  services,  sent  him  to 
the  Harper  farm  at  Convent,  but  he  was  too 
far  gone  to  receive  permanent  benefit  from  the 
change. 

William  Wells  Newell,  secretary  of  the 
American  Folk  Lore  Society,  died  in  Boston 
January  21.  Mr.  Newell  was  bom  in  Cam- 
bridge, Mass.,  January  24,  1839,  and  was  grad- 
uated from  Harvard  in  1859.  He  left  the 
Unitarian  ministry  to  become  a  teacher  and 
writer.  Among  his  published  works  are  "King 
Arthur  and  the  Round  Table,"  a  collection  of 
Arthurian  tales,  (1145-1191;)  a  translation  of 
Sophocles'  "Edipus  Rex,"  and  "Words  for 
Music,"  including  versions  of  Italian  folk- 
song and  two  Danish  ballads.  For  many 
years  Mr.  Newell  edited  the  Journal  of 
American  Folk-Lore. 

Professor  Moritz  Steinschneider,  one  of 
the  best-known  authorities  on  Oriental  learn- 
ing and  Hebrew  theology,  died  in  Berlin  on 
January  28.  Professor  Steinschneider  was 
bom  in  Prossnitz,  May  30,  1816.  He  at- 
tended the  University  of  Prague,  and  equipped 
himself  for  his  later  work  as  a  student  and 
bibliographer  of  Hebraic  and  Oriental  litera- 
ture by  a  long  course  of  study  in  various 
German  universities.  He  was  the  author  of 
many  standard  bibliographical  works,  dealing 
\\ith  Jewish  manuscripts  in  the  Bodleian,  and 
in  the  libraries  of  Munich,  Berlin  and  other 
cities.  Professor  Steinschneider's  article  on 
Jewish  literature  in  the  Ersch  and  Gruber's 
Encyclopaedia  is  consdered  to  be  the  first  ade- 
quate treatment  of  the  subject  to  appear  in 
extended  form.  Professor  Steinschneider's 
writings  include  many  other  valuable  contribu- 
tions to  encyclopaedic  and  periodical  literature. 

Word  reached  New  York  City  on  Januarj' 
^30  of  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  Gibson 
Paton,  a  missionary  to  the  New  Hebrides. 
Dr.  Paton  was  of  Scotch  birth  and  parentage. 
He  was  bom  near  Dumfries  in  May,  1824. 
His  education  began  in  the  academy  of  his 
native  town  and  was  completed  at  the  Nonnal 
Seminary  and  University  of  Glasgow.  After 
serving  as  a  city  missionary  in  Glasgow  for 
ten  years  he  was  ordained  in  1858  and  ap- 
pointed missionary  to  the  New  Hebrides.  Dr. 
Paton  was  a  man  of  practical  ability.  In  1866, 
when  he  went  to  the  island  of  Aneitium,  he 
found  the  people  suffering  from  drought,  and 
promptly  remedied  conditions  by  the  simple 
expedient  of  digging  a  well.  His  work  pros- 
pered largely  as  the  result  of  this  practical 
demonstration  of  his  helpfulness,  and  the  mis- 
sions throughout  the  islands  are  now  re- 
ported to  be  flourishing.  The  autobiography 
of  Dr.  Paton  was  published  in  1877,  and  in 
1883  Mrs.  Paton  published  a  collection  of 
"Letters  and  Sketches  from  the  New  Heb- 
rides." 
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The  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  Martyn  Field,  the 
last  of  the  four  famous  Field  brothers — 
Stephen  J.,  David  Dudley  and  Cyrus  W. — 
died  on  January  26,  in  Stockbridge,  Mass. 
Dr.  Field  was  bom  in  Stockbridge  April  3, 
1822.  He  was  graduated  from  Williams  Col- 
lege when  only  sixteen  years  old ;  he  then 
studied  theology  and  before  he  became  of  age 
\\*a5  called  to  the  pastorate  of  a  Presbyterian 
church  in  St.  Louis.  He  served  there  five 
years,  and  then  spent  several  years  in  travel, 
after  which  he  took  charge  of  a  church  in 
West  Springfield,  Mass.  In  1854  he  removed 
to  New  York  to  edit  and  publish  The  Evan- 
gelist, with  which  he  was  connected  for  forty- 
four  years.  In  i875-'76  Dr.  Field  made  a  tour 
around  the  world,  which  he  described  in  Ihe 
two- volume  work,  "From  the  Lakes  of  Kil- 
lamey  to  the  Golden  Horn  and  from  Egypt 
to  Japan."  Among  other  books  and  essays  he 
was  the  author  of  "The  Good  and  Bad  in  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church,"  "Among  the  Holv 
Hills,"  "Blood  is  Thicker  Than  Water," 
"Summer  Pictures  from  Copenhagen  to  Ven- 
ice," "Our  Western  Archipelago,"  "On  the 
Desert,"  "Gibraltar,"  a  "History  of  the  At- 
lantic Telegraph,"  and  lives  of  his  distin- 
guished brothers.    

NOTES  ON  "AUTHORS. 

Henry  Holt  has  contributed  to  the  Feb- 
ruary issue  of  Putnam's  Monthly  a  risume  of 
the  discussion  on  the  subject  of  the  "Com- 
mercialism of  Literature." 

Under  the  title  of  "The  Book  Farmer"  W. 
H.  Parker,  for  many  years  with  E.  P.  Dutton 
&  Co.,  has  just  completed  a  series  of  letters 
covering  his  experience  of  trying  fanning  on 
the  knowledge  gained  from  books.  His  let- 
ters from  the  farm  to  an  intimate  friend  cover 
the  subject  from  an  entirely  new  point  of 
view. 

William  John  Locke,  the  author  of  "The 
Beloved  Vagabond,"  according  to  The  Book- 
man, is  a  quiet,  correct  gentleman  of  forty- 
four  years,  a  graduate  of  St.  John's  College, 
Cambridge,  Eng.,  with  special  honors  in  math- 
ematics, and  the  dignified  secretary  of  the 
Royal  Institute  of  British  Architects.  The 
charm  of  unconventionality  with  which  his 
stories  are  permeated,  the  writer  suggests,  is 
the  result  of  "a  .<{econdary  nature  which 
craves  the  various  sensations  of  the  Vie  de 
Bohhne  and  gratifies  it  vicariously  in  his  leis- 
ure hours  by  writing  the  annals  of  more  than 
one  lovable  and  philosophic  vagabond."  Mr. 
Locke  has  written  some  ten  volumes  of  fiction 
and  two  one-act  plays.

THIS  Yolume  approaches  the  question  of  woman  and  her  position  in  society  from 
a  new  standpoint.  It  recognizes  that  sex  is  a  fundamental  factor  in  the  origin 
and  development  of  social  institutions  and  occupational  activities,  and  that  a  number 
of  social  forms  and  forces  are  of  sexual  origin. 

After  a  preliminary  paper  in  which  the  organic  differences  of  the  two  sexes  are 
analyzed,  there  follows  a  series  of  studies  on  the  relation  of  sex  to  social  feeling  and 
stimulation,  and  the  influence  of  sex  in  securing  a  system  of  social  control ;  the 
psychology  of  the  maternal  system  of  tribal  organization  ;  sex  as  a  factor  in  the  differ- 
entiation of  occupations  in  early  society,  and  the  relation  of  woman  to  early  industry 
and  invention  ;  the  relation  of  sex  to  the  origin  of  morality  ;  the  origin  of  exogamy  ;

In  the  last  two  papers,  on  "The  Adventitious  Character  of  Woman"  and  "The 
Mind  of  Woman  and  the  Lower  Races,"  modern  woman  is  interpreted  from  the  stand- 
point of  certain  conventions  and  prejudices  which  emanate  from  the  fact  of  sex,  and 
which  have  excluded  her  from  full  participation  In  the  activities  of  the  "  white  man's 
world,"  with  the  result  that  she  develops  a  type  of  mind  and  character  not  representa- 
tive of  the  natural  traits  of  her  sex. 

Former  treatises  on  the  "  woman  question  "  have  dealt  in  the  main  In  a  descrip- 
tive wav  with  the  history  of  marriage,  or  at  least  only  with  the  details  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  marriage  system,  and  have  failed  to  present  a  theory  which  makes  clear 
the  signifi€an€t  of  the  present  position  of  woman  in  society.  The  volume  of  Professor 
Thomas  is  the  first  attempt  made  to  estimate  the  influence  of  the  fact  of  sex  on  the 
origin  and  development  of  human  society.

THE  POST  OFFICE  AS  A  BUSINESS. 

The  Postal  Commission's  report  goes  to 
the  root  of  postal  reorganization  in  pleading, 
as  did  the  report  of  the  Postmaster-General, 
that  the  vast  business  of  the  post  office  should 
be  handled  with  large  business  foresight.  It 
is  a  great  misfortune  that  the  promotion  of 
Mr.  Cortelyou  to  a  higher  cabinet  post  should 
lose  to  the  Post  Office  Department  at  this 
critical  period  of  reorganization  a  head  who 
has  shown  such  remarkable  capacity  in  deal- 
ing with  its  practical  problems.  Mr.  Cortel- 
you came  equipped  to  this  work  from  long 
experience  in  a  department  which  he  had  en- 
tered through  the  merit  system,  and  it  is  es- 
pecially to  the  credit  of  the  chairman  of  the 
National  Committee  of  a  party  organization 
that  he  leaves  the  department  thoroughly 
based  on  that  system,  and  with  politics  elim- 
inated from  the  choice  of  the  great  body  of 
postmasters.  He  has  not  attempted  the  im- 
possible, and  has  perhaps  not  gone  so  far  as 
he  might  in  attempting  the  possible.  But  his 
work,  and  particularly  his  last  report,  affords 
solid  basis  for  further  improvement  in  the 
ser\nce  and  leaves  an  influence  which  will  be 
permanent.  It  is  to  be  hoped  especially  that 
Congress  will  adopt  his  recommendation  for 
providing  a  permanent  general  manager  for 
the  post  office  business  as  Deputy  Postmaster- 
General. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  Postal  Com- 
mission was  not  constituted  as  originally  sug- 
gested by  the  Postmaster-General,  as  the  pres- 
ence of  members  versed  in  the  publishing 
business  would  have  saved  the  commission 
from  much  waste  of  time  and  from  some  mis- 
takes. Nevertheless,  a  good  many  facts  of 
importance  were  brought  out  at  the  hearings, 
and  the  commission  report  gives  an  excellent 
summary  of  the  views  of  the  publishing  inter- 
ests and  of  commercial  bodies  as  well  as  the 
suggestions  of  the  Department  and  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  commission  itself.  Unfor- 
tunately, instead  of  simplifying  the  conditions 


of  second-class  registration  the  commission 
proposals  were  made  rather  more  complicated, 
and  it  Seems  as  though  it  were  in  sheer  des- 
peration that  the  commission  hit  upon  the 
unfortunate  suggestions  as  to  second-class 
matter  that  issues  should  be  excluded  which 
contained  more  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  adver- 
tising. The  opposition  to  the  whole  treat- 
ment of  second-class  matter  has  been  so  unan- 
imous on  the  part  of  the  press  that  it  is  under- 
stood that  there  will  be  no  attempt  to  carry 
through  the  accompanying  bill  except  in  one 
or  two  'of  its  provisions. 

The  hearings  brought  out  one  fact  of  great 
interest,  bearing  upon  this  very  point — ^that 
second-class  matter  is  the  chief  money-getter 
for  the  Post  Office  Department  because  the  ad- 
vertisements involve  so  large  a  return  in  first- 
class  rates.  It  is  probable,  in  fact,  that  the  "mail 
order"  periodicals,  which  are  the  bete  noir  of 
the  department,  constitute  one  of  the  most 
profitable  auxiliaries  of  the  service.  Mr.  Atkin- 
son, of  the  Farm  Journal,  scores  a  good  point 
in  asking  why  he  should  not  be  permitted  to 
publish  a  paper  for  a  penny,  (his  rate  to  five- 
year  subscribers  being  15  cents  a  year,)  as  well 
as  the  publisher  of  the  yellow  daily  Journal  in 
New  York;  and,  in  fact,  his  Farm  Journal  is 
one  of  the  most  valuable  publications  in  the 
country  for  the  whole  country  and  one  of  the 
best  money-getters  for  the  post  office  business. 

The  suggestion  for  a  Post  Office  Board  of 
Appeals  is  an  improvement  on  present  meth- 
ods, and  in  particular  would  relieve  Mr. 
Madden,  who  is  an  able  administrative  official, 
from  the  burden  and  obloquy  he  now  endures ; 
but  it  is  scarcely  the  best  solution.  The  com- 
mission states,  however,  that  its  present  rec- 
ommendations are  provisional,  and  it  wisely 
appeals  for  further  and  larger  consideration 
of  present  and  future  problems. 

The  commission  at  its  hearings  declined  to 
hear  argument  as  to  postal  costs,  although  it 
dealt  chiefly  with  postal  rates  and  emphasized 
the  view  that  matter  of  the  second  class  was 
carried  below  cost  Its  report,  however,  deals 
frankly,  though  inadequately,  with  the  rail- 
road problem,  and  advises  an  immediate, 
though  inadequate  reduction  of  rates.  There 
is  common  sense  recognition  of  the  facts  that 
small  shipments  cost  more  than  large,  and  that 
beyond  a  certain  point,  estimated  at  forty  tons, 
there  is  not  much  saving.  If  the  facts  of  ex- 
press companies'  relations  with  railroads  are 
put  in  evidence,  it  is  an  enforced  conclusion 
that  the  government  compensation  to  the  rail- 
roads should  for  the  most  part  be  cut  in  half. 
The  weighing  and  counting  recommended  are 
of  first  importance,  although  it  is  difficult  to 
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see  how  this  can  be  persistently  done  under 
the  chronic  congestion  of  the  main  post  office 
at  New  York. 

It  remains  to  be  said,  however,  after 
all  criticism  of  details,  that  the  commis- 
sion has  taken  a  long  stride  forward  in 
"speaking  out"  in  favor  of  a  business  admin- 
istration of  the  largest  business  organization 
in  the  country.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Con- 
gress will  heed  its  warning  and  accept  its  ad- 
vice for  the  appointment  of  a  commission  of 
still  wider  scope,  so  that  before  the  close  of 
the  present  administration  we  may  have  a  re- 
organized department  which  shall  lead  instead 
of  tag  behind  the  postal  departments  of  other 
nations.  , 

The  presentation  of  a  minority  report  from 
the  Senate  Committee  on  Patents  favoring  the 
House  provision  as  to  the  rights  of  musical 
composers  further  complicates  the  copjrright 
situation  and  makes  the  passage  of  the  copy- 
right measure  at  the  present  session  more 
than  doubtful.  There  is  general  appreciation 
of  the  excellent  work  put  upon  the  measure 
by  the  committees,  but  several  of  the  pro- 
visions evoke  continued  criticism  from  the 
friends  of  copyright  as  they  are  studied.  The 
American  Copyright  League  declares  in  favor 
of  the  Senate  bill,  but  points  out  that  an  al- 
ternative term,  preferably  of  fifty  years,  is  a 
necessary  concomitant  of  the  life  and  thirty 
years  term,  urges  that  the  original  text  of 
works  in  a  language  other  than  English  be 
excepted  from  the  manufacturing  clause,  and 
emphasizes  the  importance  of  the  existing 
minimum  of  $250  damages  omitted  from  the 
present  measure.  The  American  Publishers' 
Copjrright  League  criticises  chiefly  the  omis- 
sion of  the  proviso  joining  assigns  with  au- 
thor in  the  prolongation  of  existing  copy- 
rights.   

POSTAL  COMMISSION  RETREATS. 

The  Joint  Congressional  Postal  Commis- 
sion, It  is  reported,  has  practically  decided  to 
abandon  nearly  all  its  recommendations  which 
affect  daily  and  weekly  newspapers.  This 
sudden  change  of  front  on  the  part  of  the 
commission  is  said  to  be  due  largely  to  the 
severe  criticism  of  the  proposed  changes  in  the 
regulations  that  have  been  made  by  the  news- 
papers, in  the  face  of  which  it  was  thought 
the  passage  of  the  Commission's  bill  at  the 
present  session  of  Congress  would  be  im- 
possible. 

It  was  therefore  decided  to  abandon  the 
proposed  changes  that  affect  those  classes  of 
|>apers.  The  commission,  however,  will  press 
Its  recommendation  for  the  exclusion  of  ad- 
vertising matter  from  transportation  at  sec- 
ond class  rates  and  for  the  reduction  of  the 
rates  paid  the  railroads. 


THE  COMMERCIALIZATION  OF  LIT- 
ERATURE. 

Mr.  Henry  Holt,  in  summing  up,  in  the 
current  issue  of  Putnam's  Monthly,  the  dis- 
cussion of  his  article  in  the  Atlantic  Monthly 
for  November,  1905,  on  "The  Commercializa- 
tion of  Literature,"  again  directs  his  shafts 
against  the  "literary  agent,"  whom  he  holds 
responsible  for  a  great  part  of  the  commer- 
cialization of  literature. 

"I  mean,"  Mr.  Holt  says,  "that  the  [liter- 
ary] agent's  interest  may  be  as  far  counter 
to  the  author's  as  the  publisher's  may  be; 
and  I  also  mean  that  the  publisher's  can  be 
as  nearly  identical  with  the  author's  as  the 
agent's  can;  and  I  further  mean  that  agents 
have  forced  over-production  by  selling  sev- 
eral of  an  author's  books  before  they  were 
written,  and  dazzling  him  with  forced  earn- 
ings from  forced  work,  followed  by  inferior 
earnings  from  inferior  work." 

Mr,  Holt's"  literary-agent-critic  of  the  Fort- 
nightly Review m^kts  several  statements  of  the 
value  of  literary  agents  which  Mr.  Hplt  con- 
siders erroneous,  because  they  do  not  seem  to 
be  based  upon  actual  experience.  Both  Mr.  Holt 
and  his  critic  agree  that  it  is  advantageous  for 
an  author  to  keep  to  one  publisher;  but  the 
critic  maintains  that  through  a  literary  agent 
an  author  can  "get  the  best  market  price"  for 
his  work.  To  this  Mr.  Holt  replies  that  man- 
uscripts are  not  rationally  priced  as  is  a  keg 
of  nails  or  a  pound  of  sugar,  but  that  writ- 
ings are  worth  only  what  they  bring,  this 
price  being  determined  by  the  "accidents  of 
the  time." 

"There  are  ambitious  and  reckless  publish- 
ers," says  Mr.  Holt,  "and  those  who  from 
youth  or  some  other  reason  are  sadly  in  need 
of  authors,  all  of  whom  to  get  good  authors 
will  give  an)rthing  they  can,  utterly  regardless 
of  results."  Although  the  agent  may  hunt 
up  such  people  for  his  author,  there  is  no 
"rational  market  price"  in  their  offers. 

Often  a  publisher  "of  freebooting  disposi- 
tion" will  offer  an  author  utterly  uncommer- 
cial rates  for  the  book  rights  of  matter  of- 
fered for  serialization.  In  such  a  case  the 
author's  regular  publisher  would  be  apt  to 
refuse  to  bid  against  the  "corsair."  How, 
then,  asks  Mr.  Holt,  about  reserving  one 
publisher  and  at  the  same  time  securing  "the 
benefits  of  competition"?  The  agent,  in  his 
desire  to  appear  to  be  doing  something,  is 
often  undermining  the  foundations  of  the 
author's  permanent   financial   well-being. 

"Another  of  the  ear-marks  of  our  honest 
writer's  [the  Fortnishily  Review  critic's]  ap- 
parent inexperience, '  according  to  Mr.  Holt, 
"is  the  supposition  that  an  agent  can  go  around 
the  market  and  get  bids  against  the  author's 
previous  publisher  when  it  is  known  that  he 
will  not  take  the  author  away  if  he  can  help 
it.  And  if  he  can,  what  self-respecting  pubn 
lisher  will  listen  to  his  proposition?  Occa- 
sionally one  will,  but  these  are  not  so  nu- 
merous to-day  as  they  were  a  few  years  ago. 

"These  facts  do  not  mean  that  an  auSior 
should  have  a  single  publisher,  no  literary 
agent,  and  do  without  the  benefit  of  competi- 
tion. For  in  an  author's  relation  with  pub- 
lishers of  the  highest  class  ...  the  question 
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has  no  place.  He  [the  author]  ought  to  get 
the  results  of  what  the  published  book  will  do 
in  the  market."  Good  publishers  contract  as 
a  rule  by  formulas  which  secure  to  the  author 
gains  corresponding  to  the  9ale  of  the  book 
after  it  has  been  published.  The  publishers 
pay,  say,  ten  per  cent,  on  the  first  five  thou- 
sand, fifteen  per  cent,  on  the  next  fifteen 
thousand,  and  twenty  per  cent,  after  twenty 
thousand.  These  terms  are  as  high  as  can  be 
given,  consistent  with  making  the  publishing 
busine<:s  worth  an  able  man  s  attention. 

If  an  author  needs  any  help  whatever  in 
the  business  side  of  his  work,  he  may  get  an 
honest  lawyer  to  arrange  matters  for  him 
for  a  tenth  of  what  an  agent  often  receives, 
and  that  without  the  commercialization  at- 
tendant upon  the  tatter's  actions. 

"My  critic  tacitly  admits,"  says  Mr.  Holt, 
"that  he  thinks  that  the  way  in  which  the 
agents  have  made  much,  probably  most,  of 
their  money  is  not  consistent  with  his  ideas 
of  right ;  they  have  not  even  tried  to  give  the 
author 'the  benefit  of  competition,  and  leave 
him  the  benefit  of  one  high  class  publisher." 

As  to  the  "circus"  method  of  advertising 
books,  Mr.  Holt  continues:  "I  want,  even  at 
the  cost  of  some  repetition  of  my  former  ar- 
ticle, to  say  another  word  about  the  crowding 
of  books  into  circulation  by  the  megaphone 
and  the  battering  ram.    The  literary  standards 
of  people  are  of  course  affected  by  what  they 
read,  and  what  they  read  is  too  much  deter- 
mined by  the   publisher   who  brays   loudest 
and  pounds  hardest.     Instead  of  the  reader 
being  permitted  to  follow  such  lights  as  the 
grace  of  God  and  his  education  may  have 
given  him,  he  is  dinned,  and  the  bookseller 
who  influences  him  is  cajoled,  into  following 
a  standard  set  purely  by  the  forces  of  dollars 
and   cents— often   wasted  dollars   and   cents. 
And  now  I  am  going  to  add  one  more  to  my 
radical  utterances.    It  would  be  an  immense 
gain  for  the  cause  of  literature  and  to  the 
profit  of  all  worthy  authors,  (though  at  the 
expense  of  unworthy  ones,)  if  the  'commer- 
cial enterprise'  that  has  come  in  from  Wall 
Street  and   the   energetic   West  were  taken 
out  of  the  publishing  business — if  the  compe- 
tition   (Consisted    simply    in    selecting    books 
wisely,  making  them  tastefully  and  honestly, 
informing  the  interested  public  of  their  ex- 
istence, and  supplying  them  to  whatever  legit- 
imate demand  they  might  effect  through  their 
own  merits.    There  would  probably  be  j  ust  as 
many  sold — ^more,  in  fact;   for  the  reading 
habit  would  be  a  healthier  and  consequently 
more  vigorous  growth;  there  would  be  quan- 
tities of  money  saved,  of  which  the  author 
would  get  his  share;  a  good  many  active  and 
ingenious  young  men  nbw  wasted  in  drum- 
ming and  advertising  would  be  shifted  into 
productive    pursuits;    and    the    public    taste 
would   be   saved  the  unpleasant  sights  now 
too  frequently  imposed  upon  it  in  book  adver- 
tising.    It  may  be  worth  considering,  too, 
whether  the  dignity  that  would  be  added  to 
trading  in  literature  would   not  be  for  the 
benefit  of  literature  itself." 

Mr.  Holt  has  again  offered  material  for 
useful  thought  in  his  clear  manner  of  state- 
ment and  terse  En^sh. 


THE  FOLLY  OF  UNDERSELLING. 

The  following  circular  sent  to  the  members 
of  the  Pittsburg  Booksellers'  and  Stationers' 
Association  evidences  a  spirit  that  might  well 
be  emulated  by  other  associations  or  individ- 
uals throughout  the  country:

THE  SHELLEY  NOTE  BOOKS  IN  NEW 

YORK. 

The  three  Shelley  manuscript  note  books 
which  brought  £3000  at  the  Gamett  sale  on 
December  6  last,  have  been  brought  to  this 
country  to  become  part  of  a  New  York  col- 
lection of  the  poet's  books  and  autographs, 
very  likely  of  that  of  Frederick  R.  Halsey, 
whose  Shelley  collection  is  said  to  be  the 
finest  existing  in  private  hands.  These 
volumes,  bequeathed  by  Mrs.  Shelley  to  her 
son,  Sir  Percy  Shelley,  and  presented  by  him 
to  Dr.  Garnett,  contain  autograph  matter*  of 
much  interest  and  include  early  drafts  of  the 
"Ode  to  the  West  Wind,"  -The  Sensitive 
Plant,"  etc.,  together  with  twenty-one  unpub- 
lished pieces. 

While  the  unprinted  poems  are  short  and 
fragmentary,  and  possibly  if  published  would 
add  little  to  the  poet's  reputation,  the  mere 
fact  that  they  are  Shelley's  gives  them  liter- 
ary and  commercial  value.  The  other  note- 
books are  all  in  the  Bodleian  Library  in  Ox- 
ford, and  English  bibliographical  writers  re- 
gret that  the  Garnett  examples  were  not  pur- 
chased for  that  institution. 

The  Halsey  collection  and  some  important 
Shelley  items  in  the  collection  f  Harry  D. 
Smith,  of  New  York  City,  the  comic  librettist, 
are  interestingly  described  in  the  New  York 
Sun  for  January  13. 


OBITUARY  NOTES. 

Mrs.  Isabella  Beecher  Hooker,  the  young- 
est daughter  of  Lyman  Beecher,  died  in  Hart- 
ford, Conn.,  January  26,  in  her  eighty-fifth 
year,  having  been  bom  at  Litchfield,  Conn., 
on  February  22,  1822.  She  was  active  for 
years  as  a  writer  and  speaker  in  defense  of 
women's  rights. 

Dr.  Wilbur  Samuel  Jackman,  educator 
and  writer,  died  at  Chicago,  on  January  28. 
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Dr.  Jackman  was  bom  at  Mechanicstown,  O., 
January  12,  1855.  He  studied  at  Allegheny 
College  and  completed  his  course  at  Harvard 
in  18&4,  After  several  years  of  travel  he  ac- 
cepted the  position  of  dean  of  the  College  of 
Education  of  the  University  of  Chicago.  Dr. 
Jackman  \ias  well  known  in  the  literary  field 
as  the  editor  of  the  Elementary  School 
Teacher,  and  as  the  author  of  numerous 
works  on  education,  among  which  are  "Na- 
ture Study  for  the  Common  Schools/'  "Num- 
ber Work  in  Nature  Study,"  'Tield  Work  in 
Nature  Study,"  "Nature  Study  and  Re- 
lated Subjects,"  and  "Nature  Study  Records," 
besides  numerous  articles  on  educational  sub- 
jects. 

Professor  Dmitri  Mendel£eff,  the  cele- 
brated Russian  chemist,  died  on  February  2, 
at  St.  Petersburg.  He  was  bom  in  Tobolsk, 
Siberia,  in  1834,  and  went  to  St.  Petersburg 
in  1856,  where  he  attended  the  university 
from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1859.  After 
studies  and  investigations  abroad  he  returned 
to  St.  Petersburg  and  devoted  his  life  to  orig- 
inal research  in  chemistry  and  geology.  His 
"Principles  of  Chemistry,"  published  in  1870, 
was  translated  into  many  languages,  and  he 
was  a  frequent  contributor  to  scientific  pe- 
riodicals. He  was  the  author  of  several  pa- 
pers on  nitro-cellulose  compounds  as  a  basis 
for  smokeless  gunpowder,  some  of  which 
Mere  translated  into  English  by  Commander 
J.  B.  Bernadou,  U.  S.  N.,  and  published  in 
the  "Proceedings  of  the  Naval  Institute." 

Samuel  C.  T.  Dodd,  for  upwards  of  twenty- 
five  years  solicitor  for  the  Standard  Oil  Com- 
pany and  author  of  certain  widely-circulated 
so-called  "trust"  literature,  died  in  Pinehurst, 
N.  C,  on  January  30.  Mr.  Dodd  was  born  on 
February  20,  1836,  in  Franklin,  Pa.,  and  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  in  1859.  In  1881  he  be- 
came general  solicitor  for  the  Standard  Oil 
Company,  and  is  said  to  have  been  an  impor- 
tant factor  in  extending  the  business  of  the 
corporation.  He  was  retired  two  years  ago 
on  a  pension.  Among  his  better  known  writ- 
ings are  "Uses  and  Abuses  of  Corporations," 
a  pamphlet;  "History  of  Standard  Oil;" 
'Trusts,"  a  pamphlet;  "Trusts,"  contributed 
to  the  New  York  Tribune  in  1889 ;  "Aggregated 
Capital,"  "Ten  Years  of  Standard  Oil  Trust," 
published  in  The  Forum  in  1893,  and  "Present 
Legal  Status  of  Trusts,"  contributed  to  The 
Harvard  Law  Review  in  October,  1893. 


NOTES  ON  AUTHORS 

While  engaged  on  his  biography  of 
Moli^re  Mr.  Chatfield-Taylor  gathered  to- 
gether some  five  hundred  volumes  relating  to 
the  great  dramatist  This  collection,  which  its 
owner  has  presented  to  Cornell  University, 
his  alma  mater,  is  said  to  have  only  one  sa- 
perioR  in  the  United  States — that  of  James 
H.  H^de. 

The  Bookman  corrects  the  impression  prev- 
alent for  some  time  that  Filson  Young,  the 
author  of  "The  Sands  of  Pleasure,"  and  Guy 
Thome,  the  author  of  "Made  in  His  Image," 
are  one  and  the  same  person.    "As  a  matter 


of  fact,"  to  quote  The  Bookman,  "they  are  en- 
tirely different  persons,  and  each  has  done 
enough  work  to  distinguish  him  from  any 
one  else.  Filson  Young,  or  rather  Alexander 
Bell  Filson  Young,  is  an  Irishman  about  thir- 
ty years  of  age.  He  was  the  war  correspond- 
ent of  the  Manchester  Guardian  during  the 
struggle  in  the  Transvaal,  and  later  became 
the  literary  editor  of  the  London  Daily  Mail. 
He  has  published  half  a  dozen  books,  the  best 
known  of  which,  before  the  appearance  of 
"Ihc  Sands  of  Pleasure,"  was  "The  Com- 
plete Motorist,"  a  book  which  was  not  only 
of  a  high  order  in  itself,  but  which  contained 
a  very  extraordinary  letter  from  Mr.  Kipling, 
that  was  widely  quoted  in  this  country  and 
in  England.  "Guy  Thome's"  real  name  is 
Cyril  Arthur  Edward  Ranger  Gull.  He  is 
about  the  same  age  as  Filson  Young.  He  was 
educated  in  a  public  school  near  Manchester, 
and  at  the  University  College,  Oxford.  From 
the  university  he  went  to  London  with  Pro- 
fessor York  Powell  and  others,  and  tried  his 
hand  at  joiimalism  and  literary  criticism. 
Over  bis  own  name  he  published  several  nov- 
els, among  them  "The  Surf  and  'The  Hypo- 
crite." He  achieved  his  first  real  success 
over  the  signature  of  "Guy  Thome,"  which 
he  adopted  for  books  designed  to  appeal  to 
the  popular  taste.  His  real  name  he  uses  for 
the  work  in  which  he  puts  his  artistic  self. 
His  most  popular  novel  was  "When  It  Was 
Dark,"  which  sold  over  one  hundred  thousand 
copies  in  England. 


JOURNALISTIC  NOTES. 
The  publication  in  the  March  Century  of 
Timothy  Cole's  wood  engraving  of  Ribera's 
Assumption  of  Mary  Magdalene"  will  con- 
clude that  engraver's  notable  series  of  old 
Spanish  masters,  twenty-nine  in  all.  Mr.  Cole 
has  already  commenced  work  upon  a  new 
series,  that  of  the  old  French  masters,  repro- 
ductions of  which  will  begin  in  the  Aoril 
Century, 

The  Burlington  Magazine,  published  in  this 
country,  by  Robert  Grier  Cooke,  Inc.,  New 
York  City,  enters  the  new  year  with  remark- 
ably strong  attractions.  The  frontispiece  of 
the  January  issue  is  a  photogravure  repro- 
duction of  the  landscape,  "The  Storm,"  by  H. 
Harpignies;  the  illustrated  article  on  the  vet- 
eran painter's  works  is  by  Professor  C.  J. 
Hohnes.  A  colored  illustration  reproduces  a 
colored  print  by  the  distinguished  Japanese 
ai  tist  Hokusai.  It  is  one  of  his  famous  series, 
"Thirty-six  Views  of  Fuji,"  and  is  accompa- 
nied by  an  explanatory  article.  There  are 
also  illustrated  articles  on  London's  new  pub- 
lic buildings,  the  embroideries  of  the  Aegean, 
on  some  of  the  works  of  Palma,  Vecchio,  etc. 
In  the  section  on  art  in  America  all  recent 
exhibitions  and  events  in  the  United  States, 
as  well  as  information  of  vital  art  interest, 
have  been  gathered  together.  Especial  in- 
terest attaches  to  the  notice  of  the  famous 
collections  belonging  to  John  G.  Johnson,  of 
Philadelphia,  and  to  William  L.  Elkins  and 
P.  B.  Widcner,  who  may  in  the  near  future 
join  with  Mr.  Johnson  in  presenting  an  art 
gallery  to  Philadelphia. 
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OLD  BOOK  NOTES. 

Correspondence  of  Luther  and  Henry 
vin, — A  hitherto  unknown  copy  of  the  Latin 
correspondence  between  Luther  and  King 
Henry  vni.  was  sold  at  auction  at  Sotheby's 
on  January  29.  The  correspondence  concerns 
the  time  when  King  Henry,  prior  to  the  Eng- 
lish Reformation,  won  the  title  of  Defender 
of  the  Faith,  which  has  since  been  borne  by  all 
British  sovereigns,  from  Pope  Leo  x.  for  at- 
tacking Luther's  new  theology.  Luther's  vig- 
orous rejoinder  is  contained  in  the  exclama- 
tion: "Oh,  how  I  should  enjoy  covering  the 
head  of  his  English  Majesty  with  dirt  and 
filth."  The  correspondence  was  printed  by 
Pynson  in  London  m  1525.  Only  three  copies 
were  Imown  of  before.  The  fourth  copy  was 
bought  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Quaritch  for  $1275. 

Rare  Tennysoniana. — At  the  sale  of  the 
collection  of  Albert  E.  Jack,  of  Lake  Forest 
University,  111.,  at  Anderson's  this  week,  an 
uncut  copy  of  "The  Falcon,"  in  the  original 
blank  buff  paper  covers,  printed  for  copyright 
or  for  use  of  the  Kendals,  who  acted  it  in 
December,  1879,  fetched  $200.  "The  Cup,"  in 
uncut  condition,  the  third  of  Tennyson's  pri- 
vately printed  plays,  written  for  Henry  Irving 
and  Ellen  Terry,  who  performed  it  on  Christ- 
mas day,  1880,  brought  $180.  "The  Promise 
of  May,"  th«  rarest  of  Tennyson's  privately 
printed  plsys,  produced  at  the  Globe  Theatre 
in  London  in  1882,  sold  for  $180.  A  copy  of 
the  first  published  edition  of  "The  Cup"  and 
"The  Falcon,"  London,  1884,  fetched  $100. 
"The  Sailor  Bov,"  printed  for  Tennyson's 
use  by  the  Emily  Faithfull  Victoria  Press, 
London,  1861,  sold  for  $100.  "Poems.  By 
Two  Brothers,"  written  by  Alfred  and 
Charles  Tennyson,  and  the  former's  first  pub- 
lication, London,  1827,  sold  for  $65.  The  bib- 
liophilic  rage  for  Tennyson  rarities  is  not  so 
great  as  is  was  a  few  years  ago,  these  figures 
being  much  below  those  paid  for  the  same 
works  in  the  Morgan  and  Arnold  sales. 


BIBLIOGRAPHIC  NOTES. 

The  Carnegie  Institution  has  issued  an  an- 
nouncement to  the  effect  that  unless  it  ap- 
pears that  the  Index  Medicus  is  "of  greater 
service  to  the  medical  profession  and  can  help 
to  support  itself  to  a  greater  extent  than  in 
the  past,  it  may  become  advisable  to  discon- 
tinue its  publication."  There  are  but  532  ac- 
tual subscribers  to  the  Index  Medicus,  of 
Vrfhich  number  386  are  in  the  United  States. 
These  subscriptions  defray  but  one-fifth  of 
the  actual  cost  of  publishing  this  valuable  bib* 
liographic  work,  which  should  have  a  sub- 
scriber in  every  medical  library  of  any  size 
throughout  the  whole  world,  as  well  as  in  the 
libraries  devoted  to  the  allied  sciences,  the 
law  libraries,  medical  societies,  the  general 
libraries  and  individual  members  of  the  med- 
ical profession. 

The  Barsenblatt  fur  den  deuischen  Buck- 
Handel  in  its  issues  for  December  28  and  29, 
1906,  prints  a  bibliography  of  the  following 
government  publications:  Calendars  of  State 
Papers ;  Lists  and  Indexes  of  Documents  pre- 


served in  the  Public  Record  Office;  Acts  of 
Privy  Council  of  England;  Chronicles  and 
Memorials  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  dur- 
ing the  Middle  Ages — ^Rerum  Britannicarum 
Medii  Aevi  Scriptores;  Publications  of  Rec- 
ord Commissioners,  including  Scottish  and 
Irish;  and  Works  in  Photozincography,  pre- 
pared by  P.  E.  Richter.

Thomas  W.  Lawson's  Wall 
Street  novel,  "Friday,  the  13th,"  which  will 
have  a  frontispiece  drawn  by  Ivanowski,  the 
famous  Russian  artist,  whose  most  recent 
work  to  attract  attention  was  the  painting  of 
Maude  Adams  in  "Peter  Pan"  that  appeared 
in  The  Century.  They  will  publish  in  March, 
under  the  title  of  "Nearest  the  Poles,"  Com- 
mander Peary's  complete  story  of  his  latest 
Arctic  expedition.  On  this  trip  Peary  did 
for  the  American  segment  of  the  Polar  Basin 
what  Nansen  did  for  the  Asiatic.  The  narra- 
tive is  said  to  be  exceedingly  dramatic.  Peary 
has  been  north  seven  times,  oftener  than  any 
other  explorer,  and  the  Hubbard  Gold  Medal 
presented  by  President  Roosevelt  on  behalf 
of  the  National  Geographical  Society  is  the 
fiftieth  he  has  received  for  his  distinguished 
achievements  in  exploration.  His  discoveries 
are  of  marked  importance  and  will  add  greatly 
to  geographic  knowledge.  There  will  be  an 
introduction  by  President  Roosevelt.  The 
work  will  be  adequately  illustrated  from  the 
collection  of  1200  photographs  taken  by  Com- 
mander Peary.  They  also  announce  for  early 
publication  a  new  book  by  Edward  Noble, 
author  of  "The  Edge  of  Circumstance,"  to 
be  entitled  "The  Issue."  It  is  a  story  of  two 
strong  men  who  struggle  for  a  woman's  love, 
of  which  the  scenes  are  laid  along  the  Thames 
among  the  sturdy  folk  of  the  sea.  Another 
book  soon  to  make  its  appearance  is  "Nim- 
rod's  Wife,"  by  Grace  Gallatin  Thompson 
Seton.

"/  hold  every  man  a  debtor  to  his  profes- 
sion, from  the  which,  as  men  do  of  course 
seek  to  receive  countenance  and  profit,  so 
ought  they  of  duty  to  endeavor  themselves  by 
way  of  amends  to  be  a  help  and  an  ornament 
thereunto/*— LoKD  Bacon. 


THE  AUCTION  SEASON  OF  1906. 

The  auction  season  of  1905- 1906  in  this 
country,  according  to  all  reports,  surpassed 
all  previous  seasons,  so  far  as  record  of  them 
was  kept,  in  the  number  of  lots  sold  and 
in  the  total  sum  realized.  According  to  Mr. 
Luther  S.  Livingston,  in  his  latest  volume  of 
"American  Book-Prices  Current,"*  139*383 
lots  were  sold  at  414  sessions,  in  182  cata- 
logues, of  which  14,600  have  found  place  in 
the  record  of  Mr.  Livingston's  volume. 

Although  the  quality  of  the  material  of- 
fered has  been  generally  good,  that  is,  grist 
for  the  mill  of  the  second-hand  bookseller,  ex- 
tremely rare  books  that  appeal  to  the  collec- 
tor, with  a  few  exceptions,  were  conspicuous 
by  their  absence. 

The  highest  price  paid  during  the  season 
for  a  single  volume  was  $1500  for  a  copy  of 
Poe's  second  book,  "Al  Aaraaf,  Tamerlane 
and  Minor  Poems,"  Baltimore,  1829,  at  the 
Applet  on  sale  at  Libbie's  in  May.  William 
Nelson's  copy  of  this  book,  with  Poe's  auto- 
graph, and  numerous  corrections  in  his  hand, 
sold  in  the  Pierce  sale,  in  1903,  for  $1825. 
Uncut  copies  of  the  book,  according  to  Mr. 
Livingston,  had  previously  brought  from  $1100 
to  $1300.  The  next  highest  price  for  a  single 
volume  was  $1300  for  a  third  quarto  of  "The

Merchant  of  Venice,"  London,  1637,  a  dupli- 
cate from  the  Lenox  collection  sold  for  the 
New  York  Public  Library  by  Anderson  in 
May.  The  recent  increase  in  the  value  of  all 
early  editions  of  the  separate  plays  of  Shake- 
speare, the  four  folios,  and  early  books  by 
contemporaries  which  refer,  even  in  the  ob- 
scurest or  remotest  manner,  to  Shakespeare, 
is  perhaps  the  most  notable  advance  in  prices 
that  has  taken  place  in  recent  years  and  one 
that  is  most  likely  to  be  permanent. 

The  lot  for  which  the  highest  price  was  paid 
during  the  season  was  $8950  for  a  set  of  the 
four  folios  of  Shakespeare,  in  the  Henry  G. 
Denny  collection  sold  by  Libbie's  in  January, 
1906.  This  apparently  low  price — when  it  is 
remembered  that  the  MacGeorge  set  sold  pri- 
vately in  1905  for  £10,000 — is  accounted  for 
by  the  fact  that  the  Denny  copy  of  the  first 
folio  lacked  several  leaves  at  the  beginning 
and  end,  which  were  replaced  by  facsimiles, 
and  that  the  third  folio  also  had  two  leaves 
in  facsimile  in  front  and  two  at  the  back. 

A  set  of  Audubon's  "Birds  and  Quadru- 
peds," both  the  original  folio  editions,  and 
both  with  the  accompanying  text,  in  all  fifteen 
volumes,  folio  and  octavo,  in  the  Kemble  col- 
lection,  was   sold  by  Henkels   in  April   for 

$4350. 

Among  the  notable  collections  sold  were 
those  of  William  S.  Appleton,  Sir  John  Bour- 
inot,  the  Hon.  Samuel  W.  Pennypacker,  Al- 
bert M.  Palmer,  T.  S.  Drowne,  Charles  L. 
Peabody,  Charles  A.  Lighthipe,  William  H. 
Terry  and  Wilberforce  Eames. 

Several  notable  collections  of  autographs 
were  ^Iso  disposed  of,  and  the  popularity  of 
these  sales  is  evidence  that  interest  in  auto- 
graphs among  collectors  is  decidedly  on  the 
increase.  More  lots  are  being  offered  at  auc- 
tion and  the  prices  of  the  specimens  of  the 
better  class  are  steadily  rising. 


In  England  the  book  auction  season  has  also 
been  a  notable  one,  at  least  so  far  as  the  num- 
ber of  surprises  in  the  way  of  rare  and  extra- 
ordinary books  and  manuscripts  is  concerned, 
which  may  account  for  the  fact  that  the  es- 
timated average  price  a  volume  fetched,  ac- 
cording to  J.  H.  Slater  in  bis  "Book  Prices 
Current,"  for  1905-1906,!  is  £2  lis.  3d.,  against 
$9  the  volume  realized  in  the  American  auc- 
tion rooms.     Finely  illuminated  manuscripts

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and  (unfortunately  imperfect)  specimens  of 
the  work  of  England's  first  printer  on  the 
one  hand  and  Shakespeare  and  Shelley  on  the 
other  provided  the  surprises.  The  manu- 
scripts— many  of  them,  as  usual,  Books  of 
Hours — brought  high  prices,  some  over  six 
hundred  pounds,  and  the  Caxtons  also  went 
well.  Messrs.  Hodgson,  as  already  noted  by 
us,  had  the  good  fortune  to  discover  among 
some  books  sent  them  for  disposal  three  im- 
perfect Caxtons  bound  in  one  volume  of  con- 
temporary binding.  The  volume  realized  £470. 
In  the  library  of  the  late  Dr.  Richard  Gamett 
were  three  note-books  with  entries  in  the 
hand-writing  of  Shelley,  which  Dodd,  Mead  & 
Co.  bought  for  £3000,  presumably  for  Frederic 
R.  Halsey,  the  owner  of  the  finest  Shelley 
collection  in  America.  In  the  Hodgson 
sale,  which  realized  £10,852,  Blake's  "Songs 
of  Innocence,"  1789,  sold  for  £i07;  Chaucer, 
I475»  (another  Caxton,  also  imperfect,) 
brought  one  hundred  guineas;  the  publi- 
cations of  the  Kelmscott  Press,  twenty- 
five  volumes,  (including  the  Chaucer,)  all 
printed  on  vellum,  totalled  £744,  and  the  orig- 
inal manuscripts  of  two  dozen  of  the  works  of 
William  Morris  brought  £1239  Ss.  At  the 
same  sale  the  copy  of  the  second  edition  of 
Spenser's  "Shepheardes  Calendar,"  1581,  was 
purchased  for  £180  by  Dodd,  Mead  &  Co. 
There  are  only  two  other  examples  of  this 
edition  in  America,  and  one  of  these  has  the 
last  leaf  in  facsimile.  The  copy  of  the  orig- 
inal Latin  edition  of  Drake's  second  voyage, 
Ley  den,  1588,  which  realized  £340  at  the 
Sutherland  sale,  was  also  bought  for  an 
American  collector. 

The  records  of  recent  English  auction  sales, 
according  to  Mr.  Slater,  show  conclusively 
that  examples  of  early  English  printing; 
Americana  of  a  certain  well-defined  era;  old 
editions  of  the  English  classics,  particularly 
plays  and  poems;  books  containing  autograph 
inscriptions,  the  value  of  the  book  qua  book 
being  comparatively  trifling;  and  manuscripts, 
mediaeval  and  artistic,  or  modem  and  classic, 
so  long  as  they  are  classic  enough — ^all  these 
are  in  such  demand  that  the  supply  falls 
hopelessly  short.  These  are  the  important 
books  of  the  day  while  other  classes  have 
been,  within  the  last  few  years,  slipping  into 
the  background — why  no  one  can  tell  except 
that  the  decrees  of  fashion  have  so  ordained  it. 


Apropos  of  auction  sales,  the  London  Times 
congratulates  British  book  collectors  on  the 
fact  that,  while  rich  American  collectors  are 
outbidding  all  others  for  rare  books  in  the 


auction  rooms,  yet  every  season's  list  of  book 
sales  in  London  contains  a  library  from  New 
York,  Boston  or  some  other  American  city. 
This,  the  writer  in  The  Times  admits,  is  not 
because  book  auctions  in  America  are  not  well 
conducted;  but  the  idea  seems  to  be  that 
Americans  still  regard  London  as  the  best 
market  for  rare  books.  American  first  edi- 
tions and  other  "rarities"  may  not  often  sell 
well  in  England,  but  for  such  material  as 
mentioned  by  Mr.  Slater  in  the  foregoing  par- 
agraph English  and  Continental  markets  are 
still  decidedly  the  best  in  which  to  obtain  fair 
prices.  

The  copyright  measure  has  a  fair  chance  of 
consideration  in  each  house  of  Congress  with- 
in a  few  days,  being  early  on  the  calendar  in 
the  Senate  and  on  the  privileged  calendar  in 
the  House.  Both  committees  are  likely  to 
recommend  some  further  changes,  chiefly  in 
the  line  of  making  clear  provisions  which  have 
seemed  doubtful  or  inadequate.  The  most 
important  is  in  relation  to  copyright  term,  on 
which  the  recommendation  will  probably  be 
for  an  alternative  of  life  and  thirty  years  or 
fifty  years,  whichever  may  prove  the  longer 
period,  with  a  forty-two-year  period  for  pe- 
riodicals, collective  and  corporate  works,  etc 
The  serious  difference  between  the  majority 
of  the  Senate  committee  on  the  one  side  and 
the  House  committee,  with  the  minority  of 
the  Senate  committee,  on  the  other  side,  in 
relation  to  the  protection  of  musical  authors 
is  the  most  serious  danger  before  the  bill  in 
this  crowded  short  session,  and  this  may  pre- 
vent its  passage. 

DIME  NOVELS  IN  GERMANY. 

The  "dime  novel"  is  s^id  to  be  ravaging 
Germany.  According  to  Johannes  Siebert, 
most  German  boys  prefer  an  Indian  story  to 
any  other  book.  Their  'hearts  beat  fast  as 
they  read  the  adventures  of  trappers  and  set- 
ters, gaze  with  awe  into  wigwams,  and  hear 
the  howls  of  the  wolves.  This  interest  b^^an 
with  the  publication,  in  1823,  of  "The  Spy," 
by  Cooper,  followed  soon  by  his  other  stories. 
These  novels,  however,  did  not  seem  quite 
suitable  for  boys,  so  they  were  hearheitet,  or 
edited  for  the  young  folks.  Later,  the  adapt- 
ers began  to  construct  their  own  plots  and  .in- 
cidents, out-Coopering  their  model  in  his 
most  adventurous  moods.  The  results,  says 
Siebert,  are  terrible  to  contemplate.  There 
are  in  Germany  about  500  "Grosso"  [whole- 
sale publishing]  firms,  with  3000  travellers,  to 
sell  such  books.  An  edition  of  700,000  is  not 
an  unusual  thing.  They  are  adorned  with 
glaring  illustrations,  and  one  may  buy  such 
a  volume  of  perhaps  250  pages  for  about  the 
price  of  the  nickle  libraries  published  in  this 
country. 
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WORK   OF    HOSPITAL   BOOK   AND 
NEWSPAPER  SOCIETY. 

No  less  than  6062  books,  27,813  magazines, 
37f797  weekly  and  illustrated  papers  and  218,- 
621  daily  and  Sunday  papers  were  distributed 
during  the  year  ended  September  30  by  the 
Hospital  Book  and  Newspaper  Society,  ac- 
cording to  its  thirty-second  annual  report,  just 
issued.  In  all  300,647  pieces  of  reading  matter 
have  been  handled,  classified  and  properly  dis- 
tributed. The  daily  papers,  collected  from 
the  boxes  placed  at  railway  and  ferry  stations, 
hotels  and  downtown  street  corners  in  New 
York  City,  are  sent  the  same  day  to  the  insti- 
tutions on  Blackwell's  and  Ward's  islands, 
where  they  help  to  brighten  the  lives  of  niore 
than  30,000  people.  The  books  and  magazines 
that  are  sent  out  of  New  York  City  go  to 
lonely  lightship  and  frontier  posts,  to  convict 
camps  and  mountain  villages  and  remote 
schools,  South  and  West,  where  they  are  re- 
ceived with  warm  gratitude. 

Owing  to  the  withdrawal  by  most  of  the 
express  companies  of  free  passes,  many  calls 
from  long  distances  have  recently  had  to  be 
disregarded  for  lack  of  funds.  The  report 
says  that  $500  or  $600  a  year  more  would  en- 
able the  society  to  reach  many  remote  places 
which  now  appeal  in  vain.  There  also  many 
requests  for  German,  French  and  Italian  books 
or  papers — in  fact,  for  reading  matter  in  any 
language.

METHODIST  BOOK  CONCERN  TO 
MERGE  FACTORIES. 

Consolidation  of  the  manufacturing  de- 
partments of  the  Book  Concern  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church  is  to  be  perfected  at 
the  sessions  of  the  Book  Committee,  which 
began  its  annual  meeting  at  No.  150  Fifth 
Avenue,  New  York  City,  on  February  13. 

It  is  recommended  that  a  suitable  structure 
for  manufacturinj  purposes  be  erected  else- 
where than  at  150  Fifth  Avenue,  to  which 
shall  be  transferred  the  work  of  manufactur- 
ing, distributing  and  accounting  that  is  to  be 
concentrated  in  New  York. 

This  committee  has  general  supervision  oyer 
the  publishing  business  of  the  church,  which 
is  one  of  the  most  extensive  publishing  busi- 
nesses in  the  world. 

In  the  report  presented  on  the  13th  inst. 
by  Chancellor  Day,  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  who 
headed  the  committee  which  prepared  it,  the 
Book  Committee  is  directed  to  carry  the  plan 
as  agreed  on  into  effect  so  far  as  may  be  prac- 
ticable at  once,  and  also  in  due  time  to  for- 
mulate and  present  to  the  next  General  Con- 
ference, in  1908,  such  changes  in  the  discipline 
of  the  church  as  may  be  required  for  the  oper- 
ation of  the  new  general  plan. 

The  change  of  name  of  the  "Methodist 
Book  Concern"  to  "The  Publishing  House  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,''  as  given  in 
the  general  plan,  will  be  determined  by  the 
General  Conference. 

Paragraph  eight  concentrates  the  publica- 


tion of  all  periodicals,  with  the  exception  of 
the  several  Christian  Advocates,  at  Cincin- 
nati. Paragraph  nine  concentrates  the  publi- 
cation of  books  at  New  York.  Paragraph  ten 
provides  for  the  auditing  of  accounts.  Para- 
graph eleven  relates  to  the  several  Christian 
Advocates,  The  paper  Imown  simply  as  The 
Christian  Advocate,  which  is  published  in 
New  York,  edited  by  Dr.  J.  M.  Buckley,  re- 
mains untouched,  but  it  is  recommended  that 
the  Western,  the  Northwestern  and  the  Cen- 
tral be  consolidated  under  the  name  of  the 
Central  Christian  Advocate,  to  be  published 
in  Chicago.  

McGRAW  PUBLISHING  CO.'S  NEW 
QUARTERS. 

The  McGraw  Publishing  Company  is 
putting  up  an  eleven-story  building  in  New 
York  City,  on  the  north  side  of  Thirty-ninth 
Street,  between  Seventh  and  Eighth  Avenue, 
occup3ring  a  frontage  of  126  feet  and  a  depth  of 
90  feet. 

The  building  has  been  designed  with  par- 
ticular reference  to  the  requirements  of  the 
firm's  publishing  business.  The  site  is  in  the 
centre  of  the  New  York  haunts  of  the  engi- 
neering profession — ^the  United  Engineering 
Societies  Building  and  the  Engineers'  Gub 
being  near.  The  McGraw  Building  is  in  the 
heart  of  the  hotel  district,  and  the  new  ter- 
minal of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  and  the 
New  York  Central  Terminal  at  Forty-second 
Street  will  offer  postal  facilities  of  great  value 
to  a  publishing  organization. 

The  main  press-room  will  be  in  the  base- 
ment, and  the  composing  room,  bindery  and 
mailing  room  on  the  first  and  second  floors. 
The  book  department  of  the  company  is  to  be 
located  on  the  first  fioor  and  the  editorial  and 
business  offices  on  one  of  the  upper  floors  in 
the  most  advantageous  position  relative  to  the 
manu facturing  department.  There  will  thus  be 
at  least  four  floors  devoted  to  the  business  of 
the  McGraw  Publishing  Company.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  building  will  be  rented  for 
offices  and  loft  purposes. 

The  McGraw  Company  publishes  three 
weekly  technical  periodicals,  the  Electrical 
World,  the  Engineering  Record  and  the  Street 
Railway  Journal,  which  are  designed  to  cover 
the  entire  engineering  field.  Other  periodicals 
are  a  "Central  Station  List  and  Buyers' 
Manual,"  published  semi-annually;  the 
"Electric  Railway  Directory,"  published  three 
times  a  3rear,  and  the  Electrochemical  and 
Metallurgical  Industry,  published*  monthly. 
The  company's  list  of  books  is  an  important 
one,  and  is  growing  steadily. 


ART  AND  THE  PRINTING  PRESb. 

"Art  has  to-day  become  peculiarly  demo- 
cratic through  the  agency  of  the  printing 
press,"  says  John  Cotton  Dana  in  The  Print- 
ing Art  for  February.  "Accuracy,  delicacy 
and  refinement  may  surely  be  taught  by  a 
beautiful  page  of  print,"  and  Mr.  Dana's  ar- 
ticle is  descriptive  of  the  printing  press  as  the 
medium  of  artistic  expression,  not  only  in 
words  but  in  illustrations;  not  only  in  fine 
type  and  arrangement  of  heads  and  initials, 
but  in  etchings,  engravings  and  lithographs.

Even  the  daily  paper  makes  for  the  demo- 
cratization of  art  in  its  carefully  studied 
make-up,  its  balance  of  heavy  and  light  fonts 
of  type,  its  well-grouped  illustrations.  These 
last  have  great  educational  value,  Mr.  Dana 
thinks,  as  well  as  artistic  merit. 

In  the  weekly  and  monthly  magazines  the 
press  gives  us  the  work  of  many  very  able  ar 
tists,  which  "can  and  do  help  many  thousands 
to  become,  almost  unbeknown  to  themselves, 
critical  and  appreciative  of  better  things. 

"If  one  doubts  the  power  of  print  in  art 
education  he  need  only  look  at  the  character 
of  the  average  of  books  to-day  and  compare 
it  with  the  average  of  even  twenty-five  years 
ago  to  see  how  great  progress  has  been  made 
in  this  one  product  of  the  press.  This  pro- 
gress, moreover,  is  due  in  large  part  to  the 
demand  of  book-readers  and  book-buyers  that 
their  books  be  more  beautiful.  .  .  .  Beauty 
in  books  is  of  a  refined  kind  which  does  not 
jump  to  the  cyts  as  it  sometimes  seems  to  in 
objects  of  other  sorts.  But  many  must  have 
learned  its  secret,  or  publishers  would  not  have 
put  artists  behind  their  presses  to  produce 
them." 

The  press  is  not  helping  all  persons  to  a 
knowledge  and  appreciation  of  art,  because, 
says  Mr.  Dana,  "art  is  assumed  to  be  con- 
fined to  certain  forms  of  expression,  and  the 
schools  and  the  purists  generally  have  en- 
couraged the  growth  of  the  feeling  that  a 
printed  page  and  a  picture  reproduced  on  a 
common  printing  press  are  not  within  art's 
high  domain.  Our  backwardness  in  the  deco- 
rative arts  is  doubtless  in  part  due  to  this 
v%'orship  of  paint  and  canvas." 


THE  DECAY  OF  ILLUSTRATION. 

F.  C.  TiLNEY,  who  is  an  illustrator  himself, 
has  written  a  long  letter  in  the  Academy  on 
"The  Decay  of  Illustration."  It  is  not,  he 
thinks,  as  bad  as  it  seems.  He  says  that  "the 
dozen  or  so  of  illustrators  in  the  famous  six- 
ties can  be  more  than  matched  to-day,"  but 
then  he  goes  on  to  deplore  the  present  market 
prices  for  work  in  this  field,  which  he  thinks 
are  not  high  enough  to  tempt  all  the  capable 
hands  available,  and  he  has  other  charges  to 
bring  against  the  publishers  and  editors.  Proc- 
ess work  makes  it  easy  to  reproduce  almost 
anything.  Magazines  spring  up  in  preposterous 
numbers,  and  since  they  must  all  be  "fully 
illustrated,"  the  feeblest  drawings  are  ac- 
cepted at  the  cheapest  prices,  merely  to  fill 
space.  Immature  students  are  employed  be- 
cause competent  artists  are  considered  too 
expensive.  "All  this,"  says  the  New  York 
Tribune,  "is  very  sad,  and  if  it  applies  to  the 
whole  situation  in  England,  our  heart  bleeds 
for  the  down-trodden  British  illustrator.  But 
we  wonder  if  Mr.  Tilney  is  quite  accurate  in 
his  presentation  of  the  case.  In  this  country, 
at  all  events,  no  illustrator  worth  his  salt  need 
complain  of  inability  to  earn  a  good  living. 
In  spite  of  the  photograph  and  the  half-tone 
his  services  are  always  in  demand.  In  fact 
it  is  not  uncommon,  we  believe,  for  the  illus- 
trator of  an  article  or  story  to  be  paid  more 
for  his  drawings  than  is  paid  to  the  author." 


PRINTERS'  LEAGUE  OF  AMERICA. 

To  establish  peace  between  the  printers  of 
New  York  who  employ  union  help  and  their 
employes  who  are  members  of  Typographical 
Union  No.  6  about  fifty  owners  of  New  York 
printing  establishments  met  on  the  evening  of 
February  5,  in  the  Union  Square  Hotel,  and 
adopted  by-laws  and  part  of  a  constitution. 
The  new  organization  will  be  known  as  the 
Printers*  League  of  America. 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  by 
Charles  Francis,  president  of  the  league,  who 
explained  that  he  had  received  many  mes- 
SLgts  from  employing  printers  who  were  un- 
able to  be  present,  but  who  sent  word  that 
they  would  abide  by  any  action  taken  by  the 
convention.  Mr.  Francis  declared  that  in  the 
last  big  strike  in  New  York  City,  which 
began  in  January,  1906,  $8,000,000  had  been 
spgnt  by  employers  and  employes. 

In  addition  to  its  main  object  of  avoiding 
strikes  by  conciliation  and  arbitration,  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  Printers'  League  to  discard  in- 
dividual labor  contracts  and  instead  introduce 
the  system  of  collective  labor  contracts.  It 
will  also  seek  to  provide  a  plan  of  adjusting 
disputes  under  existing  contracts  through  a 
court  of  arbitration. 

Another  meeting  of  the  League  will  be 
called  in  March.  Thus  far,  we  understand, 
none  of  the  larger  and  more  important  finns 
has  expressed  its  intention  of  joining  the 
movement. 


WATCH  OUT  FOR  CHECK  SWINDLER. 

A  CLEVER  check  swindler  is  abroad,  and  has 
already  obtained  books  and  cash  from  at  least 
one  bookseller  in  New  York.  The  man  is 
about  fifty  years  of  age,  of  medium  height 
and  weight,  has  iron  grey  hair  and  mous- 
tache and  dark  eyes.  In  one  bookstore  he  se- 
lected several  books  which  he  desired  held  for 
instructions — they  were  eventually  to  be  sent 
to  his  sister — and  several  other  books  he  took 
away  with  him.  In  payment  he  oflPered  a 
check  for  $24.75,  drawn  on  the  State  Bank  of 
Chicago,  payable  to  N.  B.  Sears,  signed  "Bar- 
bee  Wire  and  Iron  Works,  per  G.  R.  Rix, 
Treas.,"  and  obtained  ten  dollars  cash  in 
change.  The  swindler  claims  to  be  the  expert 
accountant  of  the  Barbee  firm.  Needless  to 
say  the  check  came  back  marked  "N.  G." 


FOR  THE  KEATS-SHELLEY  FUND. 

An  entertainment  was  given  in  the  after- 
noon of  the  14th  inst.  at  the  Waldorf-Astoria, 
in  New  York  City,  to  aid  the  Keats-Shelley 
memorial  in  Rome.  There  were  present  in 
the  audience  Mrs.  Grover  Qeveland  and  rep- 
resentatives of  the  English  and  Italian  Em- 
bassies. On  the  stage,  the  decorations  of 
which  were  arranged  by  Carroll  Beckwith, 
the  artist,  were  Edmund  Clarence  Stedman. 
who  presided:  Mrs.  Ruth  McEnery  Stuart, 
Miss  Julia  Marlowe,  Miss  Beatrice  Herford. 
Mark  Twain,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  Van  Dyke, 
F.  Hopkinson  Smith  and  Dr.  S.  Weir  Mit- 
chell, all  of  whom  took  part  in  the  exercises. 
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In  his  introductory  remarks  Mr.  Stedman 
made  special  reference  to  Robert  Underwood 
Johnson,  secretary  of  the  committee,  who  has 
made  two  journeys  to  Rome  and  done  much 
hard  work  in  the  interest  of  the  memorial. 

Mark  Twain  read  the  "Memorabilia"  ("Ah, 
did  you  once  see  Shelley  Plain?")  as  a  pen- 
dant to  Shelley's  ode  "To  a  Skylark."  Miss 
Julia  Marlowe  recited  from  Keats's  "Ode  on 
a  Grecian  Urn,"  preceded  by  the  lyric  "In  a 
Drear-nighted  December,"  and  the  sonnet 
"Fame,  like  a  wayward  girl."  Mrs.  Wellman 
sang  a  group  of  songs  to  Shelley's  words, 
and  also  Browning's  "The  Yearns  at  the 
Spring."  Dr.  S.  Weir  Mitchell  and  Henry 
Van  Dyke  read  appropriate  selections,  and 
the  humor  was  furnished  by  F.  Hopkinson 
Smith,  in  a  part  of  "Colonel  Carter's  Christ- 
mas," Miss  Beatrice  Herford  in  monologues, 
and  Mrs.  Ruth  McEnery  Stuart  in  plantation 
sketches. 

The  programmes,  which  sold  at  $1  each, 
had  beautifully  decorated  covers  in  colors, 
and  contained  portraits  of  the  two  poets,  a 
picture  showing  the  Keats  house  in  Rome, 
which  is  to  be  turned  into  a  memorial  build- 
ing, and  pictures  of  the  graves  of  the  poets 
in  the  Protestant  cemetery  in  the  same  city, 
with  facsimiles  of  manuscript,  etc.  As  near 
as  could  be  estimated,  the  reading  added  be- 
tween two  and  three  thousand  dollars  to  the 
fund.

About  one  hundred  members  of  the  Sta- 
tioners' Board  of  Trade  attended  the  annual 
dinner  given  on  the  evening  of  February  14 
at  the  Waldorf-Astoria.

To  the  Editor  of  The  Publisher^  Weekly, 

Dear  Sir:  As  it  is  a  custom  with  you  to 
note  changes  of  any  public  character  among 
the  booksellers  of  the  country,  it  occurred  to 
me  that  j'ou  had  better  have  the  following 
information  first  hand. 

After  more  than  one-third  of  a  century  I 
have  come  to  the  reluctant  decision  that  I 
cannot  afford  to  remain  longer  in  the  book 
and  stationery  business,  and  after  April  i 
there  will  be  no  "Stanton's  Old  City  Book- 
store." 

I  will  quit  just  about  where  I  began,  with 
my  original  investment  intact  and  nothing  to 
show  for  my  long  service  but  a  family  of 
four  children  cared  for  and  educated  and 
ready  to  take  hold  for  themselves. 

I  believe  I  will  drop  out  of  the  ranks  with 
the  best  wishes  and  good  will  of  all  the  trade 
with  whom  I  have  had  business  relations,  and 
certainly  there  is  no  ill  feeling  on  my  side 
towards  any  individual  or  firm,  though  I  may 
not  feel  any  too  kindly  towards  certain  meth- 
ods that  have  compelled  the  bookseller  to  do 
the  work  of  distribution  with  too  little  or  per- 
haps no  compensation. 

But  let  that  pass,  and  allow  me  through 
these  columns  to  bid  a  reluctant  good-bye  to 
the  familiar  names  and  faces  that  have,  for  so 
long,  been  a  part  of  my  every  day  life,  and  to 
my  fellow  retail  bookseller  I  hope  that  the 
day  of  miracles  is  yet  with  us,  and  that  he 
may  perform  one  by  making  a  great  financial 
success  of  the  book  business.

OBITUARY  NOTES. 

David  Peck  Rhoades.  formerly  president  of 
the  New  York  News  Company,  died  on  Feb- 
ruary 3,  at  his  home  at  Stratford,  Conn.,  aged 
eighty-three.  About  three  weeks  ago  Mr. 
Rhoades  slipped  and  fell,  sustaining  injuries 
that  resulted  in  his  death.  Mr.  Rhoades  was 
bom  in  Milford,  Conn.,  in  1824,  He  came  to 
New  York  City  at  an  early  age.  As  a  boy  he 
sold  papers,  and  then  obtained  a  position  with 
a  manufacturing  jeweller  in  the  same  building 
in  which  the  Ne^v  Yorker  was  published  by 
Horace  Greeley.  Shortly  after,  Greeley  en- 
trusted Rhoades  with  his  mailing  list,  and 
when  the  Neiv  York  Tribune  was  started  in 
1841  he  was  made  circulation  manager  of  that 
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paper.  In  1867  Mr.  Rhoades  left  the  Tribune 
to  become  president  of  the  New  York  News 
Company,  from  which  he  retired  in  1885  to 
be  succeeded  by  his  son,  John  W.  Rhoades, 
who  is  now  connected  with  the  American 
News  Company.  His  grandson,  J.  Howard 
Rhoades,  several  years  ago  became  manager 
of  the  New  York  News  Company,  which  thus 
for  nearly  half  a  century  has  been  successfully 
conducted  by  three  generations  of  one  family. 

Sir  William  Howard  Russell,  the  famous 
war  correspondent  and  since  1858  proprietor 
and  editor  of  The  Army  and  Navy  Gazette, 
died  on  the  loth  inst  m  London.  Had  he 
lived  until  March  28  he  would  have  been 
eighty-seven  years  old,  having  been  born  in 
Dublin  in  1820.  He  served  the  London  Times 
as  war  correspondent  from  the  Crimean  cam- 
paign in  1854  down  to  the  Egyptian  struggle 
in  1^4.  He  may  be  said  to  have  created  the 
art  of  war  correspondence.  His  power  of 
vivid  description  was  extraordinary  and  his 
conversance  with  military  tactics  was  compre- 
hensive, Uiough  the  colorings  of  prejudice 
very  often  spoiled  his  brilliant  pictures.  This 
was,  for  example,  the  case  with  his  account 
of  the  rout  of  the  Union  forces  at  the  first 
battle  of  Bull  Run,  July  21,  1861,  which,  by 
the  way,  Dr.  Russell,  as  he  was  then  known,  is 
said  never  to  have  witnessed.  The  description 
of  the  behavior  and  deportment  of  the  Federal 
forces  on  that  occasion  which  he  sent  to  Lon- 
don was  too  much  for  the  sensibilities  of  the 
Union  leaders,  galled  as  they  were  by  the  re- 
sults of  the  battle.  Dr.  Russell  left  the 
United  States  not  long  thereafter,  leaving  the 
American  forces  North  and  South  to  finish 
their  struggle  unaided.  The  nickname  of 
"Bull  Run  Russell,"  which  was  bestowed  on 
him  on  account  of  this  incident,  was  not  ap- 
plied either  in  affection  or  in  admiration  of 
his  abilities  as  a  war  correspondent  How- 
ever, he  achieved  world-wide  reputation  and 
was  honored  with  many  foreign  decorations 
and  orders  and,  finally,  in  1895,  he  was  created 
a  knight.  He  published  many  books,  among 
others  "Letters  from  the  Crimea,"  "The  Brit- 
ish Expedition  to  the  Crimea,"  "My  Diary 
North  and  South,"  in  1862  after  he  returned 
to  England  from  the  United  States ;  "Canada, 
Its  Defences,"  "Rifle  Qubs  and  Volunteer 
Corps,"  "The  Adventures  of  Dr.  Brady."  "My 
Diary  in  the  East  with  the  Prince  of  Wales" 
and  "Hesperothen,  or,  Notes  from  the  West." 


NOTES  ON  AUTHORS. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Watson,  better  known  as 
"Ian  Maclaren,"  author  of  "Beside  the  Bonnie 
Briar  Bush,"  etc.,  is  in  New  York.  He  will 
lecture  in  this  country  before  returning  home. 

Miss  Alice  A.  Holmes,  the  blind  poetess 
of  Jersey  City,  N.  J.,  quietly  celebrated  on 
February  9  at  her  home,  223  Warren  Street, 
the  eighty-sixth  anniversary  of  her  birth. 
Miss  Holmes  was  bom  in  Wind  Farthing, 
County  Norfolk,  England,  on  February  9, 
1821,  and  came  to  America  at  the  age  of  eight. 
On  the  voyage  over  she  was  stricken  with 
smallpox,  and  when  she  was  discharged  from 
the  hospital  it  was  found  that  her  sight  had 


been  destroyed.  At  seventeen  she  was  sent 
to  the  New  York  Institution  for  the  Blind* 
where  she  spent  seven  years.  Miss  Fanny 
Crosby,  the  blind  hymn  writer,  was  attending 
the  institution  at  that  time  and  the  young 
women  were  close  friends.  Miss  Holmes  did 
not  aspire  at  that  time  to  be  a  poet.  "I  idol- 
ized Fanny,"  she  said,  "and  was  very  fond  of 
her  poetry,  but  it  was  not  until  I  was  about 
thirty  that  I  began  to  write.  I  probably  would 
not  have  had  the  courage  to  write  for  publica- 
tion if  it  hadn't  been  for  Jeanne  L.  Bruce,  a 
Jersey  City  poet,  who  had  quite  a  reputation 
in  her  day.  She  gave  me  much  encourage- 
ment and,  acting  on  her  advice,  I  had  many 
little  things  published."  Miss  Holmes  has 
had  four  volumes  of  poems  published  and  for 
a  long  time  she  supported  herself  by  her  pen. 


JOURNALISTIC  NOTES. 

R1CHAIU)  G.  Badger  has  become  the  pub- 
lisher of  The  Journal  of  Abnormal  Psychol- 
ogy,  of  which  Dr.  Morton  Prince  is  editor, 
with  Professor  Miinsterberg,  Dr.  Putnam,  Dr. 
Hoch,  Dr.  Boris  Sidis,  Dr.  Dana  and  Dr. 
Meyer  as  his  associates. 

The  February  issue  of  The  Open  Court 
among  other  interesting  matter  contains  an 
informing  article  by  David  P.  Abbott,  entitled 
"Half  Hours  with  Mediums,"  which  explains 
some  very  clever  tricks  employed  by  profes- 
sional mediums  to  dupe  their  audiences. 

Ridgway's  Magazine  with  its  issue  for  Feb- 
ruary 9  has  suspended  publication.  In  a  vale- 
dictory editorial  Erman  J.  Ridgway  says  that 
experience  proved  the  soundness  of  the  ideas 
on  which  his  national  weekly  was  based,  but 
the  knockout  blow  came  when  he  tried  to 
carry  out  his  plans  on  the  mechanical  side. 
The  public  would  not  put  up  with  a  poorly- 
printed  paper,  however  lofty  its  purposes, 
however  strong  its  intellectual  equipment,  and 
editions  containing  late  local  news  in  fourteen 
cities  could  not  be  printed  on  slow  presses. 
Hence  the  production  of  the  paper  was  im- 
possible. 

Thomas  Watson,  it  is  announced,  is  to  es- 
tablish a  chain  of  newspapers  through  the 
South,  with  Thomas  H.  Tibbies,  the  Populist 
leader,  as  his  managing  editor  and  chief  edi- 
torial writer.  Mr.  Tibbies,  who  has  been 
editor  of  The  Investigator  in  Omaha  for  the 
last  year,  resigned  that  position  on  the  9th 
inst.  and  will  leave  shortly  for  Atlanta,  from 
which  point  the  newspapers  will  be  edited. 
At  the  head  of  the  chain  will  be  Watson's 
Jcifersonian  Magazine  and  his  JeWersonian 
Weekly,  now  published  in  Atlanta.  Newspa- 
pers will  be  issued  in  Atlanta,  Texas,  Louis- 
iana and  Mississippi,  and  later  elsewhere. 
We  presume  Watson  hopes  to  succeed  where 
Ridgway  failed. 

The  inaugural  number  of  the  Journal  of 
American  History  has  just  been  issued  by 
the  Associated  Publishers  of  American  Rec- 
ords, Inc.,  in  the  form  of  a  quarto  volume  of 
192  pages.  It  purports  to  collect  the  "various 
phases  of  history,  art,  literature,  science,  in- 
dustry, and  such  as  pertains  to  the  moral,  in- 
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tellectual  and  political  uplift  of  the  Ameri- 
can nation,"  and  to  be  a  "testimonial  of  the 
marked  individuality  and  strong  character  of 
the  builders  of  the  American  republic."  It 
certainly  contains  much  information  relating 
to  the  above-mentioned  matters,  and  is  em- 
bellished with  reproductions  of  prints  and 
works  of  art,  seals,  coats-of-arms  and  pho- 
tographs, together  with  numerous  illustra- 
tions in  bright  colors  on  tissue  paper  of  the 
growth  of  the  American  flag.  The  publica- 
tion is  compiled  in  collaboration  with  the 
Connecticut  Magazine,  and  is  to  be  issued 
quarterly  at  two  dollars  a  year,  or  fifty  cents 
a  single  copy.

The  new 
work  is  written  entirely  in  Spanish,  and  is 
complete  in  itself,  so  that  the  student  who  is 
acquainted  with  the  Spanish  language  may 
readily  learn  Spanish  shorthand  without  ref- 
erence to  any  other  text-book.  The  scheme  of 
lessons  in  this  work  follows  the  plan  devel- 
oped in  "Isaac  Pitman's  Short  Course  in 
Shorthand."  Considerable  attention  has  been 
devoted  to  the  important  matter  of  Spanish 
correspondence,  and  there  are  exercises  in 
shorthand  and  in  ordinary  type  sufficient  to 
give  the  student  a  thorough  drilling  in  the 
reading  and  writing  of  business  communica- 
tions. 

The  Oliver  Ditson  Company,  Boston, 
have  added  to  their  important  series  of  mas- 
terpieces of  song  and  piano  music — The  Mu- 
sicians' Library — "Thirty  Piano  Compositions 
by  Felix  Mendelssohn."  The  compositions, 
edited  by  Percy  Goetschius,  have  been  selected 
chiefly  with  a  view  to  presenting  the  com* 
poser's  characteristics  in  the  most  striking 
manner;  but  they  also  include  those  of  Men- 
delssohn's works  which  have  become  in  the 
best  sense  popular.  The  object  of  the  edi- 
tor's revision  has  been  accurate  definition  of 
the  phrasing  and  notation,  careful  and  sys- 
tematic fingering,  and  a  few  general  directions 
concerning  interpretation  and  the  use  of  the 
pedal.  Daniel  Gregory  Mason  has  furnished 
a  discerning  essay  on  Mendelssohn's  art  and 
style,  and  there  has  also  been  included  a  bib- 
liography including  books  and  articles  in 
books.  The  book  has  been  carefully  and 
handsomely  printed  at  the  Merrymount,  a 
hall-mark  of  good  work,  and  contains  a  fine 
portrait  of  Mendelssohn. 

HorcHTON,  Mifflin  &  Co.  are  to  publish 
the  series  of  books  thus  far  produced  in  re- 
sponse to  the  annual  prizes  given  by  Hart, 
SchaflFner  &  Marx,  of  Chicago,  for  the  best 
"Essays  in  Economics."  They  are  "The 
Causes,  Extent,  and  Recent  Indications  of 
Progress  in  Germany,"  by  Earl  Dean  How- 
ard; "The  Causes  of  the  Panic  of  1893,"  by 
William  J.  Lauck;  "What  Method  of  Educa- 
tion is  Best  Suited  to  Men  Entering  Trade  or 
Commerce,"  by  Harlow  Stafford  Person; 
"Federal  Regulation  of  Railway  Rates,"  by 


Albert  N.  Merritt;  and  "Should  Ship  Subsi- 
dies Be  Offered  by  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,"  by  Walter  T.  Dunmore.  It 
will  be  remembered  that  the  judges  awarding 
these  prizes  were  J.  Lawrence  Laughlin,  J.  B. 
Garke,  Henry  C.  Adams,  Horace  White  and 
Carroll  D.  Wright,  names  bearing  evidence 
that  the  munificent  donors  of  the  prizes  not 
only  were  willing  to  encourage  serious  work, 
but  were  resolved  that  their  gifts  should 
go  to  the  deserving.  They  have  also  in 
preparation  Miss  Mary  Johnston's  drama  of 
the  French  Revolution,  entitled  "The  God- 
dess of  Reason." 

A.  C.  McClurg  &  Co.  will  announce  for  pub- 
lication during  the  fall  of  this  year  a  uniform 
handy-volume  edition  of  the  great  writers  of 
fiction,  in  uniform  tjrpography  at  uniform 
prices.  Dickens,  Thackeray,  Scott,  George 
Eliot,  etc.,  will  be  printed  from  entirely  new 
plates  and  will  appear  under  the  general  series 
heading  of  The  Prairie  Classics.  Compact- 
ness, readability  and  serviceability  will  be  the 
features  of  this  edition.  The  volumes  are  to  be 
4^  X  754  inches  in  size,  (the  same  as  Mc- 
Clurg's  well-known  World's  Best  Series — The 
World's  Greatest  Short  Stories;)  the  type 
used  is  the  excellent  "Scotch  face"  made  by 
the  Miller  &  Richard  foundry  at  Edinburgh, 
and  the  paper  is  the  famous  English  "Bible'' 
paper,  remarkable  for  the  great  number  of 
pages  that  can  be  put  into  small  bulk.  In  the 
matter  of  illustrations  tradition  will  be  set 
aside,  and  each  volume  will  have  a  frontis- 
piece in  colors  from  the  brush  of  George  Al- 
fred Williams,  whose  recent  depictions  of 
characters  from  Dickens  have  aroused  con- 
siderable discussion  for  their  original  con 
ception.  These  first  ten  titles  will  be  fol  • 
lowed  during  igo8  by  another  group,  and  the 
plan  contemplates  eventually  completing  each 
author. 

Henry  Holt  &  Company  will  publish  about 
the  end  of  the  month  in  conjunction  with 
Chatto  &  Windus,  of  London,  a  remarkable 
biography  of  a  fascinating  woman,  being 
"Julie  De  Lespinasse,"  by  the  Marquis  de 
Segur,  who,  already  favorably  known  as  an 
author,  has  found  a  very  able  translator  in 
P.  H.  Lee  Warner.  Julie  excited  widespread 
attention  recently  as  the  original  of  the  hero- 
ine of  Mrs.  Ward's  "Lady  Rose's  Daughter." 
The  Marquis  has  discovered  many  new 
sources  of  information,  and  has  cleared  up 
the  mystery  hitherto  regarded  as  insoluble^ 
which  on  one  side  has  hung  over  the  origin 
of  Mile,  de  Lespinasse.  He  also  completely 
refutes  many  of  the  calumnies  by  earlier  biog- 
raphers, and  moreover  presents  for  the  first 
time  the  heroine's  letters  to  her  pupil  and  half 
brother,  Abel  de  Vichy,  letters  which  throw  a 
pleasant  light  on  her  domesticity,  family  af- 
fection, love  for  children  and  shrewd  com- 
monsense.  The  only  authentic  portrait  of 
Mile,  de  Lespinasse  will  be  reproduced  as  a 
frontispiece.  They  will  follow  up  their  recent 
volume  of  three  plays  by  Racine  with  one  of  . 
three  by  Corneille,  being  that  author's  "Le 
Cid,"  "Horace"  and  "Polyeucte,"  edited  by 
Professor  W.  A.  Nitze  and  Dr.  S.  L.  Galpin, 
of  Amherst    College.     The   combination   of 
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these  dramas  gives  an  opportunity  for  a  gen- 
eral introduction  on  the  nature  and  rise  of 
French  drama,  though  there  are  also  separate 
introductions  to  the  three  plays.

A  PUBLISHER'S  VIEW  OF  HIS  PRO- 
FESSION. 

John  Murray,  of  the  famous  English  pub- 
lishing firm,  contributes  to  the  December 
[1906]  issue  of  The  Contemporary  Review  an 
interesting  article  on  the  work  of  a  publisher. 
The  article  is  entitled  "A  Publisher  in  Peace 
Time,"  very  likely  to  emphasize  the  fact  that 
the  publisher  has  other,  more  important  and 
peaceable  work  to  perform  than  to  engage  in 
war,  whether  it  be  with  The  Times  or  any 
other  dark  power. 

Mr..  Murray,  who  notices  the  depredations 
of  the  undersellers  only  in  the  briefest  man- 
ner, dismisses  the  so-called  "Book  War"  in 

the  following  words : 

"The  appeal  of  The  Times  is  made  to 
the  instinct  of  greed;  to  the  purchaser 
who  desires  to  secure  a  bargain,  regard- 
less of  whether  it  is  offered  at  the  expense 
of  some  one  else  or  not.  The  estimates  of 
production  set  fortb  by  The  Times  are  in- 
complete and  inaccurate  in  almost  every  de- 
tail, but  even  assuming  them  to  be  correct, 
their  whole  justification  rests  on  such  cheap- 
ness as  sweated  labor  and  inferior  materials 
alone  can  produce.  It  does  not  enter  into  the 
purview  of  the  writer  to  suppose  that  either 
an  author  or  a  publisher  can  take  a  pride  in 
turning  a  book  out  in  a  creditable  manner  and 
in  spending  on  it  more  than  the  lowest 
'grinding'  prices  require,  and  yet  such  a  pride 
does  exist,  and  will  continue  to  exist,  in  spite 
of  all  the  efforts  of  The  Times  to  eradicate 
it" 

Passing  on  to  points  of  more  general  inter- 
est in  connection  with  his  business,  Mr.  Mur- 
ray deals  with  the  sudden  and  mysterious  dead 
stop  that  often  occurs  in  the  sale  of  books; 
the  unacknowledged  and  unpaid  for  edi- 
torial supervision  that  a  work  may  call  for 


after  acceptance;  the  large  demand  for  free 
copies  of  books  (five  for  copyright  purposes 
alone,  in  England) ;  and  the  doubling,  in  the 
last  thirty  years,  of  a  publisher's  general 
establishment  expenses. 

As  to  what  creates  popularity,  Mr.  Murray 
says  that  the  popular  belief  that  Gladstone 
could  secure  the  success  of  any  book  was 
proved  false  in  the  failure  of  three  promising 
biographies  published  by  Mr.  Murray,  two  of 
them  at  Gladstone's  instigation,  and  all  three 
puffed  by  reviews,  speeches,  and  private  com- 
mendation from  the  great  statesman.  Ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Murray  probably  not  more  than 
a  score  or  two  all  told  of  the  modem  Eng- 
lish novelists'  books  sell  to  the  extent  of 
over  10,000  and  the  large  number  of  new 
novels  do  not  sell  beyond  one  or  two  thou- 
sand copies.  To  produce  1000  copies  of  an 
ordinary  novel,  Mr.  Murray  calculates, 
"costs  about  £85,  or  is.  Sj^d.  the  copy;  add, 
say,  £50  for  advertising  and  we  have  a  total 
of  £135.  If  the  whole  edition  be  sold,  the 
gross  yield  is  £148,  leaving  £13  for  author  and 
publisher;  2000  in  like  manner  would  cost, 
with  advertising,  £160  or  £170,  and  would 
3rield  just  over  £300." 

As  to  the  personal  work  of  the  publisher 
the  following  "confession"  may  be  of  interest 
to  the  trade  as  well  as  to  the  general  public : 

"Manuscripts  are  sent  to  him  in  large  num- 
bers, let  us  say  to  the  extent  of  two  or  three 
per  working  day  of  the  year;  they  are  dis- 
tributed among  a  number  of  readers,  who 
form  and  express  an  opinion  upon  them.  The 
larger  part  is  at  once  rejected  as  useless ;  the 
rest  are  reported  as  being  good  or  doubtful. 
In  the  case  of  important  works  involving 
technical  knowledge,  some  are  sent  to  special- 
ists for  a  second  opinion.  The  publisher  him- 
self generally  reads  the  others  and  forms  his 
own  decision.  This  is  an  essential  part  of  his 
business,  for  if  the  work  be  accepted  and  pub- 
lished he  will,  in  many  cases,  be  in  almost 
daily  communication  with  the  author,  reading 
his  proofs,  offering  suggestions,  helping  to 
verify  references  and  generally  acting  as  a 
sort  of  sub-editor.  This  last  remark  applies 
mainly  to  the  work  of  new  and  inexperi- 
enced authors,  as  the  experienced  ones  do 
not  always  require  such  assistance. 

"I  have  no  wish  to  refer  to  my  own  per- 
sonal work  in  an  egotistic  spirit,  but,  as  I  be- 
lieve it  is  similar  to  that  performed  by  all 
well-known  brethren  of  the  craft,  I  may  men- 
tion that  I  have  in  this  way  edited,  or  in  part 
edited,  or  read  the  proofs  of  over  200  books. 
In  some  cases  the  author  has  acknowledged 
this  help,  unasked,  in  his  preface;  in  many 
more  he  has  done  so  in  private  letters;  in 
some  cases  he  appears  to  regard  it  as  a  pro- 
ceeding requiring  no  time  or  labor  and  not 
worth  mentioning.  I  need  hardly  add  that 
these  services,  such  as  they  are,  are  rendered 
as  part  of  a  publisher's  ordinary  responsibility, 
and  are  never  paid  for. 
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"When  a  ms.  is  accepted,  it  has  to  be  'cast 
off,*  or  measured  up  by  the  printer;  type  and 
page  have  to  be  decided,  and  many  specimens 
are  often  set  up  before  the  form  is  fixed.  The 
processes  of  proof  revising,  of  choosing  and 
making  illustrations  and  maps,  and  all  the 
other  minutiae  of  printing,  need  not  be  speci- 
fied here;  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  they  in- 
volve an  indefinite  amount  of  labor,  watching 
and  care,  if  they  are  to  be  properly  fulfilled. 
Once  more  I  must  touch  on  a  personal  ques- 
tion. My  brother  Hallam  is  now  pretty  well 
known  as  an  amateur  artist,  and  one  who  has 
had  wide  experience  of  all  processes  of  art 
reproduction.  All  illustrations  pass  through 
his  hands  and  on  many  occasions  he  has  spent 
days,  or  even  weeks,  in  superintending  the 
illustrations  of  one  book,  selecting  pictures, 
touching  up  proofs  and  plates,  and  even  re- 
drawing the  subjects  himself."  .  .  . 

"It  must  not,  however,  be  supposed  that  a 
publisher's  work  consists  wholly  or  even  main- 
ly in  awaiting  mss.  and  dealing  with  them  as 
they  come  in.  His  more  arduous  duties  com- 
prise the  originating  and  carrying  out  of  new 
works;  the  finding  out  what  standard  books 
and  books  of  reference  are  required,  discover- 
ing men  to  write  them,  and  searching  for  new 
markets  and  new  wants  in  the  United  King- 
dom and  the  Colonies.  If  he  be  an  educational 
publisher  he  must  keep  in  touch  with  hun- 
dreds of  schools  and  schoolmasters,  and  learn, 
from  them  in  what  respects  his  books  are 
capable  of  improvement  and  what  gaps  there 
are  to  be  filled  up.  This  involves  an  endless 
amount  of  correspondence,  and  many  expen- 
sive journeys  and  interviews. 

"The  'Dictionary  of  National  Biography*  is 
a  standing  monument  of  the  enterprise  of 
publishers,  and  so  is  the  great  series  of  clas- 
sical and  Biblical  dictionaries  planned  and 
carried  out  by  my  father  in  conjunction  with 
Sir  William  Smith.  No  one  will  deny  the 
value  of  these  works.  Some  may  imagine 
that  they  are  undertaken  with  the  sole  idea 
of  sordid  gain ;  but  this  is  far  from  being  the 
case;  many  of  them  have  proved  very  profit- 
able undertakings,  but  none  has  proved  re- 
munerative until  after  many  years  of  waiting 
and  hard  work,  and  the  expenditure  of  very 
large  sums  of  money.  For  example,  the  'Dic- 
tionary of  Christian  Biography*  and  the  'Dic- 
tionary of  Hymnolpgy,*  which  have  no  rivals 
in  any  language  and  are  everywhere  regarded 
as  the  standard  authorities  on  the  subjects 
they  deal  with,  and  the  'Classical  Atlas'  and 
the  separate  sheet  maps,  the  best  of  their 
kind  in  the  world,  at  present  show  a  deficit 
of  more  thousands  of  pounds  than  I  care  to 
proclaim;  but  we  are  none  the  less  proud  of 
having  prepared  and  published  them.  We 
publishers  have,  all  of  us,  made  endeavors 
from  time  to  time  to  earn  the  credit  of  giving 
to  the  world  books  of  lasting  worth,  with  only 
a  secondary  eye  to  profit,  which  often  never 
comes.*' 

No  business,  concludes  Mr.  Murray,  except 
perhaps  the  management  of  a  great  news- 
paper, demands  so  much  unremitting  labor, 
alertness,  and  attention  to  infinite  detail,  as 
the  business  of  publishing  books. 


At  a  special  meeting  of  the  American  Pub- 
lishers' Association,  held  on  the  nth  inst,  it 
was  decided  to  amend  the  by-laws  of  the  As- 
sociation by  striking  out  Article  vii.,  remov- 
ing all  provision  for  penalties  excepting  only 
those  for  non-pajrment  of  dues.  We  are 
pleased  to  note  that  the  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, with  two  minor  exceptions,  are  unan- 
imous in  the  expression  of  their  intention  to 
support  the  booktrade  reform  without  regard 
to  any  change  of  plan.  The  American  Pub- 
lishers' Association  is  undoubtedly  in  a  better 
position  now  to  maintain  reform  than  it  has 
been  at  any  time  since  its  organization;  and 
if  the  retail  trade  will  do  its  share  and  stand 
loyally  by  their  allies,  the  publishers,  the  fu- 
tiwe  of  the  booktrade  will  be  secure. 


It  has  been  suggested  by  our  English  breth- 
ren of  the  trade  that  American  publishers, 
who  are  supposed  to  have  troubles  enough  of 
their  own  in  fighting  underselling  at  home, 
might  be  considerate  enough  not  to  give  com- 
fort to  the  English  underseller  abroad — The 
Times  Book  Gub,  for  example — by  supplying 
him  with  the  means  to  wage  war  against  them. 
It  is  claimed  that  Mr.  Hooper,  during  his 
recent  visit  in  this  country,  purchased  up- 
wards of  20,000  volumes  from  members  of 
the  American  Publishers*  Association  and 
others  and  that  he  is  expecting  another  large 
consignment  from  the  same  sources.  The 
German  booktrade  has  offered  assistance  to 
their  English  brethren  by  refusing  to  sup- 
ply English  books  to  supposed  agents  of  the 
undersellers,  and  we  trust  that  the  American 
booktrade  will  also  refuse  to  furnish  stock — 
even  if  it  be  only  dead  or  "plug"  stock — to  an 
agency  whose  sole  aim  it  is  to  use  such  stock 
only  as  a  club  with  which  to  beat  the  life  out 
of  the  regular  booktrade. 


THE  GRAPHIC  ARTS  AT  THE  JAMES- 
TOWN EXPOSITION. 

The  Department  op  Graphic  Arts  of  the 
Jamestown  Tercentennial  Exposition,  to  be 
held  at  Hampton  Roads,  Va.,  April  26  to 
December  i,  1907,  in  commemoration  of  the 
first  English  settlement  in  America,  has  pub- 
lished a  prospectus  explaining  the  plan  and 
scope  of  the  exhibit  of  printing,  publishing, 
engraving  and  binding.  The  purpose  of  the 
Department  of  Graphic  Arts  will  be  less  to 
make  an  inclusive  exhibit  of  all  the  tools,  ma- 
chines and  products  of  America  than  to  ob- 
tain a  selective  display  of  the  best  machines, 
the  best  products  of  the  foremost  printing, 
binding  and  engraving  houses  of  the  country. 
The  main  divisions  of  exhibits  in  this  depart- 
ment will  be  as  follows : 
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I     HISTORICAL   EXHIBIT. 

The  historical  exhibit  will  be  a  display  of 
the  work  of  the  American  press  during  the 
nearly  three  hundred  years  of  its  existence. 
Beginning  with  early  Americana,  of  which 
there  are  many  rare  and  extremely  interest- 
ing specimens,  the  examples  will  include  work 
from  the  G>lonial  presses,  books,  newspapers 
and  broadsides,  and  will  trace  the  art  down 
by  way  of  Franklin  and  Thomas  to  the  nine- 
teenth century.  The  characteristic  books  of 
that  period  will  be  shown,  bringing  the  art 
down  to  a  point  where  it  will  logically  con- 
nect with  the  main  exhibit  of  modem  work. 
Among  the  examples  in  this  group  will  be 
specimens  of  early  engraving  and  binding. 

II.      PRINTING^    ENGRAVING,    AND    BINDING    MA- 
CHINERY   AND   PRINTIN&OFFICB   SUPPLIES. 

Since  methods  and  processes  play  a  most 
important  part  in  the  production  of  printed 
matter  of  high  quality,  the  exhibit  of  ma- 
chines and  supplies  under  the  above  head  will 
be  one  of  the  very  greatest  importance  to 
printers  and  others  interested  in  the  technical 
details  of  printing,  and  forming  an  instructive 
exhibit  for  every  one.  Presses,  type-setting 
machines,  paper-cutters,  engraving  and  bind- 
ing machinery,  together  with  the  various 
smaller  furnishings  of  the  printing  office,  the 
engraving  plant  and  the  bindery,  will  be  ade- 
quately shown.  Included  in  this  group  will 
be  the  exhibits  of  type  from  the  leading 
foundries  and  of  ink  from  the  foremost  ink 
makers.  It  is  the  intention  in  this  group  to 
obtain  a  representative  display  of  the  best  and 
most  highly  developed  machines  and  tools,  in 
order  to  give  a  comprehensive  idea  of  the 
present  state  of  the  industries  whose  products 
will  be  exhibited. 

Of  very  great  interest  in  this  connection  will 
be  the  "live"  exhibits — of  machinery  in  mo- 
tion. 

UL      PAPER. 

There  will  be  an  interesting  display  illus- 
trating the  manufacture  of  paper  and  showing 
samples  of  the  wide  and  interesting  varieties 
of  American  papers.  This  will  include  both 
hand  and  machine-made  book  and  cover  pa- 
pers, besides  papers  for  special  purposes. 

IV.     BOOK   PRINTING. 

In  many  ways  this  will  be  the  most  inter- 
esting of  the  exhibits,  as  showing  the  present 
state  of  American  printing  in  the  most  perma- 
nent of  printed  froms.  The  wide  range  of 
American  work,  its  great  variety  of  accom- 
plishments in  form  and  style  and  color  will 
be  adequately  shown  by  numerous  exhibits. 
This  group  will  be  divided  (so  far  as  seems 
practicable)  into  several  classes  viz.:  Fine 
Editions,  Trade  Editions,  School  Books  and 
the  issues  of  Private  Presses.  The  great  ex- 
tent of  the  publishing  business  to-day  would 
point  to  a  large  and  characteristic  display  of 
printed  books.  It  will  be  found  desirable, 
probably,  to  include  under  this  head  a  consid- 
erable amount  of  small  work,  such  as  calen- 
dars, mottoes,  etc.,  which  has  more  or  less  of 
a  permanent  value. 


▼.     PERIODICALS. 

It  is  in  her  periodical  printing  that  America 
excels  any  other  nation,  and  this  large  and 
vigorous  class  of  printed  products  will  be 
represented  by  important  displays  of  typog- 
raphy, design  and  color.  The  exhibit  will 
show  the  steps  employed  to  obtain  the  re- 
markable results  shown  in  the  best  of  modem 
periodicals. 

VL     COMMERCIAL    PRINTING. 

In  no  class  of  printing  is  the  remarkable 
versatility  of  the  American  printer  more  aptly 
shown  than  in  the  innumerable  forms  of 
printing  used  in  the  commercial  activities  of 
the  country.  These  include  the  small  office 
forms,  advertising  circulars  and  illustrated 
catalogues.  In  the  latter  there  is  frequently 
remarkable  use  of  the  latest  processes  of  il- 
lustrating, of  new  and  attractive  styles  in  type 
and  paper,  and  to  the  business  man  this  ex- 
hibit will  be  invaluable.  The  group  will  in- 
clude original  drawings  and  typographical  dis- 
plays of  commercial  forms  of  every  kind. 

VIL     ENGRAVING. 

The  exhibition  of  modern  hand  and  me- 
chanical engraving  which  will  be  included  in 
this  group  will  be  as  representative  as  is  pos- 
sible. It  will  include  work  under  the  heads 
of  wood-engraving,  line  and  half-tone  en- 
graving, photogravure,  lithography  and  the 
color  processes.  Photo-engraving,  as  a  dis- 
tinctively modem  process,  will  be  adequately 
shown. 

Vm.      BINDING. 

Exhibits  under  this  group  will  include  hand- 
bound  and  tooled  books  by  the  leading  Amer- 
ican binders,  and  a  great  variety  of  edition 
bindings — a  class  of  work  in  which  many 
notable  results  have  been  achieved.  In  con- 
nection with  the  bindings  will  be  a  comprehen- 
sive showing  of  book  cloths,  leathers  and 
other  materials  used. 

In  order  to  develop  this  department  upon 
the  most  comprehensive  lines  possible,  secur- 
ing unity  and  a  fully  representative  showing, 
an  Advisory  Board,  consisting  of  men  fore- 
most in  printing  and  the  allied  arts,  is  to  co- 
operate in  the  plan  outlined.  This  Advisory 
Board  is  made  up  of  the  following  men  prom- 
inently identified  with  American  printing:

INTERNATIONAL  TEXT   BOOK  CO. 
NOT  SUBJECT  TO  STATE  TAXATION. 

The  United  States  Supreme  Court  has  just 
decided  that  the  business  of  the  International 
Text  Book  Company,  of  Scranton,  Pa.,  the 
proprietors  of  the  International  Correspond- 
ence School,  is  interstate  commerce  and  not 
subject  to  State  taxation.  The  ruling  of  the 
Supreme  Court  also  contained  the  additional 
fact  that  the  International  Text  Book  Com- 
pany was  right  in  the  contention  that  its  in- 
struction papers,  although  written  on  a  single 
sheet  of  paper,  are  **books"  in  the  meaning  of 
the  law,  and  that  in  distributing  these  books 
for  a  monetary  consideration  the  company  is 
engaged  in  the  business  of  selling  "books." 


A  CANADIAN  BOOKSELLERS'  ASSO- . 

CIATION. 

Following  the  protest  of  the  Canadian  book- 
trade  against  the  Ontario  Government's  pro- 
posal to  engage  in  the  school  book  business, 
those  booksellers  who  met  in  Toronto  last 
month  formed  the  Booksellers*  and  Stationers' 
Association  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  at 
a  meeting  on  January  15  elected  the  following 
officers:  President,  Wm.  Tyrrell,  Wm.  Tyr- 
rell &  Co.,  Toronto;  vice-president,  J.  G. 
Cloke  &  Son,  Hamilton;  secretary  and  treas- 
urer, W.  A.  Craick,  editor  Bookseller  and 
Stationer,  Toronto;  Executive  Committee — 
E.  S.  Brown,  CoUingwood;  W.  B.  Hart, 
Perth;  R.  A.  RobertsotL  Hamilton;  A.  H. 
Stratton,  Peterboro,  and  6.  W.  Sulman,  Chat- 
ham. 

As  the  Toronto  Bookseiler  and  Stationer 
points  out,  there  is  a  great  deal  of  work  to 
be  done  by  the  association,  in  addition  to  keep- 
ing up  the  fight  against  the  proposed  measure 
of  the  Ontario  Government  to  distribute 
school  books.  The  aggressions  of  the  depart- 
ment stores  must  be  withstood.  Wholesale 
houses  must  be  respectfully  and  firmly  forced 
to  stop  selling  direct  to  the  public.  The  c.  o. 
d.  parcel  post  measure  must  be  strenuously 
opposed.  In  fact,  there  are  so  many  subjects 
to  take  up  that  it  is  difficult  to  know  where  to 
begin." 


ECONOMY  IN  THE  GOVERNMENT 
PRINTING  OFFICE. 

The  report  of  the  commission  composed  of 
members  of  both  the  Senate  and  House  ap- 
pointed during  the  last  session  of  Congress 
to  consider  abuses  and  irregularities  in  the 
government  printing  was  submitted  on  Feb- 
ruary 18  to  the  Senate  by  Senator  Piatt,  chair- 
man of  the  committee,  and  to  the  House  by 
Representative  Landis. 

The  commission  believes  that  a  saving  of 
more  than  $1,500,000  in  the  cost  of  printing  for 
the  current  fiscal  year  has  been  secured  by  the 
reforms  already  accomplished,  and  a  bill  was 
submitted  with  the  report  which,  it  is  hoped, 
will  do  much  more  toward  correcting  abuses. 

The  changes  proposed  deal  with  both  Con- 
gressional and  departmental  printing  and  are 
an  effort  to  regulate  and  classify  all  printing 
in  either  interest.  It  is  pointed  out  that  Con- 
gress and  Congressional  committees  have  fre- 
quently violated  the  law.  For  instance,  an 
existing  statute  fixes  at  $500  the  limit  of  cost 
on  printing  committee  hearings,  whereas  the 
cost  of  printing  the  railroad  rate  hearings  of 
the  Senate  Committee  on  Interstate  Commerce 
was  $7910.  It  is  also  pointed  out  that  much 
additional  cost  has  been  entailed  by  perfunc- 
torily following  the  rule  of  ordering  printed 
without  examination  all  documents  forwarded 
from  executive  departments,  bureaus,  commis- 
sions, etc.,  and  one  instance  is  cited  in  which 
the  publication  of  a  document  worthless  for 
distribution  was  thus  ordered.  The  entire 
cost  would  have  been  $60,000,  but  the  Com- 
niittee  on  Printing  discovered  the  situation  in 
time  to  save  all  but  $25,000  of  that  amount. 
It  is  proposed  to  remedy  the  evil  by  requiring 
estimates  of  the  cost  of  printing  executive 
documents  of  a  length  greater  than  fifty  pages.

Mr.  Butler  read  a  new  humorous  story  as  yet 
unpublished,  entitled  "The  Great  American 
Pie  Co.,"  bubbling  over  with  humor  and  keen 
in  satire.  Captain  Osborn,  who  is  on  the  bor- 
der line  of  four  score  years,  spun  a  yam  for 
^n  hour  and  a  half  recounting  his  adventures 
m  many  climes  in  a  way  that  "captured"  his 
hearers  completely. 

OBITUARY  NOTES. 

Giosufe  Carducct,  who  was  considered  to 
be  Italy's  greatest  poet,  died  on  the  i6th  inst, 
in  Bologna.  Carducci  was  born  at  Baldicas- 
tello,  Tuscany,  July  27  1836.  Since  i860  he 
had  been  professor  of  Italian  literature  at  the 
University  of  Bologna.  Last  year  he  received 
the  Nobel  prize  in  literature.  Queen  Mar- 
gherita  has  just  purchased  Carducci's  house 
and  library  and  presented  them  to  the  city  of 
Bologna  to  serve  as  a  Carducci  Museum. 

Ralph  Tilton,  only  son  of  Theodore  Til- 
ton,  died  of  pneumonia  on  the  i6th  inst.  at  his 
residence,  738  West  End  Avenue,  New  York 
City.  Mr.  Tilton  was  bom  in  Brooklyn,  N. 
Y.,  in  1870.  From  his  youth  he  was  interested 
in  art,  and  though  he  never  became  a  profes- 
sional artist  he  was  clever  in  designing.  For 
several  years  he  was  art  editor  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Saturday  Evening  Post.  Subsequently 
he  was  appointed  manager  of  the  advertising 
department  of  The  Dehneator,  which  he  ad- 
ministered so  successfully  that  he  was  made 
editor  of  the  magazine  in  1905,  a  position  he 
held  until  about  a  year  ago.  Mr.  Tilton  was 
an  old  friend  of  the  B.  C.  T.,  and  entertained 
it  on  several  occasions. 
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The  Rt.  Hon.  George  Joachim  Goschek 
died  suddenly  on  the  6th  inst.  Lord  Goschen 
was  bom  in  London  in  183 1,  and  was  the 
grandson  of  Georg  Joachim  Goschen,  the  cel- 
ebrated publisher  of  Leipsic,  whose  "Life  and 
Times"  he  wrote  in  1903.  In  the  same  year 
he  was  made  Chancellor  of  Oxford  Univer- 
sity. As  an  undergraduate  at  Oriel  he  had  a 
reputation  both  for  wit  and  scholarship,  and 
won  two  first  classes  in  1852  and  1853.  His 
"Theory  of  Foreign  Exchanges,"  which  has 
passed  through  many  editions,  and  "Essays 
and  Addresses  on  Economic  Questions," 
(1905,)  represent  the  chief  interest  of  his  po- 
litical life,  though  he  was  also  a  keen  student 
of  educational  problems. 

Colonel  Henry  Steel  Olcott  co-founder 
with  the  late  Mme.  Blavatsky  of  the  Theo- 
sophical  Society,  died  on  the  17th  inst.  at 
Adyar,  India.  Colonel  Olcott  was  bom  in 
Orange,  N.  J.,  August  2,  1832.  He  was  grad- 
uated from  the  University  of  New  York  in 
185 1  and  four  years  later  started  a  school  of 
scientific  agriculture  at  Mt.  Vernon,  N.  Y. 
He  wrote  a  book  on  sugar  cultivation  which 
went  through  seven  editions.  The  school  did 
not  pay,  and  Olcott  then  became  a  writer  on 
agricultural  subjects  for  the  New  York  Tri- 
bune. When  the  war  between  the  States 
broke  out  Olcott  enlisted  and  served  a  year, 
when  he  was  invalided.  He  was  then  em-i 
ployed  by  Secretary  Stanton  to  investigate 
certain  frauds  in  the  Mustering  and  Disburs- 
ing Office  in  New  York  City  and  in  the  navy 
yards.  After  the  war  Olcott  studied  law  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar.  Before  long  he  had 
a  large  and  lucrative  practice,  which  h^  aban- 
doned in  1874  to  found  and  develop  the  Theo- 
sophical  Society,  to  which  he  was  devoted  up 
to  the  time  of  his  death. 


NOTES  ON  AUTHORS. 

Dr.  Horace  Howard  Furness,  the  eminent 
Shakespearean  scholar,  is  hard  at  work  seeing 
through  the  press  the  fifteenth  volume  of  his 
monumental  Ne7V  Variorum  edition  of  the 
Works  of  William  Shakespeare.  The  play 
treated  in  this  volume  will  be  "Antony  and 
Qeopatra,"  upon  which  he  has  devoted  his 
entire  time  since  the  publication  of  his  edition 
of  'Tove's  Labour's  Lost,"  more  than  two 
years  ago. 

The  appointment  of  Augustine  Birrell  as 
chief  secretary  for  Ireland  to  succeed  James 
Bryce,  the  new  Ambassador  to  Washington, 
is  announced.  Augustine  Birrell  is  president 
of  the  Board  of  Education  in  the  new  cabinet 
and  is  noted  as  a  lawyer  and  writer.  Since 
1899  he  has  been  an  honorary  fellow  of  Trinity 
Hall,  Cambridge  University.  Mr.  Birrell  was 
bom  in  Liverpool  in  1850.  He  was  graduated 
from  Cambridge  in  1872,  became  a  barrister 
in  1875,  and  in  1903  was  made  a  bencher  of 
the  Inner  Temple.  For  a  time  he  was  Quain 
professor  of  law  in  University  College,  Lon- 
don, and  first  entered  Parliament  in  iS8g. 
Among  his  most  notable  works  are  "Obiter 
Dicta,"  "Res  Judicatae,"  "In  the  Name  of  The 
Bodleian,"  "Men,  Women  and  Books,"  "Es- 
says and  Addresses,"  published  in  this  coun- 
try by  the  Scribners.

The  Southern  Automobilist  is  the  title  of  a 
new  magazine  devoted  to  motors  and  motor- 
ing published  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  at  25  cents  the 
copy.  While  general  in  character,  the  maga- 
zine is  intended  to  be  primarily  a  Southern 
journal  published  for  Southern  readers. 

Postal  Progress  is  the  title  of  a  new  month- 
ly joumal  published  by  the  Postal  Progress 
League,  361  Broadway,  New  York  City  and 
6  Beacon  Street,  Boston,  Mass.  The  journal 
notes  the  work  of  the  Postal  Progress  League 
in  particular  and  postal  progress  in  general. 
The  subscription  price  is  $1  a  year  and  ten 
cents  a  single  copy. 

The  "Winter  Number"  of  Poet  Lore  con- 
tains an  especially  attractive  programme.  The 
play  is  Gorky's  "Smug  Citizen,"  translated  by 
Edwin  Hopkins,  whose  translation  of  the  same 
author's  "A  Night's  Lodging"  appeared  a 
year  ago.

— In  Italy  the  State  protects  national  art 
treasures,  for  the  preservation  of  which  other 
nations  must  rely  upon  private  munificence. 
1  he  present  working  of  the  law,  however,  ac- 
cording to  the  London  Academy,  "appears  to 
be  unsatisfactory,  and  Signor  Rava,  the  Italian 
Minister  for  Public  Instruction,  is  bringing  in 
a  bill  under  which  no  article  of  artistic,  his- 
torical or  archaeological  interest  over  fifty 
years  old  belonging  to  the  State,  provinces, 
towns,  villages  or  ecclesiastical  bodies  can  be 
sold.

wrongs  of  slavery  before  the  American  people. 
The  story  of  his  life  is  told  by  one  well  qoal- 
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ified  to  write  such  a  volume — Booker  T. 
Washington.  Upon  the  completion  of  the 
series  of  articles  on  "Jay  Cook^  the  Financier 
of  the  Civil  War,"  now  running  in  the  Cen- 
tury Magasine,  a  full  and  authorized  biog- 
raphy of  this  remarkable  American  will  be 
published  by  George  W.  Jacobs  &  Co.  This 
book,  (of  which  the  serial  articles  form  a 
part,)  is  by  Dr.  Ellis  Paxson  Oberhollzer,  the 
author  of  a  work  on  Robert  Morris  and  the 
finances  of  the  Revolution.

•■  Ths  collection  of  William  C.  Van  Antwerp, 
of  New  York  City,  will  be  sold  at  Sotheby's, 
London,  on  March  22  and  23.  W.  C.  Van 
Antwerp,  of  the  Stock  Exchange  house  of  E. 
R.  Chapman  &  Co.,  New  York  City,  has  in- 
ternational fame  as  a  bibliophile.  His  collec- 
tion of  200  volumes  which  is  to  be  sold  in 
London  next  month  is  spoken  of  by  experts 
as  one  of  the  most  remarkable  of  its  size  in 
the  world,  and  includes  so  many  unique  pieces 
that  the  American  market  was  deemed  too 
narrow  for  its  advantageous  disposal.  "Au- 
thorities on  the  subject,''  according  to  the 
New  York  Times,  "consider  the  Van  Antwerp 
collection  remarkable  not  only  for  the  rarity 
of  many  of  the  volumes,  of  which  some  are 
said  to  be  the  only  examples  that  have  sur- 
vived the  wear  and  tear  of  the  centuries,  but 
for  the  particularly  fine  condition  of  some  of 
the  volumes  it  contains  of  the  rare  editions, 
which  I're  the  dearest  prizes  of  the  bibliophile.

DUTIES  ON  ROYALTIES. 

The  question  regarding  the  right  of  the 
Government  to  assess  a  duty  on  the  estimated 
or  uncertain  value  of  authorship  in  connec- 
tion with  the  valuation  of  imported  books, 
concerning  which  for  years  there  has  been 
more  or  less  complaint  on  the  part  of  the 
trade,  became  acute  this  week  when  the 
Appraiser  at  New  York  decided  that  "roy- 
alty fees  on  imported  books  are  properly  a 
part  of  the  foreign  market  value  of  the  pub- 
lications and  as  such  must  be  included  in  the 
imoicc  value  for  dutiable  purposes."  Before 
the  decision  was  rendered  a  hearing  was 
given  to  Mr.  John  Macrae,  the  representative 
of  E.  P.  Button  &  Co.,  and  to  certain  other 
publishers  v/ho  were  interested.  At  that  hear- 
ing Mr.  George  Haven  Putnam  also  presented 
an  argument  against  the  validity  of  the  Ap- 
praiser's contention  that  in  the  entry  on  in- 
voices of  copyrighted  books  imported  in  edi- 
tions, the  amount  paid  for  authorship, 
whether  in  the  form  of  a  fixed  amount  for 
the  purchase  of  American  rights,  or  of  a  de- 
ferred payment,  or  of  royalty  payable  as  I  he 
books  were  sold,  must  be  taken  into  accoimt 
in  arriving  at  the  dutiable  value  of  such  im- 
ported books. 

Mr.  Putnam,  in  presenting  a  copy  of  the 
volume  in  question — "The  House  of  Cob- 
webs"—called  attention  to  the  fact  that  each 
fnatcrial  factor  going  to  make  up  such  vol- 
ume was,  under  the  present  tariff  system  of 
the  United  States,  subject  to  duty.    The  du- 


tiable items  which  have  to  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration in  arriving  at  the  dutiable  value  of 
the  completed  book  include  the  paper,  the 
cloth  used  in  the  cover,  the  cost  of  the  bind- 
ing, the  binders'  thread,  the  binders'  board, 
the  cost  of  the  labor  expended  in  the  typeset- 
ting and  the  cost  of  the  labor  expended  in  the 
press  work.  It  was  also  pointed  out  that  du- 
ties ranging  from  ten  per  cent,  to  forty  per 
cent,  were  placed  upon  each  of  these  items  or 
productions  of  labor  and  were  collected  in 
the  case  of  the  separate  importation  of  paper, 
electrotype  or  stereotype  plates,  binders'  cloth, 
binders'  board,  etc. 

The  customs  authorities  make  the  claim 
that  in  arriving  at  the  dutiable  value  of  the 
book  as  a  whole,  an  appraisal  must  be  made 
of  the  value  of  the  labor  expended  by  the 
author  in  its  production,  whether  or  not  a 
charge  for  this  authorship  was  taken  into  ac- 
count in  the  purchase  price  of  the  edition  and 
has  found  place  in  the  importing  invoice;  but 
it  was  shown  that  while  the  existing  tariff 
comprises  some  4138  subject  headings,  there 
is  in  the  schedule  no  subject  heading  or  class 
covering  the  items  of  authorship,  rojTilty, 
copyright,  or  literary  property  in  any  form. 

As  an  evidence  of  the  fact  that  literary 
production  in  itself  was  not  dutiable,  to  follow 
Mr.  Putnam's  argument  more  closely,  he 
stated  that  he  had  occasion  from  season 
to  season  to  bring  back  in  his  trunk  man- 
uscripts which  he  had  purchased  in  Eng- 
land, or  which  had  been  produced  under  ar- 
rangements made  by  him  with  English  au- 
thors. In  reply  to  the  inquiry  of  the  customs 
inspectors,  when  the  trunk  was  opened,  as  to 
\\hether  these  packages  had  value,  the  reply 
was,  "Yes,  this  package  is  worth  £100  or 
£200,"  as  the  case  may  be,  "but  it  has  no  du- 
tiable value."  What  is  the  routine  in  bringing 
manuscripts  in  with  personal  baggage,  obtains 
in  similar  fashion  in  instances  in  which  sim- 
ilar manuscripts,  often  representing  a  large 
expenditure  for  the  labor  of  authorship,  are 
brought  over  in  cases  which  included  other 
goods  that  are  dutiable.  The  claim  has  never 
been  made  in  the  Custom  House  that  these 
packages  of  manuscripts  are  subject  to  duty, 
although  they  have,  for  purposes  of  insurance, 
been  marked  with  a  substantial  value — a  value 
which  has  been  extended  in  the  invoices  in 
the  non-dutiable  column. 

It  was  also  argued  that  if  there  were  no 
duty  upon  the  item  of  authorship  considered 
separately,  even  when  the  results  of  such  au- 
thorship were  directly  imported,  there  was  no 
legitimate  ground  for  making  authorship  a 
factor  or  portion  of  the  so-called  "market 
value"  of  any  work  upon  which  duty  was  to 
be  assessed.  It  was  further  contended,  as 
was  made  clear  by  the  nature  of  the  agree- 
ments now  being  increasingly  entered  into  on 
the  part  of  American  publishers  and  foreign 
authors,  that  the  authors  were  in  a  large  num- 
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ber  of  cases  content  to  accept  their  returns  in 
the  shape  of  a  division  of  the  profits;  in  the 
case  where  the  profits  were  deferred,  the  au- 
thor had  to  wait  for  his  compensation  until 
such  profits  were  realized,  while  if  small 
profits,  or  no  profits  were  made,  the  returns 
to  the  author  were,  in  like  manner,  either 
smaller  or  nil.  There  is  nothing  in  the  pres- 
ent tariff  law  which  justifies  including  in  the 
basis  of  tax  on  imported  goods  pro/its  which 
have  not  been  earned  and  which  may  never 
be  earned.  In  this  class  of  arrangements 
covering  imported  editions,  the  author  be- 
comes a  partner  in  the  undertaking. 

Apart  from  this  objection  on  general  prin- 
ciples, it  was  pointed  out  that  there  could  be 
no  uniformity  or  consistency  in  the  appraisal 
of  so-called  authorship  value,  and  that  there 
would  be  an  injustice  in  making  such  ap- 
praisal on  a  different  basis  for  the  importa- 
tion of  different  books  similar  in  general 
character  and  similar  in  cost  and  in  selling 
price.  If  an  author's  compensation  is  made 
in  the  form  of  deferred  payments,  say  £50  on 
publication,  £50  six  months  thereafter,  and  a 
final  payment  of  £50  twelve  months  there 
after,  it  is  not  clear  to  the  publisher  wishing, 
as  always,  to  meet  the  regulations  of  the  Cus- 
tom House,  which  of  the  three  amounts  he 
should  include  in  the  importation  cost  of  the 
sheets-^£5o,  iioo  or  £150. 

In  like  manner,  if,  as  in  the  case  now  in 
question,  the  author  agrees  to  make  his  pay- 
ment directly  contingent  upon  the  sales,  and 
to  take  this  in  the  form  of  royalty,  in  the  case 
in  which  the  entire  edition  is  not  sold,  (and 
this  very  frequently  happens,)  the  author  does 
not  receive  royalty  on  the  entire  number  of 
copies,  but  only  on  such  copies  as  have  been 
disposed  of.  If,  as  in  the  present  instance,  a 
thousand  copies  are  imported,  and  only  500 
copies  are  sold,  and  the  government  insists, 
(as  it  does  insist  under  the  contention  that 
we  are  now  considering,)  upon  including  with 
the  appraised  value  the  royalty  on  the  entire 
thousand,  a  tax  is  collected  upon  an  amount 
which  has  never  formed  part,  and  which  never 
will  form  part,  of  the  purchase  price  paid  by 
the  importer.  There  is  here  a  manifest  in- 
justice. 

In  reply  to  a  question  submitted  by  the  ap- 
praiser as  to  whether  the  cost  of  authorship 
did  not  form  part  of  the  export  price  of  books 
imported  by  dozens,  Mr.  Putnam  pointed  out 
that  the  business  of  importing  books  in  edi- 
tions for  publication  in  the  United  States, 
and  that  of  importing  books  by  dozens  for 
sale  over  the  retail  counter,  were  entirely 
distinct,  and  could  not  equitably  be  grouped 
together  under  the  same  regulations  for  the 
appraisal  of  dutiable  values.  It  was  evidently 
the  intention  of  the  makers  of  the  tariff  to 
secure  a  protection  for  the  industrial  arts  em- 
ployed in  book  production.  The  American 
author  never  asked  for  any  such  protection 
for  his  own  handiwork,  and  had  never  se- 
cured it,  the  law-makers  evidently  taking 
the  ground  that  it  was  to  the  advantage  of 
the  community  to  place  no  further  obstacles 
in  the  way  of  bringing  in  literature  required 
for  the  enlightenment  of  American  readers 
than  is  inevitable  under  the  tariff  provisions 
for  the  material  elements  in  the  book. 


It  was  also  pointed  out  that  the  invoice 
price  of  the  copies  of  the  book  in  question 
represented  a  profit  for  the  English  publishers 
from  whom  the  books  were  purchased,  over 
the  presswork  cost  of  production,  of  about 
one  hundred  per  cent.  This  was  made  clear 
by  the  statement  of  Messrs.  Dutton  that  in 
printing  the  book  later,  they  had  been  able  to 
produce  copies  in  this  country  at  half  the  cost 
of  those  purchased  in  London.  The  invoice 
value  was  evidentfy,  therefore,  a  legitimate 
"market  value"  for  a  volume  of  this  compass, 
character  and  quality  purchased  in  sheets  in 
supplies  of  not  less  than  one  thousand  copies 
at  a  time. 

If  the  contention  should  be  sustained  that  in 
the  importation  of  sheets  some  allowance 
must  always  be  made,  (irrespective  of  the  sc- 
tual  purchase  price,)  for  the  cost  of  author- 
ship, the  same  principle  would,  as  a  matter  of 
consistency,  apply  to  the  importation  of  plates. 
It  happens  from  time  to  time  that  in  the  case 
of  books  for  which  an  American  copyright  is 
not  to  be  secured,  the  American  publishers  di- 
vide with  the  English  publishers  the  cost  of 
production.  They  pay  half  the  cost  of  the 
tjTpesetting  and  half  the  cost  of  the  designing 
and  block  making  of  the  illustrations.  They 
also  pay  the  exact  cost  of  the  production  of 
the  duplicate  set  of  the  stereotype  plates. 
These  plates,  when  imported,  are  subject  to 
the  duty  of  twenty-five  per  cent.,  based  upon 
one-half  of  the  typesetting  and  the  exact  cost 
of  stereotyping.  The  book  as  published  in 
this  country  is  as  a  rule  subject  to  the  pay- 
ment of  royalty  to  the  author,  this  royalty 
being  payable  as  and  when  the  copies  are  sold, 
such  payments  continuing  over  a  Series  of 
years.  It  has  never  been  held  that  plates  so 
imported  should  have  included  in  their  du- 
tiable value  an  allowance  for  the  cost  of  au- 
thorship. If  this  contention  should  be  made, 
it  would  certainly  be  very  difficult  to  deter- 
mine at  what  amount  a  royalty  extending  over 
an  indefinite  term  of  years  should  be  ap- 
praised as  a  part  of  the  dutiable  value  of  the 
plates. 

The  point  was  also  emphasized  that  it  was 
not  in  order  to  include  as  part  of  the  dutiable 
value  any  element  or  factor  in  the  book,  or 
the  results  of  any  hours  of  labor  required  for 
the  production  of  certain  demands  in  the 
book,  which  did  not  find  place  in  the  tariff 
schedule  as  subject  to  duty  if  imported  sep- 
arately. 

The  parallel  case  of  similar  editions  ex- 
ported by  the  English  publishers  to  the  Aus- 
tralian market  was  cited.  The  Australian 
Colonies  have  a  tariff  system  of  their  own, 
under  which  duty  is  chargeable  on  bound 
books,  and  separately  on  paper,  binders'  cloth, 
etc.  In  sales  of  English  editions  made  to  Aus- 
tralian publishers  on  terms  similar  to  those 
which  are  in  force  for  the  transaction  now  in 
question,  the  Australian  customs  authorities 
had  collected  duty  in  regular  course  on  the 
articles  specified  in  the  tariff,  but  had  not 
thought  it  in  order  to  make  any  additional 
claim  for  duty  on  a  valuation  of  the  element 
authorship  or  royalty.  The  same  statement 
may  be  made  for  similar  importations  into  the 
European  States  which  impose  duties  upon 
books  or  upon  book  materials. 
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DUTY  ON  ROYALTIES. 

It  was  decided  by  I.  F.  Fischer,  of  the 
Board  of  Genera]  Appraisers  at  New  York, 
on  February  26,  that  royalty  fees  on  imported 
books  are  properly  a  part  of  the  foreign  mar- 
ket value  of  the  publications,  and  as  such 
must  be  included  in  the  invoice  value  for  du- 
tiable purposes. 

The  case  stands  in  the  name  of  E.  P.  But- 
ton &  Co.,  but  the  question  presented  is  one 
affecting  many  other  booksellers.  Mr.  John 
Macrae,  representing  K  P.  Dutton  &  Co., 
went  to  Washington  to  appeal  to  the  General 
Board  and  to  convince  it  that  the  decision  is 
in  error. 

The  case  in  brief  arose  over  the  importa- 
tion by  E.  P.  Dutton  &  Co.  of  sheets  of  George 
Gissing's  "House  of  Cobwebs."  In  addition  to 
the  duty  of  25  per  cent,  on  the  amount  paid 
the  English  publishers,  a  duty  was  imposed 
on  the  sum  supposed  to  represent  the  amount 
of  the  author's  royalty,  an  amount  that  in 
almost  every  instance  cannot  be  definitely  de- 
termined, owing  to  the  uncertainty  of  the 
number  of  copies  that  will  be  sold  in  this 
country. 

A  protest  was  made  at  once  by  the  Duttons. 
Mr.  Macrae  was  to  have  sailed  for  Europe  on 
February  25,  but  he  has  now  postponed  his 
trip  until  the  question  of  tariff  has  been  set- 
tled. His  first  protest  was  to  Colonel  Fowler. 
Other  protests  of  a  similar  nature  were  made 
to  the  appraisers  by  G.  P.  Putnam's  Sons, 
Fleming  H.  Revell  Company  and  D.  Appleton 
&  Co.  Mr.  George  Haven  Putnam  submitted 
an  oral  statement,  which,  later,  at  the  request 
of  the  f.ppraiser,  was  presented  in  writing  for 
the  files  of  the  office.  A  resume  of  this  state- 
ment is  given  on  pages  851  and  852  of  this 
issue.  Mr.  Macrae,  in  his  protest  to  the  ap- 
praiser, said: 

Regarding  the  right  of  the  Government  to  assess 
a  dut^  on  the  estimated  or  uncertain  value  of  author* 
ahip  in  connection  with  the  valuation  of  imported 
books,  it  has  been  a  general  trade  custom  for  the  last 
twenty-two  years  to  at  times  import  from  Great 
Britain  books  in  sheets,  paying  to  the  publisher  or 
printer  an  agreed  amount  and  paying  a  certain 
percentage  of  the  retail  selling  price  of  the  book 
to  the  author.  On  May  15  1877,  Secretary  Sherman 
wrote  to  the  Appraiser  ot  the  Port  of  New  York 
a  general  letter  of  instruction  concerning  the  illusive 
and  uncertain  foreign  market  value  of  books.  On 
February  13,  1903,  G.  W.  Whitehead,  then  Appraiser 
of  the  Fort  of  New  York,  wrote  to  N.  M.  Stranahan, 
Collector  of  Customs  for  the  Port  of  New  York, 
acknowledging  the  uncertainty  of  there  being  any 
wholesale  foreign  market  value  of  books  in  question. 

Since  1903  the  Examiner  of  Books  at  the  Port  of 
New  York  has  practically,  by  accepting  the  invoices 
of  importers,  acknowledflied  the  contention  that  there 
is  no  foreign  wholesale  foreign  market  value  of  books 
in  England. 

As  there  is  no  basis  for  determining  the  whole- 
sale market  value  of  books  in  Gieat  Britain,  it  seems 
to  me  that  there  is  no  justification  in  the  contention 
that  royalties  should  be  assessed  as  of  dutiable  value. 

As   publishers   we   have   the   right   by   custom   to 

eurchase  in  Great  Britain  the  American  rights  of  a 
ook  and  pay  from  £50  to  £1000  for  the  right 
to  |>ublish  in  America,  and  to  have  this  manuscript 
set  in  tjrpe  and  the  plates  made  in  England,  and  then 
import  the  plates,  entering  them  at  the  price  paid 
to  the  English  typesetter  and  plate-maker.  In  ap- 
praising a  set  ot  books  thus  arranged  for  the  Ap- 
praiser would  not  assess  duty  on  the  amount  paid 
for  the  right  to  control  such  books  in  the  United 
States. 

Books  imported  from  England  are  not  copyrighted 
in  the  United  States,  and  are  not  protected  by  the 
United  States  laws.     Any  American  printer  or  pub- 


lisher can,  by  purchasing  a  copy  of  the  book,  either 
abroad  or  from  the  American  publisher,  have  it  set 
up  and  printed  in  the  United  States  without  paying 
any  royalty  to  the  author  or  to  the  publisher. 

As  these  royalties  are  in  many  instances  never 
paid,  and  as  the  royalty  does  not  in  anv  wise  enter 
into  the  cost  of  manufacturing    the  book,  the  plat 


es 


may  be  imported  without  regard  to  royalty,  and  the 
manuscript  imported  without  regard  to  prices  paid. 

NEW  HEADQUARTERS  FOR  THE  NEW 
YORK  STATIONERS. 

The  new  headquarters  of  the  Stationers' 
Association  of  New  York,  on  the  sixth  floor 
of  the  Mutual  Reserve  Building,  309  Broad- 
way, New  York  City,  were  opened  on  the 
evening  of  February  18.  A  number  of  prom- 
inent members  of  the  trade,  more  especially 
retailers  from  the  down  town  district,  were 
present. 

The  headquarters,  which,  though  the  or- 
ganization has  been  in  existence  almost  two 
years,  are  the  first  permanent  quarters  ever 
occupied.  The  first  meetings  were  held  at 
the  headquarters  of  the  Typothetae,  at  320 
Broadway,  at  the  old  Boost  Club  rooms,  82 
Duane  Street,  and  later  at  the  Astor  House. 

Arrangements  had  been  made  for  very  de- 
sirable quarters  in  the  new  Merchants'  Asso- 
ciation Building,  where  rooms  were  to  be  oc- 
cupied adjoining  several  allied  organizations; 
but  this  plan  had  to  be  given  up  for  several 
reasons,  among  them  the  slowness  with  which 
the  building  was  being  gotteti  into  shape  for 
occupancy.  The  quarters  which  have  at  last 
been  secured  are  in  a  fine  large  modem  office 
building  located  in  one  of  the  most  conve- 
niently reached  sections  of  the  city.  The 
room,  which  measures  igl4  x  27  feet,  will  be 
large  enough  for  all  the  purposes  of  the  asso- 
ciation for  sometime  at  least.  It  is  light  and 
airy  and  has  been  furnished  with  good  taste, 
though  not  elaborately. 


BANQUET  OF  THE  AMERICAN  BOOK- 
SELLERS' ASSOCIATION. 

The  Banquet  Committee  of  the  American 
Booksellers'  Association,  made  up  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Booksellers'  League,  the 
Booksellers  of  New  York,  the  Brotherhood 
of  Commercial  Travellers,  the  Boost  Club, 
the  trade  journals  and  the  American  Book- 
sellers' Association,  met  at  the  office  of  the 
Association,  No.  27  East  Twenty-second 
Street,  New  York,  on  Tuesday,  February  26, 
at  2  P.M. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Harry 
F.  Davis,  secretary,  who  nominated  Charles 
A.  Burkhardt  as  chairman.  Mr.  Burkhardt 
was  unanimously  elected  and  took  charge  of 
the  meeting.  The  other  offices  were  filled  by 
the  election  of  Francis  Gilman  as  secretary 
and  of  Henry  Malkan  as  treasurer.

THE   AMERICAN    NEWSPAPER    PUB- 
LISHERS' ASSOCIATION. 

The  American  Newspaper  Publishers' 
Association  held  its  twenty-first  annual  con- 
vention at  the  Waldorf-Astoria  in  New  York 
City,  on  February  20  and  21.  Owing  to  the 
illness  of  the  president  of  the  Association,  S. 
S.  Rogers,  of  The  Chicago  News,  Herbert  F. 
Gunnison,  of  The  Brooklyn  Eagle,  acted  as 
chairman.  The  attendance  was  the  largest  on 
record,  nearly  150  members  being  present. 
The  meetings  were  strictly  private  and  none 
but  members  were  admitted.  It  was  given 
out,  however,  that  the  Association  had  framed 
protests  against  the  recommendations  of  the 
Postal  Reform  Commission  in  regard  to  the 
handling  of  second-class  mail,  and  that  every 
effort  will  be  made  to  prevent  the  adoption  of 
these  recommendations  by  Congress,  by  ex- 
posing their  apparent  inconsistencies.  If 
these  efforts  are  of  no  avail,  steps  will  be 
taken  by  the  Association  to  make  the  opera- 
tion of  the  recommendations  as  ineffective  as 
possible. 

At  the  second  day's  session  the  Association 
made  new  agreements  with  the  International 
Typographical  Union,  the  International  Ster- 
eotypers*  Union  and  the  International  Photo 
Engravers'  Union.  It  was  said  by  a  member  of 
the  Publishers*  Association  that  there  is  now 
a  clear  understanding  between  the  publishers 
and  the  unions,  and  that  by  the  new  arrange- 
ment strikes  can  be  averted  and  all  matters 
of  dispute  settled  amicably.  Herman  Ridder, 
of  the  Nezv  Yorker  Staats-Zeitung,  was 
elected  president  of  the  Association  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

At  the  dinner  given  on  the  evening  of  Feb- 
ruary 21  there  were  present  among  the  speak- 
ers St.  Clair  McKelway,  of  The  Brooklyn 
Eagle;  Sir  Charles  Marcil,  Deputy  Spcalar 
of  the  Canadian  House  of  Commons ;  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Frank  O.  Hall,  of  the  Church  of  the  Di- 
vine Paternity,  New  York  City;  and  John 
Kcndrick  Bangs. 


CO-OPERATION  IN  CANVASSING  THE 

TRADR 

One  of  the  most  serious  problems  which 
confronts  a  publisher  in  the  marketing  of  his 
goods  is  the  difficulty  of  assuring  himself  that 
the  booksellers  in  the  smaller  cities  have  had 
an  opportunity  to  actually  see  his  new  books. 
In  practically  every  city  there  is  a  good  book- 
store through  which  every  publisher  knows 
that  some  of  his  publications  may  find  ready 
sale,  and  he  also  realizes  that  the  sale  of  only 
a  few  books  in  each  of  these  many  stores 
would  represent  a  very  large  increase  in  his 
aggregate  output.  But  the  expense  of  travel- 
ling is  so  great  that  in  the  main  the  salesman 
has  to  confine  his  route  to  the  large  cities, 
leaving  other  booksellers  to  be  reached  by 
advertising  or,  at  best,  to  find  the  new  book 
for  themselves  when  they  make  an  occasional 
trip  to  the  jobbing-house,  where  the  multiplic- 
ity of  new  publications  is  always  confusing. 

An  attempt  to  solve  this  difficulty  is  now 
being  made  by  the  three  Boston  publishing 
houses  of  John  W.  Luce  &  Company,  Herbert 
B.  Turner  &  Company  and  Small,  Maynard  & 
Company,  who  have  jointly  employed  an  ener- 
getic salesman  who  will,  during  the  present 
year,  spend  practically  his  entire  time  in  visit- 
ing the  smaller  cities  of  the  country.  This 
will  not  make  any  change  in  trips  of  the  reg- 
ular representatives  of  each  of  these  houses, 
who  will  continue  as  heretofore  to  canvass  the 
larger  dealers.  

A  DANGEROUS  BOOK  COLLECTOR. 

"There  used  to  be  a  New  York  book  col- 
lector," according  to  the  Boston  Traveller, 
'  v;ho  was  the  terror  of  all  who  knew  hitn. 
The  possessor  of  a  large  fortune,  he  was  an 
enthusiastic  collector,  but  his  ,  enthusiasm 
made  him  a  dangerous  man  to  know.  No 
one's  library  was  safe,  provided  he  had  access 
to  it  and  it  contained  a  book  or  a  manr.script 
which  he  regarded  with  covetous  eyes. 

"For  a  long  period  he  was  unsuspected. 
He  would  call,  pass  a  few  hours  in  the  collec- 
tion of  one  of  his  victims,  and  go  away.  Fre- 
qucntly  books  were  missed  directly  after  his 
departure,  but  no  one  connected  him  with 
their  absence.  His  vast  wealth,  for  one  thing, 
lulled  suspicion,  for,  argued  his  friendS}  why 
should  a  man  steal  bookish  treasures  when  he 
had  money  enough  to  form  a  dozen  fine  libra- 
ries if  he  cho.se? 

"Finally,  a  bibliophile,  whose  collection  had 
bren  grievously  despoiled,  became  suspicious. 
He  did  not  care  to  accuse  the  man  directly,  so 
he  went  to  his  lawyer  instead.  The  latter 
asked  him  to  compile  a  list  of  the  missing  rar- 
ities. It  was  a  somewhat  lengthy  list,  consid- 
ering the  extreme  rarity  and  value  of  fht 
items  in  question.  Possibly  twenty  books  in 
all  were  concerned. 

"Armed  with  this  list,  the  lawyer  called  on 
the  man,  to  whom  he  was  personally  un- 
known, and  intrcduced  himself  as  a  collector 
from  the  South.  He  had  repeatedly  heard  of 
the  gentleman,  he  told  him,  as  a  bibliophile  of 
recognized  authority,  and  wished  to  consult 
him  about  a  number  of  books  which  had  been 
offered  to  him  by  a  dealer  before  he  decided 
upon  their  purchase  or  rejection. 
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"'What  are  the  books?*  asked  the  host. 

"The  lawyer  mentioned  the  titles  of  some 
of  the  missii.g  volumes. 

"*Kidiculot:s!'  said  the  collector.  .  'No  one 
ctn  sell  you  those  books.  I  own  the  only  cop- 
ies in  this  country.' 

"Making  a  hurried  departure,  the  lawyer 
went  to  his  client's  house.  The  following  day 
he  wrote  a  letter  which  resulted  in  the  restor- 
ation of  the  spoil  to  its  rightful  owner.  Other 
bibliophiles  learned  the  facts  in  the  case,  and 
v.pon  the  collector's  sudden  death,  a  year  later, 
legal  steps  were  taken  to  compel  the  return  of 
other  rare  becks  thought  to  be  in  the  collec- 
tion. One  hundred  and  twenty-five  books  in 
all  were  returned,  it  is  believed,  by  the  heirs 
of  this  collection,  whose  name,  although  not 
exactly  revered,  is  remembered  with  lively 
interest  by  certain  New  York  book  lovers." 


$2900  FOR  CHAMPLAIN'S  FIRST 

VOYAGE. 

The  rare  first  issue  of  Champlain's  first 
narrative  of  his  first  voyage  to  America — 
'T)es  Sav^'ages,  ov,  Vo}'age  de  Samvel  Cham- 
plain,  de  Brovage,  fait  en  la  France  nouuelle, 
I'an  mil  six  cens  trois" — was  sold  at  auction 
by  the  Merwin-Clayton  Company  on  February 
26  for  $2goo.  This  is  said  to  be  the  highest 
price  paid  at  public  auction  for  any  single  vol- 
ume in  a  year  in  either  this  city,  Boston,  or 
Philadelphia.  The  buyer  was  Dodd,  Mead  & 
Co.  It  was  sold  to  that  firm  after  spirited 
biddings. 

The  volume  is  a  small  octavo  of  thirty-six 
pages  of  text,  and  was  published  in  Paris  in 
1603,  and  dedicated  to  Charles  de  Montmor- 
ency. The  privilege  on  the  reverse  of  the 
title  is  dated  November  15,  1603.  The 
book  was  printed  by  order  of  Champlain 
upon  his  return  from  his  first  voyage.  There 
seems  to  be  no  other  recorded  sale  of  this 
first  issue,  and  but  one  of  the  second  issue, 
which  was  sold  with  the  Brayton  Ives  library 
for  $400  and  is  now  owned  by  J.  Pierpont 
Morgan.  The  only  known  copies  of  the  first 
issue  are  those  in  the  Lenox  Library,  the  John 
Carter  Brown  Library,  and  the  British  Mu- 
seum. 

This  rarity  was  picked  up  in  Paris  about 
six  months  ago  for  something  like  20  cen- 
times by  a  book  lover,  who  found  it  amid  a 
lot  of  cheap  books  on  a  dealer's  street  stall. 
It  was  rebound  for  the  owner  by  Zaehnsdorf.

Dear  Sir  :  I  note  that  all  the  leading  pub- 
lishers claim  to  be  "anxious"  to  maintain  the 
$1.08  rate  for  fiction  and  net  prices  on  other 
books  at  ret&il.  "Above  terms  with  discounts 
allowed  to  public  libraries,"  etc.,  are  to  be 
placed  on  their  bill-heads,  monthly  statements, 
etc. 

Would  it  not  have  looked  more  like  a  solid 
business  proposition  if  each  publisher  had  in- 
sisted on  individual  contracts  with  the  job- 
bers and  booksellers?  Could  this  not  have 
been  done  under  present  decisions  of  the 
courts  regarding  copyrights,  etc.?

OBITUARY  NOTES. 

Dr.  George  Harvey  Ball,  a  well-known 
educator  and  Baptist  clergyman,  died  at  Clif- 
ton Springs,  N.  Y.,  on  February  21.  Dr.  Ball 
was  born  in  Sherbrooke,  Quebec,  Canada, 
December  7,  1819.  Though  bom  on  British 
territory,  he  claimed  to  be  a  native  American, 
his  parents  both  being  citizens  of  the 
United  States.  He  also  claimed  descent  from 
George  Washington's  mother,  and  founded  an 
association  of  the  descendants  of  Mary  Ball. 
Dr.  Ball's  parents  returned  to  the  United 
States  and  settled  in  Ohio,  where  their  son 
was  educated.  He  attended  Farmington 
Academy  and  Grand  River  Institute,  and  later 
took  a  theological  course  at  Lewiston,  Me. 
He  taught  for  a  number  of  years  in  the 
Geanga  Seminary,  where  President  Garfield 
was  a  student.  He  held  a  pastorate  for  a 
short  time  in  Providence,  R.  I.,  and  one  in 
Buffalo,  which  with  an  interruption  of  five  or 
six  years  extended  in  all  over  thirty  years. 
During  the  interim  he  established  in  New 
York  City  and  edited  The  Baptist  Union,  a 
Freewill  Baptist  weekly.  In  1892  he  founded 
Keuka  College  on  Lake  Keuka,  and  was  its 
president  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  Dr. 
Ball  had  always  been  active  in  the  affairs  of 
state.  He  was  a  member  of  the  first  Repub- 
lican National  Convention,  in  1858,  that  placed 
Fremont  in  nomination  for  the  office  of  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States.  He  wrote  a  num- 
ber of  books,  chiefly  of  a  theological  character. 

We  regret  to  note  the  sudden  death  of 
Archibald  Clavering  Gunter,  novelist,  play- 
wright and  publisher,  at  his  home,  No.  145 
West  73d  Street,  New  York  City,  on  the  even- 
ing of  February  24.  Mr.  Gunter  had  not  been 
ill,  and  was  engaged  in  writing  the  last  pages 
of  the  manuscript  of  a  new  play  when  he  was 
stricken  with  apoplexy.  Mr.  Gunter  was  bom 
on  October  25,  1847,  in  Liverpool,  Eng.  His 
parents  came  to  this  country  in  1883  and  set- 
tled in  Califomia.  After  attending  the  public 
schools  in  San  Francisco,  Mr.  Gunter  was 
graduated  from  the  School  of  Mines  of  the 
University  of  Califomia.  He  was,  in  turn,  a 
civil  engineer  with  the  Central  Pacific  Rail- 
road, a  chemist  in  the  California  Assay  Office, 
superintendent  of  mines  in  Utah  and  a  stock- 
broker in  San  Francisco.  In  1879  he  came  to 
New  York.  "Mr.  Bames  of  New  York"  was 
his  first  successful  novel.  More  than  a  million 
copies  were  sold  in  this  country  and  Engla/jd. 
And  yet,  every  publisher  in  this  country  to 
whom  the  manuscript  was  offered,  refused  it. 
Mr.  Gunter,  confident  in  his  work,  finally  de- 
cided to  publish  the  work  himself,  and  estab- 
lished the  Home  Publishing  Company,  the 
very  efficient  head  of  which  was  his  wife, 
Esther  Lisbeth  Bums,  niece  of  George  H. 
Story,  the  portrait  painter,  and  at  one  time 
curator  of  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art. 
Mr.  Gunter  was  the  author  of  a  number  of 
successful  plays,  among  them  "Prince  Karl," 
in  which  Richard  Mansfield  made  his  first  hit, 
and  of  thirty-nine  novels.  His  latest,  if  not 
his  last  novel,  ''Mr.  Barnes,  American,"  has 
been  brought  out  this  week  by  Dodd,  Mead  & 
Co. 


NOTES  ON  AUTHORS. 

Paul  Bourget  has  just  finished  a  new- 
novel  called  "L*fimigre,"  which  will  appear 
shortly  in  La  Revue  des  Deux  Mondes. 

Miss  Zoe  Procter,  who  was  the  late  Mrs. 
Craigie's  secretary,  has  made  a  volume  of  ex- 
tracts from  the  works  of  John  Oliver  Hobbes, 
which  will  soon  be  published.  It  is  not  merely 
a  collection  of  the  epigrams  and  witty  sayings, 
but  will  contain  passages  of  more  enduring 
thought. 

W.  R.  Patterson— better  known  as  the 
novelist,  "Benjamin  Swift" — is  about  to  pub- 
lish a  series  of  studies  in  history,  to  be  enti- 
tled "The  Nemesis  of  Nations."  He  believes 
that  he  has  gathered  together  therein  facts 
which  not  only  illuminate  dark  ages  but  dis- 
play modern  problems  in  their  ancient  form. 

On  March  i  William  Dean  Ho  wells  cele- 
brated his  seventieth  birthday.  Hosts  of 
friends  remembered  him,  for  he  never  lacked 
friends  from  the  day  he  entered  public  life 
until  now.  Brilliant  without  becoming  sensa- 
tional or  pyrotechnic,  profound  without  be- 
cc»ming  obscure,  his  whole  being  pulsating 
with  sympathy  and  love  for  his  fellow-men, 
Mr.  Howells's  work  will  endure  when  that  of 
many  of  his  more  showy  contemporaries  shall 
have  perished  and  turned  to  dust.  For  his 
many  endearing  personal  qualities  we  love 
him,  and  hope  he  may  be  spared  many  years 
longer  in  his  present  sphere  of  usefulness  and 
good  cheer. 

The  centenary  anniversary  of  the  birth  of 
Henry  Wads  worth  Longfellow  was  celebrated 
on  February  27,  particularly  at  his  birthplace. 
Portland,  Me.,  at  his  college,  Bowdoin,  and 
at  his  residence  in  Cambridge,  Mass.  The 
schools  and  cit>'  hall  of  Portland  were  the 
scene  of  a  general  celebration,  and  the  poet's 
college  listened  to  an  address  and  a  poem  by 
two  of  the  professors  of  that  institution.  In 
Cambridge  the  tribute  was  particularly  no- 
ticeable, as  a  half  holiday  was  declared,  the 
Longfellow  exhibition  of  rare  memorabilia 
was  opened  at  the  library,  and  Harvard  Uni- 
versity held  a  meeting  at  Sanders'  Theatre, 
Throughout  the  schools  of  New  England  and 
New  York  City  the  day  was  observed,  and  in 
New  York  City  the  National  Arts  Club  ob- 
served the  centennial  with  a  banquet,  at  which 
Dr.  Henry  van  Dyke,  Richard  Watson  Gilder, 
Edwin  Markham,  Mrs.  J.  C.  R.  Dorr  and 
others  were  the  speakers.

The  first  number  of  the  Ziegler  Magasine 
for  the  Blind  will  be  published  next  week. 

The  Magazine  of  American  Progress  is  the 
name  of  a  quarterly  periodical  which  will  soon 
be  issued  in  San  Francisco.  Wellington  E. 
Wolfe,  the  associate  editor,  says  that  the 
magazine  will  cover  topics  of  interest  to  the 
whole  coast.  The  first  number  will  discuss 
San  Francisco's  World's  Fair  in  1913,  various 
phases  of  the  rehabilitation  of  San  Francisco, 
banking  and  finance  and  commercial  progress. 
Each    number    will    include    portraits    and 
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sketches  of  men  prominent  in  business  and  the 
professions. 

The  Burlington  Magazine  for  February, 
published  by  Robert  Grier  Cooke,  contains  a 
photogravure  frontispiece  of  a  superb  picture 
by  Palma  Vecchio.

DuFFiELD  &  Co.  will  bring  out  on  the  23d 
inst.  "Sir  Elyot  of  the  Woods,"  a  new  novel

It 
is  by  the  curator  of  reptiles  in  the  New  York 
Zoological  Parki  and  is  said  to  be  the  first 
complete  and  up-to-date  book  on  North 
American  reptiles  yet  made.  It  was  written, 
too,  with  the  idea  of  being  helpful  to  agricul- 
turists, for  the  species  of  economic  import- 
ance have  been  defined,  and  the  habits  given, 
and  every  species  of  North  American  poison- 
ous serpent  is  represented  by  a  photograph, 
except  two  that  inhabit  practically  inaccessible 
parts  of  the  Colorado  desert.  The  illustra- 
tions represent  about  seventy  per  cent,  of  the 
North  American  reptiles.  They  announce  a 
somewhat  novel  book  on  the  use  of  fruit  as 
food  in  "Fruit  Recipes,"  by  R.  M.  Fletcher 
Berry.  The  reader  is  not  only  shown  the  un- 
appropriated uses  of  fruit,  but  gives  900 
recipes  for  fruit  dishes  and  drinks.  The  book 
will  be  profusely  illustrated. 

The  G.  W.  Dillingham  Company  will 
publish  late  in  March  or  early  in  April  a  new 
novel  by  Arthur  Homblow,  author  of  "The 
Lion  and  the  Mouse,"  which  is  now  ncaring 
its  sixtieth  thousand.  Mr.  Homblow's  new 
book  is  called  "The  End  of  the  Game,"  a  key 
to  the  significance  of  the  title  being  found  m 
this  quotation  on  the  first  page:  "As  in  a 
game  of  cards  so  in  the  game  of  life.  .We 
must  play  well  what  is  dealt  to  us."  It  is  a 
tremendous  story  of  love  amid  the  fierce  clash 
of  modem  business  life  and  presents  a  hcrome 
as  fascinating  as  any  that  has  appeared  in  u^' 
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tion  since  Jane  E3rre.  Dealing  powerfully  and 
graphically  with  scenes  and  characters  in  pres- 
ent-day American  life,  it  is  peculiarly  timely 
in  its  theme  which  is  full  of  intense  humanity, 
while  its  many  dramatic  situations  keep  the 
reader  engrossed  from  start  to  finish.  The 
admirable  way  in  which  the  book  is  written, 
its  wealth  of  incident,  its  excellent  character 
drawing,  vivid  pictures  of  metropolitan  scenes 
and  of  business  life,  all  insures  quick  popu- 
larity for  the  book  and  the  gaining  of  thou- 
sands of  new  readers  for  this  vigorous  writer. 

The  Oxford  University  Press  will  pub- 
lish shortly  in  their  Oxford  Library  of  Prose 
and  Poetry  "Selections  from  Dr.  Johnson's 
'Rambler,'"  edited,  with  preface  and  notes, 
by  W.  Hale  White.  It  is  explained  that  the 
object  is  not  so  much  to  give  specimens  of 
felicitous  expressions  as  to  show  what  John- 
son thought.  The  editor  says  that  there  is 
much  in  Johnson  which  is  not  revealed  in  his 
conversation,  and  that  he  is  but  partially  un- 
derstood by  those  who  know  him  through 
Roswell  alone,  the  **Life,"  indeed,  having  ob- 
scured the  merits  of  Johnson's  own  works. 
Another  volume  of  Jowett's  Essays — disserta- 
tions turning  principally  on  his  method  of  in- 
terpreting Scripture — with  an  introduction  by 
Professor  Lewis  Campbell  is  also  about  to  be 
issued  in  the  Oxford  Library  of  Prose  and 
Poetry.  The  essays  selected  include  those  on 
the  interpretation  of  Scripture,  (published  in 
**Essays  and  Reviews,")  the  abstract  ideas  of 
the  New  Testament,  the  Old  Testament,  and 
contrasts  of  prophecy,  and  the  sermon  on 
Richard  Baxter  is  appended.  The  reprint  is 
timely  in  view  of  the  controversies  of  the 
present  day. 

Funk  &  Wagnalls  Company  have  just 
published  a  new  book  by  Dr.  Isaac  K.  Funk, 
entitled  "The  Psychic  Riddle,"  in  which  the 
author  presents  evidence  from  the  spirit 
world  that  death  is  pleasant,  that  the  spirits 
have  bodies  and  that  when  they  enter  earthly 
conditions  they  experience  a  difficulty  of 
breath  such  as  earthly  folk  experience  in  go- 
ing into  a  place  of  foul  smells.  "So  if  these 
spirits  are  to  be  believed,"  says  Dr.  Funk,  "we 
will  not  get  free  from  taking  care  of  bodies 
by  dying."  "This  information  purported  to 
come  from  Dr.  Richard  Hodgson,  late  secre- 
tary of  the  Society  for  Psychicsd  Research, 
communicated  through  Mrs.  Piper,  the  fa- 
mous Boston  medium,  to  Professor  James  H. 
Hyslop.  Dr.  Funk  has  been  interested  in 
spirits  for  many  years  and  has  spent  much 
time  investigating  mediums  and  their  revela- 
tions. The  subject  is  one  which  should  not 
be  scoffed  at,  he  believes,  and  although  he  is 
not  willing  to  declare  himself  a  believer  in 
spirits,  he  does  think  that  there  are  classes  of 
phenomena  which  point  clearly  to  the  opera- 
tion of  intelligent  forces  that  exist  outside  of 
what  we  know  as  human  bodies. 

Fleming  H.  Revell  Company  have  in  prep- 
aration two  volumes  on  the  doctrine  of  atone- 
ment that  treat  it  from  entirely  different  view- 
points— "The  Meaning  and  Message  of  the 
Cross,"  by  Henry  C.  Mabie,  and  "The  Heart 
of  the  Gospel,"  by  James  M.  Campbell.  The 
latter  book  is  more  direct  in  its  treatment, 


and  it  is  rather  unfortunate  that  the  author's 
name  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  London  min- 
ister. Dr.  James  Campbell,  however,  (for- 
merly of  Chicago,)  is  now  an  active  pastor  in 
California,  and  author  of  "The  Indwelling 
Christ,  After  Pentecost,"  and  other  books 
favorably  received.  They  also  announce  an 
authoritative  book  on  the  relations  of  Chris- 
tian and  Moslem  religions  in  the  East,  en- 
titled •^slam  and  Christianity  in  India,"  by 
E.  M.  Wherry.  Dr.  Wherry  has  been  for 
thirty  years  on  the  ground  as  a  missionary, 
has  published  a  commentary  on  the  Koran 
and  several  other  books  and  is  generally  ac- 
cepted as  an  authority.  The  contents  of  this 
book  were  delivered  as  lectures  to  the  stu- 
dents of  Princeton  Seminary  and  are  marked 
by  great  fairness  to  the  Moslems,  whom  he 
contends  we  must  not  call  heathen. 

John  Lane  Company  publish  this  week  a 
decorative  gift  book  entitled  "In  My  Lady's 
Garden,"  by  Katrina  Trask.  This  love  story 
is  printed  in  two  colors  with  ornamental  de- 
sign and  cover,  and  makes  an  attractive  gift 
book.  They  have  again  put  to  press  new 
issues  of  "The  Morals  of  Marcus  Or- 
deyne"  and  "The  Beloved  Vagabond,"  by 
W.  J.  Locke.  "The  Morals  of  Marcus  Or- 
deyne,"  in  dramatic  form,  is  now  having  a 
successful  run  and  will  be  brought  out  on  the 
New  York  stage  early  next  fall.  Mr.  Locke's 
"Vagabond"  is  winning  even  more  friends 
day  by  day,  both  here  and  in  England,  so  that 
it  is  difficult  to  keep  him  in  print.  Owing  to 
the  revived  interest  in  Anthony  TroUopc, 
John  Lane  Company  have  just  issued  a  uni- 
form edition  of  fourteen  of  the  most  impor- 
tant works  of  this  author,  who  in  his  day  did 
for  England  what  Balzac  has  done  for  France. 
This  edition  is  bound  in  dark  green  flexible 
leather,  printed  upon  thin  opaque  paper,  the 
volume  being  a  good  size  for  a  library,  small 
and  easy  to  handle.  They  have  also  issued 
George  Borrow's  complete  works,  in  five  vol- 
umes, bound  in  green  flexible  leather,  in  sim- 
ilar style  to  the  Trollope. 

The  American  Baptist  Publication  So- 
ciety has  in  preparation  "Odds  and  Ends 
from  Pagoda  Land,"  by  Dr.  W.  C.  Griggs, 
who  gives  interesting  bits  of  information  and 
gossip  of  Burma  scarcely  to  be  found  else- 
where; "Baptist  and  Congregational  Pio- 
neers," by  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Shakespeare,  who 
has  put  into  succinct  form  the  history  of  sep- 
aratism in  England,  briefly  sketching  the 
break  with  Rome  under  Henry  viii.  leading 
up  to  the  origin  of  Congregationalism  under 
Robert  Brown;  a  new  edition  of  "A  Short 
History  of  the  Baptists,"  by  Professor  Henry 
C.  Vcdder,  revised,  enlarged  and  illustrated; 
"For  the  Work  of  the  Ministry,"  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  T.  HarWood  Pattison,  elaborated  by  his 
son,  Harold  Pattison,  which  will  be  found  in 
every  respect  a  worthy  companion  to  those  of 
the  author's  which  have  preceded  it,  including 
such  notable  works  as  "The  Making  of  the

CHEAP  BOOKS. 

Many  ingenious  arguments  have  recently 
been  worked  out  in  the  press  in  this  coun- 
try and  in  England  to  prove  the  possibil- 
ity of  publishing  new  fiction,  in  cloth  bind- 
ings, at  fifty  cents  in  this  country  and  at  half 
a  crown  in  England.  Such  a  course  is 
spoken  of  as  a  "reform  that  must  inevitably 
lead  to  a  vast  improvement  in  the  business 
of  bookselling,  besides  relieving  the  public  of 
much  needless  expenditure  and  at  the  same 
time  making  the  fortunes  of  many  authors 
who  now  must  struggle  even  for  a  bare  liv- 
ing." Notwithstanding  the  more  or  less  plaus- 
ible arguments  advanced,  those  who  have  to 
do  with  the  making  of  books — the  author  and 
publisher— do  not  seem  greatly  impressed 
with  the  possibilities  of  making  new  books 
much  more  cheaply  than  they  have  been  able 
to  make  them  for  some  years  past.  Indeed, 
considering  that  every  item  connected  with 
the  manufacturing  of  books  has  steadily  risen 
in  price  during  the  last  ten  years,  it  would 
not  be  surprising,  should  the  present  rates  of 
wages,  etc.,  remain  permanent  or  become  even 
higher,  were  the  publishers,  in  this  country  at 
least,  obliged  to  increase  rather  than  to  lower 
the  prices  of  books. 

As  to  the  prices  of  works  of  fiction — and  we 
presume  that  in  speaking  of  books  the  public 
and  the  average  newspaper  writer  means  fic- 
tion— it  is  a  fair  question  whether  even  these 
might  be  safely  lowered.  The  opinion  of  the 
trade  is  that  a  general  reduction  in  prices  of 


fiction  would  be  of  little  service  to  any  one 
concerned  in  the  making  and  selling  of  books, 
though  it  might  gratify  some  readers  and  the 
circulating    libraries.      Fair    and    competent 
judges  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  the 
prices  of  the  works  of  the  better-known  and 
most  popular  authors — those  whose  books  arc 
most  desired,  and  who  would  command  the 
largest  audiences— could  not  be  safely  lowered 
to  the  advantage  of  any  one  concerned  in 
writing,    publishing   and    distributing   them. 
New  fiction  during  its  first  year  of  issue  is 
now  sold  close  to  one  dollar ;  to  cut  that  price 
in  two  would  mean  either  that  the  author 
might  expect  to  receive  but  a  third  or  less  of 
the  royalty  he  now  receives,  and   that  the 
books  would  have  to  be  made  of  the  cheapest 
material,  or,  that  the  publisher  would  aban- 
don the  fiction  market  altogether.     Neither 
alternative  is  likely  to  present  itself  to  the 
trade.    In  the  case  of  less  popular  authors,  or 
writers  altogether  unknown,  who,  to  make  a 
reputation,  might  be  willing  to  forego  imme- 
diate compensation,  we  conceive  that  it  might 
be  possible  to  adopt  a  method  that   would 
bring  the  price  of  such  books  below  the  dollar 
m^rk.   Whether  such  work  could  be  profitably 
marketed  at  fifty  cents  or  whether  publishers 
could    afford    to    dissipate    their    time    and 
strength  in  dealing  with  such  work  is  an- 
other question.    One  of  the  principal  dangers 
in  adopting  such  a  course  would  be  that  the 
minor  and  less  profitable  product  would  be 
certain  to  get  into  the  way  of  the  more  impor- 
tant books  and  create  no  end  of  confusion. 
Besides,  such  work  always  finds  a  ready  mar- 
ket in  the  magazine  field,  and   should  not 
be  found  between  book  covers.    As  it  is,  much 
too  much  ephemeral  matter  already  masquer- 
ades in  book  form — but  that  is  another  story. 
When  pressing  for  cheaper  fiction,  public 
opinion  no  doubt  has  in  mind  the  reissue  of 
certain  popular  copyright  stories  successfully 
marketed  during  the  past  five  years  by  three 
or  four  firms,  and  jumps  at  the  conclusion 
that  if  these  can  be  published  at  fifty  cents 
why  not  all  the  future  work  of  the  novelists. 
These  books  are  a  case  in  point    It  is  pos- 
sible to  bring  them  out  in  a  cheap  form  only 
because  they  have  already  paid  for.  themselves 
in  a  more  expensive  form.    Furthermore,  as  a 
confirmation  of  the  hint  of  the  danger  pointed 
out  above— of  confusing  the  cheaper  product 
with  that  in  more  permanent  form — ^it  has  not 
as  a  rule  been  found  profitable  to  push  these 
cheaper  editions  through  the  bookstores  in 
the  larger  cities,  but  rather  through  the  storej 
in  the  smaller  localities  which,  until  these  edi- 
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tions  were  put  on  the  market,  gave  but  slight 
attention  to  any  but  the  cheapest  form  of  read- 
ing matter.  Furthermore,  while  these  books 
undoubtedly  represent  a  larg<s  value  to  the 
occasional  bookbuyer  for  his  fifty  cents  they 
do  not  attract  the  still  goodly  number  of  book- 
lovers  who  demand,  and  are  willing  to  pay  for, 
a  well-made  and  substantial  book,  fearing 
that  a  cheap  book  makes  a  cheap  man. 

That  the  booktrade  is  justified  in  its  atti- 
tude  towards  cheap  books,  is  apparent  in  the 
light  of  recent  events  in  the  French  book  mar- 
ket. According  to  M.  Uzanne,  whose  com- 
munication on  the  subject  of  cheap  books  to 
the  London  AthencFum  is  reprinted  elsewhere, 
it  seems  that  the  enormous  increase  in  cheap 
reprints  of  books  published  within  the  last 
decade  has  cut  down  the  sale  of  new  fiction  to 
such  a  degree  that  it  is  now  almost  impossible 
for  new  authors  to  get  a  hearing.  With  many 
of  the  older  novels  of  note  to  be  had  at  a  franc 
or  even  less,  the  great  multitude  of  readers 
is  content  to  ignore  new  productions ;  nor  does 
it  appear  that  the  development  of  an  appetite 
for  books,  which  might  be  supposed  to  follow 
the  circulation  of  such  a  large  number  of  in- 
expensive reprints,  has  been  of  the  least  use 
t.")  new  aulhois.  The  remedy  now  proposed 
is  to  raise  the  price  of  new  fiction  from  3  fr. 
SO  c.  to  7  fr.  so  c,  to  have  the  books  more 
carefully  made  and  to  endeavor  to  appeal  to 
a  few  select  readers  with  small  editions  of 
from  soo  to  700  copies.  It  is  anticipated  that 
in  this  scheme  the  publishers  will  find  their  ac- 
count and  the  authors  will  be  kept  going  "un- 
til they  are  ripe  for  the  popular  monster." 
This  is  an  extreme  case,  but  it  carries  its 
moral  nevertheless. 


The  Fifty-ninth  Congress  passed  into  his- 
tory, on  March  4,  without  having  taken  action 
on  the  copyright  bill,  though  it  was  favor- 
ably reported  in  both  houses  on  January 
29.  Certain  Senators  objected  to  giving 
consent  for  its  consideration  on  the  ground 
that  the  bill  contained  various  matters  that 
were  in  controversy,  and  that  some  consider- 
able discussion  was  required.  It  was  ad- 
mitted that  there  was  not  time  in  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Senate  calendar  for  the  considera- 
tion of  any  bill,  involving  new  matter,  which 
called  for  discussion,  and,  by  general  consent, 
therefore,  the  bill  was  thrown  over  for  the 
consideration  of  the  new  Congress.  The 
two  committees — House  and  Senate — ^made 
material  alterations,  some  of  which  are 
considered  to  be  very  undesirable  alterations, 
in  the  text  of  the  bill  since  it  was  printed  for 


consideration  at  the  committee  hearings,  and 
the  bill  as  it  stood  when  Congress  adjourned 
therefore  gave  satisfaction  to  few,  if  any,  of 
all  who  were  interested  in  its  passage.  A 
further  consideration  of  the  text  of  these  in- 
terpolated provisions  will  no  doubt  be  called 
for  before  approval  will  be  given  to  the 
enactment  of  the  bill  in  the  next  Congress. 


Legislation  on  postal  matters  was  also  de- 
layed, but  it  is  likely  that  a  more  active  cam- 
paign will  be  undertaken  in  the  next  Con- 
gress and  legislation  of  some  kind  secured. 
Mr.  Cortelyou  signalized  his  last  day  as  Post- 
master-General by  doing  what  Congress  failed 
to  do,  namely,  adopted  a  reform  in  the  sys- 
tem of  weighing  the  mails.  Hitherto  the  mail 
was  weighed  for  seven  days  and  the  amount 
divided  by  six,  leaving  out  Sundays  from  the 
divisor,  to  ascertain  the  amount  on  which  to 
base  the  compensation  of  the  roads.  Under 
the  new  plan  there  will  be  used  as  the  divisor 
in  reaching  the  average  weight  of  mails  the 
actual  number  of  days  the  mails  are  carried 
ill  the  weighing  period,  which  is  good  arith- 
metic and  also  good  business.  It  will  mean  a 
reduction  of  at  least  $s,ioo,ooo  annually  in 
the  pay  the  railroads  will  receive  for  this  ser- 
vice. 


CHEAP  BOOKS  IN  FRANCE. 

While  certain  interests  in  this  country  and 
in  England  are  trying  to  rouse  interest  in  a 
movement  to  induce  publishers  to  reduce  the 
price  of  novels,  the  French  publishers  are 
seriously  considering  the  need  of  raising  it. 

"For  some  time,"  according  to  a  communi- 
cation from  Octave  Uzanne  to  the  London 
'Athenceum,  "several  of  the  inferior  publishing 
firms  have  put  into  the  market  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  cheap  reprints  of  novels  pub- 
lished witiiin  the  last  fifteen  years.  This  swarm 
of  more  or  less  needed  popular  editions  seems 
to  have  choked  all  the  outlets  for  new  produc- 
tions, and,  for  the  present,  publishers  have 
ascertained  that  novels  by  new  authors  find 
no  market. 

"It  may  be  argued  that  cheap  reprints  by 
the  thousand  develop  a  taste  for  reading,  and 
increase  the  number  of  bookbuyers ;  but  at  tilie 
present  moment  they  have  only  served  to  re- 
duce the  buyers  of  new  fiction,  who  are  glad 
to  find  an  opportunity  of  reading  novels  which 
passed  unnoticed  when  first  issued,  and  are 
now  of  importance  on  account  of  the  fame 
since  acquired  by  their  authors. 

"Anxious  to  prevent  their  writers  from  go- 
ing to  these  second-rate  firms  for  popular  re- 
prints, some  first-class  publishing  houses  have 
also  started  cheap  collections  of  the  sort. 
Messrs.  Ollendorff,  Flammarion  and  Cal- 
mann-L^vy  are  issuing  editions  at  9Sc.  of 
the  most  successful  of  their  novelists.  The 
last-named  have  agreed  with  less  important 
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firms  to  include  in  their  own  collection  such 
reprints ;  they  pay  larger  sums  to  authors,  and 
so  they  are  setting  up  an  opposition  difficult 
to  withstand. 

"Meanwhile,  of  the  fifteen  hundred  copies 
usually  printed  of  a  new  novel  at  3fr.  50c.  not 
more  than  a  few  hundred  sell,  as  amateurs 
who  buy  books  in  order  to  keep  them  do  not 
care  for  badly  printed  things  with  a  paper 
cover  that  becomes  loose  and  torn  before  the 
book  is  read.  So  it  has  been  thought  fit  to 
raise  the  price  of  new  novels.  Instead  of 
bringing  out  1500  copies  at  the  usual  price,  on 
bad  paper  with  the  ordinary  yellow  cover, 
publishers  will  print  only  five,  six  or  seven 
hundred  copies  at  yh.  50c.,  more  carefully  got 
up,  and  designed  for  a  few  hundred  choice 
readers  who  will  establish  the  reputation  of 
new  authors,  and  keep  them  in  practice  until 
they  are  ripe  for  the  popular  monster.  The 
profit  would,  it  is  said,  be  greater  for  both  au- 
thor and  publisher,  as  a  limited  edition  at  a 
high  price  is  likely  to  be  quickly  sold  out." 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  it  may  be 
interesting  to  note  Octave  Uzanne's  opinion 
as  expressed  to  an  English  writer  apropos 
of  the  "Battle  of  the  Books"  waged  between 
the  London  Times  and  the  booktrade.  Says 
M.  Uzanne: 

"Through  the  smoke  of  all  this  artillery  the 
public  is  trying  to  see  in  which  camp  its  direct 
interests  lie — the  interests,  that  is  to  say,  of 
its  purse;  and  as  it  is,  and  always  will  be,  on 
the  side  of  cheapness,  I  think  that  the  opinion 
of  the  majority  favors  the  Times;  in  other 
words,  that  it  is  in  favor  of  books,  both  new 
and  second-hand,  at  lower  prices  than  those 
which  now  obtain.  The  general  public  sees 
only  the  specious  and  seductive  aspect  of  the 
question,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  make  it 
consider  the  matter  with  a  loftier  philosophy, 
when  its  reasoning  is  based  on  the  economic 
condition  of  its  purse. 

"But  between  ourselves,  my  friend,  if  I  had 
the  honor  to  belong  to  the  English  nation  .  .  . 
I  should  endeavor,  even  at  the  risk  of  being 
disregarded,  to  warn  the  more  serious  intel- 
lects of  the  kingdom  against  the  illusory  pro- 
gress of  cheap  books. 

"I  cannot  set  forth  here  all  the  historical 
evidences  necessary  for  the  demonstration  of 
my  opinion;  a  whole  book  would  hardly  suf- 
fice for  this.  But  I  am  none  the  less  ready  to 
declare  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  trade  in  books, 
seriously  undertaken,  and  exclusively  devoted 
to  the  making  known  of  the  pure  intellectual 
geniuses  of  a  people  or  of  a  race,  while  me- 
thodically excluding  mediocrities  and  bad 
writers,  ought  not  to  be  rudely  convulsed,  i.e., 
reduced  to  the  compromise  of  low  prices,  bad 
workmanship,  and  speculations  of  all  com- 
mercial adventurers. 

"A  country  so  rich  as  yours  in  historians, 
philosophers,  essayists  and  novelists  would 
soon  fall  below  its  noble  literary  standard  if 
the  booktrade,  by  lowering  its  level  of  excel- 
lence in  accordance  with  sale  prices,  should 
be  gradually  led — as  has  happened  with  us — to 
increase  its  production,  to  disregard  the  qual- 
ity of  its  manufacture  and  the  superiority  of 
authors,  and  to  'scamp'  its  output  in  every 
direction. 

"Take  what  has  happened  in  France  since 


the  middle  of  last  century.  The  splendid 
Romantic  School  had  just  come  to  an  end. 
Victor  Hugo,  Lamartine,  Alfred  de  Mussct, 
Dumas  the  Elder,  Honorc  de  Balzac,  M€ri- 
m^,  Th^ophile  Gautier,  Michelet,  Frederic 
Goul6e  and  many  more  among  our  best  poets 
and  novelists,  had  been  given  to  the  world  by 
the  leading  publishers  in  several  volumes  oc- 
tavo, at  a  price  of  from  six  to  ten  francs — a 
very  high  price — in  spite  of  the  fact  that  they 
were  poorly  printed  on  cotton  paper,  under 
conditions  altogether  inferior  to  those  still  ob- 
taining in  the  principal  English  publishing 
houses.  The  sale-price  of  these  Romantic 
works  did  not  limit  the  number  of  impres- 
sions, neither  did  it  check  the  growing  fame 
nor  restrict  the  monetary  gain  of  their  au- 
thors. Victor  Hugo  managed  to  be  a  very 
capable  man  of  business,  and  Balzac,  in  spite 
of  his  debts,  handled  very  considerable  sums. 
Towards  1850  cheap  bookselling  made  its  ap- 
pearance with  Charpentier's  'Collection,'  Svo 
volumes,  at  3fr.  50c.,  and  at  ifr.  when  re- 
printed by  Michel  Levy.  At  first  every  one 
was  delighted,  thinking  only  of  the  happy 
economic  solution  by  which  the  public  profited. 
Gustave  Flaubert,  Alphonse  Daudet,  Emile 
Zola  enjoyed  considerable  sales;  certain 
works  boasted  impressions  of  over  four  hun- 
dred thousand  copies.  Gradually  the  literary 
standard  was  lowered;  publishers,  seeing  the 
success  of  the  great  novelists,  became  less  ex- 
acting, more  accessible,  and  amateur  scribes 
became  bolder.  Now  they  are  in  the  ascend- 
ant, and  professional  writers  are  confounded 
with  literary  people  in  society  and  business 
men  who  write.  It  is  a  confusion  of  genres, 
the  anarchy  of  Belles-lettres,  the  Babei  of 
prblishing. 

"Instead  of  the  few  hundred  books  a  month 
v/hich  used  to  appear,  we  have  now  over  a 
thousand,  undistinguished  by  any  particular 
talent.  And  such  books  1  Hastily  thrown  to- 
gether, printed  on  wood-paper,  the  tjrpography 
faulty  both  in  composition  and  impression, 
the  binding  of  the  flimsiest  description.  What 
duration  can  be  looked  for  from  such  publica- 
tions? Ten  years,  perhaps;  at  the  outside, 
twenty.  Who  could  compare  them  with  the 
superb  volumes  of  the  English  firms  ?  No  one 
would  venture  on  such  a  paradox. 

"In  France,  then,  the  cheap  book  has  over- 
stimulated  production,  destroyed  material  ex- 
cellence in  the  manufacturing  department,  and 
lowered  the  dignity  of  letters.  The  public  no 
longer  recognizes  the  generals  of  its  litera- 
ture, it  no  longer  distinguishes  the  banners 
of  schools;  all  it  sees  are  personalities  made 
prominent  by  advertisement;  all  it  hears  are 
those  clamorous  writers  who,  as  we  say,  fire 
off  pistols  to  attract  attention. 

"Before  this  flood  of  nameless  literature,  of 
shameless  novels,  of  cynical  autobiographies, 
of  psychical  exhibitions  by  writers  of  both 
sexes,  criticism  has  been  forced  to  retire,  mak- 
ing room  for  charlatans,  mountebanks  and  the 
disaffected  traders  of  the  temple. 

"Macaulay  could  not  write  of  the  literary 
France  of  to-day,  as  he  did  of  our  nation  in 
the  seventeenth  century,  that  she  exercised  an 
influence  over  the  human  race  greater  than 
Rome  had  ever  wielded.  Cheap  books,  the 
throwing  open  of  the  careers  of  publishing- 
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and  writing  to  every  one,  the  spread  of 
the  eaeoilhet  scribendi,  the  decadence  of  let- 
ters and  of  books  in  France,  aie  all,  in  my 
opinion,  closely  and  logically  conn«ted,  as 
might  be  readily  demonstrated  even  to  minds 
the  most  pi>judiced  against  such  a  theory. . , . 

"I  think  that  those  among  your  compa- 
triots who  are  in  favor  of  cheap  publishing 
must  be  blind  to  the  fatal  consequences  of 
such  a  revolution  in  the  future.  Reserve  for 
your  admirable  classics,  for  famous  writers 
from  Shakespeare  to  Dickens,  popularization 
by  means  of  dainty  editions  of  6rf.  or  \s.  a 
volume.  But  beware  of  giving  over  your 
contemporary  authors  to  the  bazaar  of  cheap 
literature.  To  do  so  would  be  to  strike  a  fatal 
blow  at  that  dignity,  that  religion  of  letters 
and  of  talent  which  still  survive  on  your  soil, 
as  yet  untouched  by  those  revolutions  which 
have  caused  such  irreparable  ruin. 

"Defend  your  publishers  a.'  you  would  de- 
fend the  keepers  of  your  locks  against  those 
who  would  fain  destroy  these  necessary  bar- 
riers on  the  pretext  of  'free  rivers.' " 

CHANGES  AT  ROBERT  GRIER  COOKE, 
INCORPORATED. 

Gardner  C.  Teall,  who  has  just  resigned 
the  treasurership  of  Robert  Grier  Cooke,  Inc., 
and  who  has  been  elected  vice-president  of 
that  house,  with  V/alter  S.  Trumbull,  secre- 
tary, left  for  Europe  last  Saturday  morning 
on  the  Celtic,  for  a  tour  on  the  other  side  of 
aboitt  five  months  or  more.  They  are  going 
to  make  some  important  arrangements  on  be- 
half of  Robert  Grier  Cooke,  Inc.,  in  several 
parts  of  Europe,  and  Mr.  Teall  is,  incidentally, 
gc.ing  to  make  a  typographical  progress,  so  to 
speak,  studying  that  sort  of  work,  color  work, 
and  other  things  allied  to  them,  with  a  view 
tn  utilizing  this  knowledge  in  his  work  for 
the  house  upon  his  return. 

Robert  H.  Van  Court,  general  office  man- 
ager, has  just  been  elected  treasurer  of  Robert  ■ 
Grier  Cooke,  Inc.,  to  succeed  Mr.  Teall.  Mr. 
Frederick  L.  Ferine  is,  in  various  ways,  in- 
terested in  the  work  of  this  house,  having 
been  elected  director  recently. 

Frederick  Sherman,  well  known  for  his 
work  at  the  house  of  Charles  Scribner's  Sons. 
has  just  accepted  a  position  in  charge  of  the  . 
ir^anufacturing  and  art  departments  of  Robert 
Grier  Cooke,  Inc.,  which  have  been  under  the 
management  of  Mr,  Teall. 

On  Thursday  afternoon,  February  28,  a  re- 
ception to  the  editors,  authors,  artists  and 
clients  of  the  house  was  given  by  Robert 
Grier  Cooke,  Inc.,  which  also  marked  the 
opening  of  the  enlarged  offices,  which  have  re- 
cently been  redecorated.  Many  products  of 
the  house  were  on  exhibition  at  the  time,  in- 
cluding plates  from  the  J.  P.  Morgan  Porce- 
lains Catalogue,  and  reproductions  of  the 
heavily-jewelled  cover  of  the  Lindauer  Evan- 
geliar,  one  of  the  really  great  books  of  the 
world,  and  now  in  Mr.  Morgan's  collection  ; 
original  caricatures  from  Caruso's  book;  wild 
flower  plates  from  the  book  on  that  subject, 
by  Miss  R.  C.  Boardman,  soon  to  appear,  and 
a  special  display  of  bookplates,  stationery  and 
engraving,  and  material  showing  the  three- 
color  process  and  genealogical  matter. 


SCRIBNER'S  NEW  PRINTING  OFFICE. 
The  fourteen-story  building  put  up  by 
Charles  Scribner's  Sons  for  iheir  manufactur- 
ing plant  at  No.  311  to  319  West  Forty-third 
Street,  just  west  of  Eighth  Avenue,  in  New 
York  City,  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the 
end  of  next  month.  The  building,  which  is 
within  a  block  of  the  Times  Square  subway 
station,  four-and-a-half  blocks  from  the 
Grand  Central  Station  and  ten  blocks  from 
the  new  Pennsylvania  R.  R.  station,  has  been 
designed  by  Ernest  Flagg,  the  well-known 
architect,  who  is  now  also  engaged  on  the 
new  Singer  Building  and  the  Naval  Academy 
buildings  at  Aimapolis.     No  pains  and  ex- 


pense have  been  spared  to  combine  in  its  con- 
struction perfect  adaptability  to  business  re- 
quirements, with  artistic  effect. 

It  is  built  of  steel  and  brick,'  fireproof 
throughout,  and  has  been  constructed  for  the 
carrying  of  heavy  machinery.  It  is  absolutely 
fireproof,  with  metal  doors  and  window 
frames,  and  is  provided  with  the  Sprinkler 
system  throughout. 

Seven  of  the  fourteen  floors  will  be  occu- 
pied by  the  Scribners  themselves  for  manu- 
facturing purposes,  and  of  the  remaining 
5p£.ce  two  Roors  have  been  taken  by  the  Red- 
field  Brothers,  printers,  and  the  fourteenth 
floor,  together  with  a  roof  house  specially 
constructed  for  its  needs,  has  been  leased  by 
the  Color  Plate  Company. 

The  headquarters  of  Charles  Scribner's 
Sons  will  remain  at  153-157  Fifth  Avenue. 
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RULING  ON  DUTY  ON  IMPORTED 
SHEETS  REVERSED. 

It  was  decided  on  March  7  by  the  Board  of 
United  States  General  Appraisers  that  sheets 
printed  abroad  and  bound  and  finished  into 
books  in  this  country,  are  subject  only  to  duty 
upon  the  percentage  of  royalty  applicable  to 
the  parts  involved. 

The  decision,  which  terminates  the  contro- 
versy between  the  Government  and  E.  P.  Dut- 
ton  &  Co.,  reverses  the  ruling  made  by  Gen- 
eral Appraiser  Fischer,  who  sustained  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Appraiser  of  the  Port  of  New 
York  in  adding  to  the  dutiable  value  the 
entire  roj'alty  which  was  based  upon  the  com- 
pleted book. 

The  decision  of  the  full  board  is  broad,  and 
includes  three  propositions,  which  arc  as  fol- 
lows: Books  of  foreign  authors  published  in 
the  United  States  are  subject  to  no  duty  upon 
royalty.  Books,  printed  and  bound  abroad, 
are  subject  to  duty  upon  the  entire  royalty  paid 
thereon.  Sheets  printed  abroad  and  bound  and 
finished  into  books  in  the  United  States  are 
subject  only  to  duty  upon  the  percentage  of 
royalty  applicable  to  the  parts  involved. 

CANADA  BARS  SUNDAY  PAPERS. 

Twenty  thousand  American  papers  hitherto 
sold  freely  in  Canada  on  Sunday  are  absolute- 
ly barred  on  that  day,  and  Canada  itself  docs 
not  issue  a  Sunday  paper.  It  is  illegal  even 
for  express  companies  to  bring  these  papers 
into  Canada  on  Sunday.  The  legislation  pro- 
hibiting the  sale  of  newspapers  throughout 
the  Dominion  on  Sunday  was  passed  at  last 
year's  parliamentary  session,  and  the  penalty 
for  violation  is  a  fine  of  $250,  or  two  months 
in  jail.  The  papers  have  always  been  obtain- 
able on  trains,  at  stations  and  at  hotels  and 
bookstalls.  A  meeting  of  those  interested  in 
the  sale  was  held  on  March  i.  The  legal  ad- 
vice was  that  no  loophole  existed  by  which  the 
papers  could  be  paid  for  in  advance  or  on. 
Monday  and  given  or  delivered  in  rooms  or 
at  the  houses  of  customers  on  Sunday. 

ZIEGLER  MAGAZINE  FOR  THE  BLIND. 

The  first  number  of  the  Matilda  Ziegler 
Magazine  for  the  Blind,  which  has  been  es- 
tablished by  the  widow  of  William  Ziegler, 
came  out  on  March  5.  More  than  7000  copies 
were  printed,  and  while  the  price  of  the  mag- 
azine is  stated  to  be  ten  cents  a  year,  nearly 
all  these  copies  were  sent  out  free.  A  sub- 
scription, price  had  to  be  named  so  that  the 
magazine  could  get  the  benefit  of  the  second- 
class  mail  rates.  On  account  of  the  weight 
of  the  magazine,  if  it  were  sent  at  third-class 
rates,  each  copy  would  cost  twelve  cents  to 
mail,  and  the  total  postage  would  be  increased 
nearly  $8000. 

The  magazine  is  14  inches  long,  12  inches 
wide  and  nearly  2  inches  thick.  It  contains 
ninety-six  pages  pages  in  New  York  point 
and  Braille  point,  groups  of  raised  dots  repre- 
senting letters. 

The  publisher's  announcement  says  that  the 
magazine  is  to  Have  short  stories,  a  continued 
story,  the  news  of  the  month  condensed,  a  de- 
partment of  poetry,  and  one  of  letters  from 


successful  blind  people  telling  of  their  work. 
There  is  to  be  a  page  devoted  to  games  in 
which  the  blind  can  engage  A  page  will  be 
devoted  to  humorous  paragraphs,  and  later  a 
music  column  is  to  be  added.  If  enough  of 
the  readers  can  read  music  a  musical  composi- 
tion is  to  be  printed,  which  will  be  the  work 
of  some  blind  composer. 

In  the  first  number  are  letters  from  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  and  ex- President  Qcveland. 
telling  of  their  interest  in  the  blind  magazine; 
a  letter  from  Helen  Keller  expressing  her 
thanks  to  Mrs.  Ziegler  for  establishing  the 
mopzinc  is  one  of  the  features.  There  is  an 
article  covering  eight  pages  telling  of  Mr. 
Ziegler's  efforts  to  reach  Uie  North  Pole  and 
a  long  account  of  Anthony  Fiala's  expedition. 

An  interesting  feature  is  an  article  giving 
simple  physical  exercises.  The  story  "Mrs. 
Wiggs  of  the  Cabbage  Patch"  is  to  be  printed 
in  serial  form,  and  the  first  two  chapters  ap- 
pear in  the  first  number.  There  are  three 
pages  of  humorous  paragraphs  from  the  news- 
papers. Six  pages  of  current  events  follow, 
the  feature  of  which  is  an  account  of  Fireman 
John  Scufert's  experience  while  buried  in  the 
Roosevelt  Street  ruins  for  twenty- four  hours. 
The  San  Francisco  school  controversy  is 
touched  on,  and  a  very  complete  account  of 
the  Kingston  earthquake  is  given. 

The  New  York  point  alphabet,  in  which 
most  of  the  magazine  is  printed,  is  also  given. 

Requests  for  copies  have  come  to  the  ptib- 
lication  office  of  the  magazine,  (Walter  G. 
Holmes,  1931  Broadway,  New  York  City,) 
from  all  parts  of  the  world.  A  plea  from  the 
Brantford  asylum  for  the  blind  in  Canada  was 
so  effective  that  Mrs.  Ziegler  decided  not  to 
limit  the  circulation  to  the  United  States. 
Copies  will  also  be  sent  to  applicants  from 
Australia  and  India. 


ADVERTISING  BOOKS. 

The  following  appeared  as  a  communica- 
tion in  the  New  York  ^ttfi  on  March  2 : 

Some  one  asked  me  the  other  day  if  I 
thought  it  dignified  to  advertise  a  book.  I 
blessed  his  heart  and  told  him  yes,  just  as 
soon  as  I  could  voice  the  sentiment. 

As  near  as  I  can  make  out  a  book  is  an 
article  of  commerce,  and  the  writer  having 
written  it  \yith  all  his  heart  and  with  all  his 
soul  and  with  all  his  mind,  if  he  happens  to 
have  one,  hopes  it  will  sell  like  hot  cakes— if 
he  is  honest  with  himself.  And  he  ought  to 
know  that  no  matter  how  good  it  is  it  won't 
sell  like  hot  cakes  unless  it  is  advertised  like 
Somebody's  Buckwheat 

Many  'writers  with  an  oppressive  sense  of 
the  dignity  of  their  profession  choose  pub- 
lishers who  are  secretive.  Such  publishers 
believe  that  advertising  is  all  very  well  for  a 
thing  like  a  soap  or  a  patent  medicine,  but  that 
to  advertise  so  dignified  a  thing  as  a  book  is 
to  become  a  mere  business  man;  and  some 
old-fashioned  publishers  are  no  business  men. 

They  are  willing  to  make  fortunes  out  of 
the  books  they  publish  if  the  gods  are  kind 
to  them  and  cause  their  books  to  sell,  but  as 
for  descending  to  methods  used  by  students 
of  psychology  in  other  lines  of  trade,  they 
simply  won't  do  it. 
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A  well-known  American  novelist  once  said : 
**Whcn  I  have  written  a  book  I  throw  it  over 
the  wall  to  the  public,  and  what  becomes  of  it 
afterward  I  don't  care." 

Dear  author  1  I  wonder  if  he  believed  he 
was  speaking  the  truth. 

Weil,  there  are  publishers  like  this  author. 
They  print  the  books  and  throw  them  over  the 
wall  and  walk  around  with  dignity,  and  if  the 
public  were  to  take  to  buying  their  books  in 
large  quantities  they  would  feel  they  were 
losing  caste. 

Publicity?  Dear,  no.  Publicity  for  a  book? 
Why,  Shakespeare  and  Keats  and  Shelley  and 
Milton  wrote  books.  Books  have  therefore 
an  inherent  dignity.  Publicity  is  all  right  for 
a  criminal  or  an  opera  singer ;  but  for  a  book  1 
Dignity  first,  profits  afterward. 

It's  lucky  that  Shakespeare  can't  come 
back  to  earth.  I  have  a  fancy  that  he  was  a 
pretty  slick  advertiser.  He  knew  what  the 
public  wanted,  and  he  gave  it  to  them,  and 
then  saw  that  they  knew  about  it,  as  his  retire- 
ment with  full  pockets  to  Stratford  shows. 

If  sandwich  men  had  been  known  in  those 
days  you  msy  be  sure  that  he  would  have 
hired  a  file  of  them  to  march  through  London 
bearing  some  such  notice  as  this :  "Richard  m. 
will  die  on  the  stage  of  the  Blackfriars  Thea- 
tre this  morning  (they  had  real  matinees  in 
those  days)  and  all  are  invited  who  have  the 
price." 

A  "still  small  voice"  when  no  one  else  is 
talking  is  more  noticeable  than  a  Comanche 
yell  during  a  flurry  on  the  Stock  Exchange. 

A  coyote  on  a  prairie  is  more  noticeable 
than  he  would  be  in  a  menagerie. 

It's  the  tardy  shot  in  a  squad  of  soldiers 
who  attracts  the  most  attention. 

Holler  in  the  middle  of  the  night  if  you 
want  to  be  heard. 

When  every  one  else  is  advertising  automo- 
biles, you  wait  until  the  day  after.  Some  peo- 
ple think  slowly,  and  the  other  advertising 
will  have  prepared  them  to  buy  your  machine. 

These  pearly  aphorisms  I  cast  before  any 
who  choose  to  dig  them  up.

POSTAL  MATTERS. 

TO  PUT  THE  POST  OFFICE  ON  A  BUSINESS 

BASIS, 

Ways  and  means  of  putting  the  Post-office 
Department  on  a  business  basis  were  dis- 
cussed at  the  White  House  at  a  conference  in 
which  the  President,  Senators  Penrose  and 
Carter,  Representatives  Overstreel  and  Gard- 
ner and  Postmaster-General  Meyer  took  part. 
The  Senators  and  Representatives  are  mem- 
bers of  the  joint  postal  commission  created 
by  Congress  a  year  ago  and  re-created  at  the 
last  session  to  make  a  thorough  investigation 
into  the  business  methods  of  the  department 
with  a  view,  primarily,  of  ascertaining  the 
cause  of  the  annual  deficit,  and,  secondly,  of 
stopping  the  leak 

At  the  close  of  the  conference  it  was  an- 
nounced, according  to  a  special  despatch  to 
the  New  York  Tribune,  "that  a  general  dis- 
cussion of  postal  matters  had  been  held,  but 
nothing  of  a  definite  nature  had  been  deter- 
mined upon.    The  Congressional  members  of 


the  commission  will  remain  in  Washington 
until  about  April  i,  and,  in  the  meantime,  it 
is  expected,  definite  plans  for  the  overhauling 
of  the  department  will  be  prepared. 

"  The  Post-office  Department  will  be  placed, 
if  possible,  on  a  business  basis  like  any  other 
big  business  enterprise  ought  to  be,'  said 
Postmaster-General  Meyer.  'Although  noth- 
ing definite  has  been  decided  upon,  it  may  be 
said  the  commission  will  try  to  find  out  and 
stop  the  leaks  that  exist,  and  so  reorganize 
the  system  of  bookkeeping  that  future  mis- 
takes cannot  happen.  There  is  no  intimation 
that  the  deficit  is  caused  by  dishonesty,  but  I 
have  no  doubt  that  a  great  deal  of  money  is 
sacrificed  by  obsolete  or  unimproved  methods 
of  doing  things.  I  will  do  everything  in  my 
power,  of  course,  to  co-operate  with  the  com- 
mission in  its  efforts  to  bring  the  service  up 
to  the  plane  of  efficiency  that  it  should  have 
and  maintain.' 

"The  appointment  of  A.  L.  Lawshe  as  Third 
Assistant  Postmaster-General,  to  succeed  E, 
C.  Madden,*  is  in  line  with  the  general  scheme 
of  business  betterment  in  the  department. 
Mr.  Lawshe  is  an  expert  accountant  and  au- 
diting officer  of  wide  experience.  He  was 
sent  to  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico  by  the  President 
to  straighten  out  the  finances  of  the  islands 
when  the  United  States  took  charge  of  their 
troubled  fortunes  and  acquitted  himself  ad- 
mirably. It  was  as  a  reward  for  his  good 
work  on  this  exacting  task  that  he  was  se- 
lected for  the  Third  Assistant  Postmaster- 
Generalship,  and  his  friends  are  confident  that 
he  will  speedily  bring  order  to  his  new  post."

MATTER  PERMISSIBLE  UNTIL  FUR- 
THER ORDERS, 

The  following  communications  will  explain 
themselves : 

Sir:  Referring  to  the  circular  letter  of  this 
office,  dated  November  12, 1906,  relative  to  de- 
tachable coupons,  forms,  advertisements,  etc., 
in  second-class  publications,  I  have  to  invite 
your  attention  to  the  following  order  of  the 
Third  Assistant  Postmaster-General: 

"Office  of  Third  Asi't   P.    M.   General, 
Washington,  D.   C,  Feb.  27,   1907. 

The  law  officer  of  the  Department  having,  under 
date  of  Feb.  4,  1907,  rendered  an  opinion  which  will 
permit  of  a  modification  of  the  ruling  of  this  Office, 
dated  Nov.  7,  1906,  relating  to  detadiable  advertise- 
ments and  coupons  in  advertisements,  in  periodicals, 
the  same  is  hereby  suspended  until  further  notice.

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NEIV  SYSTEM  OP  WEIGHING  THE  MAILS. 

Mr.  Cortelyou's  last  act  as  Postmaster- 
General  was  to  adopt  a  long-delayed  reform 
in  the  weighing  of  the  mails.  He  put  the  new 
system  into  effect  by  issuing  the  following 
order : 

"That  whenever  the  weight  of  mail  is  taken  on 
railroad  routes  the  whole  number  of  days  the  mails 
are  weighed  shall  be  used  as  a  divisor  for  obtaining 
the  average  weight  per  day." 

The  railroad  lobbyists,  it  is  reported,  were 
amazed  by  the  order,  and  it  was  said  that  the 
railroads  would  question  the  Postmaster-Gen- 
eral's authority  in  the  courts.  No  one,  how- 
ever, seems  prepared  to  say  why  this  simple 
measure  of  justice  should  not  have  been  in- 
sisted on  long  ago  either  by  Congress  or  the 
Post-office  Department 

An  idea  of  the  effect  of  the  order  can  be 
obtained  from  the  fact  that  on  one  route  of 
the  New  York  Central,  from  New  York  to 
Bi'ffalo,  the  mail  payments  probably  will  be 
reduced  $250,000  a  year.  All  of  the  through 
lines  will  be  affected.  The  reduction  on  most 
of  the  Western  roads  will  be  about  10  per 
cent,  of  the  amounts  they  now  receive. 


OBITUARY  NOTES. 

Masy  Elizabeth  Blake,  poet  and  prose 
writer,  died  February  26  at  her  home  in  Bos- 
ton. Mrs.  Blake,  nie  Mary  Elizabeth  Mc- 
Grath,  was  bom  in  Dungarvan,  County  Wa- 
terford,  Ireland,  in  1840.  In  1849  her  parents 
removed  to  Quincy,  Mass.  Her  first  literary 
work  appeared  in  Ihe  Boston  Pilot,  the  Ga- 
sette  at  the  time  edited  by  P.  B.  Shillaber, 
and  in  the  Transcript.  In  1865  she  was  mar- 
ried to  Dr.  John  G.  Blake.  Her  first  book 
was  "On  the  Wing,"  after  which  she  pub- 
lished five  volumes  of  verse,  among  them 
"Verses  Along  the  Way,"  and  several  volumes 
of  travel  sketches. 

Alfred  Hodder,  for  ^we  years  secretary  to 
District  Attorney  Jerome,  of  New  York  City, 
died  on  March  4  in  his  apartments  in  the  Ho- 
tel San  Remo,  New  York  City.  Mr.  Hodder 
was  born  on  September  18,  1866,  at  Celina, 
Ohio.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  Denver, 
Colo.,  in  1889,  and  was  admitted  to  the  grad- 
uating class  in  Harvard,  1890-91.  After  a 
two  years'  stay  in  Europe  he  came  to  New 
York  and  became  a  regular  contributor  to 
The  Nation.  He  was  the  author  of  "Adver- 
saries of  the  Sceptic,"  a  series  of  philosophi- 
cal essays;  "The  Fight  for  the  City,"  an  ac- 
count of  the  first  Jerome  campaign;  "The 
New  Americans,"  a  novel,  and,  under  the 
name  of  Francis  Walton,  collaborated  with 
"Josiah  Flynt"  Willard  in  writing  "The  Pow- 
ers That  Prey,"  a  series  of  stories  based  upon 
the  illicit  relations  between  the  police  and 
criminals  of  New  York  City,  which  created  a 
considerable  stir  for  some  time  after  their 
publication. 

Wendell  Phillips  Garrison,  forty-one 
years  editor  of  The  Nation,  died  on  February 
27  at  South  Orange  after  several  months 
of  declining  health.  Mr.  Garrison,  the  third 
son  of  William  Lloyd  Garrison,  the  famous 
abolitionist,    was    bom     in     Cambridgeport, 


Mass.,  June  4,  1840,  and  was  graduated  from 
Harvard  with  the  class  of  '61.     After    two 
years  of  tutoring  at  the  university  he  came  to 
the  New  York  Independent  as  a  reviewer  and 
editorial  writer.    In  July,  1865,  he  associated 
himself  with  Edwin  Lawrence  Godkin  to  es- 
tablish  The  Nation.     From  that  time   until 
June  28,  1906,  when  ill  health  forced  him  to 
withdraw    from   active   work,    Mr.    Garrison 
was  one  of  the  most  active  literary  workers 
in  American  journalism.    He  took  only  one 
vacation  in  twenty-two  years;     He  had   foil 
charge  of  the  editorial  policy  of  the  periodica] 
and  personally  directed  the  details  of  making 
up  and  printing  each  issue.  When  The  Nation 
was  combined  with  the  Evening  Post,  in  1881, 
Mr.  Garrison  became  literary  editor  of  the 
Post,  and  editor-in-chief  of  The  Nation.     He 
filled   this  double  duty   until  his  retirement 
last  June.     Despite  his  editorial  labors   Mr. 
Garrison   found  time   for  some  independent 
writing.    His  "Life  of  William  Lloyd  Garri- 
son," in  four  volumes,  represented  the  eflfort 
of  ten  years.    One  day  a  week  he  devoted  to 
research  work  and  writing  necessary  to  pro- 
duce this  work.    Other  books  produced  by  Mr 
Garrison  were  "What  Darwin  Saw  on  His 
Voyage  Around  the  Worid,"  a  book  for  juve- 
nile readers ;  a  collection  of  "Bedside  Poetry," 
for  the  instruction  of  children ;  "Lyrics  of  the 
Ever- Womanly,"  "The  New  Gulliver,"  "Par- 
ables for  School  and  Home"  and  the  "Me- 
moirs of  Henry  Villard,"  his  brother-in-law, 
were  other  works  of  his. 

Orson  Desaix  Munn,  head  of  the  firm  of 
Munn   &   Co.,   publishers   of   The  ScienHfic 
American,    died    on    February    28    at    his 
home  m  New  York  City.     Mr.  Munn  was 
bom   on   June   11,   1824,   in   Monson,   Mass. 
After  passmg  through   the   academy  in   his 
home  town   Munn   found   employment   in   a 
Springfield  bookstore,  where  he  remained  two 
years,   returning  to   Monson  to   work   in   a 
country   store.      When    he    was    twenty-two 
years  old  he  came  to  New  York,  and  with 
Alfred   E.  Beach,   son  of   Moses   Y.   Beach, 
then  proprietor  of  the  New  York  Sun,  he 
bought  The  Scientific  American,  a  publication 
which   had  been   founded   by   Rufus    Porter 
about  six  months  before.    Porter  was  retained 
as  editor,  and  young  Munn  began  to  devote 
his  energies  to  putting  the  publication  on  a 
sound  busmess  basis.    Success  came  quickly. 
It  was  the  first  popular  scientific  journal  in 
the  United  States.    Numerous  requests  made 
on  the  publishers  for  advice  concerning  the 
procurmg  of  patent  letters  for  new  inventions 
led  to  the  establishment  of  a  patent  agency. 
At  that  time  there  were  hardly  any  profes- 
sional patent  solicitors,  and  for  many  years 
Munn  &  Co.  enjoyed  a  virtual  monogply  of 
this  class  of  business.     It  is  estimated  that 
more   than    100,000   applications    for  patents 
have  been  made  by  this  house.     Mr.   Munn 
laid   down  the  principle  never  to   invest  a 
penny  m  any  patented  invention,  and  he  ad- 
hered to  that  faithfully.    Mr.  Munn  before  he 
became  associated  with  Mr.   Beach  in   The 
SctenttHc  American  enterprise  had  known  him 
as  a  classmate  in  Monson.     Their  business 
relations  and  friendship  continued  until  1806, 
when  Mr.  Beach  died.     Then  the  company 
was  mcorporated  under  its  present  name.

NOTES  ON  AUTHORS. 

It  is  reported  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  van 
Dyke  intends  to  resign  his  Murray  profes- 
sorship of  English  in  Princeton  University, 
and  after  a  two  months'  trip  through  the  Holy 
Land  to  devote  his  entire  time  to  literature. 

The  first  medal  which  the  Camp  Fire  Club 
has  given  in  honor  of  an  outdoor  book  was 
presented  to  W.  T.  Hornaday,  the  director  of 
the  New  York  Zoological  Park  for  his  book 
"Camp  Fires  in  the  Canadian  Rockies."  Ern- 
est Thompson  Seton  presented  the  medal. 
Since  his  return  from  the  trip  described  in 
the  book  Dr.  Hornaday  and  Mr.  Phillips,  who 
took  the  mountain  goat  photographs  which 
illustrate  the  narrative  have  been  making  ef- 
forts to  induce  British  Columbia  to  set  aside 
their  late  hunting  grounds  as  a  permanent 
game  and  forest  preserve. 

The  two  hundredth  centenary  of  the  birth 
of  Henry  Fielding  occurs  on  April  22,  the 
great  novelist  having  been  bom  at  Glaston- 
bury, Somerset,  on  April  22,  1707,  and  died 
at  Lisbon  in  his  forty-seventh  year.  The 
Lc.ndon  Academy  thinks  that  Fielding  re- 
mains still  the  greatest  of  the  English  novel- 
ists, ?nd  continues:  "If  he  has  a  rival  it  is 
Sir  Walter  Scott,  and  Sir  Walter,  with  char- 
acteristic modesty,  ever  looked  upon  him  as 
a  master.  It  has  been  the  fashion  in  puritan- 
ical times  to  look  upon  Fielding  as  deficient 
in  morality,  but  this,  we  think,  is  a  mistaken 
view.  It  is  the  narrow-minded  man  who  ex- 
aggerates human  peccadilloes  and  offenses.  It 
was  a  deadly  sin  in  the  eye  of  an  old  parish 
minister  of  Scotland  to  shave  on  Sunday.  It 
is  a  deadly  sin  on  the  part  of  some  martinets 
of  to-day  to  play  a  game  at  cards,  to  bet  on 
a  horse  race,  or  to  indulge  in  what  is  called  a 
little  flutter  on  the  Stock  Exchange.  But  a 
mind  raised  above  these  trivial  issues,  al- 
though it  may  not  defend  offenses  against  the 
manners  of  the  time,  is  able  to  look  on  them 
with  a  wide  and  sunny  toleration." 

"A  French  writer,"  according  to  the  Lon- 
don Academy,  "has  been  compiling  an  an- 
thology of  famous  cats,  or  rather  the  cats  of 
famous  authors,  which  may  serve  as  a  com- 
panion to  that  quaint  little  volume,  'L'His- 
toire  des  chiens  c61ebrcs,'  in  whose  pages  our 
grandfathers  made  their  first  acquaintance 
with  the  French  tongue.  It  appears  that 
quite  a  number  of  eminent  French  writers  I 


have  been  conspicuously  addicted  to  feline 
society,  not  to  mention  Tasso  and  Petrarch 
among  the  Italians.  Solange  Q^singer,  the 
erratic  daughter  of  George  Sand,  records  that 
on  a  visit  to  Sainte-Beuve  she  found  a  cat  and 
kittens  in  occupation  of  one  comer  of  his 
room.  Is  there  some  subtle  affinity  between 
French  literary  greatness  and  grimalkin?  Sir 
Isaac  Newton  and  Dr.  Johnson  are  among 
the  few  English  writers  whose  cats  have  for  a 
moment  detained  the  pens  of  their  biograph- 
ers. And  now  the  correspondent  of  a  con- 
temporary has  been  attributing  the  old  story 
about  the  large  and  small  holes  cut  in  the 
door,  which  used  to  be  told  of  Newton,  to 
Ampere,  the  great  electrician — and  French- 
man." 

Another  charge  of  plagiarism  against  Jack 
London,  with  a  very  interesting  and  frank 
defense  by  the  accused  author,  appeared  in  a 
recent  issue  of  the  New  York  Independent. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  some  months  ago 
the  same  charge  was  made  in  connection 
with  a  magazine  story  by  Mr.  London  called 
"The  Love  of  Life."  His  answer  was  that 
he  had  taken  a  direct  but  vivid  newspaper 
narrative  of  an  actual  experience  as  his  mate- 
rial, and  had  transmuted  this  raw  material  into 
literature.  Soon  after  this  a  too  close  sim- 
ilarity between  part  of  the  same  author's  cur- 
rent novel.  "Before  Adam,"  and  Stanley 
Waterloo's  earlier  "Story  of  Ab,"  was  dis- 
covered. The  latest  charge  is  brought  for- 
ward by  Mrs.  L.  A.  M.  Bosworth,  who  pre- 
sents in  parallel  columns  passages  from  the 
Rev.  Egerton  R.  Young's  "My  Dogs  in  the 
Northland,"  (published  in  1902,)  and  from 
Jack  London's  "The  Call  of  the  Wild,"  (which 
appeared  in  1903.)  The  latter  book,  says 
Mrs.  Bosworth,  shows  "certain  startling  re- 
semblances" to  the  former,  such  as  "marked 
similarities  in  the  personnel  of  the  leading 
dog  characters,  and  in  circumstances  and  sit- 
uations."

THE  SPRING  OUTLOOK. 

Following  a  phenomenal  fall  and  holiday 
season,  the  activity  of  the  booktrade  since  the 
new  year  has  been  normal  rather  than  spec- 
tacular, at  least  so  far  as  the  retail  branch  is 
concerned.  We  doubt  whether  there  has  ever 
been  such  a  complete  clearing  out  of  stock  in 
the  large  cities  as  there  was  during  the  De- 
cember and  January  months,  or  what  may  be 
broadly  called  the  winter  season.  Early  in 
January  the  wide-awake  dealer  began  to  pre- 
pare for  the  Valentine  season,  which  this  year 
saw  the  biggest  trade  in  this  line  ever  known. 
Never  before  have  sales  been  so  large,  and 
tiever  before  has  there  been  such  a  demand 
for  the  belter  grades.  Indeed,  so  active  was 
the  advance  demand  for  Valentines  that  a 
number  of  manufacturers  and  jobbers  were 
obliged  to  notify  their  customers  early  in 
February  that  they  could  accept  no  more  or- 
xiers.  There  was  virtually  no  carry-over  stock 
—one  manufacturer  being  so  con^dent  of  the 
selling  quality  of  his  goods  that  he  offered 
to  take  back  any  unsold  lots  of  his  line,  an 
offer  he  was  not  called  upon  to  make  good. 
Apparently,  Valentine  is  becoming  a  more  and 
more  popular  saint  each  season,  a  fact  which 
those  who  were  slow  in  recognizing  should 
note  for  future  guidance. 

Much  of  the  activity  of  the  Valentine  trade 
seems  to  have  been  due  to  the  increasing  do- 
me nd  for  post  cards,  the  output  of  which  is 
reported  to  run  into  the  millions — one  author- 
ity placing  it  at  a  billion  a  year.  This  is  per- 
haps an  extravagant  statement;  yet,  when  it 
is  considered  that  one  dealer  alone  disposed  of 
25,000  Valentine  cards  in  a  month — from  the 


middle  of  January  to  the  middle  of  February — 
the  aggregate  must  be  stupendous.  Further- 
more, it  seems  now  as  though  the  post-card 
would  form  a  considerable  factor  all  the  year 
round  for  some  time  to  come,  and  the  dealer 
who  is  alert  enough  to  take  advantage  of 
locality  and  season,  and  make  an  effective  dis- 
play, will  reap  a  rich  reward  for  his  efiForts. 

The  Easter  season,  which  is  almost  upon  us^ 
also  promises  to  be  a  busy  one,  offering  a 
larger  scope  for  the  bookseller  than  the 
Thanksgiving  and  Valentine  seasons. 

As  for  the  publishers  they  seem  to  have 
been  busier  than  ever — 482  firms  having  al- 
ready published  upwards  of  1500  books  since 
January,  as  against  less  than  a  thousand  books 
brought  out  during  the  same  period  last  year 
by  427  publishing  houses.  Of  course,  last 
year  the  printer's  strike  interfered  with  con- 
siderable of  the  early  productivity  of  the  pub- 
lishers; nevertheless  the  showing  this  year  is 
extraordinary  and  gives  evidence  of  a  heavy 
spring  and  summer  trade. 

The  announcements  given  elsewhere  show 
that  almost  all  the  publishers  have  stepped* 
beyond  their  normal  boundaries,  and  are  cov- 
ering many  departments  of  literature  in  the^ 
books  for  which  they  have  contracted. 

In  spite  of  all  the  year  has  brought  of  views 
that  fiction  is  on  the  wane,  partly  because  the 
taste  of  the  reader  has  improved,  partly  be- 
cause new  good  fiction  is  of  too  high  price  to- 
be  popular,  fiction  still  holds  its  own,  and  the 
novels  already  issued  and  those  promised  do* 
much  to  swell  our  Spring  Announcement  list. 
As  far  as  novels  have  come  to  hand,  they 
prove  to  be  of  higher  quality  than  those  of  the 
past  two  seasons. 

America,  as  the  United  States  is  chiefly 
called  outside  our  own  borders,  has  had  such 
a  career  of  fabulous  success  that  books  on  the 
subject  are  legion.  The  history  of  this  lantJ 
is  studied  by  experts,  and  the  result  is  books 
on  every  phase  of  life  in  which  special  Amer- 
icanism shows.  Biographies  of  leading  Amer- 
icans and  bibliographies  of  the  Americair 
writers  that  are  known  throughout  the  read- 
ing world  are  a  feature  of  the  year.  Auto- 
mobiles, Japanese,  Chinese,  railroads  and  in- 
ternational and  interstate  legislation  are  occu- 
pying much  attention,  and  their  merits,  rights 
and  responsibilities  have  produced  a  big  liter- 
ature. Histories  and  works  of  reference  are 
also  undertaken  with  all  the  enthusiasm  such 
works  demand. 

The  publishers  show  confidence,  energy  and 
good  judgment;  the  booksellers  must  also 
show  confidence,  energy  and  good  judgment, 
and  there  is  no  reason  why  the  readers  of 
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Tarious  localities  in  this  broad  land  should 
not  fall  in  and  make  the  spring  of  1907  a  suc- 
<:essful  beginning  of  another  phenomenally 
successful  year  for  the  booktrade.  Certainly 
the  new  plan  for  reform  adopted  by  the 
American  Publishers*  Association  will  do 
much  to  help  towards  this  end  in  the  book- 
trade.  

H.  M.  UPHAM  MUST  NOT  COMPETE 
WITH    THE   OLD   CORNER   BOOK 

STORE. 

The  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  Massachu- 
setts on  February  28  handed  down  the  follow- 
ing rescript  in  an  appeal  from  a  final  decree 
of  the  Superior  Court  dismissing  the  plain- 
tiffs suit,  in  the  case  of  George  A.  Moore,  of 
the  Old  Corner  Book  Store  in  Boston,  Mass., 
to  restrain  H.  M.  Upham  from  competing 
with  him  in  the  book  business,  Upham  having 
sold  to  Moore  his  interest  in  the  business,  in- 
cluding the  good  will: 

Let  the  decree  of  the  Superior  Court  be  reversed 
and  an  interlocutory  decree  be  entered  perpetually 
«njoining  and  restraining  the  defendant  Upham  from 
woiking  for  or  holding  stock  in,  or  being  otherwise 
connected,  directly  or  indirectly  with  the  defendant 
corporation  and  perpetually  enjoining  and  restraining 
the  defendant  corporation  from  employing  the  de* 
fendant  Upham,  directly  or  indirectly  In  its  business, 
or  recognizing  him  as  a  stockholder  therein,  or  as 
otherwise  connected  therewith,  except  to  allow  him 
to  sell  or  aasign  his  shares  of  stock  or  to  receive 
what  is  or  may  be  due  in  respect  thereof,  on  the 
corporation  being  wound  up.  .       ,.  ,       . 

Said  interlocutory  decree  shall  also  direct  the  de- 
fendant Upham  to  account  to  the  plaintiff  for  all 
<ianiage8  suffered  by  it  in  respect  to  the  matters  and 
all  of  them  covered  by  the  bill. 

The  plaintiff  to  recover  its  taxable  costs  from 
both  de^ndants.  ,,  , 

This  without  prejudice  to  further  relief  against 
the  defendant  corporation. 

Judge  Loring  in  his  decision  said:  '*It  ap- 
pears from  the  evidence  that  the  defendant 
Upham  was  employed  as  a  clerk  in  the  Old 
Comer  Bookstore  from  1866  to  1872.  In  1872 
h ;  became  a  partner  and  thereafter  carried  on 
the  book  trade  at  that  store  (as  a  partner  or 
alone)  until  October  30,  1902,  when  he  sold  his 
interest  therein  to  his  then  partner,  George  A. 
Moore.  Moore  paid  Upham  for  his  interest 
(it  was  a  two-thirds  interest)  in  the  partner- 
ship $35,000,  and  by  the  terms  of  the  assign- 
ment IJpham  sold  and  assigned  to  Moore 
(&mong  other  things)  all  his  interest  in  the 
stock  in  trade  of  the  partnership  'and  all 
other  assets  of  said  firm  and  of  the  business 
heretofore  conducted  by  said  Moore  and  my- 
self under  the  xiame  of  Damrell  &  Upham, 
and  including  all  my  interest  in  the  good  will 
of  said  business.'  In  the  following  month, 
that  is  to  say,  in  November,  1902,  Moore  or- 
ganized the  plaintiff  corporation  and  sold  and 
assigned  to  it  all  his  stock  in  trade  'and  all 
other  assets,  pertaining  to  the  business  now 
carried  on  by  me,  and  recently  carried  on  by 
one  Upham  and  myself,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  Damrell  &  Upham,  including  the 
good  will  of  said  business.' 

"The  defendant  Upham  then  went  abroad. 
On  his  return  he  was  for  a  time  engaged  as 
the  assistant  treasurer  of  a  milk  company,  and 
later  in  real  estate  and  insurance  business.    In 


the  summer  of  1905  he  conceived  the  idea  of 
establishing  a  bookstore  in  Boston,  primarily 
for  the  sale  of  books  used  in  the  Episcopal 
Church,  and  secondarily  for  the  general  trade 
of  a  bookstore. 

"It  appears  in  the  evidence  that  from  the 
time  that  Upham  became  an  employee  of  the 
Old  Corner  Book  Store  until  he  sold  his  in- 
terest to  Moore  in  October,  1902,  a  period  of 
some  thirty-six  years,  a  part  of  the  business 
carried  on  there  was  the  Celling  of  books  used 
in  or  in  connection  with  the  Episcopal  Church. 
It  further  appears  that  Upham  was  employed 
in  that  department  when  he  first  came  to  the 
store;  that  from  the  time  when  he  became  a 
partner  until  he  sold  his  interest  to  Moore  in 
i(j02  that  department  of  the  business  was  un- 
der his  special  control  and  direction,  with  this 
qualification:  During  the  last  three  years  he 
had  to  devote  himself  to  the  financial  affairs 
of  the  partnership  and  therefore  left  more  of 
the  church  depaitment  to  one  Wentworth,  who 
at  the  time  the  defendant  corporation  was  or- 
ganized, had  been  employed  in  that  depart- 
ment of  the  Old  Comer  Book  Store  and  its 
successor  the  plaintiff  corporation,  for  ten 
years,  with  a  short  interruption. 

"The  defendant  Upham  testified  that  while 
he  was  connected  with  the  Old  Corner  Book 
Store  that  store  was  'the  most  prominent 
church  depository'  in  Boston.  And  by  this 
wc  understand  him  to  mean  that  it  was  the 
most  prominent  store  in  Boston  for  the  sale 
of  church  books,  or  at  any  rate  for  the  sale 
of  Episcopal  church  books.  He  further  testi- 
fied that  the  business  of  the  new  corporation 
was  intended  to  be  and  was  a  business  which 
was  to  compete  with  that  of  the  plaintiff  cor- 
poration. .  .  . 

"After  conceiving  the  idea  of  setting  up  a 
rival  bookstore  the  defendant  Upham's  next 
move  was  to  solicit  personally  and  through 
some  one  employed  by  him  for  the  purpose 
men  prominent  in  the  Episcopal  Church  to 
subscribe  to  shares  in  a  corporation  to  be  or- 
ganized to  carry  on  the  business  he  proposed 
to  set  up.  Some  of  these  men  were  admitted 
by  him  to  have  been  customers  of  the  Old 
Comer  Book  Store,  and  all  of  them  were  men 
in  the  Episcopal  Church.  He  succeeded  in 
getting  thirty  persons  to  subscribe  to  stock. 

"The  result  of  this  solicitation  on  the  part 
of  the  defendant  Upham  was  the  organization 
of  the  defendant  corporation  on  November 
29,  1905.  The  name  of  the  corporation  was 
that  of  the  defendant  Upham,  to  wit,  'H.  M. 
Upham  Company.*  The  business  of  the  cor- 
poration is  stated  in  the  agreement  of  associa- 
tion to  be  'To  conduct  a  depository  for  the 
Episcopal  Church  and  to  carry  on  a  general 
book  business  and  any  other  matters  connected 
therewith.'  The  corporation  opened  a  store 
at  No.  1 5 A,  Beacon  Street,  on  December  7. 

1905.  On  December  23,  1905,  this  bill  was 
filed.  The  suit  went  to  a  hearing  on  January 
10  and  II,  1906,  and  the  final  decree  dismiss- 
ing  the   bill   was    entered   on    January    15, 

1906.  .  .  . 

"So  far  as  appeared  the  only  persons  em- 
ployed in  the  store  of  the  defendant  corpora- 
tion were  the  defendant  Upham  and  Went- 
worth, who  already  has  been  spoken  of  as 
having  been  employed  under  Upham  in  the 
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church  department  of  the  Old  Corner  Book 
Store.  In  November,  1905,  he  was  an  em- 
ployee of  the  plaintiflF,  in  charge  of  its  church 
department,  and  he  left  that  employment  to 
enter  into  that  of  the  defendant  corpora- 
tion. .  .  . 

"It  is  settled  in  this  Commonwealth  that 
when  a  man  voluntarily  sells  the  good  will 
of  his  business  he  thereby  precludes  himself 
fiom  setting  up  a  competing  business  which 
will  derogate  from  the  good  will  which  he  has 
sold.  Angier  v.  Webber,  14  Allen,  211; 
Dwight  V.  Hamilton,  113  Mass.  175;  Munsey 
V.  Butteifield,  133  Mass.  492;  Webster  v.  Web- 
ster, 180  Mass.  310,  315,  316;  Hutchinson  v. 
Nay,  187  Mass  262,  265. 

"In  each  case  where  the  good  will  of  a 
business  is  sold  and  the  vendor  sets  up  a  com- 
peting business  it  is  a  question  of  fact  wheth- 
er, having  regard  to  the  character  of  the  busi- 
ness sold  and  that  set  up,  the  new  business 
does  or  does  not  derogate  from  the  grant 
made  by  that  sale.  In  Bassett  v.  Percival,  5 
Allen,  345,  and  in  Hoxie  v.  Chaney,  143  Mass. 
592,  it  was  held  that  the  new  business  did  not 
derogate  from  the  grant,  while  the  contrary 
conclusion  was  come  to  in  the  cases  before  the 
court  in  Angier  v.  Weber,  14  Allen,  211; 
Dwight  V.  Hamilton,  113  Mass.  175;  Munsey 
V.  Butterfield,  133  Mass.  492. 

"In  the  case  at  bar  but  one  conclusion  can 
in  our  opinion  be  reached  on  that  question  of 
fact.  .  .  . 

"We  are  of  opinion  that,  on  the  uncontra- 
dicted facts  in  the  case  at  bar,  if  the  business 
set  up  by  the  defendant  corporation  had  been 
set  up  by  Upham  personally,  it  would  have 
been  in  derogation  of  his  grant,  and  that  the 
plaintiff  is  entitled  to  an  injunction  perpetually 
restraining  the  defendant  Upham  from  work- 
ing for  or  holding  stock  in  or  otherwise  being 
connected  directly  or  indirectly  with  the  de- 
fendant corporation ;  and  to  have  an  account- 
ing as  against  the  defendant  Upham  for  dam- 
ages which  it  has  suffered  from  his  breach  of 
contract.  The  plaintiff  is  also  entitled  to  have 
the  defendant  corporation  perpetually  enjoined 
from  employing  directly  or  indirectly  the  de- 
fendant Upham  in  its  business,  or  recognizing 
him  as  a  stockholder  therein  or  otherwise  con- 
nected therewith  except  to  allow  him  to  sell 
his  shares  of  stock  or  to  receive  what  is  due 
in  respect  thereof  on  the  corporation  being 
wound  up. 

"The  further  rights  of  the  plaintiff  against 
the  defendant  corporation  remain  for  consid- 
eration. Its  counsel  has  taken  this  position  in 
his  brief:  The  corporation,  H.  M.  Upham 
Company,  was  a  bona  fide  corporation,  and 
not  merely  H.  M.  Upham  in  another  form. 
It  was  composed  of  many  stockholders  be- 
sides Upham.  It  had  a  right  to  its  name — ^at 
least  so  far  as  the  present  plaintiff  is  con- 
cerned. It  had  no  contractual  relationship  of 
any  kind  with  the  plaintiff,  and  had  not  in  fact 
received  any  transfer  of  any  good  will  of 
Damrell  and  Upham.  It  is  difficult  to  see  on 
what  theory  it  did  not  have  the  right  to  en- 
gage in  the  retail  book  business  and  to  solicit 
the  customers  of  the  old  firm.' 

"We  agree  that  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  de- 
fendant corporation  is  not  Upham  in  another 
form. 


"We  also  agree  that  the  day  after  Upham 
sold  his  good  will  to  Moore,  the  persons 
(other  than  Upham)  who  now  constitute  the 
defendant  corporation  could  have  organized 
that  corporation  and  opened  a  store  for  the 
sale  of  Episcopal  church  books,  and,  if  they 
had  pleased,  could  have  opened  that  store  in 
the  building  next  to  the  Old  Comer  Book 
Store. 

"But  the  difficulty  here  is  that  the  defendant 
corporation  is  not  an  independent  body,  and 
that  it  is  the  creation  of  the  defendant  Up- 
ham, brought  into  being  by  him  in  violation  of 
the  implied  contract  entered  into  by  him  with 
Moore  in  selling  his  good  will  to  Moore.  The 
very  name  which  it  bears  is  to-day  and  here- 
after must  remain  a  mark  in  the  trade  of  that 
fact. 

"What  remedy  the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to 
against  the  defendant  corporation  under  the 
findings  of  fact  which  we  have  made  has  not 
been  argued  by  counsel.  It  is  possible  that  it 
never  will  arise.  As  the  case  must  go  back 
for  an  accounting  in  any  event,  we  do  not 
think  it  necessary  to  come  to  a  decision  on 
that  point  now." 


ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  BOOK- 
SELLERS' LEAGUE. 

The  tv/elfth  annual  meeting  of  the  Book- 
sellers' League  was  held  at  the  rooms  of  the 
Aldine  Association  on  the  evening  of  March 
13  After  the  customary  love-feast  the  retir- 
ing president,  W.  G.  Preston,  thanked  ^  the 
League  for  the  confidence  and  support  given 
him  during  the  past  year,  and  called  for  the 
report  of  the  secretary,  which  was  as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS, 
To  tht  Members  of  the  Booksellers*  League. 

Gentlemen  :  In  accordance  with  the  consti- 
tution your  Board  of  Managers  submit  this, 
their  twelfth  annual  report.  During  the  year 
closed  there  have  been  frequent  and  well  at- 
tended meetings  of  your  board. 

I'he  League  membership  is  practically  the 
same  this  year  as  last,  being  238  while  last 
year  it  was  241.  But  the  average  attendance 
at  dinners  is  greater,  showing  an  increased 
interest. 

We  regret  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  sub- 
mit a  report  of  the  treasurer  at  this  time, 
owing  to  a  recent  change  in  the  office.  The 
present  treasurer  was  elected  to  office  00 
March  2  and  has  not  had  sufficient  time  to 
balance  the  account 

The  Employment  Bureau  under  the  faithful 
and  quiet  care  of  Mr.  C.  E.  Bonnell  continues 
to  provide  positions  and  to  fill  vacancies,  as  is 
shown  in  the  report  herewith: 

"During  the  past  year  there  have  been  43  applica- 
tions for  positions  and  45  applications  for  belpk 
Fiom  these  $7.75  has  been  collected.  Many  appli- 
cants for  positions  do  not  come  back  after  securuig 
a  place  and  many  are  too  poor  to  give  a  fee  for  the 
services  of  the  Bureau." 

Seven  dinners  have  been  held  and  the  En- 
tertainment Committee  has  kept  up  its  record 
in  securing  entertaining  speakers.  We  have 
listened  with  pleasure  to  such  men  as  Dr. 
John  G.  Coyle,  F.  Hopkinson  Smith,  Rex  E. 
Beach,  Charles  Battell  Loomis,  Dillon  Wal- 
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lace,  J.  W.  Sargent,  Anthony  Fiala,  Arthur 
C.  Train,  Esq.,  Rev.  Dr.  Steiner,  Hon.  Robert 
Watchorn,  Dr.  William  Grenfell,  Ellis  Par- 
ker Butler,  Captain  Bradley  Osborn,  and 
others.  Two  dinners  of  especial  interest  were 
the  joint  dinner  with  the  American  Book- 
sellers' Association  in  May,  which  was  greatly 
enjoyed,  and  the  Ladies'  Night  in  January,  at 
which  we  once  more  welcomed  our  fair  friends 
and  entertained  them  fittingly. 

There  has  also  been  started  a  movement  to 
create  a  Benevolent  Fund,  patterned  some- 
what after  that  in  England,  and  through  the 
efforts  of  the  committee  appointed  to  take 
charge  of  the  movement  it  is  hoped  to  secure 
a  nucleus  the  object  of  which  is  the  helping 
of  those  bookmen  who  are  in  trouble,  or  who 
have  grown  old  in  the  service;  in  fact,  to  use 
this  fund  for  such  worthy  objects  as  may  call 
for  aid,  instead  of  drawing  upon  the  neces- 
sarily slender  resources  of  the  League's  treas- 
ury. For  example,  we  feel  sure  that  each 
member  would  have  voted  willingly  to  give 
Dr.  Gren fell's  work  a  substantial  token  of  the 
hearty  support  it  deserves  had  our  purse  been 
as  large  as  our  heart. 

The  outlook  for  another  year  is  bright. 
There  have  been  suggestions  made  that  a  glee 
club  be  started  among  the  members  and  an 
outing  association  be  formed;  in  fact,  in  an 
organization  of  this  size,  much  more  than  is 
dene  could  be  done  to  fraternize  and  get  to- 
gether.

A  gold  button  was  presented  to  Charles  A. 
Burkhardt  for  having  added  five  new  mem- 
bers to  the  League. 

Nominations  for  president  for  the  ensuing 
year  were  then  called  for,  and  A.  Wessels  was 
nominated.  Upon  motion,  the  polls  were 
closed,  and  Mr.  Wessels  was  declared  unan- 
imously elected.  An  election  by  ballot  of  six 
members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  followed, 
resulting  in  the  choice  of  Charles  E.  Butler. 
W.  G.  Preston,  Charles  L.  Bowman,  F.  D. 
Lacy,  Cass  Richardson  and  A.  G.  Seller. 

While  the  ballots  were  being  counted,  the 
president  called  upon  the  guest  of  the  even- 
ing, Mr.  John  R.  Anderson,  who  has  recently 
completed  a  half  century  in  the  book  business, 
for  some  reminiscences. 

Mr.  Anderson  said,  in  part : 

"Mr.  Buchanan  had  the  good  judgment  to 
take  his  chair  on  the  same  day  that  I  took  a 
standing  position  in  the  book  business — March 
4.  1857.  To-day  there  are  two  or  three  prom- 
inent names  in  the  trade  that  were  well  known 
at  that  time,  but  only  one  house  contains  ac- 


tive members  bearing  those  well-known 
names.  Probably  only  a  small  fraction  of 
these  who  were  then  in  the  book  business  arc 
still  living.  For  myself,  I  mean  to  keep  right 
on,  for  I  love  the  business.  I  would  sooner  be 
in  the  book  business  at  half  the  compensation 
than  in  any  other  commercial  line  I  know  of; 
and  I  have  never  put  more  time  into  my  work 
than  I  do  to-day." 

Mr.  Anderson  stated  that  he  entered  the 
business  in  the  firm  of  Clark,  Austin  & 
Smith  in  Park  Row,  who  dealt  largely  with 
Southern  patrons.  The  house  went  under  as 
a  result  of  having  all  its  assets  in  the  South ; 
but  in  time  the  creditors  were  all  paid  in 
full,  with  interest,  by  Mr.  Clark,  of  the  firm 
of  Clark  &  Maynard,  one  of  the  surviving 
partners. 

"There  used  to  be  in  the  land  the  booksell- 
ing jobber,"  continued  Mr.  Anderson,  "and 
as  late  as  thirty  years  ago  there  were  perhaps 
100;  to-day  you  can  count  all  the  jobbers  in 
books  on  the  fingers  of  one  hand." 

After  leaving  Clark,  Austin  &  Smith,  Mr. 
Anderson  entered  the  navy  and  had  two  years* 
service  in  the  Gulf ;  during  the  years  1863-64 
he  was  with  Oakley,  Mason  &  C6.,  and  in  the 
last  year  of  the  war  he  was  again  in  the  navy, 
with  the  South  Atlantic  squadron. 

After  the  war  he  entered  the  employ  of 
Baker  &  Pratt,  the  predecessors  of  the  Baker 
&  Taylor  Company,  where  there  was  most  ex- 
cellent training;  he  remained  with  them  five 
or  six  years  and  then  started  in  business  for 
himself.  This  involved. a  good  deal  of  travel- 
ling throughout  the  country,  in  the  course  of 
which  he  made  some  of  the  most  enjoyable 
acquaintances  of  his  life.  He  spoke  also  of 
book  men  who  had  received  their  first  training 
under  him,  mentioning  in  particular  Arthur 
Hinds,  of  Hinds  &  Noble. 

Mr.  Anderson  told  of  having  at  one  time 
been  a  publisher,  and  mentioned  with  some 
pride  of  having  published  Roget's  "Thesau- 
rus." "Latterly,"  he  said,  "I  have  become  a 
publisher  again,"  and  he  showed  a  small  blue 
p^^mphlet  containing  a  poem  by  Sam  Walter 
Foss  that  had  become  popular  with  librarians. 
Another  of  Foss*s  poems,  "The  Calf  Path," 
which  he  has  printed  in  some  of  his  circulars, 
he  read  aloud. 

"My  business,"  Mr.  Anderson  said,  "has  been 
not  so  considerable  as  enjoyable.  •  Yet,  while 
it  is  small,  I  think  I  am  able  to  say  that  within 
the  past  twelve  days  I  have  taken  probably 
the  largest  single  order  handled  by  a  book- 
seller in  some  years,  amounting  to  $90,000 
worth  of  list."  This  transaction,  he  explained, 
was  with  a  library. 

In  concluding  he  said :  "I  expect  as  long  as 
I  have  the  ability  to  get  about  to  remain  one 
of  the  brethren.  I  thank  you  for  your  cour- 
tesy in  listening  to  this  rambling  talk." 

At  the  close  of  Mr.  Anderson*s  reminis- 
cences the  result  of  the  election,  as  already 
noted,  was  announced.  Mr.  Wessels  was  then 
conducted  to  the  president's  chair,  and  said: 
"I  am  sorry  to  say  that  my  impromptu  re- 
marks have  been  left  at  home.  But  I  fully 
appreciate  the  honor  you  have  conferred  upon 
me  this  evening,  and  I  thank  you." 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Anderson  was 
passed,  and  the  meeting  adjourned. 
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REPRINT  OF  AN  EARLY  NEW  YORK 

BOOK 
Frank  C.  Erb,  of  the  Columbia  University, 
lias  just  published  a  reprint  of  "A  |  Letter  of 
A  dvice  |  To  A  Young  |  Gentleman  |  Leaving 
the  I  UNIVERSITY  I  Concerning  his  Beha- 
viour I  and  Conversation  in  the!  World/'  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Richard  Lingard,  of  Dublin,  re- 
printed by  William  Bradford  in  New  York  in 
1696.  Mr.  Erb  in  an  interesting  introduction 
says :  "Since  it  is  clear  that  the  Laws  [of  the 
Colony  of  New  York,  1693-1694]  were  pub- 
lished in  the  form  of  sheets  or  leaflets,  and 
since  there  is  doubt  as  to  the  place  and  time 
of  publication  of  Keith's  book,  ["Truth  Ad- 
vanced in  the  Correction  of  many  Gross  and 
Hurtful  Errors,"  1694?]  and  since  the  Al- 
manac, [edited  by  Daniel  Leeds,  and  pub- 
lished in  1694,]  would  not  be  considered  a 
book,  it  seems  altogether  probable  that  the 
arst  book  printed  in  New  York  was  'A  Letter 
of  Advice  to  a  Young  Gentleman  Leaving  the 
University.* "  Dr.  Lingard's  admirable  treat- 
ise is  of  sufficient  importance  to  deserve  re- 
printing and  careful  study,  for  that  matter,  by 
those  to  whom  it  is  addressed.  But  anti- 
quarians and  bibliographers  have  long  ago 
disputed  its  claim  to  being  the  first  book 
printed  by  Bradford  in  New  York.  Admit- 
ting for  the  sake  of  argument  that  the  Laws 
and  Leeds's  Almanac  are  not  books  in  the  re- 
stricted sense  of  the  word  and  that  the  place 
and  time  of  Keith's  hook  is  in  doubt,  there 
exists  a  book,  (a  copy  of  which  is  now  in  the 
Public  Record  Office  in  London,)  which,  ac- 
cording to  recognized  authorities,  among  them 
the  late  Dr.  George  H.  Moore,  may  indisput- 
ably claim  to  have  been  the  first  printed  book 
•of  any  kind  printed  in  New  York  by  William 
Bradford.  The  work  referred  to  was  printed 
in  1693,  and  is  "A  |  Journal  |  of  the  |  Late  Ac- 
tions I  of  the  I  French  at  Canada  |  with  |  The 
Manner  of  their  being,  Repuls'd  by  |  His  Ex- 
cellency, Benjamin  Fletcher,  Their  |  Majesties 
Gcvemour  of  New  York,  |  Impartially  Re- 
lated by  Coll.  Nicholas  Reyard  [Bajrard]  |  and 
Lieu-  I  tenant  Coll.  Charles  Lodowick,"  etc. 
The  book  is  described  as  a  "4to,  Title  and 
Preface,  2  leaves,  Text,  22  pages."  It  became 
so  scarce  shortly  after  its  publication  that 
Governor  Bellomont,  Governor  Fletcher's  suc- 
cessor and  bitter  tncipyi  writing  to  the  Lords 
of  Trade  on  November  12,  i6gfe,  says:  "The 
printed  accounts  of  his  [Fletcher's]  great  ex- 
ploits against  the  French  which  he  published 
and  sent  into  England  I  cannot  possibly  get 
one  of  them  for  love  nor  money."  The  book 
was  reprinted  in  New  York  in  1868,  and  was 
dtscribtd  in  a  pamphlet  by  Dr.  Moore,  entitled 
"Typographiae  Neo-Eboracensis  Primitae."

LONGFELLOW  FIRST   EDITIONS. 

Of  the  many  Longfellow  collections  now  in 
existence,  the  three  finest  are  owned  in  New- 
York  City,  these  being  the  collections  of  S. 
H.  Wakeman,  Frank  Maier  and  the  late  J. 
Chester  Chamberlain.  Mr.  Maier  has  at  least 
three  copies  of  "Outre- Mer:  A  Pilgrimage 
Beyond  the  Sea,"  one  of  which,  in  original 
wrappers,  is  perhaps  the  most  interesting^  copy 
in  existence  from  the  fact  that  both  parts 
were  originally  purchased  by  the  same  owner 
just  as  published,  and  have  the  date  of  acqui- 
sition of  each  inscribed  by  him,  1834  and  1835. 
A  copy  of  "Outre-Mer"  in  its  original  form 
cost  William  Harris  Arnold  $60  at  private 
sale  in  1896.  The  two  parts  are  perfect 
and  spotless.  No.  i  being  in  the  orig^inal 
marbled  paper  covers,  entirely  uncut,  and 
No.  2  in  light  blue  wrappers,  side  and 
bottom  edges  uncut.  This  copy,  which, 
however,  cpnnot  be  considered  a  companion 
set  to  Maier's  unique  copy,  because  the  parts 
were  originally  procured  from  different 
sources,  was  sold  in  January,  1901,  to  the  late 
Mr.  Chamberlain  for  $310.  A  few  other  copies 
of  the  series  are  owned  by  bibliophiles  and 
libraries  in  New  York  City,  some  partly  cut, 
some  in  modem  bindings. 

Of  "Poems  on  Slavery,"  Cambridge,  1842, 
according  to  a  recent  article  in  the  New 
York  Sun,  one  of  the  rare  Longfellow  books, 
there  are  three  copies.  One  of  the  three,  a 
fine  example,  in  the  original  yellow  glazed 
psper  covers,  uncut,  was  formerly  in  the 
library  of  James  Russell  Lowell,  and  bears 
this  dated  signature  on  the  front  cover: 
"J.  R.  Lowell,  Dec'r  15,  1842."  Lowell  wsed 
this  copy  in  preparing  a  review  of  the 
be  ok.  In  1903  it  brought  $205  at  a  Boston 
sale. 

There  are  fine  copies  extant  of  "Ballads, 
and  Other  Poems,"  and  "The  Spanish  Stu- 
dent," Cambridge,  1842  and  1843;  of  the 
"Poets  and  Poetry  of  Europe"  and  'TTie 
Waif,"  (both  1845,  edited  by  Longfellow.) 
and  of  "Evangeline,"  Boston,  1847.  The  Ar- 
nold copy  of  the  poem,  in  the  original  boards, 
uncut,  with  the  paper  label,  brought  ^i  in 
1901,  and  Frederick  Locker-Lampson's  equally 
fine  copy  was  priced  at  $175  last  March.  The 
first  issue  of  the  first  edition  of  "Evangeline* 
is  identified  by  a  curious  typographical  error, 
the  letters  "ng^'  having  been  omitted  from  the 
word  "Long"  at  the  top  of  page  61.  This 
error,  however,  also  seems  to  have  occurred  m 
the  greater  part  of  the  second  edition  preTious 
to  its  discovery. 

"Noel,"  Cambridge,  1864,  is  also  one  of  the 
scarce  Longfellow  items.  Only  a  few  copies 
of  this  poem,  written  by  the  poet  in  French, 
were  privately  printed  by  the  author  for  dis- 
tribution among  friends.  A  curious  Long- 
fellow rarity  is  the  first  separate  reprint  of 
"Excelsior,"  published  in  New  York  City  in 
1872  by  the  Excelsior  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany. A  much  rarer  item  is  the  original  is- 
sue of  the  poem  "From  My  Armchair  to  the 
Children  of  Cambridge,  Who  Presented  to 
me  on  My  Seventy-second  Birthday,  F^ 
ruary  27,  1879,  This  Chair,  Made  From  the 
Wood  of  the  Village  Blacksmith's  Chestnut 
Tree." 
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INTERNATIONAL  CONGRESS  OF 
PUBLISHERS. 

According  to  the  BibliograHa  Espanola, 
Madrid,  the  sixth  session  of  the  International 
Congress  of  Publishers  will  be  hcld^  at 
Madrid,  probably  in  May,  1908.  The  publish- 
ers who  are  able  to  go  to  Madrid  for  the 
Congress  will  no  doubt  meet  with  a  most  grat- 
ifying and  impressive  reception  by  their  Span- 
ish colleagues.  The  Asociacion  de  la  Libre- 
ria  will  take  a  prominent  part  in  the  arrange- 
ments.   

RARE  BOOKS  STOLEN  FROM  PARIS 
STATE  LIBRARY. 

It  having  been  discovered  that  a  number  of 
rare  books  and  engravings,  valued  at  several 
hundred  thousand  francs,  had  been  stolen 
from  the  State  Library  of  Fine  Art,  at  Pans, 
an  investigation  was  ordered.  This  resulted 
in  the  recovery  of  thirty-six  of  the  missing 
volumes  worth  100,000  francs.  These  books 
were  brought  in  by  the  widow  of  a  govern- 
ment architect  named  Thomas,  who  had  ab- 
stracted them  while  Curator  of  the  Grand 
Palace,  The  search  for  the  remainder  of  the 
missing  property  is  being  continued. 


REPRINTING  OBSOLETE  EDITIONS  IN 

ENGLAND. 

Commenting  on  a  letter  of  John  Ruskin 
Severn,  the  editor  of  the  Saturday  Review, 
of  London,  says:  "It  may  be  useful  here  to 
give  the  question  about  Ruskin's  works  put 
to  the  Government  and  Mr.  Lloyd-George's 
reply.  Mr.  Beckett  asked  the  First  Lord  of 
the  Treasury  whether  his  attention  had  been 
drawn  to  the  fact  that  'early  and  defective 
editions  of  Ruskin's  books,  discarded  by  Rus- 
kin himself,  were  now  being  reprinted  by  sev- 
eral firms  of  London  publishers  and  offered 
for  sale  in  Great  Britain  and  in  the  colonies ; 
and  whether,  as  the  reprinting  of  misleading 
and  obsolete  editions  of  important  ethical  and 
scientific  works,  such  as  those  of  Ruskin  and 
Darwin,  was  becoming  so  prevalent,  he  would 
introduce  a  bill  amending  the  law  of  copy- 
right with  a  view  to  check  this  evil.'  Mr. 
Lloyd-George  (who  replied)  said:  1  am  un- 
able at  present  to  make  any  promise  as  to  the 
early  introduction  of  copyright  legislation,  but 
when  this  can  be  undertaken  the  question  of 
finding  a  remedy  for  the  evil  referred  to  shall 
not  be  overlooked.' " 


OBITUARY  NOTES. 
Madame  Blanc-Bentzon,  the  clever  French 
woman  who  did  a  great  deal  to  introduce 
English  and  American  writings  to  French 
readers,  has  just  died  at  the  age  of  sixty- 
■seven. 

Professor  John  Krom  Rees,  who  held  the 
chair  of  astronomy  in  Columbia  University 
for  twenty-two  years  and  was  director  of  the 
•observatory  at  that  institution,  died  on  March 
9,  at  Summit,  N.  J.  Born  in  New  York  City 
October  27,  1851,  Professor  Rees  was  grad- 
uated from  Columbia  in  1872,  and  from  its 


School  of  Mines  in  1875,  after  which  he  filled 
the  chair  in  mathematics  and  astronomy  in 
Washington  University,  at  St.  Louis.  He  re- 
turned to  his  alma  mater  in  1881  to  teach 
practical  astronomy  and  geodesy,  and  became 
professor  of  these  subjects  in  1884.  His  ijub- 
lished  works  are  "Report  on  the  Solar  Eclipse 
of  July  28,  1878,"  "International  Time  System 
and  Standard  Time,"  "Variation  of  Latitude 
and  Constant  Aberration,"  and  "Index  of 
Rutherfurd's  Photographs  of  Sun,  Moon  and 
Stars."  

NOTES  ON  AUTHORS. 

Edward  Elgar,  the  composer,  arrives  from 
Europe  to  conduct  his  works,  "The  Apostles" 
and  "The  Kingdom,"  with  the  Oratorio  So- 
ciety on  the  i^  and  26th  of  March,  respec- 
tively. A  biography  of  El  gar  has  been  writ- 
ten by  R.  J.  Buckley  and  published  in  handy 
form,  with  a  number  of  illustrations  from 
photographs,  etc.,  by  John  Lane  Company, 
New  York.  . 

Katherine  Eleanor  Conway,  editor  of  The 
Boston  Pilot,  was  chosen  by  the  Notre  Dame 
University  as  the  recipient  of  the  Lactare 
medal  for  1908.  A  medal  is  given  annually  to 
some  member  of  the  Catholic  laity  in  the 
United  States,  distinguished  for  service  to  re- 
ligion, art,  science  or  philanthropy.  Miss  Con- 
way, who  has  been  connected  with  the  Pilot 
for  twenty-three  years,  is  the  fourth  woman  to 
receive  the  honor. 

L.  Frank  Baum  has  completed  the  manu- 
script of  his  third  "O?"  book  and  passed  it 
along  to  his  publishers.  The  Reilly  &  Britton 
Co.  The  title  is  "Ozma  of  Oz,"  in  honor  of 
the  ruling  princess  of  the  Land  of  Oz.  Be- 
sides introducing  a  number  of  new  and  amaz- 
ing characters,  Sie  author  has  again  brought 
forward  Little  Dorothy,  who  figured  so  ex- 
tensively in  "The  Wizard  of  Oz."  This  is 
Mr.  Baum's  answer  to  the  written  appeals  of 
at  least  1000  children  for  "more  about  Dor- 
othy." The  famous  Scarecrow  and  Tin 
Woodman  are  also  largely  in  evidence.  Real- 
izing the  importance  of  this  publication  in  its 
present  relation  to  the  trade,  the  publishers 
are  producing  it  in  lavish  form.  The  pic- 
tures by  John  R.  Neill  surpass  any  of  his 
previous  efforts,  and  they  are  being  produced 
by  a  process  that  will  g^ve  them  a  gorgeous 
effect.

Well  they  are  running 
one  with  that  heading — containing  a  so-called  endorsement  for  their 
dictionary  from  some  judges  of  the  Court  of  Claims. 

Their  ad.  is  not  a  violation  of  tbe  decree  affainst  the  Merriam  Co.  You  understand  that  the  U.  S. 
Circuit  Court  found  that  they  have  not  the  exclusive  right  to  the  name  **  Webster "  in  the  title  of 
dictionaries.  Their  ad.  at  this  time  is  apparently  more  of  an  attempt  to  throw  dust  in  people's  eyes  as  to 
this  recent  decision  of  the  U.  S.  Circuit  Court  against  them  than  anything  else,  and  I  should  call  it  merely  a 
prevarication.

It  was  made  up  of  the  five  judges  they  give 
the  names  of  from  January,  1897,  to  May,  1902,  so  that  sometime  during  those  five  years  their  endorsement 
was  procured. 

Judge  Howry  was  appointed  January  38th,  1897,  and  he,  together  with  Judges  Nott,  Weldon,  Davis  and 
Peelle,  constituted  the  Court  until  Davis'  death  May  5th,  190a. 

In  the  first  place  the  use  of  the  language  **  The  publisher's  claims  sustained  "  and  "  Court  of  Claims  "  is 
evidently  intended  to  convey  the  impression  tnat  that  Court  deals  with  the  claims  of  various  people,  that  is, 
with  the  pretensions  which  they  make  relating  to  what  they  have  to  sell,  whereas  it  is  well  known  that  the 
Court  of  Claims  is  one  -virliose  Jnrladiotloo  eoTtrm  claims  arlslns  from  contrarta  'with 
tlie  v.  8.  OoT'C)  Preocli  spoliation  claims,  etc.,  etc.,  and  Itbas  uotblnc  to  do  ivltli 
nicrrlam's  ** claims"  or  tbelr  dictionaries. 

The  ad.  must  have  been  written  at  least  five,  and  possibly  ten,  years  ago  because  the  endorsement  may 
have  been  obtained  just  after  Judge  Howry  was  appointed  in  January,  1897.  ■  In  fact  the  language  of  the 
ad.  would  imply  that  it  was  written  soon  after  the  International  was  published,  because  it  speaks  about  the 
dictionary  '*as  it  now  stands,  having  been  thoroughly  re-edited  in  every  detail,"  whereas  it  has  not  been 
"  thoroughly  re-edited  "  since  1890. 

The  ad.  is  a  pitiful  attempt,  when  they  are  defeated  by  the  Court's  decision  in  this  year  of  our  Lord, 
1907,  to  convey  an  impression  by  juggling  with  words,  that  t^mt  court  has  sustained  their  *' claims," 
whereas  the  language  of  the  endorsement  simply  says  that  what  the  Meiriamssaw  fit  to  say  in  praise  of  their 
dictionary  was,  for  some  reason  or  other,  years  ago  accepted  by  these  judges  as  a  statement  of  the 
dictionary's  merit.  ^ 

I  am  not  quite  certain,  but  it  is  my  Impression  that  not  one  of  the  men  whose  names  are  signed  to  this 
endorsement  is  now  living,  or  at  least,  if  he  is,  be  Is  not  no'vr  one  of  tbe  Jadflres  of  tbe  Court 
of  Claims. 

I  could,  I  presume,  get  the  endorsement  of  the  judges  of  the  Municipal  Court  of  Kali^mazoo,  (if  there 
is  such  a  court,)  and  publish  it  with  the  heading,  "All  the  Court's  judges  declare  Ogilvie's  Webster's 
Dictionary  to  be  infinitely  better  than  any  other  dictionary."  That  would  be  the  same  sort  of 
'*  brag  "  which  the  ad.  in  question  is.  It  would  be  exceedingly  cheap  advertising,  but  no  less  so  than  the 
Merriams'  ad. 

1  think  that  the  Merriam  Co.  ad.  gives  me  the  best  chance  in  the  world  to  make  the  Merriams  a  laughing 
stock,  if  I  saw  fit,  but  I  don't    I'm  too  sorry  for  them. 

Which  is  better,  the  judicial  opinion  and  injunction  of  A  LIVE  JUDGE  IN  1907,  (Hon.  LeBaron  B. 
Colt,)  of  the  United  States  Circuit  Court,  or  the  perfunctory  "  puff "  of  five  judges  now  dead,  given  ten 
years  or  so  ago,  and  furnished  under  circumstances  and  for  reasons  which  are  not  disclosed  ? 

By  the  way,  would  any  judge,  trained  to  care  and  accuracy  of  expression,  himself  write  that  a  book  was 
"the  source  of  constant  reference?"  Yet  that  language  is  contained  in  the  endorsement  of  the  Court  of 
Claims  judges. 

The  "  puff  "  bears  internal  evidence  of  having  been  prepared  in  the  summer  in  Arizona,  or  the  engine 
room  of  a  boiler  factory— where  the  air  is  always  hot— by  interested  parties  and  then  signed  with  little 
consideration. 

It  must  be  apparent  why  this  ad.  is  headed  "  Chestnuts  Open  When  Frost  Comes." 
The  frost  was  the  opinion  and  decree  of  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  against 
G.  &  C.  Merriam  Co.    The  "  chestnut "  endorsements  follow  as  a  natural  result.

SELLING  BOOKS  ON  THE  "SALE  OR 
RETURN"  PLAN. 

Instigated  by  the  experiments  which  are 
now  being  made  by  several  English  publish- 
ing houses  that  have  recently  offered  some  of 
their  new  books  "on  sale  or  return,"  under 
certain  restrictions  and  for  a  limited  period, 
the  question  has  been  raised  in  several  quar- 
ters whether  it  would  not  be  desirable  to  in- 
troduce the  system  into  this  country  also.  The 
London  Publishers'  Circular  last  month 
touched  on  this  subject,  and  concluded  that 
it  saw  nothing  in  the  system  that  would  ma- 
terially benefit  the  English  booktrade,  and, 
we  must  confess,  we  are  inclined  to  agree 
with  cur  contemporary  that  we  also  see  noth- 
ing in  the  system  that  would  materially  benefit 
the  American  booktrade. 

Theoretically,  the  Continental  system  of 
sending  out  books  "on  sale"  seems  to  have  met 
every  requirement  of  affording  to  the  public  in 
every  locality  an  opportunity  of  becoming 
personally  acquainted  with  all  the  latest  im- 
portant books  at  a  minimum  of  cost  to  all 
concerned  in  the  making  and  distributing  of 
books.  The  "on  sale"  system  in  years  past 
has  no  doubt  proved  of  considerable  benefit  to 
the  publisher  and  has  contributed  much  in 
niaintsining  the  high  standard  of  efficiency  of 
the  bookseller  in  Germany.  Since  it  is  im- 
possible for  a  bookseller  to  stock  up  at  his 
own  expense  with  even  the  books  that  might 
be  likely  to  appeal  to  the  book  buyers  in  his 
neighborhood,  it  is  desirable  that  the  book- 
seller should  have  an  opportunity  of  bringing 
to  the  attention  of  his  customers  such  books 


as  he  may  think  will  be  of  interest  to 
and,  if  unsuccessful  in  his  efforts  to  make  a 
sale,  that  he  should  be  able  to  return  them  to 
the  publisher  at  a  small  expense  for  carriage. 

However,  seductive  as  the  "on  sale"  system 
may  appear  in  theory,  in  practice  it  is  proving 
of  decreasing  value.  Modem  commercial  trans- 
actions are  more  and  more  founded  on  a  cash 
basis,  and  the  retail  merchant  is  more  than 
ever  required  to  know  his  field  and  to  culti- 
vate it  and  provide  for  it  in  the  most  econom- 
ical manner  and  with  absolute  promptness. 
Even  in  Germany  it  is  now  the  exception,  no 
longer  the  rule,  to  send  books  "on  sale,"  and 
every  year  publishers  are  offering  greater  in- 
ducements to  buy  for  cash  and  are  endeavor- 
ing in  other  ways  to  discourage  buying  on 
commission. 

There  are  a  number  of  objections  to  the 
"on  sale  or  return"  system  which  would  pre- 
judice the  American  publishing  trade  against 
it.  The  most  serious  objections  are  the  neces- 
sity of  locking  up  capital,  the  returns  on  which 
are  bound  to  be  slow  if  not  altogether  uncer- 
tain, and  the  inevitable  waste  in  manufactur- 
ing books  to  provide  for  a  demand  that  may 
rever  exist.  Other,  but  by  no  means  minor 
objections  to  the  "on  sale  and  return"  plan, 
are  the  complexity  of  bookkeeping  and  ship- 
ping involved;  the  extra  expense  of  cor- 
respondence, and  several  others  which  would 
no  doubt  be  encountered  in  following  the  sys- 
tem. Unless  the  considerable  deterioration  of 
stock  unavoidably  caused  by  handling  cloth 
bound  books  is  considered  a  negligible  item, 
that  proportion  of  books  which  is  to  be  sent 
out  "on  sale"  must  be  bound  in  paper,  an  in- 
novation that  would  not  find  favor  with  the 
bc'okbuying  public  which  is  interested  in  stil! 
better  bindings  rather  than  in  no  bindings  at 
all. 

And,  finally,  we  question  whether  the  *'on 
sale"  system  would  prove  an  unmixed  bless- 
ing to  the  bookseller,  or  whether  it  would 
even  stimulate  him  to  greater  enterprise.  As 
a  mortgage  on  a  church  is  supposed  to  act 
as  an  incentive  to  greater  zeal  and  activity^ 
so  a  bookseller's  capital  invested  in  the  stock 
that  lines  the  walls  of  his  store  will  prove 
v?£tly  more  impelling  to  make  sales  than 
perfunctorily  sending  out  books  to  curious 
customers  on  the  chance  that  he  may  make  a 
sale  at  the  small  cost  of  the  carriage  both 
ways  of  the  book  by  mail  or  express.  In  the 
one  case  it  is  despair  if  a  sale  is  not  made,  in 
the  other  it  is  only  a  hope  deferred,  and  the 
difference  makes  all  the  difference  in  the 
world  in  movmg  stock. 
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HOW    "UNCLE    TOM'S    CABIN"    WAS 

PUBLISHED. 

A  CORRESPONDENT  ("L.  S.  G/')  of  thc  Bos- 
ton Transcript  some  time  ago  gave  the  follow- 
ing infonnation  concerning  the  publishing  of 
Mrs.  Stowe's  early  works: 

I  feel  disposed  to  correct  some  misappre- 
hensions, concerning  Mrs.  Stowe's  early 
works  and  her  Boston  publishers.  "Uncle 
Tom's  Cabin"  was  never  rejected.  As  book 
material  it  was  offered  first  and  only  to 
Messrs.  Jewett  &  Company,  after  running  in 
weekly  instalments  in  the  National  Era  with 
immense  vogue.  It  was  "Dred,"  the  famous 
author's  second  book,  that  went  to  a  pub- 
lisher of  second  choice,  for  a  peculiar  reason 
about  to  be  given,  and  the  transfer  was  vice 
versa  as  between  the  publishers  interested. 

It  took  years  for  American  book  publishers 
to  convince  themselves  that  serializing  may 
be  an  excellent  way  of  advertising.  The 
house  of  Jewett  deliberated  on  the  question 
of  commercial  availability  in  a  volume  from 
copy  that  had  been  widely  circulated  for 
months.  Everybody  had  read  "Uncle  Tom," 
what  was  the  prospect  of  creating  a  new  de- 
mand for  the  familiar  tale?  A  proposition 
was  made  to  publish  the  book  for  the  author, 
by  which,  of  course,  she  would  receive  the 
profits  and  the  publisher  the  usual  commis- 
sion only;  but  Mrs.  Stowe  would  not  hear 
of  it,  and  carried  her  point  with  the  young 
publisher,  who  proceeded  to  risk  handling 
the  re-birth,  with  what  success  the  world 
knows.  Sales  were  rapid  and  phenomenal. 
When  he  could  count  twenty-five  thousand 
net,  something  happened.  Mrs.  Stowe  ap- 
plied for  annulment  of  their  contract  and  re- 
course to  that  he  had  preferred  and  she  had 
so  vigorously  opposed.  It  was  now  his  turn 
to  refuse,  and  no  less  was  it  hex  pleasure  to 
urge.  Like  the  woman  of  Scripture,  by  her 
continual  coming  she  wearied  him.  Some- 
times their  interviews  were  attended  by  the 
lady's  reverend  husband,  Calvin  E.  Stowe, 
to  strengthen  her  side.  Nothing  was  accom- 
plished, however,  beyond  bringing  the  pub- 
lisher to  decide  that  dealing  with  a  person 
utterly  unbusinesslike  would  best  be  discon- 
tinued. Therefore  the  manuscript  of  "Dred" 
submitted  to  these  publishers  was  forthwith 
declined,  and,  being  necessarily  withdrawn, 
found  acceptance  with  Messrs.  Phillips  & 
Sampson. 

This  account,  literally,  was  given  me  by  Mr. 
John  P.  Jewett  himself-— the  autumn  of  1855, 
I  think — ^in  his  office  on  Washington  Street, 
near  School  Street.  Shortly  after,  I  met  once 
for  all  the  happy  author  of  the  seething  anti- 
slavery  story  in  the  publishing  house  in  Win- 
ter Street,  north  side,  to  whom  I  was  intro- 
duced by  her  new  publisher,  the  head  of  an- 
other deservedly  popular  though  all  too  short- 
lived firm. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Charles  M.  Clarke's  recollections  of  how 
**Uncle  Tom's  Cabin"  came  to  be  brought 
out  in  England  may  be  interesting.  We  quote 
from  Dr.  Clarke's  article  as  printed  in  the 
London  Book  Monthly  IsiSt  September.  We 
note,  by  the  way,  that  Dr.  Qarke  is  under  the 


mistaken  impression  that  the  book  was  first 
brought  out  "by  Putnam  of  New  Yopk." 

One  evening,  at  the  end  of  March,  1852, 
Mr.  Henry  Vizetelly  walked  into  a  certain 
printing  office  situated  in  Bouverie  Street, 
where  a  young  firm  had  recently  started  in 
business.  He  bore  in  his  hand  a  copy  of  a 
book  which,  he  explained,  he  had  just  re- 
ceived from  David  Bogue,  the  publisher — 
"Uncle  Tom's  Cabin,"  in  two  volumes,  freah 
from  America.  David  Bogue  was  not  dis- 
posed to  issue  reprints,  and,  in  opposition  to 
the  counsel  of  his  literary  adviser,  Mr.  Henry 
Mayhew,  had  not  thought  sufficiently  well  of 
the  work  to  make  an  exception  in  this  case — 
a  decision  he  always  regretted  He  had, 
therefore,  entrusted  the  book  for  disposal  to 
Vizetelly,  who  thus  submitted  it  to  Salisbury, 
Clarke  &  Co.,  because  my  father,  apart  from 
the  printing  firm  carried  on  a  publishing  bus- 
iness at  148  Fleet  Street  Mr.  Frederick 
Greenwood  then  acted  as  reader  and  literary 
adviser  to  him,  and  took  part  in  what  fol- 
lowed. 

Vizetelly  said  that  in  view  of  the  proba- 
bility of  another  copy  of  "Uncle  Tom's  Cab- 
in" arriving  from  America  by  the  next  mail, 
some  decision  must  be  come  to  at  once.  He 
could,  therefore,  only  give  until  noon  on  the 
following  day  for  a  definite  answer.  My 
father  put  the  first  volume  into  his  pocket 
and  split  the  other  into  two  portions.  One 
portion  he  gave  to  Mr.  Greenwood,  the  other 
to  his  own  partner,  Mr.  Salisbury,  and  he 
promised  the  firm's  acceptance  or  refusal  of 
the  offer  by  the  time  specified.  Quickly  my 
father  skimmed  through  his  volume.  Mr. 
Salisbury  sat  up  in  bed  half  the  night  read- 
ing his  pages  aloud  to  his  wife,  while  the 
tears  streamed  down  his  face,  as,  indeed, 
was  depicted  in  a  cartoon  in  Diogenes,  the 
rival  comic  to  Punch  in  those  days.  Mr. 
Greenwood  reported  that  at  the  end  of  an 
hour  he  was  actually  in  a  tremble  lest  the 
interest  of  the  story  should  flag;  but  that, 
on  the  contrary,  the  further  he  got  the  great- 
er grew  his  admiration.  His  recommenda- 
tion was  to  conclude  the  purchase  of  the 
book  and  print  it  quickly,  lest  the  venture 
should  be  forestalled.  The  decision  to  do  so 
was  reached  on  the  last  day  of  March,  and 
on  April  15  a  first  English  edition,  consist- 
ing of  5000  copies,  crown  8vo,  bound  in 
cloth  boards,  price  2s.  6d.,  of  "Uncle  Tom's 
Cabin"  was  issued  by  Charles  H.  Clarke  & 
Co.,  of  148  Fleet  Street,  London. 

The  trade  hung  fire,  the  subscription  list 
proved  small,  and  the  publisher  was  reluc- 
tantly compelled  to  regard  the  thing  as  some- 
what of  a  failure.  For  some  months  the 
sales  remained  very  slight,  but  in  August  a 
five-column  review  of  the  book  appeared  in 
the  Times.  Eulogistic  notices  in  other  pa- 
pers speedily  followed,  and  it  jumped  into 
unexampled  popularity,  became  the  rage,  as 
perhaps  no  other  work  has  ever  been.  .  .  . 

Such  a  success  naturally  brought  rival 
editions  into  the  English  market,  and  one 
especially  was  reprinted  bodily  from  my  fa- 
ther's issue.  Unfortunately  for  the  reprinter, 
he  included  a  preface  which  Mr.  Greenwood 
had  contributed,  and  which,  of  course,  was 
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copyright.  A  great  supply  had  been  distrib- 
uted *to  the  booksellers,  but  none  could  be 
legnlly  sold  till  a  satisfactory  agreement  had 
been  come  to  with  Clarke.  Later  on  a  still 
greater  advantage  came  to  him  at  a  moment 
when  he  really  could  not  keep  up  with  the 
orders  which  flowed  in.  In  the  early  editions 
of  'Uncle  Tom's  Cabin'  the  chapters  were 
without  head-lines;  but  it  struck  my  father 
that  here  was  a  blemish  which  should  be  re- 
paired in  a  more  sumptuous  edition.  Mr. 
Greenwood  supplied  the  headings,  and  what 
must  another  house  do  but  print  an  edition 
with  these  very  headings.  This  was  a  more 
grievous  bltmder  than  the  one  already  men- 
tioned, for,  while  a  preface  is  a  thing  apart 
and  may  be  delete^  head-lines  distributed 
throughout  a  book  infect  it  with  illegality. 
Thus  Oarke  &  Co.  were  able  to  acquire  this 
guilty  edition  at  less  than  the  cost  of  paper 
and  print,  and  by  merely  substituting  a  fresh 
title  page  had  an  abundant  supply  of  IJncle 
Tom,*  drawn  from  a  rival  source. 

In  the  autumn  of  1852  my  father  sent  his 
confidential  clerk,  Mr.  S.  O.  Beeton,  to  Amer- 
ica to  interview  Mrs.  Harriet  Beecher-Stowe, 
and  hand  her  an  honorarium  of  a  thousand 
guineas  in  recognition  of  the  profit  he  had 
realized  from  her  book.  This  is  believed  to 
be  the  first  instance  on  record  in  which  an 
English  publisher  recognized  any  moral  ob- 
ligation to  share  his  profits  with  the  author 
of  a  non-copyright  reprint.  Meanwhile,  the 
sales  in  England  romped  along.  My  father 
supplied  Routledges  with  400,000  copies  of  a 
shilling  edition,  and  that  firm  religiously  pre- 
served their  ledger  for  1852-53  as  a  unique 
curiosity,  the  entire  entries  for  the  year  hav- 
ing reference  to  'Uncle  Tom's  Cabin.*  A 
quarter  of  a  million  copies  of  a  sixpenny 
edition  were  done  for  another  house,  and 
within  twdve  months  no  less  than  a  million 
and  a  quarter  copies  of  the  book  were  pro- 
duced bv  Qarke  &  Co.,  with  a  net  profit  to 
them  of  £18,000.   .  .  . 

Even  now  the  publishing  houses  are  con- 
tinually reprinting  "Uncle  Tom's  Cabin,**  and 
its  annual  sales  run  to  some  fifty  thousand 
copies,  a  circulation  which  not  more  than 
half  a  dozen  authors  of  our  present  day  can 
rival  with  a  current  work  of  fiction. 


THE  NATIONAL  CYCLOPAEDIA  OF 
AMERICAN  BIOGRAPHY. 

This  new  biographical  cyclopedia,  just  com- 
pleted, is,  according  to  its  title-page,  "The  his- 
tory of  the  United  States  as  illustrated  in  the 
lives  of  the  founders,  builders,  and  defenders 
of  the  republic,  and  of  the  men  and  women 
who  are  doing  the  work  and  moulding  the 
thought  of  the  present  time."  The  thirteenth 
volume,  which  completes  the  biographical  part 
of  the  work,  may  be  taken  as  an  example  of 
the  whole. 

Its  biographies  are  arranged  not  chrono- 
logically nor  alphabetically,  but  by  institutions, 
n:ovements,  or  any  other  connecting  links  in 
human  work.  .  This  is  an  important  feature 
of  all  the  volumes.  Each  one  covers  a  certain 
period  of  American  history,  and  gives  in 
gi  oups  all  the  presidents,  national  officers,  au- 


thors, artists,  etc,  of  the  time.  Thus  the  thir- 
teenth volume  begins  with  the  governors  of 
Kentucky,  and  these  biographies  are  followed 
by  those  of  the  bishops  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church,  while  members  of  various  publication 
concerns,  business  houses,  corporations,  col- 
leges and  universities  are  treated  in  order, 
when  possible,  only  those  of  a  certain  period 
being  ircluded.  This  volume  also  contains 
the  biographies  of  prominent  American  au- 
thors, artists  and  sculptors,  and  inventors  of 
the  period.  Each  volume  is  separately  in- 
dexed under  names. 

The  publishers,  James  T.  White  &  Com- 
pany, maintain  that  the  work  will  be  found 
as  accurate  as  is  possible,  each  proof  having 
been  read  eight  or  ten  times,  every  date  hav- 
ing been  carefully  verified,  and  each  biograph- 
ical sketch  having  been  corrected  by  the  per- 
son concerned  or  by  a  relative  or  a  descend- 
ant. The  Spanish-Amtrican  war  is  contained 
in  the  ninth  volume,  in  the  biographies  of 
those  concerned. 

Work  on  the  Cyclopedia  has  been  going  on 
through  the  past  seventeen  years.  The  first 
volume  was  made  of  Revolutionary  biograph- 
ical matter,  the  fourth  of  that  of  the  Civil 
War,  the  sixth  of  that  of  the  Mexican  War, 
and  so  on  through  American  history. 

The  fourteenth  volume  is  made  up  of  the 
main  index  and  the  "Conspectus."  The  in- 
dex to  the  set  is  both  personal  and  topical, 
and  the  former  contains  cross  references  in- 
dexing not  only  the  biography  of  a  man,  but 
references  to  him  in  other  biographies,  poems, 
etc.  The  Conspectus  of  American  Biography 
the  publishers  claim  to  be  a  unique  compila- 
tion. It  contains  lists,  among  others,  of  the 
delegates  to  the  Colonial  Congresses,  the 
Presidents  and  other  officers  of  the  country, 
national  and  state,  the  officers  of  churches  and 
ui.iiversities,  the  editors  of  magazines  and 
newspapers,  the  directors  of  astronomical  ob- 
servatories, actors,  authors,  statues,  i>seudo- 
nyms,  notable  sayings,  last  words  of  famous 
characters,  and  character  lessons  to  be  drawn 
from  the  ^hole. 


A  SOCIETY  FOR  THE  STUDY  OF  THE 

GYPSIES. 

Students  of  Romany  and  others  interested 
in  the  gypsies,  will  no  doubt  be  interested  to 
learn  that  the  British  Gypsy  Lore  Society  has 
been  revived,  under  the  presidency  of  the  vet- 
eran gypsy  scholar,  David  MacRitchie. 

The  society  is  to  publish  a  quarterly  journal 
devoted  to  original  research,  the  first  ninnber 
of  which  will  appear  in  July  next.  John 
Sampson,  librarian  of  the  Liverpool  Univer- 
sity, will  contribute  the  leading  article,  in 
which  he  "will  give  a  summary  of  the  present 
state  of  Romany  knowledge  and  indicate  the 
problems  still  in  need  of  elucidation.  George 
F.  Black,  of  the  New  York  Public  Library, 
Lenox  branch,  will  contribute  a  bibliography 
of  works  relating  to  the  gypsies.

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THE  IRADE  SUFFERS  IN  PITTS- 
BURGH. 

The  news  from  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  is  not  en- 
couraging. The  damage  through  the  floods 
that  have  destroyed  a  large  portion  of  the 
city  is  now  estimated  as  running  considerably 
over  $20^000,000.  The  climax  was  reached  on 
the  night  from  the  14th  to  the  isth  inst.,  when 
the  water  had  risen  to  thirty-six  feet  two 
inches,  the  highest  for  a  century. 

Business  has  naturally  suffered,  if  not  direct- 
ly from  the  flood  then  from  the  demoraliza- 
tion caused  by  it  While  we  have  thus  far 
bten  tnable  to  hear  directly  from  only  one 
member  of  the  trade,  judging  from  his  loss 
we  fear  that  others  in  the  neighborhood  must 
also  have  sustained  some  loss  by  the  inunda- 
tion. The  bookselling  firm  from  which  we 
have  word  is  R.  S.  Davis  &  Co.,  on  Wood 
Street,  whose  reserve  stock  of  new  spring 
books,  etc.,  kept  in  the  basement,  was  almost 
entirely  ruined  by  water  in  the  night  of  March 
14  to  15  Owing  to  the  extraordinary  weight 
of  book  stock,  and  the  dust  conditions  of 
Pittsburg,  Davis  &  Co.  had  only  a  small  part 
of  their  stock  on  exhibition,  Ae  bulk  being 
stored  away  in  the  basement.  On  the  fateful 
night  the  water  reached  their  building  and 
flooded  the  lower  part  to  the  height  of  five 
feet,  ruining  most  of  their  new  spring  stodc, 
which  had  just  been  received  and  stored  away.

OBITUARY  NOTES. 

Pierre  Eugene  Marcelun  Berthelot^  who 
was  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  brilliant  ex- 
perimental scientists  of  his  time,  died  suddenly 
in  Paris  on  March  18,  his  death  being  due 
to  shock  at  his  wife's  unexpected  death. 
Professor  Berthelot  was  bom  in  Paris  in 
1827.  He  received  his  doctor's  degree  in  1854, 
and  in  i860  was  made  professor  of  organic 
chemistry  at  the  dcole  de  Pharmacie.  In 
1865  a  chair  of  chemistry  was  established  for 
him  at  the  College  de  France,  with  which  he 
was  connected  up  to  the  time  of  his  death. 
Among  his  more  popular  discoveries  were 
acetylene  gas  and  smokeless  powder.  His 
scientific  work  embraced  the  widest  scope. 
He  made  experimental  researches  into  the 
phenomena  of  explosives  and  the  generation 
of  heat  in  chemical  transformations.  The 
science  of  thermo-chemistry  is  largely  built 
upon  his  initial  experiments.  His  published 
works  number  over  a  dozen  and  he  was  a 
constant  contributor  to  the  scientific  press. 

Dr.  Albert  Samuel  Gatschet,  for  twenty- 
eight  years  one  of  the  chief  scientists  of  the 
bureau  of  ethnology  of  the  Smithsonian  In- 
stitution, and  probably  the  highest  authority 
in  this  country  on  Indian  languages  and  dia- 
lects, died  on  March  16  at  his  home  in  Wash- 
uigton,  D.  C.  As  a  linguist  and  writer  on 
languagjes  and  dialects  he  was  well  known  in 
the  United  States  and  abroad,  but  his  most 
novel  accomplishments  were  shown  in  his 
work  among  the  Indians,  to  whom  he  had  de- 
voted his  greatest  energies  for  the  last  thirty 
years.  Dr.  Gatscfiet  was  bom  at  St.  Beaten- 
berg,  Berne,  Switzerland,  October  3,  1832. 
His  early  studies  were  of  German  and  Ro- 
mance dialects  in  Switzerland,  relative  to 
which  he  wrote  his  first  books.  Later  he  pur- 
sued antiquarian  investigations  in  the  British 
Museum.  He  came  to  the  United  States  in 
1868,  and  immediately  became  interested  in 
the  almost  unknown  Indian  languages  and 
dialects.  Major  J.  W.  Powell  was  making 
geographical  surveys  for  the  government  at 
that  time,  and,  his  attention  being  called  to 
some  of  the  articles  of  Dr.  Gatschet,  he  ap- 
pointed him  ethnologist,  and  assigned  him  to 
accompany  the  expedition.  It  was  in  1879 
that  the  bureau  of  ethnology  was  established, 
and  the  linguist  was  transferred  to  that  bu- 
reau. He  retained  that  place  until  the  time  of 
his  death.  His  published  work  includes  "A 
Creek  Migration  Legend,"  "The  Klamath  In- 
dians of  Southwestern  Oregon,"  and  a  glos- 
sary and  critical  analysis  of  the  Creek  lan- 
guage, also  in  the  dialect^  which  books  are 
now  in  use  among  the  Indians  of  these  tribes 
in  Alabama  and  Georgia,  and  numerous  re- 
ports and  articles. 

Thomas  Bailey  Aldrich,  poet  and  novelist, 
died  on  March  ig^  at  his  home  in  Mount 
Vernon  Street,  Boston,  Mass.    Several  weeks 
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ago  Mr.  Aldrich  submitted  to  an  operation 
which  was  not  believed  to  be  serious.  His 
recovery  was  slow,  but  sufficient  to  make  it 
possible  to  remove  him  from  the  hospital  to 
his  home.  His  vitality  was  very  low,  how- 
ever, and  he  failed  to  rally.  Mr.  Aldrich,  the 
last  connecting  link  between  the  old  and  new 
literary  school  in  this  country,  was  bom  in 
Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  described  by  him  as  "the 
prettiest  place  in  all  the  world,"  on  November 
II,  1836.  The  town  of  his  birth  was  often 
pictured  in  his  writings.  It  was  the  "River- 
mouth"  in  his  "Story  of  a  Bad  Boy,"  in  which 
Aldrich  wrote  the  story  of  his  own  life. 
Much  of  Aldrich's  early  life  was  spent  in  New 
Orleans,  La.,  where  his  father  was  engaged 
in  a  banking  enterprise.  Young  Aldrich  was 
prepared  for  Harvard  University,  and  it  was 
to  complete  his  preparation  that  he  was  sent 
bjck  to  Portsmouth  when  he  was  still  a  boy. 
When  he  was  about  seventeen  years  old  the 
banking  enterprise  in  New  Orleans  failed  and 
the  elder  Aldrich  died  soon  aften^'ard.  A 
wealthy  uncle  in  New  York  offered  to  send 
young  Thomas  through  Harvard,  but  Thomas 
preferred  to  enter  his  uncle's  counting  house, 
where  he  served  as  a  clerk  for  three  years. 
During  this  time  he  published  a  volume  of 
poems  entitled  "The  Bells:  a  Collection  of 
Chimes."  During  the  years  from  1856  to  1870 
he  wrote  much  of  the  poetry  on  which  his 
fame  rests.  Among  his  works  of  that  period 
were  "The  Ballad  of  Baby  Bell,  and  Other 
Poems,"  'T)aisv*s  Necklace  and  What  Came 
of  It,"  "Pampinea,  and  Other  Poems,"  "Out 
of  His  Head :  a  Romance  in  Prose,"  two  more 
collections  of  poems,  and  "The  Story  of  a 
Bad  Boy."  His  other  works  include  "Mar- 
jorie  Daw,  and  Other  People,"  "Prudence 
Palfrey,"  "The  Queen  of  Sheba,"  "The  Still- 
v/ater  Tragedy,"  "From  Ponkapog  to  Pesth," 
"An  Old  Town  by  the  Sea,"  "Two  Bites  at  a 
Cherry,"  "Unguarded  Gates,"  besides  essays 
and  several  plays.  He  was  a  contributor  to 
Putnam's  Monthly,  the  Knickerbocker  and  the 
New  York  Evening  Mirror.  For  three  years 
he  worked  as  assistant  editor  on  the  Home 
Icurnal,  then  published  by  N.  P.  Willis  and 
George  P.  Morris.  From  1865  to  1874  he  ed- 
ited Every  Saturday,  and  from  1881  to  1890 
he  was  editor  of  the  Atlantic  Monthly.  In 
1890  he  retired  from  active  editorial  work. 
His  last  work  was  a  poem  on  Longfellow  in 
commemoration  of  the  centennial  of  the  poet's 
birth.  In  1896  Henry  L.  Pierce,  a  life-long 
friend  and  literary  patron  of  Aldrich,  died 
leaving  the  poet  an  estate  at  Ponkapog,  Mass., 
together  vith  $?oo,ooo. 


NOTES  ON  AUTHORS. 

The  body  of  Immanuel  Kant  is  soon  to  be 
transferred  from  the  "Stoa  Kantiana"  ad- 
joining the  Cathedral  of  Konigsberg.  The 
Stoa  is  a  small  modem  chapel  and  its  archi- 
tecture is  out  of  harmony  with  that  of  the 
cathedral,  which  dates  from  the  fourteenth 
century  and  has  recently  been  restored.  The 
body  of  the  philosopher  will  be  transferred  to 
the  cathedral.  A  splendid  monument  is  to  be 
erected  to  Kant,  who  was  a  native  of  Konigs- 
berg and  died  there  in  1804. 


MoNCUBE  Daniel  Conway  celebrated  his 
seventy-fifth  birthday  on  March  17,  having 
been  bom  on  that  day  at  Middleton,  in  Staf- 
ford County,  Virginia,  in  1832.  Originally  a 
Methodist  preacher,  and  holding  extreme 
Southern  views,  he  came  under  the  influence 
of  Emerson  and  the  radical  opponents  of  slav- 
ery and  changed  both  his  political  belief  and 
his  religious  creeds.  He  entered  the  Divinity 
School  at  Cambridge,  and  on  graduation  es- 
sayed to  preach  Unitarian  Doctrine  in  his  na- 
tive State.  His  anti-slavery  sentiments  made 
his  stay  in  the  South  impossible,  and  he  there- 
fore went  to  Cincinnati.  Afterward,  for  a 
time,  he  edited  the  Boston  Commonwealth, 
and  in  1863  he  visited  England  to  make  prop- 
aganda for  the  anti-slavery  cause.  The  trus- 
tees of  the  ultra-liberal  South  Place  Chapel, 
in  London,  secured  his  services,  and  there  he 
preached  from  1863  to  1884,  when  he  returned 
to  the  United  States.  Again,  from  i8g2  to 
1897,  he  occupied  his  London  pulpit,  and  then 
he  retired  to  devote  himself  exclusively  to 
literary  work.  A  profound  scholar,  who  has 
touched  life  at  many  points,  who  has  come 
into  contact  with  many  of  the  greatest  men  of 
his  time,  and  whose  personality  is  ever  most 
charming.  Dr.  Conway  has  won  for  himself 
many  friends  and  admirers  in  all  parts  of  the 
world,  who  showered  congratulations  upon 
him  on  the  anniversary  of  his  birth. 


OLD  BOOK  NOTES. 

On  March  16  Sotheby's  sold  four  rare  his- 
torical items.  One  of  these  was  "A  Prayse 
and  Reporte  of  Maister  Forbisher  [Sir  Martin 
Frobisher,  the  redoubtable  English  explorer 
and  naval  hero]  on  a  Voyage  to  Meta  Incog- 
nita," 1578,  which  fetched  $5000.  Only  one 
other  copy  of  this  work  is  known,  and  that  is 
in  the  British  Museum.  A  rare  first  edition 
of  Frobisher's  second  voyage,  1577,  brought 
$3800.  The  third  and  last  voyage,  1578^ 
fetched  $4600.  "The  True  Declaration  of  the 
Troublesome  Vo3rage  of  M.  John  Hankins  to 
Parts  of  Guynea  and  West  Indies  in  1567-68," 
printed  in  1569,  sold  for  $3150.  The  four 
items  were  purchased  by  B.  F.  Stevens  ft 
Brown  for  an  American  customer.  The  same 
firm  also  bought  the  ''Relation  of  Maryland," 
^\ith  the  map  dated  1635,  for  $2000.  Only 
three  copies  with  the  map  are  known.  A  sec- 
ond folio  Shakespeare  fetched  $1100  at  the 
same  sale.  An  autograph  manuscript  of  Rob- 
ert Bums's  "Scots  wa  hae  wi*  Wallace 
Bled,"  offered  as  the  original  copy,  fetched 
$^775  J  a  sixteenth  -century  manuscript  of 
"Preces  Pia"  sold  for  $3850,  and  the  manu- 
scripts of  Bret  Harte's  "The  Devotion  of  En- 
riquez,"  "Clarence  Barker's  Luck"  and  "Susy^ 
fetched  $85,  $60  and  $255,  respectively.

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BIBLIOGRAPHIC  NOTES. 

GtORGC  H.  Richmond^  358  Fifth  Avenue, 
New  York,  has  published  two  interestinp^  cat- 
alogues of  Americana.  One  of  these  is  en- 
titled 'Tifty-five  Letters  of  George  Washing- 
ton to  Benjamin  Lincoln,  1777-1799,"  briefly 
described,  with  a  foreword  by  A.  J.  Bowden. 
A  short  time  ago  Mr.  Richmond  offered  a  re- 
markable series  of  letters  by  Washinf^on 
written  to  George  and  James  Clinton,  thirty- 
five  in  all,  of  which  twenty-six  had  never  been 
prblished.  It  was  then  thought  that  such  an- 
other series  of  historic  Revolutionary  manu- 
scripts would  never  be  met  with  again.  How 
futile  such  conjectures  are  likely  to  prove  is 
again  shown  in  this  case,  and  Mr.  Bowdcn's 
statement  that  "the  present  series  will  never 
be  rivalled"  may  in  time  also  be  refuted  by  the 
discovery  of  another  such  "find,"  though  that 
now  seems  highly  improbable.  The  present 
collection  is  of  interest  because  it  contains  a 
number  of  letters  wholly  in  the  handwriting 
of  Washington,  while  the  Qinton  series  did 
not  contain  one.  These  letters  also  include 
SQine  of  the  longest  and  most  interesting  ever 
written  by  Washington  and  none  of  them  has 
ever  been  printed,  or  has  been  published  only 
in  part.  (64  p.  16®.)  The  other  catalogue  is 
entitled  "The  Unpublished  Revolutionary  Pa- 
pers of  Major-General  Edward  Hand,  of 
Pennsylvania,  1777-1784,"  catalogued,  with 
preliminar>'  note,  by  A.  J.  Bowden.  The  doc- 
uments comprise  sixty-one  pieces,  several  of 
them  being  answers  to  queries  by  Washington 
relating  to  his  long-  planned  but  never  accom- 
plished siege  of  New  York— a  practically  un- 
written chapter  of  Revolutionary  history.

This  anthology  presents  the  best 
examples  of  Irish  songs  and  lyrics  from  the 
earliest  Bardic  literature,  the  folk  songs,  street 
ballads  and  patriotic  poetry;  the  pathetic  ro- 
mantic and  sentimental  poetry;  the  humorous 
and  convivial  verse  with  which  the  Irish  liter- 
ature abounds,  and  the  refined,  tender  and 
mystical  spirit  which  breathes  in  the  poetry  of 
the  Irish  renaissance  of  to-day.  In  compiling 
the  collection  the  editor  has  had  the  advantage 
of  the  critical  judgment  of  some  of  the  fore- 
most Irish  scholars  and  poets,  among  whom 
may  be  mentioned  Dr.  Douglas  Hyde,  Stephen

ghue,  as  well  as  the  best  English  scholars  on 
this  side  of  the  Atlantic,  including  Professor 
F.  N.  Robinson,  who  occupies  the  Celtic  chair 
at  Harvard  University;  Dr.  Maurice  F.  Egan, 
of  the  Catholic  University,  in  Washington; 
S.  R.  Richardson.  They  also  announce 
"Knocks  from  the  Little  Hammer  of  Diogenes 
Knockersmith,''  a  collection  of  cynical  and 
wise  sayings;  also,  "Poems  We  Love,"  a  col- 
lection of  old  favorite  poems  from  well- 
known  writers,  edited  by  Leigh  Mitchell 
Hodges. 

LoTHROP^  Lee  &  Shepard  will  publish  on 
the  2Sth  inst.  "The  Diamond  Key,  and  How 
the  Railway  Heroes  Won  It,"  by  Alvah  Mil- 
ton Kerr,  (illustrated  by  F.  B.  Masters  and 
others,)  exciting  stories  of  courage  displayed 
in  the  struggle  to  obtain  the  "diamond  key," 
a  badge  of  honor,  which  is  hardly  fiction,  but 
rather  more  a  history  of  American  steam  rail- 
way building  and  management ;  "Heart  Melo- 
dies," a  collection  of  noble  and  gracefully  ex- 
pressed thoughts  by  great  writers,  edited  by 
Mary  Allette  Ayer,  an  appropriate  Easter  gift ; 
"Fifty  Flower  Friends  with  Familiar  Faces," 
a  field  book  for  boys  and  girls,  by  Edith  Dun- 
ham, with  twelve  full-page  colored  plates, 
decorations  and  fifty  text  illustrations  from 
nature  by  W.  I.  Beecroft ;  "Dave  Porter's  Re- 
turn to  School,"  by  Edward  Stratemeyer,  the 
third  of  the  Dave  Porter  Series,  illustrated  by 
F.  Gilbert  Edge,  in  which  Dave's  return  to 
the  boarding-school  at  "Oak  Hall"  is  marked 
by  interesting  experiences;  "Ra3rmond  Ben- 
son at  Krampton,"  by  Clarence  B.  Burleigh, 
the  second  volume  of  the  Raymond  Benson 
Series,  illustrated  by  L.  J.  Bridgman,  a  story 
of  life  at  a  typical  country  academy;  also, 
"Priscilla  of  the  Doll  Shop."  by  Nina 
Rhoades,  illustrated  by  Bertha  G.  Davidson, 
which  is  said  to  equal  in  interest  any  book 
yet  written  by  this  favorite  writer. 

The  Macmillan  Company  publish  this 
week  a  new  edition  of  Le  Blanc's  "Elements 
of  Electro-Chemistry,"  translated  by  W.  R. 
Whitney.  Not  only  is  this  a  new  translation 
from  the  third  German  edition,  but  extensive 
additions  have  been  made  and  the  whole  text 
has  been  revised  and  brought  up  to  date  by 
Dr.  J.  W.  Brown,  of  the  Massachusetts  In- 
stitute of  Technology.  The  chapters  that 
have  been  added  make  the  English  text  more 
than  twice  as  long  as  that  of  the  original  Ger- 
man. They  will  publish  about  April  i  a  book 
entitled  "Individual  Training  in  Our  Col- 
leges," by  Qarence  F.  Birdseye,  a  well-known 
legal  author  and  Amherst  graduate  of  1874. 
More  than  five  years  ago  Mr.  Birdseye  began 
a  thororgh  investigation  of  the  students'  prob- 
lems in  our  colleges  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  student  himself,  rather  than  from  that  of 
the  college  authorities  or  alumni.  The  au- 
thor, while  he  believes  thoroughly  in  the  col- 
lege course,  does  not  believe  that  college  stu- 
dents as  individuals  are  getting  the  mental 
and  moral  training  that  they  should  from  the 
splendidly  ecdowed  institutions  of  to-day. 
His  work,  however,  is  constructive  even  more 
than  it  is  critical,  for  he  points  out  in  the 
most  practical  way  a  remedy  for  the  false  con- 


ditions, which  is  likely  to  commend  itself  to 
every  interested  person.  Among  the  subjects 
discussed  with  particular  fullness  and  candor 
are  the  problems  of  college  athletics  and  of 
the  college  fraternities. 


PICK-UPS. 

Recently  there  was  a  request  at  a  book- 
store for  a  book  on  "The  Children  of  Qiiecn 
Elizabeth,"  and  at  once  every  one  in  that 
bookstore  fell  over  himself  and  industriously 
hunted  through  all  the  available  bibliographic 
helps  after  that  mythical  work  on  the  cSiildrcn 
of  the  "Virgin  Queen." 

Professor  Percival  Lowell  is  the  latest 
victim  of  the  literal-minded  New  England 
printer  whose  dislike  of  abbreviations  once 
led  him  to  announce  the  celebration  in  a 
Catholic  church  i  of  "High  Massachusetts," 
Professor  Lowell's  recent  book  on  "Mars  and 
Its  Canals"  appears  in  a  Boston  newspaper 
as  "Massachusetts  and  Its  Canals."  Coming 
at  a  time  when  Bostonians  are  discussin^r  the 
proposed  canal  across  Cape  Cod.  the  an- 
nouncement doubtless  seems  wholly  appro- 
priate. 

The  Bobbs-Mersill  Company  recently  re- 
cently received  a  manuscript  evidently  from 
seme  author  who  nurses  a  grievance  against 
the  lack  of  appreciation  editors  show  in  regard 
to  the  work  of  unknown  writers.  The  manu- 
script was  submitted  by  "Viola  Goud" — ^no 
one  knows  whether  the  name  is  a  pseudonym 
or  the  real  name — who  lives  in  Alabaxna. 
Miss  Goud  had  made  a  copy  of  "Jane  Eyre," 
and  changing  only  the  names  of  characters 
and  places  sent  it  in  under  the  title  of  "Willie 
May,"  hoping,  no  doubt,  to  see  the  editor  nod. 
The  hoax  was  discovered  by  one  of  the  read- 
ers and  the  manuscript  returned  as  decidedly 
'•unavailable." 

Shorthand. — Shorthand,  or  stenography,  is 
that  tremendous  device  of  enlightenment  by 
means  of  which  a  man  is  enabled  to  put  his 
thoughts  on  paper  faster  than  he  can  think 
them.  It  is  of  the  fruitage  of  hurry,  the 
genius  which  makes  us  great  and  famoas. 
Shorthand  has  dislodged  and  banished  the 
obscurity  which  formerly  lurked  in  handwrit- 
ing, and  imported,  instead,  the  obscurity  of 
diction,  which  is  one  of  the  wonders  of  the 
age.  The  merest  business  man,  of  the  present 
day,  can  dictate  a  letter  which  would  be 
thought,  fifty  years  ago,  to  have  been  stolen 
from  Immanuel  Kant  or  Bishop  Butler,  so 
heavily  veiled  is  its  meaning,  ^d  in  litera- 
ture, it  is  a  great  thing  not  to  have  to  keep 
an  idea  in  your  mind  during  all  the  tediocs 
interval  you  would  occupy  in  writing  it  out 
in  longhand.  Inspiration  is  no  better  for  cool- 
ing than  gravy.  Besides,  how  many  authors 
are  there  who,  if  they  had  to  write  in  their 
old,  laborious  way,  could  get  out  books  often 
enough  to  keep  themselves  from  bein^  for- 
gotten, as  forgetting  is  now  done?  Most 
likely,  but  for  stenography,  we  should  have 
no  literati  beyond  those  three  or  four  millinii 
Pamassides  whose  pens  make  them  rich 
enough  to  bill  the  country  and  in  that  way 
I  stave  off  the  deadly  blight  of  oblivion. — Life.

BIBLIOGRAPHIC  NOTES. 

Emi],io  Maktini,  Prefect  of  the  Biblio- 
teca  Narionale  at  Naples,  and  Domenico 
Bassi,  librarian  of  the  Brera,  at  Milan, 
after  twelve  years'  labor  have  completed 
the  catalogue  of  the  Greek  Manuscripts 
in  the  Bibliotheca  Ambrosiana.  Hitherto 
it  has  been  impossible  for  scholars  to  ob- 
tain information  of  this  splendid  collection, 
comprising  about  eleven  hundred  Greek 
manuscripts,  unless  they  went  to  Milan  and 
laboriously  worked  their  way  through  the 
manuscript  catalogue  of  the  17th,  18th  and 
iplh  cenluries— an  undertaking  practically  de- 
nied to  those  whose  time  was  limited  or  who 
lived  at  a  distance. 

The  SoaETY  of  Iconophiles,  New  York 
City,  has  published  a  very  welcome  book  in 
"An  Index  10  the  Illustrations  in  the  Manuals 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
1841-1870,"  commonly  known  as  "Valentine's 
Manuals."  The  work  contains  a  list  of  the 
plates  and  maps  in  the  Manuals — the  volumes 
'  being  arranged  chronologically;  a  list  of  the 
maps  and  plans  of  the  city  of  New  York  and 
vicinity,  arranged  chronologically  from  1643 
to  1870,  with  a  list  of  the  miscellaneous  maps 
appended;  a  list  of  the  facsimiles— letters, 
signatures,  documents,  broadsides  and  certifi- 
cates ;  also,  a  general  index,  in  one  alphabet, 
to  all  the  illustrations.  The  lists  are  prefixed 
by  an  introduction  by  William  Loring  An- 
drews, giving  a  sketch  of  David  Thomas  Val- 
entine, to  whom  the  antiquarian  owes  a  debt 
which  will  be  estimated  at  its  true  worth  only 
after  the  face  of  old  New  York  has  been  com- 
pletely changed.  A  photograph  of  Valentine, 
etched  by  C.  W.  Jarvis,  forms  the  frontis- 
piece.

RAISING  THE  PRICE  OF  FICTION. 

While  the  press  in  this  country  and  in  Eng- 
land has  been  discussing  the  possibility  of  put- 
ting out  new  fiction  at  lower  prices  than  now 
prevail,  the  retail  book  trade  in  Chicago  has 
joined  in  a  movement  to  put  the  price  of  $1.50 
fiction  from  98  cents  or  $1.08  up  to  $1.18.  This 
is  noteworthy  because,  owing  to  certain  legal 
restrictions  as  to  trade  regulation,  the  rules 
of  the  American  Publishers*  Association  were 
practically  inoperative  in  Chicago.  What  is 
still  more  worthy  of  note  is  that  the  Chicago 
booksellers,  according  to  all  reports,  have  not 
the  least  difficulty  in  getting  the  increased 
price,  and  sell  quite  as  many,  if  not  more, 
novels  at  $1.18  as  they  did  at  98  cents  and 
$1.08. 

The  example  of  the  Chicago  trade  is  stim- 
ulating the  retail  booksellers  in  Philadelphia, 
New  York,  Boston,  Providence  and  several 
other  cities  to  institute  a  similar  movement 
looking  to  the  advancing  of  the  price  of  fiction 
to  $1.10  or  $1.15  and  possibly  to  $1.18  and 
$1.20 — ^not  at  once,  but  by  easy  stages.  Some 
booksellers  in  certain  of  these  cities  have 
never  retailed  fiction  below  $1.18  since  the 
reform  movement  was  inaugurated,  and  no 
one  of  them  has  ever  wavered  in  his  stand, 
even  in  face  of  the  spasmodic  competition  of 
the  department  stores. 

The  ability  to  raise  prices  will,  of  course, 
depend  upon  local  conditions  and  the  quality 
of  the  trade  to  which  the  bookseller  caters. 
In  many  localities  bookbuyers  rarely  question 
prices  when  making  purchases,  insisting  sim- 
ply upon  prompt  and  intelligent  service.  In 
other  localities  buyers  do  question  prices,  often 
indeed  very  closely,  and  quibble  even  at 
the  lowest  figures  quoted,  no  matter  how 
prompt  or  intelligent  the  service  may  be.  In 
the  one  case  the  bookseller  probably  will  be 
obliged  to  extend  more  or  less  credit,  in  the 
other  case  his  credit  accounts  probably  will  be 
few  and  the  transactions  chiefiy  cash.    If  his 


clients  demand  long-time  credit,  as  most  gilt- 
edged  custom  does,  it  is  obvious  that  retailing 
$1.50  fiction  at  $1.08  is  not  profitable;  indeed, 
it  may  be  a  losing  business,  unless  the  deficit 
can  conscientiously  be  charged  to  the  ad- 
vertising account  On  the  other  hand,  if 
the  transactions  are  chiefiy  in  cash  and 
the  turnover  frequent  enough  there  need 
be  less  anxiety  as  to  losses,  provided  stock 
has  been  laid  in  carefully  and  strictly  to  meet 
the  probable  needs  of  the  bookseller's  trade- 
But,  in  neither  case,  is  the  selling  of  fiction  at 
the  minimum  price  much  of  a  **business  prop- 
osition ;"  and  in  view  of  the  increasing  cost  of 
manufacture  and  of  doing  business,  the  book- 
seller seems  to  be  justified  in  resorting  to 
legitimate  means  of  making  ends  overlap 
rather  than  of  taking  the  risk  of  having  them 
meet  only  as  near  as  possible. 

It  has  been  our  own  feeling  that  the  price  of 
fiction  should  go  down  nearer  to  a  dollar 
than  further  up,  and  particularly  that  the  pub- 
lisher's advertised  price  should  be  the  actual 
retailing  price  as  with  present  net  books;  but 
so  far  as  fixing  the  prices  of  books  is  concerned, 
the  publisher  probably  has  reached  the  limit  a) 
far  as  the  downward  trend  is  concerned,  he 
himself  being  confronted  on  all  sides  with  the 
upward  trend  in  everything  that  enters  into 
the  manufacture  and  distribution  of  books. 
Until  a  reaction  downward  sets  in,  therefore, 
the  bookseller,  as  every  other  retailer  is 
obliged  to  do,  must  look  to  the  consumer  to 
help  him  bear  the  burden  of  prosperity. 


IOWA  DISCOURAGES  FOREIGN 
TRADE. 

lowA  is  making  an  effort  to  protect  its  mer- 
chants by  means  of  a  bill,  known  as  the  Bruce 
Bill,  and  numbered  Senate  201,  which  specifi- 
cally prohibits  the  taking  of  orders  or  the 
soliciting  of  orders  for  any  kind  oi  mer- 
chandise whatever  outside  of  incorporated 
towns  until  the  salesman  or  solicitor  has  se- 
cured a  license  from  the  county  in  which  such 
soliciting  is  to  be  done.  The  fee  for  such 
license  is  to  be  one  hundred  dollars  and  the 
license  is  not  transferable. 

Quite  apart  from  other  considerations,  which 
chiefly  concern  the  citizens  of  the  State  of 
Iowa,  the  enactment  of  such  a  law  would  ren- 
der it  impracticable  for  most  publishers  to 
send  to  Iowa  representatives  carrying  speci- 
mens of  their  current  and  forthcoming  publi- 
cations to  present  to  the  attention  of  the  book- 
sellers throughout  the  State. 

Iowa  is,  of  course,  to  be  classed  with  the 
most  intelligent  of  the  communities  in  the 
country,  and  its  towns  are  important,  in  pro- 
portion to  their  population,  among  the  towns 
that  purchase  higher  class  literature,  and  it 
is  to  be  assumed  that  there  is  an  advantage  to 
the  State,  as  well  as  to  the  authors  and  pub- 
lishers, in  having  such  literature  kept  on  the 
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counters  of  the  book  shops  and  made  available 
for  the  inspection  of  libraries  and  of  other 
purchasers. 

It  is  just  likely  that  the  Bruce  Bill  is  not 
intended  to  prevent  this  kind  of  trade,  but 
as  the  provisions  are  now  worded,  such  trade 
would  be  prevented,  and  the  publishers  would 
have  to  instruct  their  travellers  to  omit  from 
their  trips  the  State  of  Iowa.  For  that  reason 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  bill  may  not  receive 
the  signature  of  the  Governor,  and  propa- 
ganda towards  that  end  should  be  made. 


COMBINATIONS     TO     MAINTAIN 

PRICES  NOT  ILLEGAL  IN 

GERMANY. 

The  Prussian  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature 
recently  sustained  the  decision  of  the  Berlin 
County  Court  against  A.  Jandorf  &  Co.,  pro- 
prietors of  a  well-known  department  store  in 
Berlin  in  a  suit  brought  by  Jandorf  against  the 
Association  of  Manufacturers  of  Proprietary 
Articles,  of  the  same  city,  to  restrain  the  de- 
fendants from  blacklisting  the  plaintiffs  for 
underselling  certain  of  their  articles.  The 
Association  of  Manufacturers  of  Proprietary 
Articles  numbers  sixty  members,  all  of  them 
manufacturers  of  cosmetics,  tooth  pastes,  toilet 
articles,  etc.,  who  combined  to  protect  their 
goods  by  fixing  on  each  article  a  minimum 
price  below  which  such  article  could  not  be 
sold.  According  to  their  rules  the  members 
of  the  Association  agreed  to  cut  off  the  sup- 
plies of  any  dealer  who  undersold  an  article 
of  even  one  of  the  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion. The  goods  were  sold  to  the  wholesale 
dealers  under  a  special  agreement  to  main- 
tain prices,  and  the  wholesale  dealers  in  turn 
sold  the  goods  to  the  retailers,  under  a  sim- 
ilar agreement. 

The  Jandorf  ^tore,  two  years  ago,  offered 
certain  widely-advertised  toilet  articles  manu- 
factured by  two  members  of  the  Association, 
ordinarily  sold  for  fifty  pfennigs,  at  forty-five 
pfennigs,  and  when  warned  to  desist  declared 
itself  ready  to  do  so  if  other  undersellers  were 
obliged  to  conform.  When  the  manufacturers 
had  succeeded  in  bringing  the  other  under- 
sellers to  terms  and  notified  Jandorf  of  the 
fact  that  firm  refused  to  cease  underselling 
the  articles  in  question.  Thereupon  the  As- 
sociation, in  April,  1905,  notified  their  jobbers 
to  warn  their  constituents  against  dealing 
with  the  Jandorf  concern,  which  promptly 
brought  suit.  In  the  lower  court  the  defend- 
ants were  sustained  on  the  ground  that  as  each 
individual  is  legally  justified  in  fixing  a  price 
upon  his  manufactures  and  to  protect  that 
price,  so  a  number  of  individuals  may  legally 
co-operate  and  exclude  an  offender  against 
their  rules  even  if  he  undersells  only  one  ar- 
ticle of  a  single  member  of  such  a  combina- 
tion. The  court  considered  that  such  com- 
binations are  the  result  of  the  economic  strug- 
gle in  which  the  individual  manufacturer  is 
threatened  with  injury  if  not  destruction  by 
the  ever-increasing  mammoth  mercantile  es- 
tablishments, and,  in  self-defense,  is  obliged  to 
combine  with  others  forced  into  a  similar  pre- 
dicament. The  higher  court  concurrai  in  this 
view  and  the  decision  was  sustained. 


THE  CONGREGATIONAL  S.  S.  AND 
PUB.  CO.  ROBBED. 

It  is  charged  that  systematic  thefts  cover- 
ing a  period  of  several  years  have  depleted  the 
treasury  of  the  Congregational  Sunday  School 
and  Publishing  Company  at  Boston  to  the  ex- 
tent of  $12,000.  There  will  be  a  thorough 
overhauling  of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation, 
and  an  upheaval  of  the  directorate  is  expected 
at  the  annual  meeting  on  April  i,  when  a  com- 
mittee consisting  of  five  clergymen  will  take 
part  in  the  choice  of  a  board  of  directors. 

As  much  as  400,000  pounds  of  printing  paper 
costing  3^  cents  a  pound  has  been  stolen,  it 
is  alleged.  Persons  implicated  are  said  to  be 
known,  and  $2500  has  been  recovered.  A  civil 
suit  is  in  process,  but  no  criminal  action  has 
been  taken. 


THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY  AC- 
CUSED OF  BEING  A  "TRUST." 

The  New  York  World,  on  March  25,  printed 
a  sensational  attack  on  the  American  Bible 
Society  under  the  "scare"  head  of  "Trust 
Controls  Price  of  Bibles  Like  Oil  or  Sugar." 
Considering  that  any  one  in  this  country  with 
ready  money  or  credit  enough  may  print 
Bibles  to  his  heart's  content,  and  that  in  Eng- 
land it  requires  only  a  license  from  the  Crown 
to  print  an  edition  of  the  Bible,  and  that,  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  there  are  a  dozen  firms  or 
more  in  this  country  and  in  England  that  turn 
out  thousands  of  Bibles  and  Testaments  every 
year  for  Protestants  and  Catholics,  and  in  al- 
most every  language,  at  from  less  than  ten 
cents  apiece  upward,  the  charge  against  the 
American  Bible  Society  that  it  is  a  "trust"  and 
pursues  methods  '^o  different  from  those  of 
the  Standard  Oil  Company"  certainly  has  no 
iforce,  and  needs  reconstruction. 

The  administration  of  the  American  Bible 
Society  and  its  methods  of  work  have 
been  the  subject  of  severe  criticism  by  Dr. 
Edmund  F.  Merriam,  editor  of  The  Watch- 
man, who  claims  that  "every  dollar's  worth  of 
free  Bibles  distributed  by  the  American  Bible 
Society  cost  nearly  $4  to  circulate ;"  that  Tes- 
taments which  once  could  be  had  from  Can- 
ada, laid  down  in  Boston  at  a  little  less  than 
three  cents,  and  which  were  sold  at  that  price, 
can  no  longer  be  had,  and  that  a  similar  book 
put  out  by  the  American  Bible  Society  costs 
Hvc  cents;  that  the  American  Bible  Society 
has  an  agreement  with  the  British  and  Foreign 
Bible  Society  that  they  will  not  invade  each 
other's  field ;  that  the  Canadian  Bible  Society 
will  not  sell  Bibles  for  gratuitous  distribution 
in  the  United  States,  and  that  the  American 
Bible  Society  is  guilty  of  much  other  un- 
christian and  unbusinesslike  practices.  Much 
of  these  "revelations"  is  ancient  history,  the 
only  new  thing  that  we  have  been  able  to  dis- 
cover is  that  it  is  actually  impossible  to  obtain 
in  this  country  the  penny  Testament  formerly 
supplied  by  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible 
Society. 

Referring  to  the  charge  that  the  Brit- 
ish and  Foreign  Bible  Society  has  a  work- 
ing arrangement  with  the  American  Bible  So- 
ciety to  control  the  prices  of  Bibles  here  of- 
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ficers  of  the  English  society  are  reported  to 
have  said :  ''We  don't  sell  in  the  United  States 
because  we  don't  work  there.  We  know  of  no 
trust.  In  every  country  to  which  we  send 
Bibles  we  lose  money.  The  only  arrangement 
we  have  with  the  American  Society  is  that  we 
supply  them  at  cost  price.  We  leave  the  dis- 
tribution to  them.  The  statement  that  we 
have  anything  to  do  with  a  trust,  if  there  be 
such  a  thing,  is  not  true." 

The  American  Bible  Society  might  invite 
an  investigation  and  bring  its  traducers  to 
book. 


ROTHSCHILD'S  BOOK  ON  EXTINCT 

BIRDS. 

The  Hon.  Lionel  Walter  Rothschild,  ac- 
cording to  a  special  cable  despatch  to  the  New 
York  Sun,  has  been  for  a  long  time  devoting 
part  of  his  share  of  the  Rothschild  family's 
wealth  to  the  production  of  one  of  the  cost- 
liest books  on  record.  The  work  will  shortly 
be  issued  by  Hutchinson  &  Co.,  of  London. 

Its  subject  is  extinct  birds.  It  aims  to  give 
accounts  of  all  birds  that  have  become  extinct 
in  historical  times.  The  author,  whose  pri- 
vate natural  history  museum  at  Tring  Park, 
Hertfordshire,  is  world  famed,  has  spent 
about  $100,000  on  the  books,  while  the  Hutch- 
irsons  have  expended  more  than  $5000  for  en- 
graving blocks  alone. 

They  have  also  been  experimenting  for 
years  to  obtain  an  imperishable  paper,  Mr. 
Rothschild  wishing  the  work  to  endure  for  all 
time,  because  he  thinks  it  improbable  that  the 
subject  will  ever  be  rchandled.  It  is  stated 
that  the  Hutchinsons  have  now  obtained  for 
the  plates  paper  so  sure  that  it  will  take  color 
printing  without  any  coating  and  give  perfect 
results.    It  costs  about  36  cents  a  pound. 

Only  300  copies  of  the  English  edition  of 
the  work  will  be  printed.  It  will  be  sold  for 
$125  a  copy.    Foreign  editions  will  follow. 


PLAYRIGHT  AND  COPYRIGHT. 

Macmillan  &  Co.,  a  short  time  ago,  brought 
out  a  work  entitled  "Play right  and  Copy- 
right in  all  Countries,  Showing  How  to  Pro- 
tect a  Play  or  a  Book  Throughout  the  World," 
by  William  Morris  Colles  and  Harold  Hardy. 
The  book  is  intended  to  be  a  practical  guide 
for  authors,  publishers  and  theatrical  man- 
agers, and  fills  a  decided  want  in  providing  a 
concise  statement  in  ordinary  language,  avoid- 
ing, as  far  as  possible,  technical  phrases,  as  to 
what  must  be  done  by  an  author  before  pro- 
ducing a  play  or  a  book  in  order  to  secure  his 
rights  not  only  in  the  country  where  his  work 
is  first  published,  but  also  in  other  countries 
where  his  work  may  subsequently  find  a  mar- 
ket. While  the  work  is  written  from  an  Eng- 
lishman's standpoint,  chiefly  for  English  writ- 
ers, the  work  will  also  be  found  extremely 
useful  by  citizens  of  countries  outside  the 
Cop3n-ight  Union,  especially  by  Americans.  In 
an  appendix  are  given  the  texts  of  the  English 
Dramatic  Copyright  Act,  1833 ;  the  Copyright 
Act,  1842;  the  International  Copyright  Act, 
1886;  the  Berne  Convention,  1886;  the  Order

MORE    LIGHT    ON     "HOW     *  UNCLE      TOM'^ 
CABIN*  WAS  PUBLISHED." 

To  ike  Editor  of  The  Publisher^  Weekly, 

Dear  Sir  :  Since  in  your  issue  of  March  23 
you  refer  to  my  father's  (the  late  Hcnrr 
Vizetelly)  connection  with  the  publishing  of 
"Uncle  Tom's  Cabin"  in  England,  perhaps 
in  fairness  to  his  memory  you  will  permit  me 
to  ask  you  to  print  a  statement  which  he  made 
of  his  connection  with  the  work  over  his  o^m 
signature  several  years  before  his  death.    A> . 
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you  will  see,  the  man  whom  you  quote  as  an 
authority  was  a  very  young  man,  much  too 
young  to  have  any  personal  knowledge  of  the 
matters  about  which  he  has  written,  and 
therefore  all  he  has  written  should  be  taken 
cum  grano  stUis, 

My  father  wrote:  "It  must  have  been  soon 
after  this  affair  that  I  brought  out,  in  con- 
junction with  Salisbury  the  printer,  who  used 
to  machine  'Readable  Books'  for  me,  and 
Qarke,  who  bound  the  volumes,  the  first  edi- 
tion published  in  England  of  Mrs.  Beecher 
Stowe's  world-famous  romance,  'Uncle  Tom's 
Cabin.'  A  year  or  two  ago  I  found  it  neces- 
sary to  tell  the  history  of  this  reprint  in  a 
letter  to  the  Literary  World,  the  principal 
passages  of  which  may  be  here  quoted : 

"I  fail  to  see  that  any  particular  honor  or  merit 
is  due  to  the  person  who  first  introduced  'Uncle 
Tom's  Cabin'  to  the  English  public;  still  it  may  be 
as  well  to  correct  the  misstatements  contained  in  the 
letter  you  have  published,  signed  Charles  M.  Qarke. 
whOp  if  bom  at  the  time  the  incidents  occurred,  of 
which  he  speaks  so  positively  from  his  own  personal 
knowledge,  could  only  have  been  a  baby  in  long 
clothes,  or,  at  most,  a  little  boy  in  knickerbockers. 

"The  true  circumstances  connected  with  the  issue 
of  the  English  reprint  of  the  book  are  these:  In 
the  first  place  no  advance  copv  of  the  work  was 
submitted  to  any  London  publisher,  but^  Mr.  Bogue 


received  an  ordinary  copy  of  *  Uncle  Tom's  C(win* 
from  a  young  man  in  Putnam's  New  York  house, 
accompanied  by  a  letter  stating  that  the  book  was 


selling  rapidlv  in  the  States,  and  suggesting  that  Mr. 
Bogue  should  reprint  it,  and  send  him  a  trifle  for 
his  pains.  Mr.  Bogue,  however,  not  caring  to  embark 
in  cheap  reprir.ts  of  American  authors,  offered  me 
the  work  for  my  series  of  'Readable  Books.' 

"The  American  edition  of  'Uncle  Tom's  Cabin* 
being  in  two  stout  volumes,  I  hesitated  to  run  the 
risk  of  issuing  the  work  at  a  shilling,  and  while 
I  was  considering  what  to  do  with  it  /  received  a 
visit  from  Messrs.  Salisbury  and  Clarke,  who,  being 
well  aware  of  the  great  success  of  the  'Readable 
Books'  series  were  constantly  bothering  me  to  sug- 
gest some  further  literary  venture  which  would 
provide  work  for  their  establishments  and  might  be 
undertaken  in  partnership.  To  ^t  rid  of  their 
importunities,  I  offered  them  to  join  with  me  in  re- 
printing 'Uncle  Tom's  Cabin,'  and  it  was  agreed  to 
produce  an  edition  of  the  book  in  shares,  each  of  us 
being  responsible  for  a  third  of  the  cost. 

"Mrs.  Stowe's  second  title,  'Life  Amon^  the 
Lowly,'  was  changed  by  me  to  'Negro  Life  in  the 
Slave  States  of  America,'  and  a  writer,  then  little 
known  but  who  is  now  widely  appreciated,  both  as 
journalist  and  essayist,  wrote  a  preface  to  the  work 
for  the  modest  sum  of  two  guineas.  The  book  was 
printed  crown  8vo  size,  and  the  price  was  half-a- 
crown. 

"Although  well  advertised  the  volume — of  which 
2500  copies  had  been  printed-^rovtd  a  failure;  but 
a  rather  singular  circumstance  contributed  to  its 
eventful  [xtc]  success.  In  the  'Readable  Bocks' 
series  I  had  reprinted  Curtis's  'Nile  Notes,'  much  to 
the  annoyance  of  Mr.  Richard  Bentlevp  who  had  a 
half-guinea  edition  of  the  work.  Uncle  Tom's 
Cabin'  being  advertised  with  both  my  own  and 
Clarke's  imprint,  Mr.  Bentley,  by  way  of  retaliation 
against  me,  I  imagine,  announced  a  shilling  edition 
ot  the  book.  With  the  view  of  checkmating  him  I 
had  a  cover  printed  with  'Price  one  shilling  on  it 
and  got  Clarke  to  do  a  copy  of  our  edition  m  paper 
boards,  trimming  it  as  near  to  a  foolscap  8vo  as  could 
be  managed.  I  then  sent  the  volume  to  Mr.  Bentley, 
with  my  compliments,  and  a  notification  that  the 
accompanying  shillini^  edition  of  'Uncle  Tom's  Cabin' 
wason  the  eve  of  publication.  This  induced  Mr.  Bentley 
to  hold  his  hand,  and  as  there  was  scarcely  any  sale 
of  the  book  at  half-a-crown  in  cloth,  it  was  determined 
to  work  off  the  remaining  sheets  in  paper  boards  at 
a  shilling. 

"Shortly  after  this  had  been  decided  I  went 
abroad  with  Mr.  Birket  Foster  and  was  absent  for 
two  or  three  months.  On  my  return  I  found  that 
'Uncle  Tom's  Cabin'  had  been  and  still  was  the 
book  v/hich  evervbodv  was  reading  and  talking  about. 
After  a  reasonable  uelay  I  applied  to  Clarke  for  an 
account  of  the  sales,  when  he  referred  me  to  Salis- 
bury and  Mr.  S.  O.  Beeton,  who,  in  the  interim  had 


joined  Clarke  and  Salisbury  in  partnership.  These 
gentlemen  laughed  at  the  idea  01  my  asking  for  an 
account,  told  me  that  during  my  absence  abroad 
they  had  paid  my  clerk  for  the  work  I  had  done  in 
connection  with  the  volume,  and  had  also  repaid 
to  him  the  five  pounds  which  had  been  forwarded 
to  Putnam's  young  man,  and  that  they  declined  to 
recognize  me  any  further  in  the  matter. 

"I  made  short  work  of  this  impudent  repudiation, 
told  them  I  would  give  them  a  few  hours  to  decide 
what  they  would  do,  but  that  if  I  did  not  receive 
a  satisfactury  proposal  by  noon,  next  day,  I  would 
at  once  file  a  oil!  in  Chanoer^r  for  an  account.  At 
IX  o'clock  the  followiM  morning  Mr.  S.  O.  Beeton 
called  upon  me  and  offered  me  nrst  £aoo  and  then 
£300,  provided  I  would  waive  an  account.  I  replied 
that  the  extremest  sum  I  had  ever  hoped  to  make  out 
pf  my  share  of  the  'Uncle  Tom's  Cabin'  reprint  was 
£^00,  and  that  after  the  dishonorable  way  in  which 
I  had  been  treated  I  was  determined  not  to  accept 
a  penny  less.  Before  the  day  expired  I  received 
the  acceptances  of  Clarke,  Salisbury  and  Beeton  for 
the  sum  in  question,  and  my  connection  with  'Uncle 
Tom's  Cabin'  thereupon  ceased."

POSTAL  MATTERS. 

THE  NEW  THIRD  ASSISTANT  POSTMASTER. 

GENERAL. 

A.  L.  Lawshe,  of  Indiana,  on  March  22, 
succeeded  Edwin  C.  Madden  as  Third  As- 
sistant Postmaster-General.  Mr.  Lawshe  has 
occupied  a  number  of  Government  positions. 
He  was  appointed  deputy  auditor  of  the  Post 
Office  Department  in  1897.  Later  he  was 
made  auditor  in  Cuba  during  the  occupation 
of  that  island  by  American  troops  immediately 
following  the  Spanish  war.  He  then  became 
Government  auditor  in  the  Philippines. 

Mr.  Madden  before  retiring  is  reported  to 
have  given  out  a  statement  in  which  he  said : 

"I  wish  the  commercial  bodies  and  citizens  who 
have  supported  and  conunended  my  work  to  under- 
stand that  I  am  not  leaving  the  task  unfinished  for 
any  reason  ever  which  I  myself  had  control,  and  that 
so  far  as  they  gave  me  their  encouragement  and 
support  it  is  appreciated  and  it  was  helpful  in  a  most 
discouraging  task. 

"My  appointment  in  1899  was  secured  through 
the  recommendation  of  the  railroad  labor  organiza* 
tions,  I  myself  being  a  member  of  one  of  them.  I 
have  had  their  support  all  along  and  in  the  serious 
conflicts  which  have  taken  place.  But  for  their  con- 
fidence and  support  I  might  long  ago  have  been  de- 
posed, the  interests  affected  adversely  were  so 
powerful.  The  accomplishments  speak  for  themselves, 
whatever  the  benefit  to  the  public  mav  be,  some 
measure  of  appreciation  is  due  the  railroad  men." 


OBITUARY  NOTES. 

The  death  of  the  eminent  Orientalist  and 
palaeographer,  Monsignor  Antonio  Ceriani, 
Prefect  of  the  Biblioteca  Ambrosiana,  at  the 
age  of  seventy-nine  is  announced  from  Milan. 
He  was  the  son  of  a  peasant,  and  his  learning 
was  mainly  self-acquired,  the  only  places  of 
education  he  attended  being  the  priests'  sem- 
inaries. He  had  a  profound  knowledge  of 
Syrian,  Greek  and  Roman  palaeography,  and 
was  a  contributor  to  the  publications  of  the 
Palaeographical  Society.  He  became  custo- 
dian of  the  library  in  1854.  His  most  impor- 
tant work  was  "Monunienta  Sacra  et  Pro  fan  a 
ex  Codicibus  praesertim  Bibliothecae  Ambro- 
sinje,"  which  he  edited  in  nine  volumes. 

Friedrich  Wilhelm  Blass,  the  foremost 
Greek  scholar  of  our  day,  died  suddenly  at 
Halle,  March  5,  aged  sixty-four,  having  been 
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born  at  Osnabruck,  January  22, 1843.  He  made 
his  fame  at  once,  for  his  first  work,  on  Greek 
and  especially  on  Attic  eloquence  (1865)  took 
the  learned  world  by  storm.  He  was  then  called 
to  revise  edition  after  edition  of  the  texts  of 
the  Attic  orators,  and  from  Kiel,  where  he 
held  his  first  chair,  he  was  promoted  to  Halle. 
Finding  that  the  main  body  of  the  students 
there  were  theological,  he  threw  himself  into 
the  study  of  the  Greek  Testament,  and  pro- 
duced a  grammar  of  that  dialect  (1896),  as 
well  as  a  critical  edition  of  St.  Luke's  two 
works  which  made  an  epoch  in  their  way.  He 
was  associated,  from  1890,  with  papyrus  dis- 
coveries from  Greek  "Egypt  and  was  able  to 
apply  his  matchless  skill  and  learning  to  the 
deciphering  and  the  identifying  of  these  wide- 
ly-scattered fragments. 

CONSTANTINE   PeTROVITCH  PoBIEDONOSTSEFP, 

who,  as  Procurator-General  of  the  Holy 
Synod,  was  one  of  the  most  feared  and  un- 
popular men  of  Russia,  died  in  St  Petersburg, 
March  23.  He  was  bom  in  Moscow  in  1827, 
and  was  graduated  in  1846  from  the  Imperial 
School  of  Jurisprudence  at  Moscow,  where 
his  father  was  an  instructor.  From  1859  to 
1865  he  held  the  chair  of  civil  law  in  the 
University  of  Moscow,  and  in  1866  was  ap- 
pointed instructor  in  jurisprudence  to  the 
hereditary  Grand  Duke  Nicholas.  He  after- 
wards exercised  the  function  of  tutor  to 
Nicholas's  younger  brother,  Alexander,  and 
to  various  other  grand  dukes.  In  1881  he 
was  called  to  the  post  of  Chief  Procurator  of 
the  Holy  Synod  of  Russia,  a  position  he  held 
until  1905,  when  he  retired  to  private  life. 
Pobiedonostseff  was  the  author  of  several 
published  works.  Among  them  were  **A 
Cursus  of  Civil  Law,"  (three  volumes,)  "A 
Manual  of  Civil  Law,"  "Historical  Essays," 
"Outlines  of  History  of  the  Orthodox 
Church,"  ''Biographical  Essays,"  "Pedagogi- 
cal Essays,"  "Essays  on  the  Feast  Days  of 
the  Russian  Church,"  and  his  translation  into 
Russian  of  Thomas  a  Kempis's  "The  Imita- 
tion of  Christ,"  of  Le  Pla/s  "The  Constitu- 
tion of  Humanity"  and  of  St.  Augustine's 
"Confessions."  To  English  readers,  however, 
his  best  known  work  is  his  "Moscovslqr 
Sbomik,"  issued  in  1898,  and  translated  into 
German,  French  and  English  under  the  title 
of  "Reflections  of  a  Rusian  Statesman." 


NOTES  ON  AUTHORS. 

One  item  in  the  inventory  of  the  estate  of 
Professor  George  A.  Wentworth,  the  author 
of  the  famous  series  of  arithmetics,  appraised 
at  $502,372,  is  "copyrights  $100,000." 

Dr.  Henry  Van  Dyke,  of  Princeton,  has 
withdrawn  his  resignation,  declaring  that, 
"owing  to  the  pressure  brought  to  bear  upon 
him,  he  cannot  allow  personal  preference  to 
stand  in  the  way  of  fulfilling  the  desires  of 
the  friends  who  appreciate  his  poor  efforts." 

Walter  Sichel  is  engaged  upon  a  bio- 
graphical and  critical  study  of  Richard  Brins- 
ley  Sheridan.  The  Sheridan  family  have 
placed  a  large  amount  of  partially  unexplored 
material  at  Mr.  Sichel's  disposal.  Important 
facilities  and  documents  have  also  been  prom- 
ised in  other  quarters.    The  book,  upon  which 


Mr.  Sichel  has  already  been  engaged  for  some 
time,  should  thus  prove  of  definite  value.  It 
is  to  be  published  by  Constable  &  Co.,  of 
London. 

In  a  letter  written  by  Marie  Corclli  August 
4,  1892,  to  Stephen  Massett,  to  be  sold  in  the 
Crimmins  collection  of  the  Anderson  Auction 
Company  on  April  8,  the  author  says:  "I  am 
NOT  the  daughter  of  Charles  Mackay  and 
never  was,  but  simply  his  adopted  daughter, 
adopted  under  peculiar  and  extremely  painful 
circumstances.  ...  I  am  of  Italian  extrac- 
tion ...  no  relation  whatever  to  the  Mackay 
family."  Indignantly  disclaiming  being  mar- 
ried she  continues,  "I  have  made  already  .  .  . 
an  ample  fortune  .  .  .  what  do  I  want  with  a 
husband  ?" 


JOURNALISTIC  NOTES. 

Collecting  is  the  title  of  a  new  illustrated 
weekly  published  at  the  offices  21  Grafton 
Street,  Bond  Street,  W.,  London,  Eng.  Its 
object  is  to  supply  information  for  connois- 
seurs, collectors,  experts  and  dealers,  and  for 
"lovers  of  the  quaint,  the  rare  and  the  pre- 
cious."   The  first  number  is  dated  March  20. 

The  Atlantic  Monthly  for  April  contains 
among  other  articles  that  should  interest  the 
bookseller  an  excellent  paper  on  the  decay  of 
poetry  by  J.  F.  A.  Pyre,  entitled  "Byron  in 
Our  Day;"  an  informing  essay  on  "Ferdinand 
Brunetiere,"  by  Irving  Babbitt;  and  an  esti- 
mate of  "Mr.  Shaw  as  a  Critic,"  by  H.  W. 
Boynton. 

Commemorating  the  quarter-century  anni- 
versary of  the  Electrical  Review,  the  staff  pre- 
sented Charles  W.  Price,  president  and  editor, 
with  a  beautiful  silver  loving  cup  on  Februarr 
15.  Thirty  years  ago  Mr.  Price  was  editor 
of  the  Barnes ville  (Ohio)  Enterprise,  going 
West  in  1878,  when  he  assisted  in  establish- 
ing the  Topeka  Daily  Capital,  He  was  one 
of  the  editors  of  this  paper  for  several  years. 
In  1885  he  was  called  to  New  York  City  to 
take  a  position  on  the  staff  of  the  Electrical 
Review.  He  has  been  chief  of  staff  and  larg- 
est owner  for  the  past  twenty  years. 


OLD  BOOK  NOTES. 

Rare  Shakespeare  Quarto. — Sotheby's 
will  offer  on  April  20  the  library  of  Major 
Sir  Henry  Mildmay.  One  of  the  rarities  in 
this  collection  is  a  first  quarto  of  Shake- 
speare's Sonnets,  with  the  much-debated 
dedication  beginning  "To  the  onli  Begetter 
of  these  insuing  Sonnets."  No  perfect  spec- 
imen has  been  offered  at  auction  since  1864, 
when  one  fetched  215  guineas. 

The  H.  W.  Webb  Library  sold  for 
$30,000.— The  library  of  the  late  H.  Walter 
Webb,  former  Vice-President  of  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad, 
was  sold  on  March  22  at  his  home,  Scar- 
borough, N.  Y.,  to  George  D.  Smith,  of  New 
York  City,  for  $30,000.  Among  the  lot  arc 
a  first  edition  of  FitzGerald's  version  of  the 
"Rubaiyat,"  published  in  1859;  a  first  edition 
of  Gray's  "Elegy ;"  a  copy  of  the  "Confessions 
of  an  English  Opium   Eater,"   published   in 
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1822;  three  copies  of  the  original  editions  of 
^'Gulliver's  Travels,"  published  in  1726,  and 
1727;  six  volumes  of  "Tom  Jones,"  1749;  two 
volumes  of  Dr.  Samuel  Johnson's  "Rasselas," 
1759;  a  first  edition  of  Nathaniel  Hawthorne's 
"''Twice  Told  Tales,"  1837;  first  editions  of 
Lamb,  Thackeray,  Dickens,  Tennyson,  Emer- 
son, Lowell,  Whittier,  Longfellow,  Swift, 
LJyron,  Coleridge,  William  Morris,  Fielding 
t»nd  Robert  Browning,  etc.  The  collection  in- 
cludes also  the  original  deed  which  was 
■drawn  up  in  1719  by  the  Assembly  of  New 
Jersey,  fixing  the  boundary  line  between  New 
Jersey  snd  New  York,  and  the  original  map 
draw^n  by  the  surveyors,  showing  the  most 
northern  branch  of  the  Delaware  River  as 
survej'ed  by  them.  The  document  contains 
all  the  signatures  of  the  various  surveyors 
appointed  by  the  two  States,  with  the  original 
marks  and  seals  attached  to  the  signatures. 

The  Louis  M.  Dillman  Collection  sold 
at  Anderson's  on  the  21st  inst,  realized  a 
total  of  $16,500.  It  comprised  a  remark- 
able collection  of  British  and  American 
authors  of  the  early  part  of  the  nineteenth 
century  and  other  rarities  of  later  dates. 
The  top  price  of  the  sale  was  $900,  paid 
for  a  first  edition  of  John  Keats's  "Poem," 
with  Keats's  autograph,  "To  my  friends, 
the  Miss  Rejmoldses  [sic]  J.  K.,"  on  the 
title-page.  A  first  edition  of  "Pauline," 
Robert  Browning's  first  book,  was  sold  for 
$810.  A  copy  of  the  first  collected  edition  of 
John  Milton's  "Poems,"  i2mo,  London,  1645, 
and  the  first  book  bearing  Milton's  name, 
was  bought  by  Walter  Hill,  of  Chicago,  for 
$490.  The  rare  first  edition  of  Shelley's 
'"iQueen  Mab,"  containing  his  name  as  the 
printer  on  the  title-page^  was  sold  for  $650. 
A  first  edition  of  Keats's  "Endymion"  went 
for  $475.  The  first  edition  of  Lamb's  "Tales 
from  Shakespeare,"  went  for  $800.  A  fine 
copy  of  the  privately  printed  "Sonnets,"  by 
Elizabeth  Barrett  Browning,  fetched  $300,  and 
a  first  edition  of  "Qeon,"  by  Robert  Browning, 
brought  $100.  "Hours  of  Idleness,"  by  Lord 
Byron,  first  edition,  on  large  paper,  sold  for 
^160.  A  tall,  uncut  copy  of  the  first  edition  of 
Coleridge's  "Poems  on  Various  Subjects" 
fetched  $100.  A  first  edition  of  Edward  Fitz- 
Gerald's  "Rubiiyat  of  Omar  Khayyfim"  sold 
^or  $335.  Keats's  "Lamia,"  first  edition,  went 
for  $200.  A  first  edition  of  Giarles  Lamb's 
'"Mrs.  Leicester's  School"  fetched  $125,  and 
Charles  Lloyd's  "Poems  on  the  Death  of  Pris- 
cilla  Farmer"  sold  for  $180. 

The  Van  Antwerp  Collection  nets 
$81,755— At  the  sale  of  the  W.  C.  Van  Ant- 
werp collection  at  Sotheby's  on  March  22, 
23,  an  original  Kilmarnock  edition  of  Bums's 
poems  sold  for  $3500.  A  copy  of  the  ex- 
ceedingly rare  original  Caxton  Cicero  "On 
Old  Age"  fell  to  Quaritch  at  $3000,  some 
$1250  more  than  was  given  for  a  copy  in  the 
Earl  of  Jersey  sale  twenty-three  years  ago. 
It  is  interesting  to  recall  that  the  Jersey  copy 
was  sold  in  1766  for  two  guineas.  Next  in 
importance  was  William  Hubbard's  "Narra- 
tive of  Troubles  wilh  Indians  in  New  Eng- 
land," a  fine  and  perfect  copy,  which  had  been 
the    property    of    the    family    of    Nathaniel 


Hawthorne  more  than  225  years,  thus  making 
it  doubly  interesting  from  an  American  point 
of  view.  This  was  sold  to  Quaritch  for  $2250. 
A  notable  feature  of  the  sale  was  the  re- 
markable prices  obtained  for  Goldsmith 
items.  A  copy  of  the  first  issue  of  the  first 
edition  of  "The  Traveller"  fell  to  B.  F. 
Stevens  for  $1080,  a  record  for  this  rare 
book.  The  first  edition  of  the  "Vicar  of 
Wakefield"  realized  £59.  A  similar  edition 
of  "The  Good  Natured  Man"  went  for  £76, 
and  an  entirely  uncut  copy  of  "She  Stoops  to 
Conquer,"  believed  to  be  unique  and  in  the 
original  blue  paper  wrappers,  for  igo.  A  copy 
of  Grey's  "Elegy,"  175 1,  sold  for  £205,  an- 
other record  price.  A  first  folio  of  Shake- 
speare from  the  Rowfant  library  was  bought 
by  Quaritch  for  $18,000.  At  a  previous  sale 
it  brought  $8600.  Other  folios  brought  $3250, 
$1750  and  $1000.  A  copy  of  Izaak  Walton's 
"Compleat  Angler"  sold  for  $6450.  A  copy  of 
Sir  Philip  Sidney's  "Arcadia"  brought  $1565. 

Sir  Philip  Sidney's  "Arcadia." — Bertram 
Dobell,  the  well-known  London  antiquary  and 
bookseller,  writes  as  follows  to  the  London 
Athenteum:  "Most  of  your  readers,  I  sup- 
pose, will  be  glad  to  know  that  I  have  re- 
cently discovered  a  very  remarkable  manu- 
script copy  of  Sir  Philip  Sidney's  'Arcadia.' 
It  is  a  volume  of  226  folios,  or  452  pages.  It 
contains  a  complete  copy  of  the  'Arcadia'  in 
five  'Bookes  or  Actes,'  and  also  'Dyvers  and 
Sondry  Sonetts.'  Although  there  must  have 
been  a  number  of  manuscript  copies  of  the 
book  in  existence  soon  after  it  was  written, 
no  other  copy  save  that  which  is  before  me 
appears  to  be  now  extant.  This  alone  would 
make  it  uniquely  interesting;  but  its  value 
does  not  lie  only  in  its  rarity.  It  is  not  merely 
an  'Arcadia;'  it  is,  I  believe,  the  'Arcadia.' 
It  differs  greatly  from  the  printed  texts.  It 
contains  much  matter  which  is  not  to  be  found 
in  the  latter,  while  it  omits  much  that  appears 
in  them.  It  gives  us  five  new  poems,  and 
many  fresh  readings  in  the  known  poets. 
Among  the  'Dyvers  and  Sondry  Sonetts'  there 
is  also  an  unknown  poem.  I  have  not  yet  been 
able  to  study  the  manuscript  sufficiently  to 
be  able  to  see  the  exact  relation  which  it  bears 
to  the  printed  copies ;  but  I  have  found  a  good 
many  indications  which  point  to  its  being  Sir 
Philip  Sidney's  first  draft  of  the  work.  But 
whether  it  is  this,  or  whether  it  is  a  recast  of 
the  first  form  of  the  romance,  it  is  without 
doubt  a  most  remarkable  'find.'  Short  of  the 
discovery  of  a  Shakspearean  manuscript  it  is 
hard  to  imagine  a  more  valuable  treasure 
trove  of  its  kind.  Two  things  are  plain — 
firstly,  that  it  should  find  a  place  in  one  of  our 
great  public  libraries;  and  secondly,  that  it 
should  be  printed  with  as  little  delay  as  pos- 
sible."

Mr.  Westell's  son  succeeds  to  his  business, 
and  will  have  a  new  shop  along  with  the  other 
second-hand  book  dealers,  in  Charing  Cross 
Road. 

William  J.  Hay.  at  John  Knox's  House, 
Edinburgh,  has  published  an  interesting  book 
entitled  "The  Old  Quadrangle,  Edinburgh 
University  MCM-MCMV. "  essays  dealing 
with  the  civitas  life  of  the  Edinburgh  student, 
written  by  four  graduates,  G.  F.  Barbour, 
William  Lawson,  A.  F.  Giles  and  A.  F. 
Whyte,  son  of  Dr.  Whyte  of  Free  St  George's. 
All  were  brilliant  students,  and  their  book  is 
not  only  reminiscent  but  helpful  to  those  who 
intend  becoming  students  at  Edinburgh,  as 
the  regimen  there  differs  considerably  from 
that  of  other  universities.

It  include!^ 
not  only  the  letters  themselves,  but  the  papers 
and  documents  inclosed  and  references  to  the 
action  taken  upon  them  by  the  Congress, 
For  purposes  of  history  and  biography  they 
will  always  have  a  notable  and  imperishable 
interest,  embodying  in  no  small  measm-e 
the  history  of  the  Revolution  and  the  acts  of 
the  leading  men  of  that  time.  The  calendar 
has  been  prepared  by  John  C.  Fitzpatrick,  of 
the  Division  of  Manuscripts,  and  follows 
closely  the  methods  used  in  the  Calendar  of 
the  Franklin  collection.  It  comprises  741 
pages,  and  contains  31  facsimile  reproduc- 
tions of  the  writing  of  the  members  of  Wash- 
ington's military  family,  his  secretaries  and 
aids-de-camp.  These  illustrations  will  form 
a  convenient  guide  for  identifying  the  writing 
of  such  military  letters  of  Washington  as 
bear  only  his  signature.
